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I beg leave to submit herewith a minority report on the 
subject referred to the Trustees of the Public Library, viz., 
the possibility of using the new High and Latin School- 
house as a library building, and would explain the delay in 
presenting it as caused by the great accumulation of business 
in the City Architect's department. The delay is the less to 
be regretted since it has led to a very careful consideration 
of the subject, and to some conclusions which must chal- 
lenge the attention of the Council and of the public. 

Six of the seven Trustees have joined in a majority re- 
port (City Doc. No. 111 of 1882), in which they profess to 
be unable to devise any method of using the building to ad- 
vantage for library purposes, and they present a statement 
from a highly respectable architect to the effect that he 
cannot prepare a plan. But, on the contrary, I venture to 
submit the reasons which lead me to think some arrangement 
is entirely feasible ; and I specifically present a plan, drawn 
by the City Architect, in which he shows that it is possible 
to remodel the building at comparatively little expense, and 
thus to attain the object which the Council has in view. 

This report, therefore, will fall into two distinct divisions. 
In one, the attempt will be made to show that the school- 
building can be used as a library with hardly any change, 
and that a due regard for economy should lead the Trustees 
to adopt this plan. In the second part, the City Architect 
will set forth the gratifying facts that the school-building can 
easily be reconstructed so as to make a building after the 
pattern favored by the Trustees, equally elaborate in its 
details and special adaptation to every supposed necessity of 
a model library, and that the cost will be far less than the 
estimates made for a new building on Boylston street, in the 
majority report. 
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NEED oF A New BvILpING. 


Tt cannot be denied that something must be done at once_ 
in regard to a new building. The Boylston-street building 
is overflowing, and the city, last year, in selling the adjacent 
house at a large loss, clearly decided that no enlargement 
was intended in that locality. 

The Library and its branches contain 404, 221 volumes, of 
which

~ We have now to deal only with the Bates Hall portion, as 

the Trustees’ plan proposes to leave the Lower Hall collec- 

tion — or the popular circulating part—in Boylston street. 

The new building is to be for the Bates Hall part of the 
books, which is thus constituted : —

It is stated in the majority report that the annual increase 
of the Bates Hall collection, since 1858, has been at the 
rate of 8,423 volumes each year,.or over 100,000 every 
. twelve years, and that this rate may be expected to con- 
tinue. This assumed increase seems to be excessive, and 
- eertainly the prediction may well cause anxiety to the tax- 


payer. 


RELATIVE Cost OF THE THREE PLANS. 


The Trustees advise the city to build a new structure on 
-Jand on Dartmouth and Boylston streets, 33,000 feet of 
“which the Commonwealth has munificently granted to the 

city;” but they do not clearly repeat the further fact that 
they have already informed the city that, to utilize that land, 
it is essential to purchase or take other adjoining land, now 
taxed for $119,600, for which the owners ask $180, 375, 
together with 6,600 feet of passage-ways, estimated to be 
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worth $20,000, but whose value before a jury may prove to 
be much more. The plan submitted, at their request, hy the 
City Architect is for a building on some 38,000 feet of this 
land, ¢.e., including areas, equally placed on the State land 
and the land thus bought. 

Their plan, therefore, will cost the city $200,000 for 
land, and the Architect estimates that the building will cost 
$450,000, making a total of $650,000. In this. building 
they estimate that there can be placed 1,100,000 volumes, 
and that the increase in the building hereafter will carry the 
capacity to 1,500,000 volumes, at an added cost not stated. 
Should the city take the High-School building for a library, 
it would cost, according to the City Architect’s estimate, 
$218,000, for a building large enough to contain 1,000 pupils 
in the High and Latin Schools; and the lot of land given by 
the State would be ample, if it consent to such a use, 
permission which would be given, of course, if the city used 
its own splendid building for a library. 

The Trustees propose to spend $650,000 to house 1,000,- 
000 volumes. The second plan, which I personally prefer, 
costs $218,000 for a new school-house, and to this cost would 
be added the expense of rendering perfectly fire-proof the 
present High-School building, and of making the few changes 
in the floors or walls which would be necessary. Allow 
$100,000 for this purpose, and the total is only one-half as 
much as the sum demanded by the Trustees for their plan, 
while the present school-building is nearly twice as large as 
the proposed new library on Dartmouth street. 

It has not seemed necessary to call upon the City Archi- 
tect for exact estimates of cost in respect to this plan, be- 
cause the expense would so largely depend upon the willing 
codperation of the Trustees and the officials of the library. 
It will be shown that the High-School building contains four 
times the space required to house the Bates Hall books, and 
that, too, without considering the vast drill-hall and gymna- 
sium, the spacious halls on the third floor, or the extensive 
basements. Evidently all of the departments of the library 
can be well and suitably accommodated, though possibly 
without that regard for symmetry which would be obtained 
by a reconstruction of the building and the addition of special 
rooms here and there, as proposed by Mr. Clough. 

Lhirdly. The cost of a thoroughly amended and recon- 
structed building, in conformity with Mr. Clough’s careful 
plans, reference is made to in the appendix. “It may be 
summed up here, however, as follows: It will cost $250,000 
to convert the school-house into a most sumptuous and well- 
arranged library, in which everything will be convenient and 
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of the latest style. This building, as the plans show, will 
possess every advantage which can be claimed for the new 
Boylston-street library ; will be twice as large at the start, 
and will have the same facilities for symmetrical extension in 
the future. Evidently, if the Council desire to yield to the 
wishes of the Trustees for a superb monument of the results 
obtainable by a large expenditure, guided by the latest sug- 
gestions of professional librarians, it can obtain that end 
better by accepting this plan of reconstruction than by going 
to the Boylston-street land. ‘The cost will be much less; 
the building will be larger; the time required in building will 
_be shorter, and the city will be able to convert its useless 
school-building to a worthy purpose, without feeling that the 
expense already incurred has been wasted. 

Either plan presented in this report will have the advan- 
tage of reducing the annual expense of maintaining the 
schools and a new library. So long as this school-building | 
is used for the schools, it costs a fixed sum for heating and 
supervision. In 1880-81, when the sum of $14,500 was 
spent on all the High Schools for these expenses, it was esti- 
mated that this one building would cost $12,000 annually. 
In 1881-82, the expense was $18,500, and this building cost, 
at least, its proportion. In 1880-81, the average number 
of scholars in this building (which was planned to accommo- 
date 2,000 pupils) was 334 in the Latin School, and 365 in 
the English High School. In 1881-82, 350 in the Latin, 
347 in the High; less than 700 scholars in the whole build- 
ing. The average cost per scholar, in all the Normal, Latin, ” 
and High Schools, for all expenses, was, in 1880-81, $90.57, 
and in 1881-82, $101.42. 

Clearly, the quickest way to reduce the enormous and 
growing expense is to place these 700 scholars in a building 
‘proportionate to their number. The present building will 
cost, for heating and care, no more than it now does, and a 
new school-house will cost annually only half as much as 
a new library will. As the Trustees are requested to 
_ report only upon the practicability of using the school- 
_ building for a library, I do not discuss the question whether 
or not the School Committee will be ready to part with it. 
Ata conference between committees of that Board and of 
the City Council, during the present year, it was intimated 
that a portion, at least, of the School Committee would con- 

sent to an exchange.

Tur New Fratures of THE TrustTrEs’ Phan. 


It may cause some surprise that the six Trustees, including 
all the five permanent members, should so promptly decide 
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against the evidently more economical scheme. The expla: 
nation seems to be simple. The Board is, in the proportion 
of six to one, pledged in favor of the latest device in library 
buildings, — the so-called “stack, system.” Their report 


sshows this in the clearest manner. 


This “stack system” is very easily explained, and an 
admirable example is to be seen in the Harvard College 
Library. It is simply the use of iron book-shelves, and 
iron floors about 7 feet apart, enclosed in one vast hall. 
At Cambridge 6 floors are so placed one above the other ; 
the shelves are 2 feet in width, separated by passages 2 


feet and 4 inches in width, and the shelves are in 9 divisions 


of 3 feet in breadth, or a little over 27 feet in breadth, 
exclusive of the side corridors. At each end are stairways, 
which in this instance cover 2 floors in going once across the 
building in a straight rise, with a landing at the interme- 
diate floor. The 2 feet width of the shelves is divided in 
the centre so that books are placed from each front. ~The 
accompanying drawing of the Harvard Library will render 
this evident. (Plan A. 1 

Other examples are given in the plans of the majority 
report. 

In this method, economy of space is secured in two ways: 


the shelves and floors are of iron, and all interior parti- 
tions (such as form the sides of rooms in ordinary buildings) 


are suppressed. But the gain is only of the floors-and par- 
titions, which will not exceed six per cent., as the City Archi- 
tect states. To use a plain simile, it is like the wire bottle- 
rack as compared with ordinary wooden shelves and bins. 
The gain is solely in space, but the objections to the plan 
are several. In the first place the books become merchan- 
dise. They are stacked, and must be removed to other 
rooms for use. The extra space thus required for these 


cconsultation-rooms must be put as an offset to the gain in 


the close stack. Again, all but the first floor of shelves 
have to be reached by stairs, and it is evident that the dis- 
tance to be gone over is greater than though the third and 
fourth floors formed a room parallel with the first and second, 
whilst access by means of stairs is much more fatiguing than 
by a longer route on a level. 


Puan FoR Usinc THE ScHooL BUILDING SUBSTANTIALLY 
AS IT NOW STANDS. 
Except on the presumption that no system but the 


“stack” can be hereafter allowed, the whole subject of 
utilizing the High-School building is thus reported back by 
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the majority of the Trustecs, without an attempt to answer 
it. As I cannot concede the imperative necessity of adopt- 
ing the “stack system,” when as, in this ease, some other 
plan, if feasible, affords such an immense saving in cost, I 
feel impelled to explain in detail a way to use the school- 
building as it stands, for library purposes, giving every facility 
which can be desired for the best administration of this great 
collection. 

As will be seen by the plan of the High-School building, 
hereto annexed ( Plan B), showing the existing building, there 
are, on the first floor, 8 rooms on each side, now used as 
- school-rooms, which face the street and have a corridor on the 
other side. [ach room is 32 feet long, 24 feet wide, and 14 
feet high, is lighted by 4 windows, each 9} feet high, and 43, 
feet wide, which windows are at the top 6 inches from the ceil- 
ing, and at the bottom 4 feet from the floor. 

If a modified “stack system” be applied to these rooms, —- 
_. that is to say if we use iron shelves, and an iron flour across 
the room, 7 feet from the wooden floor,—the capacity 
of each room would be as follows: the room is 24 feet 
wide; deduct 3 feet along each side for a passage-way, and 
the shelves will be 18 feet in breadth or length across it, and 
the stack will be 14 feet high. 

The simple and evident rule as to book space is, that on 
~anaverage 1 foot in height and 1 inch in width is occu- 


pied by a book. Lach shelf, therefore, holds 18 X 12= 216 © 


books. Each foot in height holds a shelf. One face of the 


stack holds 216 KX 14 = 3,024 books. Each stack has two | 


faces and contains 3,024 & 2 = 6,048 books. 

The space allowed at Cambridge is 2 feet for each stack 
_and 24 feet for the passage along it. Our rooms are 32 feet 
long. If we put in 5 stacks, we use 5 times 4} feet; or, 
say 22 feet, —leaving 10 feet for the end-passage, which is 
more in proportion than is found necessary at Cambridge. 
In this way each stack holding 6,000 books, each room 
~ with 5 stacks holds 80,000 books. Hence the 8 rooms, 
on the Warren-avenue side, will hold 240,000 books, or all 
the present Bates Hall Library, leaving empty 8 rooms on 
Montgomery street, which, of course, will last for as many 
years as have been required to build up the present similar 
Library, or say 25 years. 

But on the floor above there are 16 similar rooms, one 
~ above each of those herein described, which would provide 

for another 50 years’ increase, or in all for 1,000,000 
volumes. | 

I might well stop with this suggestion that to provide 
for 75 years’ accumulations in the future, and the accom- 
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modation of 1,000,000 volumes, is enough for the present 
generation to do; but above these two floors is a third, 
25 feet high, good for another 50 years’ expansion and 
another third or half a million books. 

All this accommodation is obtained by using the “stack 
system” in its essence. ‘The only difference is that instead 
of one huge stack, in length 8 X 32 = 256 feet long and 28 
feet high, with 3 iron floors 7 feet apart, we. have 
left in place 8 brick cross-walls and 1 brick floor, 
instead of an iron floor, at the height of 14 feet. And in- 
stead of a defect this may really be an advantage, as the stack 
is thus divided into 16 fire-proof divisions, in one of which 
a fire might occur and be extinguished without injury to the 
others. 

It may well be doubted if any one would object to such 
dividing walls and floors in so large a stack ; it is inconceiva- 
ble that any one should reject a completed building thus 
divided, and insist upon erecting a new one without those 
partitions. 

But this is only one part of the advantages of the school 
building. We have thus far spoken only of the rooms 
whieh front on the two streets, because the centre rooms are 
ample for the administrative part of the library. The vast 
drill-hall remains to be utilized. This is 180 X 58 feet, and 
25 feet high. Let us test its book capacity: 180 X12=— 
1,560 books on the line of the rear wall, and 7 shelves in 
height would make 10,920, or say 11,000 volumes, more 
than the increase of a single year can be thus placed; two 
galleries, orie 7 feet and the other 14 feet from the floor, 
would each give the same amount of book space. Therefore, 
all the books received for 8 years could be kept within 
sight and reach of the officials at the desk. 


Lack or NECESSARY INFORMATION. 


I must here state the curious fact, that, among all the sta- 
tistics gathered by the past and present Trustees, there 
could be found none showing the number of times any 
particular book has been taken out; yet this information 
should be the test of the necessity of the stack system. If 
books are to be called for only once in a year, it is evident 
that they can be safely placed in rooms at some little dis- 
tance from the delivery desk. In the report of the Trus- 
tees for 1882, in Appendix 10, it is stated that the total num- 
ber of applications for books in the Bates Hall, for the year, 
was 167,332; of which 63,782 items were for home use, 
and 103,540 for use in the Hall. .The average calls were 


552 daily. The Trustees do not state how many books were | 
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covered by these calls; but if each call represented a sep- 
arate book, only two-thirds of the library was used. But 
in fact, a hasty inspection of the volumes in the more pop- 
ular classes of books, shows that most books are called for 
several times in the year in which they are first obtained ; 

many are taken out once or twice in the second year ; and 
few are read in the third or subsequent years. ‘There are 
standard books in every department which are always in 
demand; but, after all, the great mass of the books printed 
-in any year fall into oblivion on the shelves of a public 
library, as inevitably as they do in the bookstor es or in pri- 
vate collections. 

It is safe to say, that, if books can be kept near the deliv- 
ery desk for two or three years, they will be at hand during 
the only period in which they are needed. One other con- 
sideration would be, any great increase in the number of 
applications. If many rare books were daily sought, then 
it would be essential to have all the volumes as near as pos- 


sible to the delivery point; but this increase is not rendered ~ 


probable by the experience of the past six years. The calls 
daily in Bates Hall have averaged as follows: In 1877, 463; 
Loi Oy) 48351879, 532 ;° 1880, 55431881, 5403 2882, 
552 volumes. Therefore we need not expect any great 
increase of readers, and the fancied necessity of sacrificing 
everything to rapidity of delivery of books over the coun- 
ters is effectually disproved. A little timely ingenuity in 
devising modes of handling books would render it entirely 
possible for the librarian and his assistants to deliver books 
with all the promptness which could be demanded. 


~~. [ must therefore insist that the lack of information on this 


vita] point is one of the best proofs of the entirely superficial 
consideration of the whole subject as yet bestowed upon 
it by the Trustees. It should be added that the application- 
slips are preserved, and it is entirely possible to obtain the 
information, at a cost utterly trivial in comparison with its 
value. We need to know how many different books were 
used, and of these how many had been one, two, or three 
years in the library. 


A Truk REFERENCE LIBRARY. 


, It would seem to be indisputable, that the existing rooms 
in the High and Latin School building are not only capable 
of use for the library, but possess great advantages. I will 
venture to say that a library arranged in conformity with 
those rooms has as much claim to: be perfect as any other. 
In the “stack system” no one but the officials can be 
allowed to see or handle the books; everything is sacri- 


‘

ficed to economy of space. But the student or the book- 
lover regrets the necessity which deprives him of the pleas- 
ure of seeing his treasures about him. The wisest student 
cannot carry all his facts in his head, and the sight of a book 
on « shelf adjacent to the one he is consulting may re- 
mind him of other authorities, or new fields of thought. 
Having, as I have shown, on two floors of the school build- 
ing, four times the space required to shelve all our Bates 
Hall books, we can afford to combine the two systems repre- 
sented in this vicinity by the College library and the Athe- 
neum library. Inthe one, the applicant examines a catalogue, 
orders a book, and it is brought; in the other he is free to 
range around the shelves, to stand entranced on a ladder, 
like Dominie Sampson, or to sit down at a table surrounded 
by as many books for reference as he may desire. 

With the space already provided in the school building, 
the Trustees could easily give as much liberty to the appli- 
-eants as comports with the safety of the collection. Appen- 
dix VII. of their Annual Report specifies’ 24 classes of books 
(or, really, 22), ranging in number of volumes from 2,225 
Cyclopeedias and 3,088 Shakespeare (the Barton books), to 
31,087 American history, geography, biography, travel, and 
polite literature, 29,728 English books of similar nature, 
23,414 theology, and 19,180 periodicals. The other classes 
would average about 10,000 volumes each. 

With 16 rooms on a floor, or 32 rooms on 2 floors, itis evi- 
dent that a separate room could be assigned to every de- 
partment of literature, and yet, by any system of shelving, 
ample room be afforded for reading and writing facilities and 
all probable accessions for the next 50 years. 

I need hardly enlarge on the other admirable features of 
the school-building. Art studies, by which I mean those re- 
quiring books, are now of necessity ignored in the present 
library ; almost unlimited facilities could be given in the 
school-building. Art students could consult, copy, and in- 
vent in suitable rooms, and yet not half occupy the vast halls 
of the third story. More than all, we can now take for the 
use of the library, a building far larger than the Trustees 
would dare tu ask for, or the tax-payers of this city allow the 
Council to erect. And in such a building it is clearly possi- 
ple for the library authorities now to plan for the arrange- 
ment of the additions of the next 75 years, pursuing from the 
start a definite scheme, not requiring alterations in the future. 

As to the security of the school-building from fire, Mr, 
Van Brunt reports that “ the building is divided into separate 
sections or blocks by an admirable system of fire-proof cor- 
ridors; that the school-rooms are floored, furred, and lathed 
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with wood, but their interspaces filled with fire-proofing ; 
that they are separated one from another by brick walls; 
and that there are no stud partitions or inflammable flues. 
This construction admirably secures the rooms from damp- 
ness, and affords a reasonable protection from fire ; certainly 
the spread of fire from room to room is fairly provided against, 


and the whole structure is as safe in this respect as any 


structure can be which is not built of fire-proof materials.” 

With such enormous capabilities in a proper use of the 
school-building, I must again repeat my conviction that the 
adverse report of the majority of the Trustees seems to be 
hardly conclusive. 


CONCLUDING CONSIDERATIONS. 


I must here state that the time spent by the Board of 
Trustees in considering this subject, prior to the adoption of 
the majority report, was but a few hours, and that no attempt 
was made at any meeting to obtain evidence of what could 
be done by any architect, except Mr. Van Brunt. I need 
hardly say that the failure of that gentleman to make a plan 
is more than offset by the success of the City Architect. I 
may add that a competition, open to many architects, would 
doubtless have brought forward many other ways of utilizing 


the building. 


I throw out, therefore, the plan for an alteration of the High 


- School building, proposed by Mr. Van Brunt, as being in no 


sense a reply to the query proposed to the Trustees. It did 
not need the services of an able architect to inform us that 
it was impossible to turn sixteen or twenty rooms into one 
large hall, and yet keep the rooms distinct. The first 
problem for the Trustees was the use of the school building 
(consisting, on each floor, of eight rooms and a corridor, 
on each of the two parallel sides of a building), so that. it 
should hold books conveniently. Mr. Van Brunt proposes 


to divide the building by a wall running north and south, 


using only the smaller western part, and to build on vacant 


- land westerly ; because he started (whether under instruction 


or not Iam ignorant) to find room for one vast hall for a 
* book-stack,” and also to retain the schools in the eastern 
part. He really plans a building of which the greater part 
is to be new, —a matter not referred to the Trustees. His 
time and ingenuity were, therefore, wasted, as he has made 


_ no reply to the question of utilizing the existing building as 
~a whole. 


The proper and only reply which is to be made to this 
portion of the majority report is contained in the appendix, 
in the form of Mr. Clough’s plan for utilizing the building. 
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I trust that the Council will carefully consider it, believing 
that the members will agree in the conclusion that the 
demonstration is perfect, and that the school-building can 
be easily and economically remodelled. 


WHAT CAN THE CITY AFFORD? 


One other consideration, the reverse of those influencing 
the majority of the Trustees in their report, must be pre- 
sented. They look to an immense and continuous increase 
of the Library in the future. I believe that the school-build- 
ing can easily contain all the books, whether one million or 
amillion and a half, that the city will ever own. There must 
be a limit, both to the advantages of collecting books, and of 
the expense attendant thereon. Last year, out of $121,000 
spent on the Library, $25,500 were spent for books, and 
$2,000 for binding. The remainder was used in making 
them available. Of how great an increase can the city afford 
to defray the cost in the future? It is easy to buy books or to 
obtain them as a gift; but the care and distribution of these 
books, and the rendering them available, — not only by our 
own citizens, but by all the inhabitants of the State, if we 
accept the gift of the Boylston-street lot, —is an expense 
rapidly increasing. I ask the Council to consider this point; 
_and, having now the chance to fix a limit in the school-build- 
ing, to insist that the aspirations of all future Trustees shall 
be kept within that bound. 

It should be remembered that the Bates Hall Department, 
or Reference Library, is an enterprise quite apart from the 
public library usually established by a city or a town. It 
is mainly for the use of scholars and authors, and, however 
useful, is of value chiefly to those classes. The ideas of our 
present Trustees soar to a rivalry with the national libraries 
at London, Paris, Rome, or Washington. Elsewhere it taxes 
the revenues of a nation to maintain such a library; can our 
city incur the expense, or should it attempt so to do? 

It might be objected at this point, that the greater part of 
the majority report is taken up with plans for a new library- 
building on a new site, a matter not embraced in the inquiry 

made by the Council on March 9th (Proceedings, p. 110). — 
It is, however, well that this matter has been now presented 
to the City Council, not only because the information is 
timely, but because the evident desire of the Trustees to 
carry out that scheme will explain their inability to see any 
possibility of using the school-building. It is certainly a 
fair argument for me to submit to the Council, that, as we 
all concede the necessity of a new building, the members now 
see the only alternatives. We must either utilize the school- 
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building, or be prepared next year to take the first steps 
towards spending $650,000 on Boylston street. I do not 
think the ideas of the Trustees are in excess of what will be 
demanded of our successors, nor more extravagant than those 
of other departments who have the agreeable task of Beet! 
ing the public money. 

‘Tt has been stated that this minority report does not pr pscne 


| any specific plans for the changes necessary to fit up the 


various rooms in the High-School building, for library 


purposes. In fact none are needed until the work is under- 
taken in earnest. . In the majority report no opinion is pre-_ 


sented from the Librarian. I venture to say that if the City 
Council shall decide to utilize the school-building, it will find 
that the officials of the library, and the City Architect, can 
agree upon a suitable and inexpensive method of adapting 


the rooms to their new purpose. 


I beg leave to submit the draft of such orders as are 


‘calculated to give effect to either of the plans for using the 
-school-building, contained in the above report,

above mentioned, as soon as the same is surrendered to the 


City Council. 

Ordered, That the matter of preparing suitable plans for 
the necessary changes in the school building, to fit it for 
library uses, be referred to the next City Government. 


Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be requested to peti-. 
tion the Legislature, at its next session, to consent to the 


change in the disposal of the land given to the city as a site 
for a Public Library, on condition of the use of the school 
building for that purpose. 


APPENDIX. 


Wm. H. Wuirmore, Esq., 
Member of Board of Trustees, Public Library : — 


Dear Srr,— In answer to your communication, of Sept. 6, I 
have prepared a set of plans, illustrating how, in my judgment, 
the new English High and Latin School Building can be best util- 
ized for the purposes of a Public Library. These plans, with the 
following statement, will, I believe, fully cover the purport of your 
letter : — 

The most difficult, and, perhaps, the most important, question to 
deal with in this arrangement is that of fire-proof quality. The 
school building, as constructed, would not be considered perfectly 
fire-proof, though, at the time of its erection, safety from fire was by 
no means lost sight of. Every precaution was taken that the 
means at hand would permit. First, the whole block is divided. 
into four distinct sections, by an arrangement of fire-proof longi- 
tudinal and transverse corridors ; secondly, each of these four sec- 
tions is further subdivided at each floor into five minor ones, by 
surrounding the rooms that they contain with 12 in.-brick walls, 
which continue from basement to roof, with openings upon the fire- 
proof corridors only. By these precautions it will be seen that the 
chances of fire are practically reduced to one of these minor sec- 
tions, each containing a tier of four rooms with wooden hollow 
floors, and with walls furred upon in the ordinary way. Now, to 
avoid the chances of fire from these causes, it will be necessary to 
remove the present finish, and fill solid all existing air space with 
fire-proof material. Then, again, it will be necessary to protect the 
building at the point where it joins with the church property. ‘To do 
this, a heavy inner wall must be erected, with counter-forts at inter- 
vals of about eight feet, as shown by the plan. 

The next in importance is the transforming of the.interior of the 
building to the accommodations of the library. To accomplish 
this, I would recommend that the present drill-hall and that end of 
the building be reconstructed to accommodate the working depart- 
ments of the library, such as receiving, ordering, cataloguers’ 
rooms, etc. ; and for this purpose the private passage-way to Clar- 
endon street will be found convenient. 

~ I should devote the present central pavilion on both streets to 
the public entrances and delivery rooms; the first floor and present 
entrances would remain nearly intact. On the second floor will be 
the main delivery and public reading rooms, which are very acces- 
sibly reached from the double flights of stairs either side of the 
entrances from each street. To make this important part of the 
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accommodations especially desirable, I would recommend that the 


third or exhibition hall floor in each pavilion be removed to make 


one grand open’chamber, with galleries on three sides. Lying be- 
tween these two chambers or delivery rooms in the central building 


will be the delivery counters, and directly in connection 1 have lo- 


cated the book-stack, which is to be an extension of the east wing of 
the central building, to continue across the court-yard, and connect 
with the working departments. ‘The book-stack is designed to be 


of modern construction, and has a capacity of 955,000 volumes.

Aside from the space that has been devoted on the plan to the 
delivery and public reading-rooms, administration, Trustees’ 
and Librarian’s rooms, etc., there are eighteen rooms on the first 


floor, ten rooms on the second flocr, and ten rooms on the third | 


floor, a total of thirty-eight rooms of the uniform size of 24 x 32, 
which can be used for special and scientific collections; also, any 
two of these rooms can be grouped together for art collections, 
etc. 

I have prepared the following estimate as an approximate cost 
of carrying into effect the several alterations and additions as rep- 
resented by the accompanying plans : — 


Fire-proofing 60 rooms, $950 cach. ; ; ; $57,000 


Constructing fire-proof boundary wall : ; : 41,000 
Alterations of drill-hall . : A ; ; : 15,000 
Construction of book-stack : : ‘ 65,000

I will state, in conclusion, that these plans will only present the 
main features of the problem, leaving as a matter of detail for fur- 


_ther consideration the allotments of many of the rooms; also, 


upon further consideration, it might be found desirable to transpose 
some of the accommodations of the internal working of the de- 
partments as assigned by the plans.

ON CONDITION OF THE 


DEARBORN SCHOOL-HOUSE, 


The Joint Standing Committee on Public Buildings, to 
which was referred, on August 14th, by the Board of Alder- 
men, a communication from the Board of Health, of even 
date, having considered the matter, beg leave to report as 
follows : — 

It appears by the records (Proceedings, p. 348) that on 
June 29, 1882, the Common Council received a request from 
the School Committee asking that “the sanitary condition of 
the Dearborn School-house be improved, and that the existing 
evils be removed ;” which request was referred to this com- 
mittee. 

Having attended to the request, — though acting on incor- 
rect information, — your committee reported to the Common 
Council on July 13th (Proceedings, p. 372), asking leave to 
expend $15,000 in raising the building, and were authorized 
so to act. The Aldermen concurred July 17th, and the mat- 
ter was given to a sub-committee, consisting of Alderman 
Frost and Councilmen Eddy and Connell, to act. 

This committee, however, were obliged to report to the 
Board of Aldermen, on July 31st, that unexpected delays had 
occurred, owing to the withdrawal of a contractor, and that 
it would be impossible to do the work before the usual time 
for opening the schools. They recommended that the work

be suspended until next year. (Proceedings, p. 385.) 
This report was accepted by the Board, and sent down to 
the Common Council, which body has not since met. 

At the meeting of the Aldermen, August 14th, the Board 
of Health sent in a communication (which is the paper hereto 
annexed), on which this report is based. Your committee 
visited the school-house on August 26th, in company with the 
Board of Health, and desires now to state the opinion formed 
after this new examination. 

It appears to your committee that the defects of the build- 
ing have been exaggerated, and that the remedy suggested is 
unnecessarily expensive. The school-house is a large one, 
inherited from the City of Roxbury, and has twice been en- 
larged and repaired. It is on comparatively high ground, 
opposite Orchard park, and ought to be easily made perfect 
in all essentials affecting health. In their first report this 
committee stated, through misinformation, that “the situ- 
ation of the building is bad, being below the tide-level.” 
The Superintendent of Sewers, however, states that Orchard 
park is at grade 19’ 6”, which would put the bottom of the 
cellars of the school-house at grade 16’ 6”. 

It seems that a year ago water came into the cellars after 
_ storms, owing entirely to old drains and cesspools connected 
with the old Roxbury system of drainage. These have been 
disconnected and stopped, a new city drain has been made, 
and, when the new improved system of sewers is opened, the 
connection will be short and effective. In the meantime it 
is to be noted that there has been no water in the cellars for 
a year, except once in the ash-pit, after a sudden storm. 

Your committee, therefore, claim that this bugbear should 
be dismissed. | 

It is, however, still contended that the cellars are damp, 
and cause noxious gases to collect, to be drawn into the 
building whenever the furnaces are in use. To this your 
committee reply, that the cellars are note specially or danger- 
ously damp, and that they believe most of the complaints 
are due to a lack of due care on the part of the janitor. 
Dirt and ashes have been allowed to accumulate on the 
floors, and there has not been a proper attention given to the 
thorough ventilation of the cellars through the windows now 
existing. Your committee fail to see that any benefit will 
result from raising the building and the bottom of the cel- 
lars, since the present height is ample for good drainage. 
What seems to be needed is an improved lining to the cellar 
floor, and perhaps more perfect ventilation. 

Your committee was strongly impressed with the fact that 
this school-house was not in a dangerous condition. The cel- 
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lars were not in a tidy condition, and had not been properly 
aired; but they were not foul-smelling, the wood-work was 
all dry, and, in fact, these cellars were in much better con- 
- dition than those of many, perhaps, of most buildings in the 
city. Yet, as it is of the greatest importance to do every- 
thing to protect the health of the school children, your com- 
mittee have decided to line these cellars with some kind of 
water-proof cement, and to enlarge the size, and, if necessary, 
the number of windows, in order that there may be a 
thorough ventilation. 
_ Your committee would, therefore, respectfully suggest 
that no action is necessary by the City Council on the re- 
markable communication of the Board of Health. It is their 
firm belief that repairs such as are above indicated will be 
sufficient to put the building in good order, and these repairs 
they have the power and desire to make at once. 

Your. committee, in considering the document of August 
14th from the Board of Health, were struck by the following 
sentence: “A careful inspection of the building has con- 
vinced this Board [of Health] that as at present arranged the 
cellars are too low and damp,” etc., etc. It seemed that 
this expression —in connection with the fact that the Board 
of Health had volunteered its censure on the City Council for 
voting to suspend work — implied a new and recent exami- 
nation of the premises. An inquiry addressed to that Board 
elicited the reply annexed hereto, and marked B. From 
that paper it appears that no new examination had been made 
since the one of May Ist, and that the vote of the Board of 
Aldermen “was the occasion of the recent communication.” 

Your committee would respectfully suggest to the City 
Council that there are limits to the powers of even the Board 
of Health, and that the Council should not be exposed to 
criticism when it is only complying with the law. The 
school-houses are primarily controlled by the School Commit- 
tee, and it may be questioned if the Council can lawfully un- 
dertake repairs and alterations on a school-building with a 
knowledge that they cannot be completed before the time 
fixed for the regular opening of the school. In this case, » 
were the Council now to attend to the monition of the Board 
of Health, and order the raising of the building, the Dearborn 
School would be closed till November Ist, or even later, with- 
out the consent of the School Committee. 

On submitting this question to the Corporation Counsel, 
whose reply, marked C, is annexed, your committee were re- 
minded that one important provision of law had not yet 
been complied with. This alteration of the building, at an 
estimated cost of $15,000, can only be made after a statement 
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in writing to the Council of the necessity of the alterations, 
and after plans therefor have been approved by the School 
Committee. 

It seems, therefore, the duty of this committee to suggest to 
the Board of Health, that in its laudable anxiety to secure “the 
welfare of the teachers and pupils of the school,” it should 
proceed to remind the School Committee that the law re- 
quires them to make a statement in writing to the City Coun- 
cil of the necessity of the proposed alteration; and then to 
await the decision of the City Council upon such necessity, 
with the preparation and approval of the plans. It may be 
true, as the Board of Health decides in its letter of August 
14th, “that the work of raising the building should be done 
before it is again occupied for school purposes ;” but the Leg- 
islature has not seen fit to entrust the decision to the Board 
of Health, nor given them the power to assess, collect, or 
disburse the public revenue at their own pleasure. The City 
Council must still discharge the duties legally entrusted to it, 
even if the attendant responsibility leads it to proceed some- 
what more slowly than suits the impatience of its voluntary 
instructors. 

Lastly, in view of the importance of the matter and of the 
opinion of the Corporation Counsel, it seems to be wise and 
courteous to take the communication of the School Committee 
from the files, and to return it to them with a suggestion that 
they prepare such a written statement of the necessity of the 
alteration, if on examination they still deem it advisable. A 
draft of the requisite order is accordingly reported herewith.

Dear Sir, — In response to the request of your committee as to 
the time when the Dearborn School-house was ¢xamined by this 
Board, we reply: 

It is the custom of this Board to make annual inspections of all 
the school-houses in the city, with a view to ascertaining their sani- 
tary condition. In February last the inspector of this Board 
visited the Dearborn school, and found bad odors in the building. 
The report of the inspector (dated February 14th) says: ‘+ The 
cellar is bricked, but very damp. The building is set too low.” 
The result of this inspection was communicated to the Superin- 
tendent of Public Buildings. Subsequently, in response to fre- 
quent complaints from both teachers and the parents of children 
in the school, another inspection was made, and no other explanation 
of the bad odors in the building could be found. About the first of 
May this Board personally visited the school-house and made a 
careful examination of the building, confirming the original report 
of the inspector. In the annual report of this Board to the City 
Council we called the attention of the City Council to the need of 
applying a remedy for the odors complained of, which, in the 
opinion of the Board, could best be secured by raising the build- 
ing. The Board was pleased to note that an appropriation had 
been made by the City Council to raise the building, and we had 
supposed the work to be in progress. Recently, however, we 
were informed that, although your committee unanimously favored 
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immediate prosecution of the work, it had been decided to post- 
pone the ‘work indefinitely. This was the occasion of the recent 
communication of this Board to the City Council on this subject. 
The discussion occasioned by our communication in the Board of 
Aldermen was the first intimation we had received that the work 
had been abandoned, on account of the difficulty of securing a 
contractor. For the sake of the welfare of the teachers and pupils 
of the school we hope and believe that your committee will spare 
no proper effort to accomplish the work this season. We may add 
that the bad odors in the building have been the subject of re- 
peated complaint for several years past, and a report, similar to 
that made the present year, was made and communicated to the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings in 1880.

GENTLEMEN : — Having reference to the proposed raising of the 
Dearborn School-house, I am asked whether schools could be kept 
out beyond the regular limit for the vacation in order to allow re- 
pairs and alterations in the building by this committee. 

The statutes provide (Sts. of 1875, Ch. 241, Sec. 6) that no 
contract for the alteration of any building for school purposes, 
of an estimated cost of over one thousand dollars, shall be author- 


ized by the City Council until a statement in writing to the Coun- 


cil of the necessity of the proposed alterations shall have been 
made, nor until plans for the same shall have been approved by 
the School Committee, or a sub-committee duly authorized to 
approve the same. 

I am informed that the estimated cost of the work will much 
exceed $1,000. The committee cannot, therefore, proceed with 
the work until the plans shall have been approved, as above 
stated. 

As the duty of regulating the terms and vacations of the schools 
rests with the School Committee, it may perhaps be presumed that 
that committee would-not approve plans which would keep the 
schools closed unduly. But when the School Committee shall have 
approved the plans, if the Council, under the circumstances, think 
the necessity for doing it at once is such as to justify that course, 
it may order the work to proceed, though the consequence be the 
closing of the schools beyond the regular limit of the vacation.

PRELIMINARY PROCEEDINGS.

Prentiss Cummings, Nathan G. Smith, and Albert F. 
Lauten. City Messenger Alvah H. Peters was added to 
the committee.

It was voted that Mr. Cummings be requested to act 
as Secretary, and Mr. Parkman as Treasurer; that the 


dinner be given on June 7th; and that the Secretary be re-

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In calling the company to order, President Pratrr said : — 


Gentlemen of the Common Council, — 


For whether Governors, Mayors, Aldermen, Com- 
missioners, or by whatever titles you may have been 
called since you were in the Common Council, 
we are all to-night “Gentlemen of the Common 
Council,” — there exists a large degree of curiosity 
to know who is the senior member. In order to satisfy 
that curiosity I will ask the gentleman present. who 
thinks he is the senior member to rise ; and before 
he does it I give him the assurance that we will not 
deem him an old man, because seniority in the 
Council is reckoned from the date of office, and not 
of birth. I will also caution him that unless he was 
in the Common Council before 1830 he need not 
rise, because we have one of that year at this end 
of the table.t. Will the senior member please rise? 


1It appears by the preceding list of those present that Mr. Lewis Josselyn, a 


member in 1835, 36, ’37, ’38, was also present, being the next oldest member. 
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Mr. Ezra C. Hutcuins, of the Common Council of 1839, 
arose, and the company joined in drinking his health. 


President Pratrr continued : — 


Gentlemen, this is a large room, and there are 
many in it; and I would like to suggest now, for 
the pleasure of those who are to speak to-night, 
as well as of those who wish to hear, that it will 
require more caution than usual to observe quiet, in | 
order that the speakers may be heard. 

The pleasant duty devolves upon me of saying a 
few words by way of introduction and apology for 
the assembling of this large company. If there be 
any virtue, if there be any honor, in having served 
faithfully and generously and impartially and well 
for forty years in an office ; if there is to be received 
from one’s friends, toward the decline of life, any 
testimonial of esteem and high regard and affection 
in which one is held, I am sure that he whose 
portrait is imperfectly stamped upon each of our 
bills of fare, — he in whose honor we have gathered 
to-night, — is entitled to that credit and that tribute. 
(Loud applause.) In a city where faithfulness in 
public office is a rule, with hardly an exception ; in a 
city where the offices are not held at the option or 
the chance of any political whim or revolution, where 


each one employed by the city is eminent for the 
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courtesy and efficiency with which he fills his office, 
it is a rare distinction to become distinguished ; it 
is a rare and bright honor to be so conspicuous 
amongst all the rest that the members of present and 
past City Governments should come together to 
express their affectionate regard. 

We have known during these forty years, under 
circumstances which were at first difficult to us all, 
our graceful, unobtrusive, accomplished Clerk of the 
Common Council, WAsurneron P. Greae. (Loud 
applause.) He was a. member of the Common 
Council himself in 1830 and 1831, so long ago that 
we can better appreciate the length of time by meas- 
urement. Fifteen years before I was born he was a 
member from “ Ward Four.” I know that he held 
the office of Assistant Clerk of the Senate of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts ; that he was a 
member of the bar, and a practising lawyer in the 
city of Boston before he was Clerk of the Common 
Council ; and with what credit he may have served 
in other stations there are older men here who are 
better able to say than I. But I can tell of the 
manner in which Mr. Greee has conducted himself 
as Clerk of the Common Council. Year after year, 
as the years come and go, and as Common Councils 
come and go, with new, untutored, and unintroduced 


members, they have always found a faithful friend 
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and reliable guide in this faithful officer. ‘T’here are 
others who, like myself, can appreciate the kindness 
of our friend from another stand-point. Here are 
those who have been called upon to preside over the 
deliberations of the Common Council, and to be re- 
sponsible, amongst other things, for the proper dispo- 
sition of papers. I have been told that in one of the 
States of the Union, when the Legislature is in 
session, it has been the custom, for several years, of 
the friends of any bill that had passed one branch, to 
appoint a committee to watch the progress of the bill 
to the other branch. Without confidence in the 
officers of the two branches; with sad experience 
that bills were spirited away, or were pigeon-holed, 
or folded in wrong files,—so that if they originated 
in the House of Representatives they did not reach 
the Senate, or if they originated in the Senate they 
did not reach the House,— it became the custom, 
and still is the custom, to appoint these committees 
to watch the progress of bills to the other house. 
“Now that is merely an instance to hint at what we 
all expect of the Clerk of the Common Council, — 
expect it tacitly, without ever expressing it, without 
ever doubting it would be done, without ever think- 
ing of it, because we knew who was the Clerk, and 
we knew that any paper originating in the Common 


Council would be found in its due and proper place 
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in the course of business. (Applause.) The Presi- 
dent of the Common Council, presiding over a body 
now, I may remark, composed of seventy-two mem- 
bers, after long meetings, and with a multitude of 
business, finds there is enough to tax his mind if he 
keeps the run of business during the meeting; and 
when the meeting is done he dismisses it to some 
one’s care, and goes home for rest. When the 
President returns the next day to sign the orders, 
ordinances, and resolves, he has found— at least 
all the 


papers in due order, everything correctly minuted 


during the short period of my experience 


and certified by the Clerk, everything arranged on 
the desk that he was to sit at to affix his signature, 
and the courteous and generous Clerk of the 
Common Council there, ready with his pen and 
blotting-paper to pass the papers under the pen, and 
to fold them after they had been signed. (Ap- 
plause.) ‘There are a thousand ways which will 
occur, especially to those who have presided over 
the Common Council, and even to all who have ever 
visited or sat in that chamber, in which Mr. Greee 
has shown his amiability and wisdom that I need 
not cite, — delicate questions of parliamentary law, 
precedents of practice, points of propriety, incidental 


matters of judgment, former action, facts in the 
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departments, for which his recollection or his opinion 
and aid have not been taxed in vain. 

It occurred to some of the members of the 
Common Council of this year that it would be a very 
pleasant thing to give some kind of expression to 
the regard in which Mr. Greee is held. An 
informal meeting was held in the “ President’s 
room,” a committee was appointed, and the further 
proceedings you have been made aware of. I need 
allude to but one thing,— the prompt and enthu- 
siastic cordiality with which the proposition for this 
dinner was received by all the past members. 
(Applause.) ‘There was a personal interest about it 
which was even surprising to see, and which must 
have been very grateful to our friend if he could 
have known it all. 

But I must not attempt a speech, because there 
are so many others here who are more eloquent, 
and whose years entitle them to take the time, and 
whom, I am sure, you prefer to hear. Knowing 
the diffidence, the retirmg modesty of our friend 
on my right, I shall not make any eulogistic ex- 
pression of your regard for him, our dear young 
friend still. (Loud applause.) We love him, we honor 
him, and we have taken this method of letting 
him know it. 


It is true we might have presented him with 
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something which he could have placed on exhibition 
for his friends to view, or we might have sought in 
several other ways, that would readily occur to any 
one thinking of it, a testimonial of our regards. 
But this is true: that riches, and ornaments, and 
trophies, and whatever else is material, may be lost, 
may be destroyed, must sometime be left behind; 
but the warm regard, the personal love and honor 
of three hundred and twenty friends, such as have 
gathered here to-night, is something that cannot 
perish, and of which our friend cannot be robbed. 
(Applause.) This cordial, sincere, and _ heartfelt 
affection will go with our friend; and I can assure © 
you and him that Colonel Wolcott will need to 
have a larger hotel than this in 1892, when we 
may be permitted to celebrate the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of our friend’s service. ‘(Applause.) 

This personal love and honor which we seek to 
express to-night, and the character which has won 
them, cannot be taken from him in this world; and 
we may believe he will carry these with him into 
the next, — at least we may hope that in that future 
sphere of happiness to which he may be called, 
possibly before some of us, but to be united with all 
of us hereafter, this character and these tributes 
will be a portion of the riches which he will be able 
to take with him from this life to that. (Applause.) 
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Gentlemen, I ask you to rise and drink with me 
the health of WaAsHineton P. Greae, our faithful 
Clerk. 


The company drank the toast standing, and Mr. Grreee 
arose to respond. He was received with three tremendous 


cheers. 


MR. GREGG’S ADDRESS. 


To you, Mr. President, and to the past and present 
members of the Common Councils of my native city, 
I offer my grateful salutations. To you all, individu- 
ally and collectively, I would express my heartfelt 
acknowledgments of the many acts of kindness and 
consideration I have received at your hands, during 
the long line of unbroken years in which you and 
your colleagues, the Mayors and the Aldermen, have 
so faithfully and successfully administered the affairs 
of the City Government. And especially would I 
express my appreciation of the high and most unex- 
pected honor conferred upon me by the reception 
and banquet which, with so much kindliness of feel- 
ing, you have at this time been pleased to give in 
commemoration of my fortieth election to office. I 
should be exceedingly happy, Mr. President, to reply 
in appropriate terms, if I could, to the cordial invita- 


tion of my many gifted friends, to whose voices and 
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discussions I have so often attentively listened with 
the greatest pleasure and profit. But for one whose 
position has been a place of silence for forty years it 
is difficult, if not almost impossible, to make an ade- 
quate response upon an extraordinary occasion like 
the present, or even to attempt at any time to 
enlighten or entertain so many experienced, able, and 
eloquent gentlemen as are assembled within these 
hospitable halls to-night. — 

With the members of most of the Common Coun- 
cils of the city, Mr. President, I have indeed been 
associated for a long and uninterrupted succes- 
sion of years. During this very long period of time 
I have not failed to remark, with the most lively 
interest and satisfaction, the facility and despatch 
with which the business of the City Government has 
been conducted, the love of order, the punctuality 
and urbanity of the delegates from the several dis- 
tricts, their intelligence and independence, and their 
devotion to the general welfare. 

Nor, Mr. President, is it at all surprising that 
the proceedings of their numerous weekly sessions 
should have been carried on, from first to last, with 
so much careful consideration, and been attended 
with such beneficial results to all classes in the com- 
munity, when it is borne in mind who are the individ- 


uals chosen by the people from year to year to rep- 
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resent their interests and conduct the government of 
the metropolis of New England. 

And now, in looking down the corridors of that 
space which measures forty years of time, I behold, 
in the indescribable and seemingly endless vista, a 
long procession, consisting of distinct companies of 
my fellow-citizens; the several companies being 
nearly alike in number, but each differing in some 
other respects from that which preceded it, — a pro- 
cession constantly being enlarged by the addition of 
anew company, formed every year, and falling into 
line, one company after another, and another, until 
the multitude becomes almost too great to be 
enumerated. They are of all ages. They come 
from all classes and ranks in society. They are 
merchants, mechanics and manufacturers, presidents 
and directors of banking, insurance and other cor- 
porations, authors, teachers, editors, printers and 
publishers, jurists, members of all the learned profes- 

sions, naval and military men, farmers, architects and 
engineers, builders of ships for the sea, and of the 
great iron highways for the land. Elected every 
year on account of their practical knowledge of busi- 
ness and public affairs, their learning, talents, and 
character, these gentlemen, with their colleagues of 
the other branch, are the administrators of the 


government of this city. 
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At the head of each company there is a captain, 
chosen by its members, as they were by the people, 
for superior qualifications; and this is one of the 
great reasons why the several companies have always 
been fully equipped, in order of battle, and have 
always been led on to victory. 

Their names are a host by themselves. To do 
justice to their lives and their noble deeds in behalf 
of our beloved city and country would require whole 
volumes of descriptions. But their names are not 
confined to the rolls of the municipal authorities, nor : 
to places of high trust and responsibility in the great 

“mercantile, benevolent, educational, and religious 
institutions of the land. For afterward they are also 
inscribed with those of the members of the Legisla- 
ture of Massachusetts, and of the Congress of the 
United States; of the Attorney-Generals of the 
State; of the District-Attorneys, and other func- 
tionaries of the central government; of the Judges 
of the Courts; of the Speakers of the House of 
Representatives; of the Presidents of the Senate; of 
the Justices, the Chief Justices, and the Governors 
of the Commonwealth. 

These are the men seen by multitudes of their 
fellow-citizens as well as by myself daily passing for 

'the last forty years and upward to and from the 
portals of the City Hall, when it was at the Old 
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State-House in State street; then afterward, when 
it was at the Old Court-House in School street; 
then again, when at the Mechanics’ Building in 
Chauncy street, and in still later years at the pres- 
ent City Hall, between School street and Court 
square. These are the men who, with their col- 
leagues, ever vigilant for the protection of the lives 
and property of the people, and all the while safely 
holding in their hands the Magna Charta of our 
liberties granted by the State,—these are the men 
who, in conjunction with their patriotic Mayors and 
Aldermen, and their fellow-citizens at large, have 
been earnestly engaged all these years in building 
up this metropolis, tier upon tier, and in carrying: it 
forward and upward to its present height of pros- 
perity, power, and greatness. 

The numerous and important enterprises of the 
past, with which you are all so familiar, have not 
been accomplished without vast outlays of labor and 
money. Perhaps no more simple illustration of the 
growth of the city can be given than that embodied 
in the following brief statement of its valuation and 
expenditures at different periods during the last half 


century: —

Although the present debt may at first appear 
to be large, yet to meet it there is already a sinking 
fund of nearly sixteen millions of dollars. 

Having thus glanced at the growth of the city, 
let us take a look at Boston as it is to-day. We 
will consider briefly: — 

First. 'The commanding situation of Boston; its 
area of thirty-six square miles, instead of its 
original upland area of one square mile; its great 
and constantly increasing population; its four 
hundred miles of streets and avenues; its crowded 
stores, warehouses, manufactories, and other places 
of trade and business; its monuments, public and 
private libraries; its collections of paintings, statu- 


ary, and other works of art; its various schools, 
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academies, colleges, and churches, hospitals, hotels, 
and theatres; its numerous parks, squares, and 
commons; the costly structures of different societies 
and associations, and that new and splendid portion 
of the city —urbis in urbe—in the vicinity of the 
Public Garden, on the land of the Back Bay, — 


reclaimed from the sea,— whose stately buildings 
rise where not many years ago the vessels rose and 
fell with the flowmg and ebbing of the tide. 

Second. Its suburbs, extending inland in every 
direction, with their charming cottages, villas, and 
country-seats, delightful drives, groves, gardens, 
lakes, and fountains, — the whole forming at almost 
every turn a magnificent panorama of picturesque 
and ever-changing scenery. 

Third. Its large and flourishing neighboring 
towns, about as near to the centre of Boston as the 
upper part of New York is to the New York City 
Hall, viz., Hingham, Weymouth, Milton, and Quincy; 
Hyde Park, Dedham, Brookline, Newton, Water- 
‘town, and Cambridge with its famous seat of 
learning; Belmont, Malden, Medford, Melrose, and 
Somerville; Everett, Arlington, Chelsea, and Revere; 
Saugus, Lynn, Winthrop, and Nahant; each almost 
as much a part of this city as is each one of its own 
thriving districts of Dorchester, Roxbury, Brighton, 
Charlestown, South Boston, and Hast Boston, and 
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all alive in friendly rivalry with each other in new 
_ industries, productions, and improvements of every 
description; and all beneficially affected, directly or 
indirectly, by every step.of advancement taken by 
either of the others, and all consequently increasing 
in population, business, and wealth, nearly if not 
quite as fast as the city itself, 

Fourth. Tts broad and capacious harbor, opening 
into the immense Bay of Massachusetts, between 
Point Shirley and Point Allerton, and containing 
an area of seventy-five square miles, where the 
proudest navy in the world might ride in safety; its 
many beautiful islands, beaches and _ headlands, 
which, when illuminated at night, as it has been 
predicted they will be, from the tops of towers by 
the electric light, will afford new and surprising 
views of the harbor and surrounding shores, — ever 
changing with ship and steamer, and ever attractive 


to citizens and visitors.! 


1In 1866 the Board of Harbor Commissioners was established at the suggestion 
of the Hon. Josiah Quincy, who was four times a member of the Common Council, 
three times its President, four times Mayor of Boston, and twice President of the 
Senate of Massachusetts. During the eleven years of the existence of that Board, 
by means of the payments for tide-water displaced, and through the various grants 
made by the general government at their suggestion, the channels were deepened to 
twenty-three feet at low water, the headlands protected by granite walls, a system of 
dredging established, by which the improvements of the flats at South Boston and 
at the mouth of the Mystic river were secured, and the system devised which is 


* 
being carried out by their able successors, the Harbor and Land Commissioners. 
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Fifth. Vhe miles of docks and wharves, pro- 
jecting from all parts of the city that border upon _ 
the water, with the terminal facilities for ocean 
steamships in the city proper, and in the districts of 
Charlestown, East Boston, and South Boston, and 
with the other proposed undertakings of similar if 
not greater character in other parts of the harbor, 
all of which are upon a scale of magnitude and con- 
venience not surpassed by those of any other city 
of the like population and commerce. _ 

Stath. The Cochituate Water Works, — that 
most important enterprise, upon the construction of 


‘which more than sixteen millions of dollars have 


As stated in their last report, ‘‘there is probably no other harbor known to commerce, 
which, in its natural conditions of configuration, marginal ground, basins, channels, 
entrance, and shelter, is capable of affording equal facilities in so concentrated a 
manner as the main inner basin of Boston Harbor. It is in general form a hollow 
square, on each available side of which natural channels mark natural lines of 
frontage, of such a character that docks and piers can be constructed along these 
’ lines of any size and depth of approach, and berth capacity within the range of the 
most diversified requirements, and with a degree of economy and mechanical facility 
unparalleled in harbor qualifications. While the heavier vessels of the present time 
~ have now to wait in the open sea for the tide to lift them over the bars of New 
York and Philadelphia, they can pass into Boston Harbor without detention and 
without fear.’ Prof. Henry Mitchell, of the U.S. Advisory Council for Boston 
Harbor, says, ‘‘ The great merit of Boston Harbor lies ina happy conjunction of 
many favorable elements, among which we may distinguish as most important, the 
facility and safety of its approaches, the ample width and depth of its entrance, and, 
above all, the shelter and tranquillity of its roadsteads. Perhaps there is no other 
harbor in the world where the inlets from the’ocean are better adjusted to the ampli- 
tude of the interior basin, or where excellent holding grounds are so easy of access 


and yet so land-locked.” 
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been expended, and the revenue of which for the 
past year was over eleven hundred thousand 
dollars. 

Seventh. The Fire Department, the Public Insti- 
tutions, the Public Buildings, and the Public Schools, 
requiring constant care and attention, and an ex- 
penditure during the last year of between seven and 
eight thousand dollars a day. 

Eighth. The home industries and commercial 
ventures of the citizens of Boston and the surround- 
ing towns, their vast capital and possessions, the 
intrinsic value of which, including all their proper- 
ties, investments, and securities in this and in every 
other State, north, east, south, and west, would 
probably exceed all present belief or supposition. 

Ninth. ‘The work constantly going on of making 
new streets and of widening old ones; the street 
railways increasing every year in number; the 
greater lines of railroads connecting with other lines 
which penetrate, not the United States alone, but the 
regions of Mexico and of British North America, 
thereby adding to all preéxisting means of quick 
transit and traffic, and creating new fields for agri- 
culture, commerce, and manufactures, both in the 
interior and at the very extremities of this entire 
continent, — in all of which Boston capital and 


Boston enterprise are more or less largely interested. 
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Though Boston may not become so populous as 
some other American cities, yet when, with its other 
- advantages, it is considered that she is two hundred 
miles nearer to Europe than is New York; that the 
shortest, the most direct route from the Golden 
Gate of San Francisco to the Old World is by the 
way of Boston; that a steamship is now actually 
being built to transport passengers from this port to 
England in four days’ time; that Boston is the 
capital of the noble State of Massachusetts, within 
whose borders there are five millions of acres of 
farming and other lands, including three hundred 
thousand acres of rivers and lakes, one hundred and 
forty thousand acres of highways, five hundred 
thousand acres of parish, village, town, and city 
lots, and twenty thousand acres of railroads and 
railway stations, connected with all the other lead- 
ing railroads of the | country; that the five other 
New England States, of which Boston is the 
metropolis, contain seventeen million acres of farm- 
ing and other lands; that the foresight, courage, and 
enterprise, which have given such impulse and solid- 
ity to the growth and prosperity of Boston, must ren- 
der her onward progress rapid and irresistible, —in 
view of these considerations is it not manifest that 
but few important measures remain to be taken here- | 


after to enable her to maintain her high position, and 
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continue to be in many, if not in all, respects the first 
capital city in the Union? 

Who ean picture this commercial centre when all 
the splendid parks and avenues, and stupendous 
works now in contemplation, shall have been com- 
pleted? In this marvellous age of discovery and 
inventions the wildest flight of the imagination would 
hardly go beyond the reality. 

But, rolling from everlasting to everlasting, these 
forty years of human existence — the lifetime of 
millions — have passed away, not lost, nor useless, 
nor regretted, nor forgotten, but big with mighty 
events on the land, on the sea, and in the sky, in no 
part of which events I was of moment, and but a very 
little of which I saw,—these years have all disap- 
peared, vanished into the unseen depths, —the in- 


scrutable, exhaustless, insatiable depths of eternity! 


‘¢ How fast the eternal surge of time and tide rolls on!” 


The story of the res geste of these forty years, 
like that of their predecessors, has been carried by 
the wings of the unwearied press to every part of 
the civilized world. And one can no more 
recount them all than he can hold in his hand 
the mighty ocean, or the mightier heavens above! 

For myself, Mr. President and gentlemen, I can 


only rejoice to meet in one assembly so many of the 
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past and present members of the Common Councils 
as are gathered together on this occasion, and who, 
with their distinguished colleagues for the last forty 
years, and with their not less distinguished predeces- 
sors in service, from the first Inauguration under the 
charter of 1822 to that of 1842, have, during a series 
of sixty years, given the best of their time and tal- _ 
ents for the benefit of their fellow-citizens, freely, 
bountifully, and, above all, gratuitously, — without 
any compensation whatever. In their public ses- 
sions, week in and week out, besides countless 
meetings on committees, and interviews with the 
Police, Assessors’, and other metropolitan boards, the 
Mayors and City Clerk, the Treasurer, Collector, and 
Auditor, the Superintendents, Inspectors, Commis- 
sioners, Directors, Trustees, and City Solicitors, the, 
Clerk of Committees and other clerks, the City Ar- 
chitect, Engineers, Surveyors, Messengers, and other 
city officers so well known for their knowledge of 
municipal affairs, their ability and devotion to duty, 
_and with the Reporters, as ready to impart as increase 
their stores of information, in these innumerable 
sessions, meetings, and interviews for so many years, 
what an aggregate of public labor has been performed 
by the members of the City Council! When and where, 
under similar circumstances, for a continuity of sixty 


years, were the like beneficial results ever produced? 
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But I can only reéxpress to you, one and all, my 
sincere thanks for your repeated favors and civilities, 
which I can no more forget than I can your patriotic 
services, or the courteous bearing and ability of the 
eminent officers who have presided over your delib- 
erations. And now, deeply appreciating the kindly 
words and labors of the Committee of Arrange- 
ments, I will, with your leave, Mr. President, tender 
to you, and through you to each of your colleagues 
and predecessors, a single sentiment. 

I give you, Mr. President and gentlemen, The past 
and present members of the City Councils of Boston; 
their valuable services, so faithfully and gratuitously 
rendered for the advancement and prosperity of this 
great metropolis, entitle them to the lasting gratitude 
of their fellow-citizens, and constitute one of the 
noblest sources of pride and honor to them and their 


posterity for all time to come.

The address of Mr. Greaa was frequently interrupted 
with applause and expressions of gratification by the com- 
pany. The question of acceptance of his report, playfully 
put by the Chair, was carried by a rousing, unanimous 
“Aye,” and he was given a round of cheers at its conclusion, 


which were called for by Colonel Ezra Trull. 


President Pratr said : — 
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Gentlemen, I have no doubt that, if never be- 
fore, Dr. Green has to-night regretted that he did 
not begin his political career in the Common Council 
of Boston. However that may be, inasmuch as all 
our proceedings require the approval of His Honor 
the Mayor before they go into effect, I will ask 
Mayor Green whether these proceedings to-night 


meet with his approval. (Applause.) 
His Honor Mayor Samuret A. GREEN responded : — 


Mr. President, and Members of the Common 
Council, whether past or present,—I do regret 
that my municipal experience did not begin in the 
Common Council; and, at the same time, I will say 
that these proceedings meet with my hearty ap- 
proval. I have been particularly impressed with 
the lack of this experience since I have been in this 
hall to-night. The duty assigned to me is a most 
agreeable one. It is always pleasant to speak werds 
of commendation and congratulation when they are 
~sincere and heartfelt, as I know them to be this 
evening. (Applause.) And it is now a _ pleasant 
duty for me to say to Mr. Greee, officially and 
publicly, that the City of Boston appreciates his 
long and faithful services. (Applause.) It is forty 
years since he was chosen to be the Clerk of the 


Common Council. 


—) 
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This is a long period of time, and covers more 
years, doubtless, than the average age of the present 
members of that body. Forty years ago the popu- 
lation of Boston was less than a hundred thousand 
inhabitants, while to-day it is nearly four hundred 
thousand; and the territory of the city has increased 
by annexation in a much larger proportion. Forty 
years ago the number of wards in the city was only 
twelve, and the Board of Aldermen consisted of eight 
members. Such are a few of the items of the inev- 
itable change that has taken place, and is taking 
place, and will take place in the natural course of 
events. It gives me great pleasure on this occasion 
to say that the City of Boston recognizes the 
efficient services of Mr. Greaa, which are alike 
honorable to him and creditable to the city. I 
know that I voice the sentiment of every gentle- 
man present when I say that it is their sincere wish 
and hope that his days may be long and many, and 
that health and happiness may follow him wherever 
he may be. (Applause.) 


President PRATT said : — 


Gentlemen, it is not our good pleasure to have 
with us the oldest living ex-President of the Common 
Council; but I have in hand a letter from him, which 


I will read: — 
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GENTLEMEN, — I regret extremely that my age and absence from the 
city will prevent my acceptance of the invitation, by which I have been 
honored, to attend the complimentary banquet given to my life-long 
friend, WASHINGTON P. GREGG.

President Pratrr.— We have, however, several 
of the older ex-Presidents present, one of whom, 
Mr. Chandler, has been obliged to leave. Of those 
remaining, the senior has honored the City and State 
as Mayor and as Governor, and in many other offi- 
cial positions which he has so ably and gracefully 
adorned. J am sure I shall be excused for asking 
him to give an account of himself first, and will 
introduce ex-Governor Alexander H. Rice. (Loud 


and prolonged applause. ) 
Hon. ALEXANDER H. RIcE said : — 


Mr. President, — Until a somewhat advanced hour 
to-day I supposed that other engagements would 
deprive me of the pleasure of being at these festivi- 
ties. But I beg to assure you that no ordinary 
obstacles could have detained me from an occasion 
so remarkable and so inviting. I shall consider it 
one of the red-letter days in which I had the oppor- 


tunity to join in this tribute of cordial and profound 
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respect to the guest of this evening, and in this 
public manner to express my congratulations to the 
people of this great city upon having enjoyed, for 
forty consecutive years, the services of a man about 
whom the lustre of increasing respect has gathered, 
and whose uprightness of character and devotion to 
his work have received such affectionate recognition 
and gratitude. (Applause.) 

Coming here this evening and looking upon this 
representative assembly of Bostonians, I have had 
a great variety of reflections and emotions. AI- 
though I have been a pretty constant resident of 
Boston for the last thirty years or more, yet I should 
find it difficult, I suppose, to call by name more than 
half the gentlemen present, although I recognize the 
countenances of nearly all; and it seems to me, 
as I look upon the interchange of salutations 
between the young and the venerable men now 
present, that we can follow the line backward 
through the whole range of our municipal -history, 
and recount members with us to-night belonging 
to nearly every year of its existence. I have even 
been gratified in meeting some who I thought had 
years ago passed on to that bourn from which no 
traveller returns; and in this bewilderment one 
may look about to see if the pedestals in front of 


City Hall are not vacant, indicating that Mr. Mayor 
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Quincey and old Benjamin Franklin have come to 
pay their respects to Mr. Greeae also. (Applause 
and laughter.) I have no doubt that they are here 
in spirit, if not in effigy ; and if it should be found 
to be true that their pedestals are vacant, we can 
go a little further, without much stretch of imagina- 
tion, and believe that Governor Winthrop and John 
Adams are trudging their way from Scollay square 
and New Washington street in this direction, on the 
same errand. » (Applause and laughter.) 

Mr. President, it is, indeed, a rare thing, as you 
have said, to find a man in office who has held his 
place for forty consecutive years. ‘There must be 
something remarkable about such a man. I can 
recall two sets of qualities, either of which would 
illustrate a man’s fitness for success in anything he 
might undertake. One set consists of those natural 
gifts which are the happy heritage of some individ- 
uals, such as an aptitude for affairs, an instant and 
discriminating intuition which enables one to per- 
ceive the relations between cause and effect, between 
the thing to be done and the right and proper and 
just way of doing it, so that he can accomplish his 
work without any intermediate process of mind, so 
far as we can discern; and the other set consists of 
that kind of qualification which comes from observa- 


tion and practice, and which is summed up in the 
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single word “experience.” A person having either 
of these classes of qualities, would be likely to be 
successful in anything, and to be an acceptable, 
useful, and even distinguished public officer. But 
we sometimes find all these qualities united in one 
individual ; and when so united, that individual not 
only possesses ability for the largest usefulness, but 
when those qualities rest upon integrity which 
cannot be shaken, and uprightness that cannot be 
bribed nor intimidated, we have the very highest 
type of a man, whether he be in private life or in the 
public service. 

Now, I would like to ask this company what 
possible evidence can be produced, what testimony 
can be borne to characteristic usefulness, what title 
to public honors can be presented, that shall be 
greater than the annual endorsement of the Common 
Council through a period of forty years in succes- 
sion? (Applause.) Such is the testimony to the 
worth of the modest gentleman whose virtues we 
celebrate this evening, and it far transcends any 
verbal encomium that can possibly be uttered. 

I am led also, Mr. President, if you will allow 
me, to say a word or two upon a subject which is 
kindred to this, and which I have no doubt has 
already occurred to the minds of many gentlemen 


present. We hear a great deal said in these days 
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on the subject of civil-service reform. (Applause.) 
I speak those words with entire respect, and would 
give them especial emphasis, as representing a 
subject of the highest interest to the American 
people. This country cannot afford to be indifferent 
to the question of a pure public service. (Ap- 
plause.) Of all kinds of government, a republic is 
most largely and deeply interested in the ability and 
integrity of its officers. Hiverybody, I think, will 
agree to the general proposition of the necessity for 
purity in the public service. I care not if you put 
it in the words, “civil-service reform.” But when 
we talk about reform in the civil service of this 
city, and I think J may say also in this State of 
Massachusetts, do we not borrow somewhat from the 
experience of other cities and States, rather than 
judge by results which have been realized at home? 
(Applause.) There is no difference, I think, on 
the subject of the principles involved in a pure civil 
service. Whatever difference obtains is, for the 
most part, in regard ‘to the methods by which civil 
service of the highest and purest type can be at- 
tained. I do not propose to enter into a general 
discussion of that subject. I can only say that 
every man who holds a position of public trust and 
responsibility is bound to discharge it with intelli- 


gent and conscientious fidelity, and his tenure of 
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office ought in sume way to be: made commensurate 


with his abilities and faithfulness; and within the 
limitations of proper authority the same rule should 
apply to all subordinates. The principal difficulty in 
the whole matter lies in finding the best method of 
selecting those who shall be appointed to office; 
and this will, no doubt, be determined by experi- 
ence, aided by intelligent and candid discussion. 
But I refer to this subject now for the purpose of 
citing the remarkable history of this city in the civil 
service of its officers. I believe there is no parallel 
to the singular purity of the civil service of the 
City of Boston in the annals of any city or town on 
the face of the globe. (Applause.) This city was 
incorporated in 1822, sixty years ago. During the 
whole of that time, there has never been a City Clerk 
whose name was not Samuel I. McCleary, though it 
covers two generations of that name. (Applause.) 
I wish the City Clerk were here, that we might look 
in his honest face, and express to him also our 
high appreciation of the service he has rendered to 
Boston, and that we might include him in those 
hearty plaudits which we unanimously give to 
our distinguished guest, the Clerk of the Common 
Council. (Applause.) During the whole of that 
period of sixty years there have been but seven 


City Treasurers, one of them serving only one 
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year, and the other six having an average ferm 
of service of ten years respectively. ‘here have 
been but four Auditors of Accounts, including 
the present incumbent of that office. When we 
take into account that these officers are annually 
chosen to their places, and that they must receive the 
concurrent votes of the two branches of the City 
Council year after year, and that they have been 
thus elected simply because of the soundness of their 
characters and the distinguished quality of their 
services, I say it is a most remarkable example of a 
pure civil service, as well as a distinguishing honor 
to these officers, and to the constituencies that have 
annually elected them. (Applause.) I know noth- 
ing that could be said of Boston, old as she is, as 
city or town, that is more to her credit. I do not 
forget that her origin dates back in history to the 
very earliest days of settlements in New England; 
that she existed before there was county, or state, or 
nation, in a simple democracy of her own, supported 
~and guided by a body of men who were laying the 
foundations of a new government, grander than the 
modern world had seen, whether they knew it or not; 
and who planted here the seeds from which the dis- 
tinguishing features of American civilization have 
grown. I do not forget the influence of the illus- 


trious men who, in succeeding generations, have 
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followed in the footsteps of their renowned prede- 
cessors. I do not forget those struggles for liberty 
which cemented with blood the foundations, and 
reared in hope the superstructure of the ancient town. 
I do not forget the promptitude and heroism which 
her people have shown in all emergencies, local or 
national. I do not forget the monuments that crown 
her hill-tops; and the tablets that adorn the walls of 
her public buildings and churches, commemorative of 
the virtues and valor of her people. I do not forget 
that fidelity in financial obligations which has sus- 
tained her credit, and won the applause of the world 
in peace and war. But, great as has been her historic 
renown in council and in the field, there is nothing in | 
her example that shines more luminously, or that is 
more worthy of lasting commemoration, than that she 
has preserved her civil service pure, and that she has 
done this by recognizing and rewarding the men who 
have been faithful in the conduct of her municipal 
affairs. (Loud applause. ) 

I am glad to unite with you, Mr. President and 
gentlemen, in greeting as one of the most eminent 
among these,— perhaps the one preéminent, from 
the length, the ability, and the fidelity of his ser- 
vices, —the guest of the evening, Mr. WASHINGTON 
P. Greae, for forty years Clerk of the Common 
Council. (Applause.) 
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President Prarr.—Gentlemen, it is hoped that 
not too many will find it necessary to leave. I am 
reminded by one of the committee that the fun has 
but just begun. Those who leave now will make a 
mistake. It was desired by the committee that the 
Council of each year might be answered for by some 
one; but it was thought that would entail too large 
a number of speeches, even if the five-minute rule 
were enforced. Now, we propose to ask for short 
speeches from the remainmg ex-Presidents who are 
here, and also from certain other members whom I 
am sure you will all be glad to see and hear. There 
is one ex-President here who presided in 1855, and 
then after ten or eleven years’ absence found the 
honor thrust upon him again, or else found the 
attraction too great for him to keep away. What 
there was to induce him to take a second term as 
President of the Common Council I cannot imagine; 
but I will ask Mr. Joseph Story to explain. (Ap- 
plause.) 


Ex-President JosepH Story responded : — 


Mr. President, —I am unable to say, only in the 
language of Scripture, — as I happened to be elected 
the second term by those not altogether in sympathy 
with me politically, — “An enemy hath done this.” 


(Laughter and applause.) It is not very often, 
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gentlemen, that we are called together under such 
pleasant auspices. It is delightful to come and meet 
our friend. And it is delightful, in coming to meet 
him, to meet the men who have taken part in Boston’s 
history for the last forty years, coming together 
officially to exchange such pleasant courtesies as we 
are enabled to do to-night. 

I have come here with a heart warm in sympathy 
for our friend. I have been delighted with his words. 
I had no idea, when in my seat behind this silent 
man, that we had in that chair one who would have 
been able to discuss with us, perhaps as only a few 
of the Council would have been able to do, any of 
the subjects that came before us. 


We used to hear in the Council 


at least the 
Presidents did — that our friend Mr. Grrea@e@ had the 
faculty of speaking out of the back of his head. 
Gentlemen, coming into the Council as I did, to be 
elected during my first term to preside, having no 
experience in presiding over a similar body in my 
life, I know perfectly well how dependent one must be 
upon those having experience. And I can only say 
that the best testimonial I have for the fitness of our 
friend for the position he had then occupied so many 
years, was to persuade and argue with my political 
friends in that change, — when the party that elected 


me was able to make a clean sweep from one end of 
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the city to the other, — that we needed his experience 
and ability in that position. 

The President has said that we had taken this way 
to show our love and esteem for our friend; that it 
might have come in another form, and we might have 
presented to him some token of our love. I feel in 
my heart as though we had done that in the kindliest 
and warmest way it is possible for one to show love 
and respect for his fellows. We come to-night and 
bring a basket of flowers to give to our friend, — 
a bouquet of personal friendship, fragrant with de- 
lightful memories of the friendship of forty years. 
What could be better than that, after these forty 
years of official life, we come to pay our kindly 
respects to our friend? I think it an occasion of 
great delight, and without expecting to make any 
remarks here to-night, I am glad to respond, and, 
on behalf of the Council of 1855, to pay its tribute 
of love and pleasant remembrances of the kindly | 

associations with our friend. It was a delightful 
| year to me, 1855, and also ten years later; and I con- 
eratulate myself to-night upon the pleasant occasion 
of meeting you, and I know that the same kindly 
feeling pervades the representatives of every year. 

Among the most delightful associations during my 
official term in 1855 was to visit old Boston in 
England. ‘The last day I was in my seat here before 
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leaving to cross the water I went to the old cemetery 
on Tremont street, and looked over the fence to the 
grave where John Cotton, the first pastor of the 
church of Boston, was buried; and it was with great 
delight, when in the old borough of Boston in Eng- 
land, I stood in the pulpit where that good man had 
preached the gospel to the people of that place as he 
believed it. It was an honor bestowed, not upon me, 
but upon this city, that the people of Boston tendered 
to me a publicdinner in the old Guild Hall, where for 
five hundred years they had met for festivity and 
public discussion; and I received from them the kind- 
ness and courtesy as free as though I myself had 
been a prince. It was the delightful hour of my life, 
—the culmination of a delightful visit in the old 
country, — when, in the midst of the people of old 
Boston, I, as an humble son of the new Boston, could 
exchange congratulations. It was a time of war, 
when the people of England felt that the people of 
our country were disposed to join with Russia in~ 
interference, and possibly with aid. And when stand- 
ing before them, and speaking what I knew to be the 
sentiment of my own countrymen as entirely different 
from that, and told them the hearts of our people 
beat only with fraternity and love toward the people 
of our mother country, the sentiment was received 


with delight, applause upon applause following its 
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utterance; and when, upon the start for home, I 
stepped forward to His Worship the Mayor of Boston, | 
and, in token of the kindly feeling that pervaded 
our country and our Boston ‘here toward England 
and old Boston, gave him my hand, it seemed as 
though they would raise the roof from old Guild 
Hall. 

Boston: we love her; we love those who have been 
true to her. It is proper that we should recognize 
true merit and faithfnl service. But we find to-might 
that the faithful servant is also the eloquent orator. 
(Applause.) Mr. Greae, you know my personal 
friendship toward you ; we have exchanged kindly 
congratulations for these many years. It must be 
delightful to you to know that every man in author- 
ity all these forty years cherishes the same feeling. 
When we are deciding questions in the Council, and 
asking those in favor to say “Aye,” and those op- 
posed to say “No,” we direct the Clerk to call the 

roll. How pleasant for the Clerk to know that when 
we put the question to-night, all in favor of testify- 
ing to the fealty and faithfulness of our Clerk to say 
* Aye,” — how pleasant it must be to the Clerk to 
know that every man is his friend, and every one 
approves the course he has pursued! (Applause.) 

Gentlemen, allow me to join with you most cor- 


dially in extending the tokens of love and our con- 


Jaa 
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gratulations to our faithful officer,—to our dear 


friend. (Applause. ) 


President Pratt.— President Story, as well as 


those who preceded him, has proved the wisdom of 


the committee in not giving notice to any. man 
expected to speak to-night. "There are some of us 
young enough to be called young without trying 
to keep our reputation for youthfulness ; but the 
Municipal Register is something we cannot get back 
of. There is one of our ex-Presidents, who is still a 
young man, although he was President in 1862. Mr. 
Joshua D. Ball will let us look at him. (Applause.) 


Ex-President Josnua D. Bat responded : — 


Mr. President, —It affords me great pleasure to 
be here on this occasion, and, to the many tributes 
of respect which have been and will be paid to our 
genial friend and guest, to add my words of com- 
mendation for his long and faithful service. In the 
long roll of the living and the dead who have wit- 
nessed these forty years of service, there is not one 
among the whole number who have passed away, 
not one among the whole number who are living, 
whom he could not call his sincere friend. Forty 
years —two generations— have elapsed. One gener- 


ation has gone since I had the honor to preside over 
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the deliberations of the Common Council 5 Tired 
must say it was with feelings somewhat of sad- 
ness to-night that I went through the corridors, to 
recognize my old associates, for I found that so 
many had gone to their long homes. Let us forever 
keep their memories green. Well and faithfully did 
they perform the services which were allotted to 
them; and if they can be present in spirit here 
to-night, no word of commendation has fallen from 
_ the lips of any one which would not be echoed and 
reéechoed by them. 

Nobody throughout this long period of service 
cared to ask, in respect to our friend, with what 
party he affiliated, or what ticket he voted. Thanks 
to the patriotism of our citizens, the only question 
with them was, whether he was devoted to his duty, 
energetic and true in his labors; and through the 
various vicissitudes of party which have taken place 
in this long period of forty years he has not only 
merited, but has received, a reélection every time. 

It happened to be my fortune to preside over the 
deliberations of the Common Council during a 
troublous period of our history. It was a period of 
storm. ‘The first year of my service saw the incep- 
tion of the civil war; in the year of my presidency 
civil war raged throughout the length and breadth 
of the land. No man was wise enough to penetrate 
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into the mysteries of the future far enough to foretell 
the result of that struggle. But, thank God, Mr. 
President, it was not many years after that period 
when the blue and the gray buried the hatchet, and 
shook hands of perpetual friendship over the graves 
of their fallen comrades. (Applause.) It was not 
a long period after that when our flag floated 
unmolested throughout the length and breadth of 
the land, and all acknowledged the supremacy of 
our common country, and all swore fealty together to 
one common nation. (Applause.) — 

Mr. President, de morturs nil nist bonum is the 
injunction of friendship at the tomb. It is not 
always the injunction of candor and sincerity; but 
we can truthfully say that we need no such injunc- 
tion in regard to those of our associates who are 
numbered among the dead. Well and faithfully did 
they perform their duties; their memories are still 
fresh in our minds, and let us continue to keep them 
. green. 

I would be false to myself, Mr. President, on this 
occasion, if I did not, in mingling my congratula- 
tions with yours, recur to the great debt under which 
I was, while President of the Common Council, to our 
worthy guest. He had been so long in the service of 
the city that he had parliamentary law almost at his 


fingers’ ends, and he was always glad, always willing, 
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to impart whatever he possessed upon the subject to 
“the presiding officer of that body. I have no doubt 
that I voice the sentiments of all the Presidents who 
are here to-night, when I say that whatever success 
attended the performance of their duties was attrib- 
utable in no inconsiderable degree to the many kind 
and timely suggestions upon questions of parliamen- 
tary law which were given by our worthy guest, — 
never obtruded, but always willingly proffered when 
sought. (Applause.) May his life be spared for 
many, many years to come. May all his memories 
of the past be pleasant and agreeable. May he, in 
the retrospect of life, find no step which he would 
like to efface; and may the future, with its coming 
vicissitudes and its alternate light and shade (which 
is the fate of every mortal), be as bright, as brilliant, 
and as cheerful as the past. (Applause.) 


President Prarr. — I propose to vary for the mo- 
ment the order of calling upon gentlemen to make 
~ remarks by asking one of our ex-members present 
if he hasn’t something to say for the later Councils. 
_ I will call upon our friend Mr. Henry W. Swift, who 
ought to have been a President, and might had not 
the discovery that he is a poet come too late. 
(Applause. ) 


Mr. Swirt said : — 
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Mr. President,—I had no idea my turn was 
coming so soon. I remember at commencement at 
Harvard College hearing the President say there 
were two kinds of men who made valuable instruc- 
tors, -— young men, and men. who never grow old. 
I am sure he would have included our guest of this 
evening in the latter class. (Applause.) It is for- 
tunate for the Common Council of Boston that the 
President of the University never got hold of our 
worthy friend, for I am sure if he had he would 
never have let him go. 

Before I sit down I want to read a few lines which: 
I saw in one of the newspapers (Laughter) lately, 
that seem appropriate to this occasion: — 


This fusion of years is delightful, 
This blending of ranks in the call 

To express our regard, as is rightful, 
For him who is one of us all. 

How quick was each ticket investor, 
Three dollars to borrow or beg, 

To attend at the feast of our Nestor, 

_ Our kind-hearted friend, Mr. Greea. 


He has stood like a tree in a meadow, 
While year after year passed away, — 

The Councils that grew in his shadow 
Successively turned into hay. 

And the leaves he has cast from him yearly 
Are records. The new ones are now 

Sprouting forth, while the whole of us nearly 


Have been stowed away in the mow. 
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The past forty years in their flitting 
Have not been to him forty thieves : 
His virtues upon him are sitting 
As fresh as the oak’s summer leaves. 
Here’s a health to the city’s true server! 
I wish that each glass were a keg! 
To express the affectionate fervor 


We feel for our friend, Mr. Gree. 


President Pratrtr.— There is one of our ex-Presi- 
dents here who served in the Council in 1863 and 
1864; and my own private opinion is they didn’t 
have half as much difficulty with committees as 
they do now. I will ask Hon. Geo. S. Hale to 
explain how that was. (Applause.) 3 


Hon. GrorGceE S. HALzE said : — 


I am not quite sure whether a quorum is present 
or not. But I believe it has been decided that it is 
not the duty of the President to ascertain that fact. 

I am sorry, Mr. President, you did not give me a 
little more notice, not that it makes me unwilling to 
speak, but because I might have done you and my- 
self more credit. Just now, in regard to the material 
for a speech I am somewhat in the situation of a 
boarding-house described to me by some “Cape 
Codders” a few days ago. “They give you noth- 
ing to eat in that house,” said one. “No,” said the 
other; “nothing, and mighty little of that, either.” 
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I am sure I should be very sorry when my time 
came if I was not ready and prepared to give the 
best words I have to this tribute to my old friend, 
and to the friend of us all. I have had the pleasure 
of knowing him for a considerable part —I will not 
venture to say how much—of the period of his 
service. ‘his assembly certainly, as I perceive from 
its cordial reception of every expression of kind feel- 
ing towards him, needs no evidence of his merits, 
and fortunately every one of us is a personal witness 
to his success in the performance of every duty. 

As my predecessor said, however, those of us who 
shared his assistance and were guided by his coun- 
sels had a special means of knowing his familiarity 
with our duties and his capacity to advise us. The 
great English orator spoke in rather a different 
connection of the power behind the throne, which 
he criticised. For us there was always a welcome 
power before the throne, to which we were glad to 
appeal for aid. 

Many years ago, when I first had the pleasure of 
being a member of this body, I was struck with the 
declaration that it was “a very remarkable Common 
Council,” — one of the most remarkable, every one 
said, there had ever been. I was quite young, and 
I accepted it. Afterwards I came in again, and 


heard the same declaration ; and after that I served 
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another year, and heard it again; and I soon learned 
that each successive body was the most remarkable 
that had ever been selected by the citizens of Boston 
to represent them. It is, therefore, with great hu- 
mility I am here to bow before the Common Council 
of 1882, which has this vast accumulation of elo- 
quence and ability. And when I remember that 
our friend has seen them rise, “rank behind rank, in 
surges bright,” I have an added conviction of the 
skill with which he has ministered to them. 

Before we leave, gentlemen, I hope it may not be 
unfitting or inconsistent with the gayety of this oc- 
casion to remember those no longer with us and 
identified with the past, — many of them the intimate 
friends of our honored guest. We cannot go back 
so far as perhaps we might like to go in our remi- 
niscences, — to our first President, whose father went 
to the battle of Bunker Hill in his dressing-gown. 
Perhaps Mr. GreaeG remembers him. Do not smile, 
for I remember him too. J remember Judge Pres- 
-cott. I saw him as an old man. I remember his 
dignified and gracious manner, his calm and noble 
face, and I presume there are others here who share 
with me that pleasant ‘reminiscence. 

I would like, if there was a quorum present, to go 
on with some further reminiscences of those men 


who assisted you in honoring: this body, —to recall 
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that gracious and able Chief Justice who began his 
career in your body; that genial merchant who has 
been represented here by his nephew, the Mayor, 
and who represented with honor his country at 
the court of St. James; the eloquent orator, the 
graceful writer, who preceded even Mr. Story, who 
preceded Mr. Rice in his presidency of this body, — 
one of the most eloquent and graceful writers of our 
day. But I will not detain you with the past. As I 
began to speak of them, I hope you will permit me. 
to give the toast of “Honor to the memory of the 
dead who have honored the Common Council of 
Boston.” 


President Prarr. — Some of our past Presidents 
have left the room, whom I expected to call upon to 
give an account of themselves and their Councils. 
But there is one who presided in 1868, who is 
dangerously near the door, and I ask Mr. Charles H. 
Allen to give us a few remarks before he leaves. 


Hon. CHarLeEs H. ALLEN said :— 


Mr. President, — I could not shrink from rising to 
my feet and responding upon so pleasant an occa- 
sion as this. I have received no more pleasant inyi- 


tation to be present upon any occasion than this one 
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in honor of our distinguished Clerk of the Common 
Council, whose services have been spoken of to- 
night. I do not know how I should have been able 
to go through with the duties of the office to which 
I was so kindly elected in 1868, had it not been 
through the able and efficient services of the Clerk 
of the Common Council. 

Not long ago I had the honor of uniting in a cele- 
bration somewhat similar in its character to this. It 
was the twenty-fifth anniversary of the election of 
the Clerk of the State Senate, Mr. Gifford, a man 
who has been faithful to his trust, and received an 
unbroken endorsement for twenty-five years, and 
stands high in the estimation of those with whom 
he has been associated, the same as does our friend 
Mr. Greee. It was said, in connection with Mr. 
Gifford, that a gentleman, once a member of the 
Common Council of Boston, who happened to be a 
member of the Senate, and whose name it is not, 
_ perhaps, desirable I should mention here, — but you 
may recognize him, when I say he keeps a hotel in 
the central part of the city, and belongs to the 
Democratic order of politicians, —some one asked 
him one day, knowing he was a great admirer of 
the Clerk, who wrote the Lord’s Prayer, and he 
answered, very promptly, Stephen N. Gifford. I 
think if some of the members of the Common Coun- 
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cil were asked the same question, they would answer, 
Wasuineton P. Greae. 

I am very happy to be here, and unite with you in 
paying respect to my friend and to your friend. I 
hope he may continue to remain in this office so long 
as God shall give him health and strength. (Ap- 
plause. ) 


President Prarr.— Gentlemen, I am going to 
skip to the other end of the list of Presidents and call 
upon some of the younger ones. I am sorry to see 
that ex-President Bailey has retired ; but his pre- 
decessor is still “present,” according to the con- 
struction of law which prevails at City Hall now. I 


call upon ex-President Harvey N. Shepard. 


Ex-President SHEPARD said : — 


Mr. President, — At this hour, and in this pres- 
ence, I will not tax your patience with any extended 
remarks. I have enjoyed this evening exceedingly 
to meet my associates and friends of this and preced- 
ing Common Councils, and especially to shake the 
hand of Mr. Greac. [am happy to say I found his 
greeting just as warm and cordial as it used to be in 
the past. I think a great deal of praise is due to the 
man who first suggested the idea of having this tes- 
timonial to Mr. Greaa, after forty years’ honorable 


service, without a blemish or stain. 
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It certainly is true that very few, except those who 
have been called to preside over the Common Coun- 
cil, know of the extent, skill, and industry with which 
Mr. Gruae is blessed. Inever found him wanting in 
courtesy, and, with the modesty of true merit, he 
never obtruded his opinion; but when asked he 
gave it frankly, and usually it was fortified by some 
valuable precedent. 

During the forty years he has given to the service 
of the City of Boston he has seen a great many 
changes in this city. It has become, he might say, a 
new city. Its hills have been tumbled into the sea; 
its bays and hollows have been filled up. Why, this 
very place where we are gathered to-night was, even 
in my childhood, a spot where water flowed save 
when driven back by the tide. It is an experience 
given to very few men to witness so many changes 
as have taken place since he has been Clerk of the 
Common Council. 

During the two years I have been in the Legisla- 
ture it has been my part to speak for the Common 
Council of Boston, and especially to defend it against 
unwarranted attacks. I wish that those who took 
part in the criticisms of the Common Council of 
Boston could look with me upon the gentlemen who 
are gathered here to-night. I think they would 


agree with me in a short time that no city in the 
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world has been blessed with a better government 
than Boston has had. 

Mr. Greae took part in the celebration of the two 
hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the founding of 
our city; he also took part in the celebration of 
the two hundredth anniversary. In all probability 
he will not-take part in the celebration of the three 
hundredth anniversary ; but we do hope he will 
be spared to the city, and that many summers will 
come and go before we shall miss the light of his 


countenance. 


President Pratrr.— Mr. Whitmore, of Ward 
12, desires to know whether there is a quorum 
present or not, and we will ascertain that fact by this 
request. I will ask him to give us afew words; for 
if any one present can call in the members from the 


anterooms he can. (Applause.) 


Ex-President Win~t1aAm H. Wuittmors said : — 


Mr. President, —I am glad to find that my pre- 
decessors who have spoken have failed to notice one 
remarkable point wherein the Presidents of the Com- 
mon Council resemble our distinguished guest. Mr. 
GREGG, as Clerk of the Common Council, takes no 
part in its deliberations, and it is a well-known fact 
that the President of the Common Council, like the 
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Speaker of the House, is never allowed to join in 
debate or come upon the floor. ‘T’o the best of my 
recollection, in my five years of service, there has 
never been an instance of a President, except in a 
somnambulistic state, descending from the chair to 
take part in debate. 

When I look around upon my predecessors, and 
notice the steady and mournful depreciation which 
has taken place in the occupants of the chair, I have 
some consolation in the fact that there are three 
of my successors, and that they are, of necessity, so 
much nearer the small end of the horn. 

Governor Rice said that coming here seemed like 
the resurrection; and certainly when we heard the 
statistics Mr. Greae has given us, some of us felt 
that the recording angel had been sitting in judg- 
ment for forty years, noting all. the expenditures 
which the Common Council had voted. I think one 
of the best services our friend has rendered is that he 
has brought to our presence this evening so many of 
our associates of past years. It is a delight to me to 
see in the flesh persons whom I knew only by the 
records of antiquity, — the members of thirty, forty, 
and fifty years ago, who were myths to the Council- 
men of to-day, — and I am glad for once to have been 
able to lay my eyes upon them. 

The statement has been made in the papers, and I 
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presume you have all read it, that they have discov- 
ered in France a means by which electricity sufficient 
for all purposes can be stored in bulk, to be given 
out as needed. We have discovered in Mr. Greee 
such an intellectual machine. [or forty years he has 
been accumulating facts, and when the electric touch 
has been applied to him he has given forth the great- 
est possible Ulumination for our gratification and 


instruction to-night. 


President Pratt. — Gentlemen, we are meeting 
with success among the younger men on the list as 
we go backward. The next preceding administra- 
tion was that of Mr. J. Q. A. Brackett. (Applause.) 


Ex-President BRACKETT said : — 


Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Common 
Council, — Although, during the period that I had 
the honor to be a member of the Common Council, I 
sometimes had the temerity to address my fellow- 
members, I must confess that in standing in this: 
presence, in response to your kind invitation, it is 
with somewhat of a feeling of trepidation. As 
Napoleon told his soldiers in Egypt that forty 
centuries were looking down upon them from the 
tops of the Pyramids, so I feel that forty Common 


Councils are looking upon me from the tops of these 
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tables; and you must understand that it requires 
forty times as much fortitude to speak to forty 
Common Councils as it requires to speak to one. 

I have looked forward with great pleasure to this 
occasion, and it certainly has been equal to the antici- 
pation. I looked forward to it because being glad to 
unite with others in paying this deserved tribute to 
Mr. Greae@; and, in addition to this, because having 
a personal interest in the occasion, for the reason that 
this night closes my fortieth year of terrestrial exist- 
ence, it having been my fortune to be born upon the 
eighth of June, 1842. So you see that to me this is a 
fortieth anniversary in a double sense. I mentioned 
this coincidence to a friend, and he had the presump- 
tion to suggest that the difference between Mr. 
Greea@ and myself was that, while he had been 
serving the public for forty years, I had been 
burdening it for the same period. 

This is a remarkable gathering, as has been said 
by another, by reason of its representative character. 

As I have looked about upon this vast assemblage 
of present and former members of the city govern- 
ment and seen so many who have taken, and are 
taking, a leading part in nearly all the departments of 
our city life, the thought has occurred to me that if 
this building should suddenly be blown up by dyna- 


mite, or some other similar agency, and all those here 
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assembled be transferred to another sphere of exist- 
ence, the City of Boston might find it a difficult thing 
to get along for some time to come. This occasion 
is memorable also as an evidence of the ability and 
. fidelity with which our guest has discharged the trust 
committed to him, and of the appreciation of these 
merits by his fellow-citizens. It is no ordinary thing 
for a public man to hold the same position uninter- 
ruptedly for forty years. The man who succeeds in 
doing it is no ordinary man. His success in accom- 
plishing it, and in accomplishing it as our friend 
has done, entirely to the satisfaction of the people, 
is worthy of public commemoration. The fact that 
he has served the city for this long period is a 
proof of the application by our citizens of correct 
civil-service principles to their municipal govern- 
ment. The remark of Governor Rice, in this con- 
nection, that the city never had a City Clerk whose 
name was not Samuel EF. McCleary, reminded me 
of an expression made by him some years ago in 
a letter concerning the then proposed new city 
charter, — an expression of the same tenor, but with 
an addition. It was that “the City of Boston never 
had a City Clerk whose name was not Samuel F. 
McCleary, the synonym of probity and honor.” Al- 
though we cannot exactly say that the Common 


Council never had a Clerk whose name was not 
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Wasuineton P. Greae, we can truly make the 
addition that the name of WaAsHiIneTon P. Grae, 
like the name of Samuel F. McCleary, is the synonyme 
of probity and honor. 

We can say, in the words of another, that if the 
Common Council never-had a Clerk whose name was 
not. WASHINGTON P. Greae, it hardly ever had one 
who did not bear that name. The first Clerk of 
the Council bore the appropriate name of Clark, — 
Mr. Thomas Clark, — who served eleven years. His 
successor, Richard G. Waitt, served ten years, until 
the city attained its twenty-first year; and then, 
having reached its majority, it showed the geod 
judgment which comes with maturity, by electing Mr. 
GREGG, and it has displayed the same good judg- 
ment by continuing him in office ever since. 

He has kept his place, not by practising the arts 
of the politician, not by the dispensation of political 
patronage and favors, not by the exercise of partisan 
influence, not by attempting to secure the election of 
men who would be favorable to his interests, but 
simply by doing the work entrusted to him faithfully, 
efficiently, and modestly. In addition to this, he has 
always treated his fellow-citizens with an unfailing 
courtesy. He has never shown, in his dealings with 
others, any of the false pride and arrogance with 


which an office ofttimes affects its occupant. If he 
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were a younger man there might be danger of his 
being inflated with an unseemly pride by the good 
words of commendation spoken to-night. But they 
will have no such effect upon him. He has heard 
so many similar words spoken during his long 
term of service that he has become used to it; 
and if you meet him to-morrow you will receive 
the same courteous treatment, and observe the same 
characteristics, which make him, in a more marked 
degree than any other man I know, a represent- 
ative of that honorable class of men known as 
“gentlemen of the old school.” 

It was my fortune to be-President of the Common 
Council during the centennial year, and the re- 
membrance of that experience gives me a strong 
attachment for centennials. But we cannot have 
centennials every year. ‘he next best thing is a 
semi-centennial, and I hope that in ten years from 
now we shall have the privilege of celebrating the 
semi-centennial anniversary of the election of .our 


friend to the office of Clerk of the Common Council. 


President Prarr then read the following : — 


: JAMAICA PLAIN, May 9, 1882.

DEAR Sir, — Your invitation to dine with past and _ present 
members of the Common Council, on the 7th of June, has been

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I was a member of the Common Council in 1822,—the first year 
of the City Government, and an Alderman in 1830. I was born 
December 28th, 1790, and my health does not admit of my accept- 
ing your invitation.

WASHINGTON PARKER GREGG. 15 


President Pratrr.—It was my intention to call 
upon the last remaining ex-President of the Coun- 
cil to give us the closing sentiment (ex-President 
Harris); but I shall now call upon our friend who 
barely escaped being President, from whom, by an 
accident, perhaps, that honor was deferred. I call 
upon Mr. Roger Wolcott to end this impromptu 
speaking. 


Mr. Wo.ucort said : — 


Mr. President, —1 cannot make an after-dinner 
speech. In my own family, which consists very 
largely of three small boys, whenever one of them is 
stricken with infantile ailments, which are the terror 
of every family, he is given what is called Pratt’s 
Toast. It is well buttered, very soft, and is given 
in sudden sickness. Now what distemper the Presi- 
dent sees in me to justify this treatment to-night, I 
cannot tell. I can only infer that it may be because 
he and I were once upon opposite sides of a certain 
question. I am sorry to see the President has 
cherished this malice. 

It has been my good fortune to be a member of 
the lower house of the Legislature of Massachusetts. 
We have found there a certain willingness to have a 
whack at the Boston clique. It has been thrown at 
our heads that members of the Common Council 
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often eat dinners, at the expense of the city, costing 
sixteen dollars a plate, and we are told they have a 
new hat thrown in. ‘T’o the best of my recollection, 
I never got a sixteen-dollar dinner nor a hat. I 
hope our experience this evening will show that we 
can get a good dinner for three dollars a plate. 
Certain members of the Legislature have looked 
upon the City of Boston as a sort of Sodom and 
Gomorrah. My service in the city government has . 
led me to believe, and to express ‘the belief, that 
for a city of its size Boston has been and is well 
and honorably governed. I believe that a majority 
of the members sent to the City Council go there 
in the spirit of honest intention to serve the city to 
the best of their ability. In the years I was there 
we used sometimes to say that the Common Council 
might be called the firm of Whitmore, Shepard, 
McGaragle, & Coe. The Coe has gone, but two 
of the others have been sitting together to-night in — 
a bacchanalian familiarity which is very pleasant. 
While there may be sharp differences of opinion in 
the Common Council, I am sure we all look back 
upon our service in that body with feelings of great 
satisfaction. We form many acquaintances and 
make many valuable friends. Among the most 
valued of the associations which I owe to my con- 


nection withthe city government, I shall ever cherish 
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the memory of the constant and kindly attentions of 
the gentleman who sits, sir, at your right this 
evening. As one of the recent members of the 
Common Council, I wish to say, speaking for 
myself and all those with me then, that we heartily 
concur in every word that has been said in the 
form of cordial respect and affectionate sympathy and 
regard for the guest of the evening. (Applause.) 


President Pratrr.— Gentlemen, my duty is ended. 
I have endeavored to strike the best sparks of ex- 
pression I could from those who were present, in an 
an unwarned and informal way. I have passed over 
many whom I would like to have called up, and 
whom you would like to have heard. But the late- 
ness of the hour prevents my repairing errors, if any 
have been made. In conclusion, when we disperse 
to-night we shall have to bid our honored guest and 
friend on my right not a farewell, but a good-by, — 
in the phrase of the day, we will see him later. We 
hope we shall see him on Thursday nights in the 
Common Council chamber for many years to come, 
and that we may have the honor and pleasure of 
extending to him a similar banquet on the fiftieth 
anniversary of his entrance upon the duties of his 
office. (Applause. )

Forty Years Clerk of the Boston Common Council. — Compli- 
mentary Banquet at Hotel Vendome.— Rare Gathering of 


Past and Present Councilmen. 


The banquet complimentary to Mr. Wasuineron P. Greae, 
for forty years Clerk of the Boston Common Council, came off 
at the Hotel Vendome last evening. Following a meeting of 
the Common Council of this year, a couple of months or so ago, 
the members of that body held a meeting in one of the anterooms 
of the Council Chamber at City Hall, and decided to tender to 
Mr. Greece, who, with the beginning of the current year, had 
entered upon his fortieth term of continuous service as Clerk, a 
dinner, at which should be present, so far as their attendance 
could be secured, all the surviving members of the Common 
Councils of the city since 1822, the year of Boston’s incor- 
poration. In accordance with a plan then and there agreed 


upon, notices were sent out, inviting all past and present mem- 
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bers to signify whether or not they could attend the proposed 
dinner. Numerous favorable responses were received to the 
invitations, and the committee, finding the success of the affair 
assured, announced that the banquet would take place at the 
Hotel Vendome on the evening of June 7th (yesterday). The 
hour set for those intending to participate to assemble was six 
o'clock. Accordingly, shortly before that hour last evening, 
the parlors and corridors of the big hotel on Commonwealth 
avenue began to fill with people come to do honor to Mr. 
GrEeGG, and to commune and commingle once again with old 
associates and acquaintances. Soon nearly, if not quite, three 
hundred persons were present. ‘The buzz of conversation and 
mutual congratulations filled the halls of the hostelry, and the 
veteran Clerk, whom so many people delight to call their friend, 
was the constant centre of dense groups of people, eager to 
clasp his hand and testify their esteem and good wishes for 
his welfare. In the throng were many well-known Bostonians, 
prominent in political, social, and business life, rarely, indeed, 
any building in Boston having held at one time so many repre- 
sentative citizens. There were men of all walks and conditions 
of life, from the genial ex-Governor Rice, the recipient of many 
political honors, to the fledgling in politics, serving his first - 
year in the lower branch of the city government; from the 
Mayor of our city to past, present, and future aspirants for the 
office he holds; from the representatives of Beacon Hill to 
those of less fashionable sections of the city; from the solid 
business man, long retired from political life, to him whose 
talent has yet his fortune to make; from the white-haired 
veteran to him who still stands upon the threshold of life; and 
there were many other contrasts besides. All those persons 


who were assembled together, however, seemed to vie in doing 
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honor to the quiet, modest man who stood in their midst. At 
seven o’clock the doors of the large dining-room in the hotel were 
thrown open, and the company took seats at the tables. The 
latter had been arranged, four extending lengthwise down the 
hall, and one across the head of the room. In the alcove back . 
of the latter were placed two small tables, at one of which sat 
the reporters of the daily press, and in the alcoves at the sides 
of the room were other tables. Every seat was taken. ‘At the 
centre of the table across the head of the hall, sat President 
Pratt, of the Common Council of 1882, who presided, and, on 
his right, the guest of the evening. At the left of the President 
sat Mayor Green. Seated at the same table were past Presidents 
of the Common Council. At the other tables sat the-past and 
present members of the Council, and the City Messenger and 
his assistants. The tables had been decorated with flowers for 
the occasion, and presented altogether a handsome appearance. 
The flowers had been contributed by City Forester Doogue, who 
was also present at the dinner. 

At the conclusion of the gustatory exercises President Pratt 
called the company to order. He modestly introduced the guest 
of the evening, highly eulogizing the latter, and referring to 
the prompt and hearty cordiality which had greeted the proposi- 
tion to tender him a testimonial of the esteem and high regard 
in which he is held. Said the President, in conclusion: ‘‘ Our 
dear young friend still! We love him, we honor him, and we 
take this method of letting him know it.” 

As the Clerk rose from his seat he was the recipient of a 
perfect storm of applause, cheer after cheer ringing through 
the room. He was very eloquent in his remarks, and was given 
three cheers at their conclusion. Others made appropriate 


remarks, and the enjoyable exercises were brought to a close,

Mr. Greece carrying with him to his home the heartiest assur- 
ances of the good-will of all who had participated therein. It 
was close upon midnight when the company dispersed.

On the ordinance to amend an ordinance in relation to 
printing, referred to the Committee on Printing, with in- 
structions to give a hearing to all parties interested, the 
committee respectfully 


REPORT. 
The Printing Ordinance, as now existing, is as follows :— 


SECTION 1. There shall be appointed annually, in the month of 
January, a joint standing committee of the city council, to be called the 
committee on printing, consisting of two members of the board of alder- 
men, and three members of the common council, whose duty it shall be 
to contract for the city printing, to see that the work performed, and the 
materials provided, are in conformity with the terms of the contract, 
and to approve all bills for printing. All contracts for city printing 
shall be approved and signed by the mayor. 

Sect. 2. The joint standing committee of the city council on print- 
ing shall, except when otherwise specially ordered by the city council, 
designate the number of public documents, books, or pamphlets, the 
printing of which for the use of the city council has been or may be, 
from time to time, duly authorized. And the city messenger shall, 
subject to such rules and regulations as the said committee may adopt, 
have the care, custody, and distribution of said documents, books, and 
pamphlets: provided, that said committee may authorize the sale, at an 
approximate cost price, of any surplus bound copies of any of such 
documents, books, or pamphlets. All documents, books, or pamphlets 
printed for the use and at the expense of the several executive depart- 
ments of the city government shall be under the care and custody of the 
heads of the departments for which they are printed, subject, however, 
at all times, to the control of the city council. 

_ Sect. 3. There shall be elected annpally, in the months of May or 
June, a superintendent of printing, by concurrent vote of both branches 
of the city council, to hold office for the term of one year from the first 
day of July in such year, provided, that the present superintendent 
shall hold his office until his successor is elected. Any vacancy during 

said term shall be filled in the same manner as the original election. | 
The said superintendent shall be removed by concurrent vote of each 
branch of the city council. 

Srcr. 4. The superintendent of, printing shall be a person who is a 
practical printer, and well versed in the various branches of the arts of 
printing and bookbinding. He shall not be interested, directly or indi- 
rectly, in any contract for printing, binding, stock, or stationery for the 
city government, or for any department thereof, He shall give bond in 
the penal sum of five thousand dollars for the faithful per formance of the _ 
duties of his office. He shall receive such compensation as the city 
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council may from time to time deter mine ; and he shall annually submit © 


to the city council a report of the amount of printing, binding, stock, 
and stationery done for, or supplied to, each department of the city 
government, and the cost thereof; and generally of all matters trans- 
acted under his superintendence ; also comprising a statement, as far as 
practicable, of the kinds of writing-paper and writing-ink used i in mak- 
ing and keeping the itty oO record books in the several departments 
and county offices. 

Seor. 5. All requisitions for printing and binding, made by the 
officers of the several departments of the city government, shall be sent 
to the superintendent of printing, who shall keep an account of the same 
in the order in which they are received. It shall be his duty to examine 
the work designated in the requisitions without delay; and if, in his 
Opinion, any alterations are required, either in the form of the work or 
the quantity ordered, he shall return the requisitions to the officer sign- 
ing the same, and specify the alterations which shall be made. In case 
of any disagreement between the officer making the requisition and the 
said superintendent, the matter shall be referred to the committee on 
printing, whose decision shall be final on all questions arising under 
this ordinance, or the contract for printing, unless overruled by the 
city council. ¢ 

Sect. 6. The said superintendent shall purchase, from time to time, 
under the direction of the committee on printing, all the stationery re- 
quired for the city council and the several departments of the city gov- 


ernment, and also all the paper or other stock used for the city printing, © | 


and shall make such arrangements for the storage and safe-keeping of 
the same as the committee on printing may direct. No writing-inks 
shall be supplied but those of standand quality, approved by the com- 
mittee on printing. 

Sect. 7. The said superintendent shall furnish, upon the requisition 
of any properly qualified officer of the city council, or department of 
the city government, such stationery as may be required for the office 
from which such requisition is sent. ‘The requisitions shall specify the 
appropriation to which the articles ordered are to be charged, and upon 
the delivery of said articles by the superintendent, the officer receiving 
the same shall sign a receipt, which shall be filed by the superin- 
tendent. 

Sect. 8. The said superintendent shall furnish to the city printers, 
from time to time, paper and other stock, which may be required to 
comply with the requisitions for city printing. He shall keep an ac- 
count of the quantities so furnished, —charging the printers with the 
same, and crediting them with the amounts used in the city work. 

Srcr. 9. The said superintendent shall supervise the execution of 
the city printing, see that it is performed with neatness and despatch, 
inspect the work when executed, and report any neglect of duty or 
carelessness on the part of the printers to the committee on printing. 
He shall also supervise the execution of all orders for binding, folding, 
stitching, stereotyping, lithographing, and engraving. 

Sect. 10. The bills made out by the city printers for work performed 
under their contract with the city shall be sent first to the said superin- 
tendent of printing, who shall make a careful examination of them, and 
see that they are in accordance with the terms of the contract. If said 
bills are correct, he shall certify the fact, and transmit them without 
delay to the committee on printing. He shall also certify to the cor- 
rectness of the bills for stationery, paper, and other stock, and transmit 
them, on the fifteenth of each month, to the committee on printing. 

Sect. 11. The said superintendent shall act as clerk to the com- 
mittee on printing, and shall perform such other services, not herein 
designated, as the committee may direct. 
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The proposed ordinance to amend the above ordinance is 
as follows, the section references applying to the ordinance 
as above printed : — 


AN ORDINANCE to amend an Ordinance in relation to Printing. 


Section 1. The ordinance in relation to printing, as printed on page 
624 of the edition of Statutes and Ordinances for 1876, is hereby amended 
by adding at the end of the first sentence of Section 2 the words, ‘‘ and 
shall decide all questions arising under this ordinance or the contracts 
for printing. Their decision shall be final unless overruled by the city 
council.” 

Said ordinance is further amended by striking out Section 5, and 
substituting the following therefor : — 

‘‘SrecTion 5. All printing, binding, and stationery to be paid for by 
the city shall be furnished by the superintendent of printing, on requi- 
sitions. The superintendent shall keep an account of all requisitions in 
the order in which they are received, examine them without delay, and 
if, in his opinion, ‘any alterations are required, either in the form of the 
work or the quantity of the articles required, he shall return the requisi- 
tion to the signer of the same, specifying the alterations to be made. 
If the party making the requisition and the superintendent cannot agree, 
the committee on printing shall decide, as provided in Section 2.” 

SECTION 2. Section 7 of said ordinance is hereby repealed. 


This ordinance to amend the printing ordinance originated 
with the Committee on Printing, having been prepared by 
City Solicitor Bailey, at the committee’s request, to meet 
some questions of doubt respecting the duties of the Super- 

intendent in his official business. The contract for printing 
provides that all orders for printing shall be given to the 
contractors in the form of requisitions from the Superintend- 
ent. ‘The ordinance authorized this contract, and the con- 


tract was certified as correct in form by City Solicitor Healy. 


The existing ordinance further provides that the Super- 
intendent shall purchase “all the. stationery required for 
the City Council and the several departments of the City 
Government, and also all the paper or other stock used for 
the city printing,” and “supervise the execution of the city 
printing” and “the execution of all orders for binding, fold- 
ing, stitching, stereotyping, lithographing, and engraving.” 
_ The existing ordinance established the office of Superin- 
tendent of Printing in July, 1871, since which time the ordi- 
nance has remained in full force, with modifications only 
as follows : — 

Sect. 2, relating to the number of copies, care, and cus- 
tody of the public documents. 

Sect. 3, the term of office of the Superintendent. 

Sect. 4, providing for the Superintendent’s annual report. 

Sect. 6, relating to writing-inks. 

These modifications do not in any way affect the amend- 
ments proposed in the new ordinance. 


- 
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Orders have occasionally passed the City Council author- 
izing committees to report in print. Were these committees 
bound by the provisions of the printing contract, and of the 
ordinance requiring the Superintendent to supply “all the 
paper or other stock used for the city printing,” to “ super- 
vise the execution of the city printing,” and “all orders for 
binding, folding, stitching, stereotyping, lithographing, and 
engraving,” and to examine “the bills made out by the city 
printers for work performed under their contract ” ? 

One member of the Council, who has raised the objection 
to the passage of the new ordinance, has construed the order 
of the City Council authorizing a committee to report in 
print as giving the committee power to get printing indepen- 
dently of the Superintendent of Printing. A. bill was recently 
presented for work ordered of the city printers, by him, 
near the beginning of last year, which had a charge for 
keeping type standing amounting to about as much as the 
remainder of the bill. The superintendent had no knowledge 
of the order until the bill came to him, according to the con- 
tract, more than a year after the order was given. 

It will be seen by the existing ordinance (Section 5) that 
there is no difference between the new and the existing ordi- 
nances, so far as the several departments of the City Govern- 
ment are concerned, whose officers are required to send all 
requisitions to the Superintendent. It is only to provide for 
the few doubtful orders tending to go astray from the well- 
established city system, by indefinite orders of the City 
Council, that the new ordinance is presented. 

The county officials, and some city officers, whose authority 
rests on statute law, may not be legally subject to the orders 
of the City Council. But the judges of the Superior Court 
order the clerks to place their orders for printing and 
stationery on the city system, and the county and statute 
officials generally do the same. There has been no known 
objection to this course, with the exception of the objecting 
councilman. 

The ordinance to amend the existing ordinance makes no _ 
essential change, but merely supplements and makes con- 
sistent the existing system, thereby obviating incongruity 
and consequent confusion in work and accounts. It cannot, 
of course, control orders not subject to the control of the 
City Council. 

But the objecting councilman makes the following gross 
misstatements and reckless charges against the management 
of the Printing Department, as officially reported in the pro-. 
ceedings of the Council of July 6, last (page 365), which are 
wholly unwarranted by the facts, and, in the opinion of the 
committee, should receive indignant pan and rebuke : — 
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I should have no objection if this had been a mere variation in form, 
but it is an attempt to give a new power to the Superintendent of Print- 
ing without consulting the other departments, and without asking 
whether they desire to be meddled with. The point I wish to make is 
this: Section 5 of the ordinance is amended by inserting the words, 
‘* All printing, binding, and stationery to be paid for by the city shall 
be furnished by the Superintendent of Printing, on requisitions.” If 
‘that means anything it means that any department having printing or 
binding done shall send irrequisitions to the Superintendent of Print- 
ing. There is nothing which makes that either wise or desirable. The 
item of binding is one in which every department has its own ideas. 
But by this ordinance everything has got to be cast according to the 
wishes and ideas of the Superintendent of Printing. As representing 
one department, I don’t propose to submit my judgment in regard to a 
matter of binding in some matter which I understand (1 think I do very 
well) to a man who has no qualifications superior to my own, like the 
Superintendent of Printing. I say his management of that department 
has shown a false economy, which has been to the public detriment. 
The issues of printing and stationery that he has put his mind to for the 
last three or four years have been a disgrace to the City of Boston. 
There has been nothing but little trumpery savings, little cheese-parings, 
which have been a detriment to the city, because. we are not driven to 
such paltry economy. 

From statements made to me I am informed that stationery has been 
issued by the Superintendent of Printing that has been of such inferior 
quality that the departments have sent it back. His whole object seems 

_to be to figure out a little saving from the previous year’s appropriation. 
Many departments have matters of this kind to complain of. This or- 
dinance covers too much ground. There is no warrant for it without 
first giving departments notice. It provides that if any alterations are 
required, in the opinion of the Superintendent of Printing, the depart- 
ments shall make the alteration, and I should like to know what this 
man knows about the wants of the various departments. It is a most 
unwarranted assumption to give him control of these matters, which 
are largely matters of detail, and have them supervised by a man who 
has no knowledge of the subject-matter, and who may exercise his 
brains in any way he sees fit. It seems to me it is a most ill-considered 
report, and I am surprised that the committee should make a change 
affecting so many departments of the City Government without having 
taken the ordinary precaution of consulting those departments whether 
such a change is desired. It is very unusual for us to pass an order in 
a hurry by which any one official who has no connection with the busi- 
ness before us is to be put at the head of every other department in this 
building. There is no warrant for it, and we haven't the slightest 
reason to suppose that the authority will be exercised with any greater 
discretion than he has shown before. 


A comparison of the new with the present ordinance clearly 
shows the fallacy of the objections raised. For the last 
eleven years the department has been conducted, in accord- 
ance with the ordinance, on the basis here denounced as 
an innovation. For the last forty years the city printing 
has been in charge of this committee, and for the last eleven 
years the supply of the city stationery has also been in charge 
of this committee. Respecting the “one department” the 
objector “represents” (the Record Commission), however 
immaculate his judgment may be, if he continues in that 
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office he will abide by the municipal law, unless he succeed, 
not only in ignoring the powers and duties intrusted to the 
Superintendent of Printing, but also the reserved rights of 
the Committee on Printing to decide controverted questions 
in its department, and the ultimate authority of the City 
Council to determine all matters of final appeal. 

Of the work of the Record Commission, with its remark- 
able growth in power and prestige by facile assent of the 
City Council to unconsidered orders, the committee remarks 
further on. 

Respecting the “trumpery savings” which “have been a 
detriment to the city, because we are not driven to such 
paltry economy,” it is sufficient to quote the same council- 
man’s remarks in the Council last year, that the office of 
Superintendent of Printing “is an office which requires a 
capable man, and in which a good deal of money is saved,” 
and the following from the Superintendent’s last annual 


report : —

—together with a total gain of the increase in quantities procured for 
the money during the last ten years, which include the annexation of 
Charlestown, West Roxbury, and Brighton, the establishment of all the 
District Courts, and the use of this office by other courts, and the more 
complete supply of county offices and the several departments. 


This statement indicates a saving, during the ten years of 
the Superintendent’s administration, approximating $200,000, 
— certainly a sum not to be designated as “ trumpery say- 
ings” or “ cheese-parings.” | 

The above ordinance to amend the printing ordinance, 
originating with the Printing Committee, as prepared by City 
Solicitor Bailey, was referred to the Committee on Ordinances, 
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who heard the Solicitor’s explanations, and unanimously 
reported in favor of its passage, when it was assailed by the 
councilman from Ward 12, as above stated, and recommitted 
to the Committee on. Printing, with instructions to “give a 
hearing to all parties interested.” Public notice was given 
of this hearing, which took place July 19th, and at which 
no one appeared but Mr. Whitmore, councilman from 
Ward 12. The committee heard his remonstrance, and ad- 
journed the hearing to July 24th, the committee itself send- 
ing out a circular to all departments and officials having 
business relations with the Printing Department, inviting 
them to appear at the hearing, or to send written communica- 
tions on the subject, with specifications of anything objec- 
tionable that has transpired in their intercourse with the 
Printing Department. Several written responses were re- 
ceived, and several officials appeared at the hearing; also, 
the councilman from Ward 12. 

Nothing appeared, either in the communications or at the 
hearing, showing anything objectionable in the management 
of the Printing Department; on the contrary, 1t was com- 
pletely vindicated by commendation from the aspersions cast 
upon it. 

But the councilman from Ward 12 raised some questions 
of a legal character, controverting the power of the City 
Council legally to pass such an ordinance as the one proposed. 
He also submitted a substitute, as follows :— 


Sect. 5. All expenditures for printing, binding, or stationery, for 
which payment is to be made from the general appropriation for print- 
ing, shall be made through requisitions upon the superintendent, in a 
form satisfactory to the standing committee; and he shall receive a 
receipt, on the delivery of any supplies, from the person ordering them. 
He may refer any requisitions, unusual in amount or nature, to said 
committee. 


Sect. 7. All departments, in charge of an appropriation, shall 


order their printing and stationery by requisitions on the superintend- 
ent, who shall conform thereto. He shall furnish such departments 
with the bill of such supplies for payment, and shall furnish a bill from 
the printing department for any part supplied by him from goods in 
stock therein. : 


~The substitute requires the Superintendent to supply 
whatever is ordered by department officials, without question 
or exercise of his own judgment or long experience; and 
leaves the Printing Committee to pass on such requisitions, 
drawn on its own single appropriation, as the Superintendent 
“may refer” toit, “unusual in amount or nature.” 
Of the $69,884 stated in the preceding summary as last 
year’s expenditure for printing, binding, stock, and stationery, 
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not one-fourth was charged to the printing appropriation in 
charge of this committee. 

As it is now, and has been since his office was created, 
the Superintendent has the power to judge of all orders, and _ 
any disagreements arising are to be settled by the Printing 
Committee, unless overruled by the City Council. Very 
considerable benefit has resulted from this power of the 
Superintendent to make suggestions, which are never con- 
trolling, and have never been offensively made or required, 
no case of reference to the committee having ever occurred. 
Neither has the committee now any power over the general 
orders of other departments, unless they become a subject 
of dispute. 

But the Printing Department presents many intricacies in 
its operations, which render it a practically unknown com- 
ponent of the city system. The duties of the Superintendent 
are multifarious with all departments; and to make him the 
mere messenger of the several departments, with no exer- 
cise of his discretion, is to deprive the city of some of the 
best service of a competent expert in the line of his special- 
_ ties. . For all departments to order their printing and sta- 
tionery by requisitions on the Superintendent, “who shall 
conform thereto,” is to go back to the obsolete, ancient sys- 
tem. In the year 1846 there was no Superintendent of 
Printing, and no Committee on Printing, either to assist or 
molest the several departments in their operations. But 
there was a contract for the city printing, of which a 
committee, to whom was referred the petition of the present 
Superintendent and others to be appointed Printers for the 
City, say, “It is now seventeen years since the present in- 
cumbent was appointed City Printer.” The petitions resulted 
in establishing a Committee on Printing, with the duties de- 
fined in the first section of the present ordinance, and in 
the complete modification of the contract, in accordance 
with then existing usages in printing. 

For a continued term of twenty years subsequently the 
departments continued to give their orders in their own 
diverse ways, verbal or otherwise, when the extras in the bills 
became so various and frequent that a form of requisition 
sprang up in the departments, which was afterward adopted 
by the Committee on Printing, and gave a slight show of 
system to the printing orders. But it remained for the de- 
velopments made by a controversy for the printing contract 
in 1871, to show the absolute necessity for the appointment 
of a Superintendent; and even then, he being handicapped 
by a prior contract of three years’ duration, a controversy of 
several months arose on its interpretation, which was only 
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settled by a compromise interpreting its imperfect pro- 
visions. | 

During the subsequent decade, to the present time, there 
has been but one uninterrupted term of successful administra- 
tion of this department. It remained only for the self-con- 
stituted champion of the several departments to discover the 
mythical invasion of their rights by the Printing Department, 
of which they are shown to be’ utterly unconscious. 

But lest the City Solicitor and the Committee on Ordi- 
nances, not to mention the Committee on Printing, may labor 
under some fallacious estimate of the powers of the City 
Council properly to regulate its own affairs, it may be best 
to consider the legal question raised by the objector to the 
ordinance. | 

In the light of recent interpretation of municipal law, it is 
not claimed that one city government can in any way inter- 
fere with the prerogatives of its successor. But the Com- 
mittee on Printing, at least, have no doubt that the present 
city government, adopting the laws of its predecessor, or 
laws of its own construction, can instruct its committees, by 
its ordinances or its orders, to use whatever instrumentalities 
it pleases to designate, in the discharge of their official duties, 
even to the submission of any portion of their work to the 
supervision or advice of any expert officer, or even to the 
umpirage of any committee competent to determine any con- 
troverted question within its province that may be at issue. 

It remains to consider the duties of this committee, as pre- 
scribed in Sect. 2 of the existing ordinance on printing, pro- 
viding a system for the printing and custody of the city 
documents. 

To this system the orders and ordinances regulating the 
work of the Record Commission present an utter incon- 
gruity. 

The ordinance creating the Record Commission was passed 
in 1875. Sect. 1 provides for the appointment of the two 
commissioners. The remaining sections are as follows : — 


Srcot. 2. It shall be the duty of said commissioners to complete, so 
far as practicable, the record of births, marriages, and deaths in the 
town and city of Boston prior to A.D. 1849, and to receive and collect 
all documents obtainable therefor. All documents and records so 
collected shall become at once the property of the city of Boston and 
be deposited in the office of, and be in the charge of, the city registrar, 
or such other officer as the city council may direct. 

Sect. 3. The said commissioners shall have no power to enter into 
any contract or agreement in behalf of the city with any person, 
whereby the expenditure of money, or any other obligation, shall be 
incurred, unless expressly authorized so to do by the city council: pro- 
vided, however, that unless otherwise ordered, they shall have the charge 
and control of the expenditure of all moneys expressly appropriated 
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for copying any documents or records supplementary to the town or 
city records. 


The simple duty “to complete, as far as practicable, the 
record of births, deaths, and marriages, in the town and city 
of Boston, prior to A.D. 1849,” for the city registry, with- 
out “power to enter into any contract” in the city’s behalf, 
in the commissioners’ first report begins its career of enlarge- 
ment, as follows: “A reasonable construction of the duties 
of the commissioners seems to include therein all such inves- 
tigations as will directly assist in perfecting the record of the 
vital statistics of Boston.” “The field to be covered by their 
work is so large, and the results will be so diversified, that 
it now seems best to report whenever any particular subdivi- 
sion can be completed.” “Should the present proposition be 
favorably received by the city government, the commission- 
ers will feel encouraged to pursue other subdivisions of their 
work, in the belief that whatever contributes to a knowledge 
of the past history of Boston will be promptly made available 
by its inhabitants.” 

The first report was made in 1876, and an order passed 
without discussion, that “the Record Commissioners be 
authorized to print and distribute’ fifteen hundred copies of 
their report, with the accompanying papers, at an expense 
not exceeding $650; to be charged to the appropriation for 
printing.” ‘Two months later an order is passed for $250 
additional, charged to the printing appropriation, the ex- 
planation being that “the Record Commissioners, in estimat- 
ing the cost of the printing of this document, estimated 
according to the number of pages of ordinary print; but 
the estimate was not large enough, as there are numerous 
tables, and the document will cost much more to print than 
would an ordinary one.” So the first volume is safely issued, 
on the enlarged basis of compilation, at the cost of nearly 
$1,000, charged to the printing appropriation, and taken out 
of the city system provided in Sect. 2 of the printing erdi- 
nance, the edition, of treble the usual number, being left 
with the commissioners to “distribute.” 

The system for printing the city documents, as established 
by the Committee on Printing, Brovides a sufficient number of 
copies to bind with the city documents at the end of the year, 
which places them permanently in the-departments and the 
libraries; and a sufficient number more to meet reasonable 
applications therefor. How many more might be “ dis- 
tributed ” the committee have not conjectured, not considering 
it either a duty or a becoming grace in the city government 
to expend the contributions of the citizens intrusted to its 
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prudent expenditure in any lavish “distribution” of books 
among them or in foreign cities. The committee do not 
forget that the power of the city government in this direction 
is a restricted power, limited to its own needs, and the issue 
of its historical publications; nor that a recent History of 
Boston, in four quarto volumes, has been issued by private 
enterprise. 

The second report of the Record Commissioners is a tran- 
script of the first volume of the Town Records and of the 
Book of Possessions. The third report is a transcript of the 
Charlestown Book of Possessions; and the fourth is a tran- 
script of the first volume of the records of the town of Dor- 
chester. In the Dorchester book, the plan of the commis- 
sioners was to print extracts from the records; which led to 
a remonstrance, and an order for a complete transcript. The 
Committee on Printing of 1879, in reporting on this subject, 
say: “ The statutes of the Commonwealth make very careful 
provisions for the proper production, care, and. preservation 
of public records. It is further provided, that ‘when the 
records of a county, city, or town are becoming worn, muti- 
lated, or illegible, the county commissioners, city govern- 
ment, or selectmen shall have fair, legible copies, seasonably 
made.’ This requirement ‘is imperative, and the committee 
have sought, in view of it, to give the whole subject before 
them the consideration its magnitude and importance require. 
The committee are of opinion that five thousand dollars ought 
to be annually appropriated, as an element of the appropria- 
tion for printing, for expenditure, under requisitions by the 
Record Commissioners, in accordance with special orders by 
the City Council. This would enable the commissioners to 
carry out a judicious system of annual work, and meet the 
legal requirements for reproducing the ancient records 
complete.” : 

This action of the Printing Committee, in providing liberal- 
ly, in its own appropriation, for the reproduction of the an- 
cient records, as required by the statute, contemplates no 
ulterior object beyond the usual printing for the public ser- 
vice. No objection was made to the placing of the books 
with the Record Commissioners, instead of being under con- 
trol of the Printing Committee, the public service being fully 
met in that manner. 

But a new phase spon appears in the commissioners’ pro- 
ceedings. The books, in large editions, under their “ distri- 
bution,” become “popular;” and in the official record of 
proceedings of the Council, January 6, 1881, the following 
appears :— 
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Mr. WuitMoRE, of Ward 12, offered an order — That the Record Com- 
missioners be allowed to stereotype any volume of their reports in future, 
the expense to be included in the appropriation for printing; and that 
they may rezsswe their second report during the present year, including 
the expense in their appropriation. 


The order is passed without reference or debate. 
March 31, 1881, the official report of the Council pro- 
ceedings states : — 


Mr. WuitMore, of Ward 12, offered an order— That the Record 
Commissioners be directed to have the first volume of their reports 
reprinted and stereotyped, and to prepare and distribute an edition of 
the same in the same manner as other volumes have been issued; the 
expense ofthe same to be charged to the appropriation for printing. 
Passed. Mr. Whitmore moved a reconsideration. Lost. Sent up. 


The Board of Aldermen concurred without question. 

So the liberal provision for reproducing the ancient 
records runs off into reproductions of the reproductions, in 
large editions, that the commissioners may “ distribute ” 
them the more abundantly. 

Even this does not quite satisfy the progressive schemes 
of the commissioners. In the Council proceedings of May 
12, 1881, we find that “Mr. Whitmore submitted the follow- 


ing” in one of sundry ordinances : — 


SecTIon 1. The ordinance concerning the Record Commissioners, 
on pages 660 and 661 of the Statutes and Ordinances of A.D. 1876, is 
hereby amended by adding the following : — 

Sect. 4. The expense of copying or preparing and indexing all 
volumes of reports made by the said commissioners shall be de- 
frayed from the general appropriation; the expense of printing and 
binding such volumes shall be charged to the appropriation for print- 
ing, and shall include the expense of stereotyping such volumes as the 
said commissioners may deem fit. The edition of such reports shall 
consist of fifteen hundred copies, of which 500 shall be bound in cloth, 
500 bound in paper covers or boards, and 500 in document form. ‘The 
bound copies shall be distributed at the discretion of the said commis- 
sioners, but no copies shall be sold. 


The ordinance was passed under suspension of the rule 
without debate. 

But even in this crystallized form of, ordinance the subject 
matter is not yet quite right. In the proceedings of the 
Council, March 9th, last, the official report states : — 


Mr. Whitmore of Ward 12, offered the following : — 


AN ORDINANCE to amend an Ordinance concerning the Record Commis- 
sioners. 
Be it ordained, etc. : — 
SecTion 1. The ordinance in regard to the record commissioners, 
printed on page 224 of the supplement to the ordinance, as passed 
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May 24, 1881, is hereby amended as follows: In section 1, lines 13, 
14, and 15, by striking out the words, ‘‘ of which 500 shall be bound in 
cloth, 700 bound in paper covers or boards, and 300 in document form,” 
_and inserting the words, ‘‘to be bound in such manner as the said com- 
missioners may prescribe.” 

The ordinance was passed under a suspension of the rules. Mr. 
Whitmore moved to reconsider. Lost. Sent up. The Board of Alder- 
men concurred. 


By these successive steps of innovation on the city system, 
as established by Section 2 of the printing ordinance, a large 
item of the printing appropriation in charge of this com- 
mittee is practically diverted from its primary object of re- 
producing the ancient records, its productions in print being 
removed from the customary control of the committee, and 
turned to the aggrandizement of a single officer of the gov- 
ernment, by placing at his control for free distribution, for 
indefinite periods, large editions of books, fixed by ordi- 
nance, with stereotype plates for their indefinite multiplica- 
tion, the binding also being at his discretion as fixed by 
ordinance: 

Seeing these innovations on the usual city system, the 
present Committee on Printing presented the following order 
to the City Council, February 20th, last : — 


Ordered, That the documents issued, in progress, or to be prepared 
by the Record Commissioners, together with the stereotype plates of 
the same, be placed in charge of the Committee on Printing, to be held 
and issued in accordance with the ordinances relatin g to printing. 


This order encountering the unknown ordinance, which 
had placed the matter in the hands of the. Record Com- 
missioners, was withdrawn by indefinite postponement. It 
is again appended to this report, with an ordinance to repeal 
the ordinance provisions contravening the usual city system. 

The committee consider it proper, in this connection, re- 
spectfully to present their opinion to the City Council, that 
more caution should be exercised in the sudden passage of 
important orders without due consideration. Of this class 
are two orders which have reached the comunittee, as fol- 
lows : — 


CITY OF BOSTON. 


In BoarRD OF ALDERMEN, July 17, 1882. 


Ordered, That the addresses delivered at the re-dedication of the 
Old State House by his Honor the Mayor and William H. Whitmore, 
Esq., be printed as a city document. 

Ordered, That an account of the proceedings attending” the re-dedi- 
cation of the Old State House be prepared by the Clerk of Committees, 
under the direction of the Committee on Printing, and that fifteen 
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hundred copies thereof be printed; the expense to be charged to the 
appropriation for printing. 

Passed in Common Council. Came up for concurrence. Read and 
concurred. Approved by the Mayor, July 18, 1882.

These orders were passed in the Council under a suspen- 
sion of the rule, without reference or comment, and con- 
curred in by the Board of Aldermen. ‘The committee find, 
on investigation, that the first order contemplates the issue 
of a pamphlet in the 4th of July Oration style; and the 
second order the issue of a memorial volume, illustrated and 
bound like the class of important memorial books, at a cost 
estimated at $1,500. The orders are imperative, and at the 
expense of the printing appropriation, and will present a 
basis for additional appropriation should such be required. 
The committee have not reported the orders back, as the 
summer vacation has intervened. But, had the City Council 
seen, in the plain simplicity of the orders, the expense in- 
volved, the committee believe it is not probable it would 
have been added to the expenses of reconstruction, so long 
contested in the City Council, even to glorify the triumphant 
event of the re-dedication of the historical structure it has 
finally been decided to preserve. 

As relevant to the general scope of this report the com- 
mittee desire to add some comments on the recent change in 
the management of the City Hall Reference Library. 

The ordinance establishing the Library, passed in 1876, 
was as follows :— 


SECTION 1. The joint standing committee of the city council on 
printing are hereby empowered to establish; in the city hall, a munic- 
ipal library, to be designated the City Hall Reference Library; to 
have placed therein a copy of the several publications issued by the 
city, or any board or department thereof, and any copies of publica- 
tions presented to the city of Boston from other sources; and they may 
purchase, or authorize the purchase, of other publications for the 
library, and they may remove or authorize the removal from the 
library and the disposal of any publications considered useless in the 
collection at any time; and they shall make all needful rules and regu- 
lations applicable to the library. The city messenger shall have the 
care of the library established as herein provided, subject to such rules 
and regulations respecting the same as the said committee may adopt ; 
and all expenses incurred under the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be charged to the appropriation for printing. 


This ordinance was passed, not to establish any large 
library, but to concentrate the city publications in one place, 
convenient for reference. ‘The committee’s regulations pro- 
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vided for an annual bulletin giving all needed information of 
this collection of city books, which was promptly supplied to 
new members of the city government at the beginning of the 
year, whereby they might have access to this source of 
information without the tortuous process of obtaining knowl- 
edge of the same from older members or officials. 

The collection was placed in the large committee-room for 
ready reference. Its use is practically insignificant, it being 
only a systematic arrangement for occasional convenience in 
the consultation of the city books in the limited collection. It 
had a tendency to accumulate the publications of other cities, 
which remained on its shelves for years, of no utility what- 
ever; and this was remedied by the occasional transfer of 
such books to the Public Library. 

In the Common Council, March 23d last, Councilman 
Whitmore offered the following :— 


AN ORDINANCE to amend the Ordinance concerning the City Hall 
Reference Library. 
Be wt ordained, etc.: — 

Section 1. The ordinance concerning the City Hall Reference 
Library is hereby amended by striking out the first section, and substi- 
tuting the following : — 

‘¢SecTION 1. The chairman on the part of the board of aldermen, 
and the president and one other member on the part of the common 
council, shall be the committee on the City Hall Reference Llibrary. 
They shall expend therefor only such sums of money as may be annually 
appropriated therefor, and prescribe rules for the use of the library, 
when established.” 


This ordinance was referred to the Committee on Ordi- 
nances, not for consideration of its merits, but its proper 
form. 

April 27th the committee reported that, in their opinion, 
the care and use of said library should be regulated by an 
annual order of the City Council, instead of by ordinance. 
The committee therefore recommended the repeal of the 
ordinance, and the passage of the accompanying order, as 
follows : — 


AN .ORDINANCE concerning the City Hall Reference Library. 
Be tv ordained, etc., as follows : — 

SecTION 1. The ordinance concerning the City Hall Reference 
Library, printed on page 966 of the edition of Statutes and Ordinances 
of 1876, is hereby repealed. 

Ordered, ‘That the City Hall Reference Library be placed in charge 
of a special committee consisting of the chairman of the board of » 
aldermen and the president and one other member of the common 
council. Said committee may make all needful rules and regulations 
applicable to the library; may authorize the removal and disposal of 
publications considered useless in the collection at any time, and may 
purchase from time to time publications for the use of the library; 
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provided, however, that the amount expended should not exceed the 
sum that may be annually appropriated for the purpose by the City 
Council. 


The report was accepted, the ordinance was passed, and 
the order was read once. 


Mr. WuitTmore, of Ward 12.—I merely wish to state in regard to 
this that it makes no change particularly, except that it puts the charge 
of the Reference Library into the hands of the presiding officers of the 
two branches, with one member of the Common Council. That we 
need a Reference Library is beyond dispute; and if we have anything 
of that kind in charge of the two presiding officers the probability is 
that it will be made efficient. It may also save the Council something, 
because an appropriation was made last year, and probably one will be 
made this year, to purchase books to put in the President’s room; and 
the probability is that, if a Reference Library is established, we shall 
save whatever sums we are now spending, or intend to spend, for a 
Similar purpose. 


The rule was suspended, and the order was read a second 
time and passed. 

A motion to reconsider the ordinance and the order was 
lost. 

The Board of Aldermen concurred, and Councilman 
Whitmore was duly appointed the associate member of the 
committee. ) 

On the 22d of June last the following order was passed 
_ in the Council without consideration, and the Board of 
Aldermen concurred : — 


Ordered, That the committee on City Hall Reference Library be 
requested to arrange with the principal cities of this and other countries 
for such exchanges of public documents as will be the means of increas- 
ing the value of said library for purposes of reference. 


Here is a field for the enterprise of an active participant 
in the management of all city affairs! An arrangement is 
to be made “with the principal cities of this and other 
countries ” for exchanges of public documents. No arrange- 
ment appears to be made for the annex to City Hall, in 
which to place this enlarged “City Hall Reference Library,” 
or the interpreters and officials to attend to the rush of mem- 
bers of the City Council for speedy information from its 
accumulated treasures. Some such collections have already 
passed through this Reference Library to their proper rest- 
ing-place in the Public Library, without remonstrance or 
detention, or even the knowledge probably of any member 
of the government, although fully notified of the collection 
at the outset of his official career; and the Public Library 
staff can produce, or will procure, any obtainable books any 
inquirer may desire to consult. 
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The annual report of the Auditor of Accounts is annually 
sent to the principal cities of this country and to foreign 
cities interested in the city bonds, and exchanges are received 
in return. 

The members of the City Council, leaving their several 
occupations, as occasion requires, to serve the city on com- 
mittees, or at,sessions of the City Government, for the brief 
period of their terms of service, will admirably qualify 
themselves for their duties if they succeed in familiarizing 
themselves with the documents of the one city they under- 
take to serve, or even of the few departments on whose com- 
mittees they may be placed. They will find in this process 
a very considerable collection of the city publications press- 
ing upon its confines for more extended room than the 
already crowded condition of the City Hall can furnish. 
The several departments are also supplied with their special 
collections of books convenient for reference. The room of 
the President of the Common Council has now its appro- 
priate books of reference, and no “annual appropriation ” 
is needed for its continual enlargement. For the members 
of this City Government to collect the public documents of 
“the principal cities of this and other countries,” with any 
theoretical idea of their ever becoming practically service- 
able, is an already tried and exploded fantasy, which the 
Public Library can abundantly demonstrate, while it can also 
abundantly satisfy the most inveterate student in this branch 
of social science. | 

In conclusion, this committee recommends the passage of 
the Ordinance to amend the Ordinance relating to Printing, 
as reported by the Committee on Ordinances, and referred 
to the Committee on Printing, the same being stated on page 
3 of this report. 7 

The Committee on Printing also offer the ordinances and 
orders annexed, and recommend their passage by the City 
Council.

The City Clerk shall be allowed a sum not ex- 
ceeding eleven thousand one hundred dollars, to be paid to 
his assistant clerks during the salary year. 

Secor. 3. The salary of the Second Assistant Messenger 
shall be at the rate of eight hundred dollars per annum. 

Sror. 4. The City Treasurer shall be allowed a sum not 
exceeding twenty-one thousand dollars, to be paid to his reg- 
ular clerks during the salary year.

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Srcr. 5. The salary of ten Assistant Inspectors of Build- 


ings shall be at the rate of one thousand four hundred dollars 
each per annum; and the salary of one other Assistant In- 
spector shall be at the rate of fifteen hundred and fifty dollars 
per annum. 


Secr. 6. The salary of the Port Physician shall be at 


the rate of one thousand two hundred dollars per annum. 
Snot. 7. The City Registrar shall be allowed a sum not 
exceeding five thousand three hundred dollars, to be paid to 
his clerks during the salary year.

Srecr. 12. The salary of each of the Principal Assessors, 
except the chairman and secretary of the board, shall be at 
the rate of three thousand dollars per annum. 

Sect. 13. The salary of the Superintendent of Congress- 
street bridge shall be at the rate of three thousand six hundred 
and fifty dollars per annum; said sum to be in full for his 
services and the services of such assistants as he may employ ; 
and he shall employ one engineer, whose salary shall be eight 
hundred dollars per annum; also three assistant superin- 
tendents, whose salary shall be six hundred dollars each per 
annum. 

The salary of the Superintendent of Malden bridge shall 
be at the rate of fourteen hundred dollars per annum; said 
sum to be in full for his services and the services of such as- 
sistants as he may employ; and he shall employ one assist- 
ant superintendent, whose salary shall be six hundred dollars 
per annum. 

The salary of the Superintendent of Mt. Washington- 
avenue bridge shall be at the rate of two thousand nine hun- 
dred dollars per annum ; said sum to be in full for his services 
and the services of such assistants as he may employ; and 
he shall employ one assistant superintendent, whose salary 
shall be seven hundred dollars per annum ; also two assistant 
superintendents, whose salary shall be six hundred dollars 
each per annum. | 

The salary of the Superintendent of Federal-street bridge 
shall be at the rate of two thousand nine hundred dollars per 
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annum ; said sum to be in full for his services and the services of 

such assistants as he may employ; and he shall employ one 

assistant superintendent, whose salary shall be seven hundred 

dollars per annum ; also two assistant superintendents, whose 
’ salary shall be six hundred dollars each per annum. 

The salary of the Superintendent of Broadway bridge shall 
be at the rate of three thousand and fifty dollars per annum ; 
said sum to be in full for his services and the services of such 
assistants as he may employ; and he shall employ one 
engineer, whose salary shall be eight hundred dollars per 
annum; also two assistant superintendents, whose salary 
shall be six hundred dollars each per annum. 

The salary of the Superintendent of Dover-street bridge 
shall be at the rate of two thousand eight hundred dollars 
per annum; said sum to be in full for his services and the 
services of such assistants as he may employ; and he shall 
employ one assistant superintendent, whose salary shall be 
seven hundred dollars per annum; also two assistant super- 
intendents, whose salary shall be six hundred dollars each 
per annum. 

The salary of the Superintendent of Meridian-street bridge 
shall be at the rate of fifteen hundred and fifty dollars per 
annum ; said sum to be in full for his services and the services 
of such assistants as he may employ; and he shall employ 
one assistant superintendent, whose salary shall be six 
hundred and fifty dollars per annum. 

The salary of the Superintendent of Charles-river bridge 
shall be at the rate of two thousand six hundred dollars per 
annum; and he shall be allowed the use of the house on said 
bridge free of rent, with the necessary fuel and lights; said 
sum and privileges to be in full for his services and the 
services of such assistants as he may employ; and he shall 
employ one assistant superintendent, whose salary shall be 
seven hundred dollars per annum; also two assistant super- 
intendents, whose salary shall be six hundred dollars each 
per annum. 

The salary of the Superintendent of Warren bridge shall 
be at the rate of two thousand six hundred dollars per 
annum; and he shall be allowed the use of the house on 
said bridge free of rent, with the necessary fuel and lights ; 
the said sum and privileges to be in full for his services and 
the services of such assistants as he may employ; and he 
shall employ an assistant superintendent, whose salary shall 
be seven hundred dollars per annum; also two assistant 
superintendents, whose salary shall be six hundred dollars 
each per annum. 

The salary of the Superintendent of Chelsea bridge 
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(South), between Charlestown and Chelsea, shall be at the 
rate of two thousand two hundred dollars per annum; said 
sum to be in full for all the services performed for the City 
of Boston in the superintendence of said bridge; and said 
superintendent shall employ one assistant superintendent, 
whose salary shall be seven hundred dollars per annum; 
also one assistant superintendent, whose salary shall be six 
hundred dollars per annum.! 

The salary of the Superintendent of Chelsea bridge 
(North), between Charlestown and Chelsea, shall be at the 
rate of one thousand six hundred dollars per annum; said 
sum to be in full for all the services performed for the City 
of Boston in the superintendence of said bridge; and said 
superintendent shall employ one assistant superintendent, 
whose salary shall be seven hundred dollars per annum.?

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ANNUAL REPORT

The Record Commissioners of the City of Boston here- 
with submit a report of their work for the financial year 
1881-2, and to date, in continuation of the previous report 
(City Document No. 60, of 1881). 

Only one new volume has been printed, the seventh of our 
reports, which continued the Boston town records from 1661 
to 1701. The first and second volumes were reprinted, and 
the work bestowed on this reprint of the second volume 
made it essentially new. As originally printed by us it con- 
tained the Boston town records, 1634-1660, and also the 
Book of Possessions. In the reprint the Book of Possessions 
is enlarged by numerous notes, with explanatory plans, which 
will largely add to its value to all who desire to trace the 
history of estates in the old city. An eighth volume is in 
the printers’ hands, being a continuation of the Boston town 
records from the date, 1701, reached in the sixth report. A 
ninth volume, authorized in 1880, to contain-the early records 
in the City Registrar’s office, will be sent to press immedi-_ 
ately. It will probably be advisable to print one or more 
volumes of miscellaneous papers, bearing date prior to A. D. 
1700, from the State archives, wherein are preserved so 
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many documents relating to our town history, and, practi- 
cally, almost inaccessible. 

The cost of printing, as has been before explained, is 
very moderate. The figures are as follows : —

The seventh report has been stereotyped and has an ample 
Index of Subjects, which facts account for the increase in 
cost. 

The estimate of the Superintendent of Printing shows that 
during the financial years 1880-81 and 1881-82, during 
which the City Council have made appropriations in accord- 
ance with the avowed policy of expending $5,000 annually 
in publishing our early records, there were printed the fifth, 
sixth, and seventh reports, and the first and part. of the 
second reports had been reprinted and stereotyped. The 
balance unexpended, remaining May 1, 1882, was $3,190, 
and accordingly the sum of $6,000 was included in the 
estimates for the financial year 1882-83. 

Of the popular appreciation of these reports it may be 
sufficient to say that the first edition of the first, six reports 
is exhausted, and that the demand revives with the issue of 
each new report. The cost of supplying copies from the 
stereotype plates will be much less than the first cost of these 
volumes. 

The other work of the Commissioners has been in super- 
intending the transcribing of the records of the old Boston 
churches, in order to supplement the extremely defective 
town records of births, marriages, and deaths. It is neces- 
sarily a slow process, involving much care in writing, com- 
paring copies, and preparing indices. As was stated in our 
last annual report, every care is taken to insure accuracy, 
but eventually some official expert must be authorized by the 
Legislature, to compare and authenticate these copies. As it 
is understood that new rooms are to be assigned to the City 
Registrar, it will probably be feasible to do this work within 
a year or two. 
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The appropriations for this work have been for the first 
year $3,000; and subsequent years $3,000, with $1,500 addi- 
tional for making copies of the printed youmes for the 
printers.

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SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOSTON WATER BOARD, 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING APRIL 30, 1882. 


OFFICE OF Boston WaTER Boarp, 
September 21, 1882. 


To the City Council of the City of Boston: — 


The Boston. Water Board herewith respectfully submit 
their sixth annual report, together with reports from the City 
Engineer, Water Registrar, Clerk of the Board, the Clerk 
and Registrar of the Mystic works, and the Superintendents 
of the several divisions. 

The various structures connected with the present works 
are in good condition. 

The Board are, however, unable to contemplate the capacity 
of the works with the same amount of satisfaction, and a large 
portion of their report will be given to requests for the en- 
largement of the high service and the further development of 
the Sudbury-river system. Even if the present enormous 
consumption of water is successfully checked by a meter sys- 
tem, it would still, in the opinion of the Board, be the part of 
a wise foresight to begin the construction of the works. 

During the past year a number of the claims still remaining 
unsettled on the Sudbury works have been disposed of, and 
several alterations have been made in the water rates. An 
attempt has been made to treat the sewage of the Mystic 
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sewer in accordance with the Act to abate a nuisance in the 
lower Mystic pond; and the construction of a new storage 
‘basin on the Sudbury river has been begun. 

An application made to the Legislature at its last session 
to secure the waters of the Shawshine river was unsuccessful. 
It is important that this matter should be urged at the next 
session of the General Court. 


CONSUMPTION OF WATER. 


The average daily consumption of water for the year 1881, 
including the Mystic works, was 38,214,900 gallons, an in- 
crease of 6.5 per cent. over the consumption for 1880. This 
amount is equivalent to an average daily consumption of 92 
gallons per head of population. 

This steady increase in the consumption of water presents 
one of the most serious problems which those in charge of 
the management of water works have to meet. Over and 
above the question of waste there are no data more certain, 
in view of the experience of the past, than those which point 
‘to the ever-increasing extensions of existing works with the 
necessarily increasing number of takers and the constantly 
increasing uses which are found for the consumption of 
water. 

Although the Board have often urged upon the City 
Council for a number of successive years the importance of 
extending the works in certain directions in time to meet the 
demands made upon them, it has been the ‘practice in the 
past to provide the funds for increasing the capacity of the 
works only when the emergency was most strongly felt by 
‘the actual necessities and demands of the consumers. In the 
opinion of the Board this policy results in great wrong to 
the consumer. As a general rule the construction of im- 
portant additions to a water supply includes the loss of 
_several working seasons. ‘This is seldom taken into account, 
and, in consequence, if the works happen to be storage 
reservoirs, their water has to be hurried into the city, to pre- 


vent an actual scarcity of supply long before it is in a fit | 


condition to be used. Then, again, the basins have to be 
drawn down to such an extent in the summer that a large 
part of the bottom is exposed, and the water in the lower 
portion is generally of an inferior quality to that nearer the 
surface. 

Two years ago the Board urged upon the City Council the 
importance of taking “immediate steps towards the construc- 
tion of an additional basin.” It was not until August, 1881, 
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that the necessary authority was granted for the construc- 
tion of what is to be known as Basin No. 4, of the Sudbury 
system. Work was at once begun; but, with every means 
taken to facilitate construction, it will be hardly possible 
to fill this new basin till 1884. It is now evident to the 
Board that work on another new basin should be begun 
at once, and they accordingly ask for authority to undertake 
the preliminary work of making the surveys and securing 
the land. 

The increase in consumption in the territory supplied by 
the Highland high-service works has been 2} per cent. over 
the consumption Lof the preceding year; but fox the last few 
months it has been increasing at a much greater rate than 
this; and the present indications are that, for the coming — 
year, the increase will exceed 10 per cent. 

The enlargement of the present high-service system can- 
not be longer delayed with any degree of safety. 

To reduce the extravagant use of water to more reasonable 
limits has been the constant study of the Board. They have 
favored the more extended use of meters, and, during the past 
year, many new ones have been applied. ‘There are, how- 
ever, difficulties in the way of an entire application of a 
meter system at once to a city like Boston. During the past 
year an investigation of this subject has been made by the 
Joint Standing “Committee on Water, and from their report 
(City Doc. 78, 1882) it will be seen that, if the present con- 
sumption could ‘be reduced to 60 eallons per head, the 
capacity of the works would be sufficient for many years. 

An experiment has been made in the Charlestown District 
with the Deacon meter, which has been so extensively used 
abroad. The Deacon meter is not a meter in the ordinary 
sense of the term. It is a large and expensive apparatus, 
which is applied directly to the main in the street, and serves 
for a whole district. Its nature is such that it acts rather 
as a waste-detector than as a meter. A full account of the 
experiment will be found in the City Engineer’s report. In 
general, the application of this system of detecting waste has 
been attended with gratifying success, and the Board favor 
its use*in the city, in connection ae house-to-house inspec- 
tion. 


SupBuryY RIVER. 


Sudbury river has supplied to the city 9,036,700,000 
gallons, equivalent to an average daily supply of over 24,- 
758,100 gallons. Almost all of this water was run directly 
to the city without passing through Lake Cochituate. The 
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storage-basins were all full at the beginning of the year. 
Basin No. 1 has been used principally during the past 
drought in supplying the one and a half million gallons daily 
which the Board are required to pass into Sudbury river be- 
low their dams. Its water has not been of very good qual- 
ity, owing to the presence of alge. 

Basin No. 2, which was full on May 1, 1881, was emptied 
by the latter end of July; but as this basin soon fills from 
rains, it has been drawn upon at different times during the 
entire year, and has formed the principal reliance of the 
city. A few improvements have been made around its 
margin. 

Basin 3 was used principally during August and Septem- 
ber to reinforce the supply. Algee made their. appearance, as 


usual, in its waters early in the year, principally on the sur-— 


face, but later they were more uniformly distributed through 
the water. While the basin was low a considerable amount 
of loam ‘and stumps was removed in the vicinity of the gate- 
house. | 

The quality of the water in Sudbury river has been gener- 
ally good throughout the year. During the month of Oc- 
tober, however, a very disagreeable taste developed in the 
water of Farm pond, which, as the works are now arranged, 
forms a link in the Sudbury-river supply. As all the water 
from this source had to be passed through Farm pond, all 
the water became tainted. It had a fishy or cucumber 
taste, and awakened a wide-spread excitement in the city. 
Prof. Remsen, of Baltimore, was chosen by the Joint Stand- 
ing Committee on Water to make an investigation of the 
cause of the bad taste, which he ascribed (City Doc. 143, 
1881) to the Spongilla fluviatilis, a fresh-water sponge, or 
low form of animal life. Whatever the cause, it became ap- 
parent that decided steps would have to be taken to correct 
the evil. Under the advice and direction of the City Engi- 
neer, Farm pond was lowered to grade 142.17, seven feet 
below high-water mark, and a temporary ditch or canal, a 
mile in length, was built around the westerly margin, to con- 
vey the Sudbury water direct to the aqueduct. This work 
was done at considerable expense, but after its contpletion 
no further trouble was experienced in the city from the bad 
taste. 

It was part of Mr. Jos. P. Davis’ original scheme to con- 
nect the gate-houses at either end of Farm pond by means of 
a permanent aqueduct, and, in view of the shallow flowage of 
the pond and the liability to a recurrence of this trouble, it 
seems to the Board that it would be well to begin the con- 
struction of the work. They therefore recommend it to the 
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serious consideration of the City Council, and would urge an 
appropriation for the work. 

On August 21, 1881, an order of the City Council was 
approved appropriating three hundred and ninety-four thou- 
sand dollars for the construction of Basin No. 4. On Au- 
gust 26 the Engineer was directed to proceed at once with 
the construction, and on September 22 the work was begun. 
The plans and specifications had already been approved by 
the County Commissioners of Middlesex County, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Chapter 178, Laws of 1875. A 
large force is employed, and every means will be taken to 
forward the work. The site of the new basin is on Cold- 
stream brook, in Ashland. A dam is being built across the 
valley, which is about two thousand feet in width. This dam 
is to be of earth, with a centre wall of concrete carried down 
to the bed rock. 

The basin formed by the dam will contain about 1,100,- 
000,000 gallons. The depth of the water will be 45 feet. 
The banks are quite precipitating. When completed, it is 
expected that this basin will add 5,000,000 of gallons daily 
to the supply. 


LAKE COCHITUATE. 


On May 1, 1881, the lake was practically full. On June 
22 the flash- boards on the outlet dam were put on and waste 
stopped. Water was drawn from this source during the 
year, reaching a point only six feet above the bottom of the 
aqueduct on December 12. A slight cucumber taste was 
‘found in the lake water about the Ist of February, and for 
about two and one half months its waters were isolated from 
the supply. It is probable that the sponge is the cause of the 
cucumber taste in the lake, as its presence has been detected ; 
but, owing to the impracticability of emptying the lake suffi- 
ciently to expose any extended area of the bottom, it is 
difficult to determine to what extent it might be found. 

The structures are all in good order, with the exception of | 
the outlet dam, which needs rebuilding. The attention of 
the Council is called to the importance of providing funds 
for this purpose. 


AQUEDUCTS AND RESERVOIRS. 


The Sudbury-river aqueduct is in excellent condition. It 
has been in use during the entire year, with the exception of 
a few days when it was being cleaned. An average of about 
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| 24,000,000 gallons daily has been sent through this struct- 


ure. The maximum amount run through in any one day 
was 86,600,000 gallons. 


The Cochituate aqueduct was not in use from May 1 to 


July 14, and from January 28 to April 29, on account of a 
bad taste in the lake water. Advantage was taken of these 
intervals to make some thorough repairs on certain weak 
portions of the work. These will be found fully referred to 
in the report of the Superintendent of the Western Division. 

The exterior structures on both lines of aqueducts are in 
good repair. 

The Chestnut Hill and Brookline reservoirs are in 
the same excellent condition as at the date of the last 
report. 

On November 27, 1880, the Beacon-Hill reservoir was 
seized by the Board of Aldermen, acting in their capacity as 
County Commissioners, for a site for a new Court-House. 
On March 7, 1881, the Water Board were requested to draw 
off the water and disconnect the pipes. This was done later 
in the year, and this reservoir has since passed out of the 
control of the Board. On November 21 a communication 
was sent to your honorable body, setting forth the facts, 
and asking for a proper compensation for the land and 
building. No action has been taken on this request. It is 
hoped that the City Council will take immediate steps to 
reimburse this department for the property so taken; and 
the Board desire earnestly to call the attention of the City 
Council to the injustice of allowing this claim. to remain 
longer unadjusted. 

The reservoir in South Boston is kept full for use only in: 
case of accident to the supply mains. The East Boston 
reservoir 1s now used in connection with the high-service 
system. ‘The Parker-Hill reservoir is in good repair; some 
work in the way of grading and improving the grounds has 
been done. 

_ No new distributing mains of importance have been laid 
during the year. 

The connection of the 40-inch main on Brookline avenue 
with the 36-inch and 30-inch mains on Tremont street, by 
means of a 30-inch main through Francis street, was com- 
pletedin July. The whole quantity of new pipes laid, includ- 
ing pipes relaid and changed in size during the past year, is 
nearly « eight miles in length. In the tables connected with 
the report of the Superintendent of the Eastern Division, the, 
table showing the length of supply and distributing mains 
has been revised and presented in a new form. 
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It has been the custom heretofore to make no deduction 
for pipes relaid or abandoned, consequently the total lengths 
given have been in excess of the actual lengths. 


HicuH—SERVICE WoRKS. 


The total quantity of water pumped during the year 1881 
at the Highland pumping-station was 878,447,000 gallons, 
against 856,840,000 gallons for the preceding year, an in- 
crease of about 2 per cent. The cost per million gallons 
raised one foot was 9.1 cents. 

The Board have little to add to what has been already 
urged in previous reports in regard to the necessity of re-° 
building the high-service works. An Act of the Legislature 
has been procured, approved March 24, 1881, and nothing 
remains but the action of the City Council accepting the Act 
and appropriating the money. 

On September 30 the Board requested the City Engi- 
neer to report an approximate estimate of the expense of the 
scheme. On October 17 the report of the Engineer was 
received, and on November 7 following a communication 
was sent to the City Council (page 720, Proceedings for 
1881) setting forth the necessity for immediate action, and 
transmitting the report of the Engineer in full. As no action 
has yet been taken, the attention of the City Council is again 
asked to the consideration of the requests. In the opinion 
of the Board this work cannot longer be delayed with safety. 

At the high-service works at East Boston the average 
daily quantity pumped has been 388,300 gallons. At the 
Brighton pumping-station the amount pumped has varied , 
from 50,000 to 200,000 gallons per day. 


Tue Mystic DEPARTMENT. 


The total amount of water pumped by the Mystic depart- 
ment during the year 1881 was 2,622,579,856 gallons, at a 
cost-of 6.44 cents per million gallons raised one foot. 

The quality of the water has been unusually good. The 
facts that alge have not made their appearance in abundant 
quantities, and that the tannery pollution has been removed 
by means of the sewer, have conduced largely to this result. 

The total number of water-takers is 16,700, against 16,427 
for the preceding year. 
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‘The penton of the City Council has been frequently. 
called to the insufficiency of the Mystic lake to meet the de- — 
mand made upon it by the Mystic works. 

Two years ago, so low had the surface of the lake fallen, 
that a temporary set of pumps had to be erected to. pump 
from the lower portion of the lake into the aqueduct. Every 
year, with its increasing consumption, places the Mystic in a 
worse condition. The only available source to supplement 
the Mystic, and ultimately to. supplant it, is the Shawshine 

river. 

Every effort should be made to secure this source of sup- 
ply. A thorough examination has been made, in years past, 
into the quality of the water for a domestic supply, and it 
has been found in every way suitable. As already intimated 
in another portion of this report, renewed attempts will be 
made during the coming winter to secure a legislative Act for 
the taking of the Shawshine waters. 
oT enlargement of the capacity of the pumping-engines 

at the Mystic works will also have to be made at no distant 
day. 

An important improvement has been made during the year 
which results in a saving in the method of delivering coal. at 
the pumping-station. On September 29 a communication 
was sent to the City Council asking for authority to build a 
branch track from the Lowell Railroad to the works. On 
October 11 this authority was given to the Water Board, 
and the track has since been constructed. ‘The land was 
secured by the city and the track was built by the Railroad 
Company. 

Much time has been devoted to the question of the treat- 
ment of the Mystic sewage. An attempt was made to 
secure a modification of the Mystic Sewer Nuisance Act, as it 
is called, approved May 13, 1881; but without success. To 
carry out the exact provisions of this Act was entirely im- 
practicable. After long delays an injunction was issued, on 
petition of the town of Medford, to prevent the further dis- 
charge of sewage into the Lower Mystic pond. Subse- 
quently an agreement was made with the town of Medford 
to erect the present filtration works on the line of the sewer. 

The works are located in the town of Winchester, upon a 

piece of land which was taken from the Boston & Lowell 
Railroad Company for the purpose. 
_ The sewage is lifted into a tank, and after being treated 
to what is known as the subsidence and downward filtration 
process, is discharged into the Lower Mystic pond. These 
works are expensive to maintain, but as the Act and decisions 
of the Court now remain there is no alternative.

Sir, —In accordance with the requirements of the ordi- 
nance establishing the Boston Water Board, I respectfully 


submit the following report on the condjtion of the Water 
Works :— 


SUDBURY AND COCHITUATE WORKS. 


SUDBURY-—RIVER RESERVOIRS AND LAKE COCHITUATE. 


The Sudbury-river reservoirs, Farm pond, and Lake Co- 
chituate, were all full, and water was being wasted at the out- 
let dams, on May 1, 1881. 

The variations of the water levels of these reservoirs are 
shown by the following table of heights of their surfaces 
above tide-marsh level on the first of each month during the 
year :—

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Reservoir No. 1, as will be seen by an inspection of the fore- 
going table, has remained at or near the level of the crest of 
the dam during the greater portion of the year. It was emp- 
tied in December so that repairs could be made on the 48-inch 
pipe line connecting Reservoir No. 2 with the gate-chamber at 
Dam 1. This line of pipe was found to be entirely discon- 
nected ata distance of about 200 feet from Dam No.2. Al- 
though laid with leaded joints and covered with several feet 
of earth the pipes at one point had risen vertically at least five 
feet, the bell of one pipe resting upon the top of the next 
pipe. The pipes were replaced in position and loaded with 
large stones. 

Owing to the large quantities of alge in the waters of this 
reservoir during the summer it was not used except to a slight 
extent for supplying the city until winter. 

A small amount was drawn from it into Farm pond on 
July 23, and from October 24 to 27 two million gallons daily 
were drawn from it into Farm pond. From December 5 until 
Jan. 5 it was drawn from for the supply of the city while 
the 48-inch pipe line was being repaired, and from February — 
20 to May 1 all the water drawn from the Sudbury passed 
through it. 

Reservoir No. 2 has been used for supplying the city dur- 
ing a large portion of the year. Water was drawn directly 
from this reservoir from May 1 to July 23, at which latter 
date its surface reached the lowest point of the year, 157.91 
or 9.21 feet below the flash-boards ; its highest point during 
the year was 167.61 feet on June 11. From July 30 to 
October 18, from October 20 to October 27, from October 
31 to November 12, from January 5, 1882, to February 11, 
and from April 17 to 19, water for the city’s supply was 
also drawn directly from this reservoir. A large quantity 
was drawn from this reservoir and passed through Reservoir 
No. 1 when the 48-inch main was out of use. 

‘Reservoir No. 3 was full May 1, 1881, and remained so 
until July 16, when it was drawn upon for the city’s supply ; 
its surface fell from that time until October 23, at which 
date the reservoir was practically exhausted, the water. 
standing at grade 159.35 or 15.89 feet below the crest of the 
dam. ‘This reservoir furnished a portion of the supply until 
November 1, its surface rising gradually from October 24 
until January 2, 1882, when the crest of the dam was reached 
and water was wasted over it. It has been full and over- 
flowing since that time. The highest point reached during 
the year was 175.86, on January 28; the lowest was 159.23, 
on October 24. | : 
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Water was drawn directly from this reservoir for the 
city’s supply from April 30 to May 15, from July 16 to 
October 18, from October 20 to October 27, from October 
31 to November 1, and from February 11 to February 20, 
1882. 

Farm pond was full May 1, 1881, and was kept so until 
November 15, when the lowering of its surface was com- 
menced so as to allow the construction of a temporary chan- 
nel on the westerly shore. It was kept as low as possible 
until the canal was completed, and was then allowed to rise to 
equalize the pressure on the banks of the canal. For this 
purpose the surface of the pond was kept at 146 from 
December 15 until April 15, when it was allowed to rise to 
high-water mark and flood the canal. The lowest point to 
which the pond was drawn was 142.12, which it reached 


- December 2. 


Lake Cochituate, although kept a few inches below high- 
water mark, was practically full May 1, 1881, and water 
was being wasted at the outlet dam. This waste was con- 
tinued until June 22, when the stop-planks were put in 
position, and, with the exception of a few days in July, no 
more water was allowed to run over the dam until February 
21, 1882. 

From Febr uary 21 until March 31 water was wasted at the 
outlet dam. 

The lake was not drawn upon for the city’ s supply until 
July 14, owing to the existence of the “cucumber taste ”’ 
in the water. From this time its surface gradually lowered 
until December 12, when it reached the lowest point of the 
year 127.03, or 7.33 feet below high water. 

Jan. 28, 1882, the use of the water from the lake was 
again discontinued, on account of the redevelopment.of the 
“cucumber taste,” and no more water was drawn from this 
source until April 19. 

During the year the structures in connection with the 
Sudbury-river basins and Lake Cochituate have been kept in 
their usual good order. In Reservoirs 1 and 3 the shores 
have been improved in places by the removal of stumps and 
vegetable matter. This improvement is more noticeable in 
the portion of Reservoir No. 1, near Dam No. 3. The most 
extensive work of the year was the construction of the tem- 
porary channel in Farm pond. 

The channel, which was constructed in 14 days, is 4,750 
feet in length. For 3,740 feet it is a channel 5 feet deep, 
12 feet in width at the bottom, with side embankments of 
earth, 3 feet in width at the top, and side-slopes generally of | 
4 tol. 
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For about 560 feet the channel is in mud, or partially so, 
along the north side of the Boston & Albany R.R. embank- 
ment; this portion is made partly of sheet-piling, and is 
partly a flume, 9 .feet wide, supported by transversal 
frames. 


AQUEDUCTS AND DISTRIBUTING RESERVOIRS. 


The Sudbury-river aqueduct has been in use during 
almost the entire year. While Farm pond was being emptied, 
and during the construction of the temporary channel around 
it, an opportunity was afforded for a thorough cleansing of 
the interior of this aqueduct from the pond to Charles river. 
The entire structure is in good condition, and has required no 
interior and but few exterior repairs; the latter being con- 
fined to repointing some of the gate-houses and culverts. 

The Cochituate aqueduct, which it was thought would not 
have to be used under the excessive strain of former years, 
owing to the completion of the ‘Sudbury-river aqueduct, 
has again during the past year been run more than full. The 
bad water in Farm pond rendered it necessary to supply the 
city with all the Cochituate water that could be run through 
the aqueduct; and, in the latter part of October, and early 

part of November, a fiow of 7 feet was maintained, which was 
all the lake would afford. Repairs on this aqueduct were 
in progress at the time the necessity arose for using it to the 
full capacity of the lake supply ; but they were not completed 
on the worst section of the line, at the Charles-river embank- 
ment. After the necessity for using the aqueduct ceased, 
thorough repairs were made upon this section, which was 
found to be in much worse condition than had been supposed. 

Almost all of the sections of this aqueduct which required 
extensive repairs have now been put in good condition, and 
the interior has been thoroughly cleansed by the removal of 
all deposits, in addition to the usual brushing, scraping, and 
flushing. For many years it has not been practicable to do 
‘this work in a thorough manner, as the almost constant 
use of the aqueduct was a necessity. In future, with the 
two aqueducts in connection with the Chestnut-Hill and 
Brookline reservoirs, the thorough cleansing and repairing of 
these structures is practicable. 

The Chestnut-Hill and Brookline reservoirs are in excel- 
lent condition, and no work, except that required to keep the 
grounds and structures in their usual good order, has been 
done during the year. 

The Beacon-Hill reservoir is now being demolished, under 
the direction of the Joint Standing Committee on Public 
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Buildings. The inlet and outlet pipes were disconnected from 
the 30-inch main, in Hancock street, in October, 1881, and the 
reservoir ceased to form a portion of the water system. 

The East and South Boston reservoirs are in good condi- 
tion. ‘The East Boston reservoir is kept in use in connection 
with the high-service works of this district; but the South 
Boston reservoir is only kept full for use in case of accident 
to the supply mains of this section, and is not of much value 
as a portion of the water system. 

The Parker-Hill high-service reservoir has been made much 
more accessible by the extension of Parker-Hill avenue. 
This improvement rendered necessary the regrading of the 
grounds, on the northerly side of the reservoir, to conform to 
the grade of the avenue extension. Screens have been placed 
in the outlet chamber and a new floor laid. The reservoir 
and its appurtenant grounds and structures are now in good 
order. 


HicgHLAND HicguH—SERvIcE WorKS. 


The machinery and buildings at the Elmwood-street pump- 
ing-station are in their usual good condition. The Worth- 
ington engine has been used exclusively during the year. 

The total quantity of water pumped was 878,447,000 
gallons. 

Total coal consumed, 1,688,800 Ibs., of which 14.4 per cent. 
were ashes and clinkers.. 

Average lift, 113.25 feet. 

Quantity pumped per lb. of coal, 520.4 gallons. 

Average daily quantity pumped, 2,407,500 gallons, an in- 
crease of 24 per cent. over that of 1880. 

Average duty, 49,107,800 ft.-lbs. per 100 Ibs. of coal, 
without deduction for ashes and clinkers. The low duty is 
attributed to the poor quality of coal furnished. 

The table on page 45 shows the monthly quantities 
pumped, work done, etc.

Cost per million gallons raised one foot high, $0.091. 
At the East Boston station the average daily quantity 
' pumped has been 888,300 gallons. In order to give a better 
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supply for the low-service of East Boston the high-service 
supply is pumped during the night, and the district supplied 
from the reservoir during the day. 

At the Brighton pumping-station the amount pumped has 
varied from 50,000 to 200,000 gallons per day. 


Mystic PuMPING—STATION AND RESERVOIR.

MYSTIC WORKS. 


Mystic LAKeE. 


On May 1, 1881, the lake was full, and water was wasting 
at the outlet dam. Waste was continued, with few interrup- 
tions, until July 16. During August, September, October, 
and November, the lake surface gradually fell, and on Novem- 
ber 28 it was 4.4 feet below high-water mark. During 
December the lake was filling; on January 8, 1882, waste 
was commenced at the dam, and has been Pa ES to the 
present time (May 1, 1882). 
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Mystic VALLEY SEWER. 


This sewer has been in constant operation since 1879. 

I mentioned in my last year’s report to your Board that it 
had been found impracticable, if not impossible, to comply 
with the requirements of the Act (Chapter 303, May 13, 
1881) ordering the discontinuance of the sewer unless the 
sewage was so treated as to render it free from polluting 
substances. 

After a long delay, during which the constitutionality of 
the act was doubted by the city and affirmed by the courts, 
an injunction, on the petition of the town of Medford, was 
issued to prevent further discharge of sewage into the Lower 
Mystic pond. 

In this dilemma the city, reluctant to resort to a measure 
which would have endangered the purity of the Mystic 
supply, agreed with the town of Medford to erect the present 
works. 

Their purpose is to eliminate, partly by subsidence anc 
partly by downward filtration through natural gravel-beds, 
the larger portion of the suspended impurities of the 
sewage. | 

The works are located in the town of Winchester, near 
Bacon’s crossing, upon a piece of land containing 5.5 acres, 
which was taken from the Boston & Lowell Railroad Co. 

At that point the sewer is dammed, and its contents are 
lifted by a steam-pump into a large settling-tank, in which 
the slow velocity of the liquid favors the deposit of the heav- 
iest impurities, which are removed from time to time. 

The overflow from the tank is received into a ditch 1,250 
feet long, from which it enters again the sewer. During its 
passage through this long trench a portion of the partially 
purified sewage sinks into the gravelly soil in which the 
trench is dug. 

An additional amount of the suspended impurities is 
removed by means of brush dams placed at intervals across 
the trench. 3 

The cost of maintaining these works is large, and is, to a 
certain extent, an unreasonable one, as the same process could 
be carried on without pumping the sewage on land border- > 
ing on the Lower Mystic pond. 

This change of location of the works, if permitted, would 
necessitate the building of an additional section of the sewer 
3,500 feet long and the taking of some additional land ; but, 
as the city has been unsuccessful in its efforts to obtain an 
alteration of the legislation on this subject which would 
enable it to do the work in a more economical manner, it 
has now to continue it as at present. 
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DISTRIBUTION. 


The distributing mains of the Cochituate department have 
been extended about seven miles during the year. The 30- 
inch main in Francis street, connecting the 40-inch main in 
Brookline avenue with the 30 and 36-inch mains in Tremont 
street, was completed in July. 

The total length of supply and distributing mains now 
connected with the Cochituate works is 861.6 miles, with the 
' Mystic works 117.7 miles, making a total of 479.3 miles for 
‘both works. 


QUALITY. 


As in former years the quality of the water from the Sud- 
bury and Cochituate works has been at times objectionable. 
_ Algee have been developed during the summer in large quan- 
tities in the waters of Reservoirs 1 and 3, and Farm pond, and — 
to a lesser extent in Lake Cochituate. 

In Reservoir 2 but few of these vegetable growths have 
been noticed. 

The fishy or cucumber taste to which the water supply has 
been subject in former years, and which has usually been lo- 
cated in Lake Cochituate, appeared the past year not only in 
the lake, but also in Farm pond. 

Fortunately this bad taste was not present in both sources 
atthe same time. Prof. Ira Remsen, of Baltimore, was em- 
ployed to make an investigation, for the purpose of deter- 
mining, if possible, the cause for this obnoxious condition of 
the water in Farm pond. The result of his investigation, the 
details of which are given in his report to the Joint Special 
Committee on Water (City Doc. No. 148, 1881), was the trac- 
ing of the bad taste to the presence in the pond of quantities 
of the fresh-water sponge, Spongilla Lacustius. ‘The condi- 
tions which are favorable for the growth of this low order of 
animal life are not sufficiently well known toscientists to en- 
able them to suggest any precautions which can be taken to 
prevent its development. It is probable that it exists in 
portions of our water supply which have not been affected by 
the extremely objectionable taste which it at times produces. 

Specimens have been found in Reservoir 1, and a careful 
examination would, perhaps, show that it inhabits the other 
reservoirs. As there is no method of eradicating the sponge 
except by drawing off the water from the reservoir in which 
it appears, and then collecting and destroying it, the water 
supply must, until scientists know more of its habits,be sub- 
_ ject, periodically, to contamination from it. The condition of 
the supply, as regards quantity, will seldom permit the reser- 
voirs to be emptied, even ifthey contain bad water, and in the 
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case of Lake Cochituate it is impossible. The only remedy is 
the isolation, when practicable, of the reservoirs or portion of 
the supply which is contaminated, from the source from which 
the city is being supplied. 

The Mystic water has been unusually good the past year. 
The alge, which have in former years rendered it at times 
objectionable, did not appear to any extent. The re- 
moval by the Mystic Valley Sewer of the sewage from the 
tanneries, which formerly polluted this source, has been the 
most important factor in the improvement of the quality of 
the water. ; 


SuDBURY—RIVER RESERVOIR No. 4. 


In my annual report to your Board for 1880-1881, and in 
its appendix, are given the reasons for the selection of the 
site of Dam No. 4, and also a brief outline of the work to be 
done. The opinion is also expressed that the work should 
be commenced without delay. 

An order of the City Council, approved on Aug. 21, 1881, 
authorized the Water Board to construct this additional dam 
and storage-reservoir, at a cost not exceeding $394,000, and 
to build the portion extending from the underlying ledge to 
the surface of the ground by days’ labor. 

The first preparations were immediately made, and the 
work begun on September 22. 

The plans and specifications for the construction of the 
dam were. approved by County Commissioners of Middle- 
sex, on June 7, 1881, but were subsequently amended ; the 
amendment being approved on April 8, 1882. 

The amount of work to be performed to build and put in 
working order the dam and its reservoir is large, owing to 
the width of the valley of Cold Spring brook at the site 
selected, and to the depth to which the foundation must 
extend. 

In last year’s report the opinion is expressed that three 
seasons would be required to bring the structure to comple- 
tion; but the authorization of the City Council having been 
obtained so late in the summer of 1881, it is doubtful whether 
the work can be finished in time to fill the reservoir in the 
beginning of 1884. A large force is now at work, which will 
be increased as the season advances. 

The constant increase in the consumption of the water 
renders it so desirable to put the new reservoir in service as 
soon as possible that all means of shortening the time nec- 
essary for construction should be resorted to ; and in this con- 
nection it is important that the city should continue the 
work by days’ labor after the foundations are completed. 
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This opinion is based especially on the fact that a large and 
costly plant is necessary to carry out the work; that plant 
has been, or will be, procured by the city, and the continu- 
ance of its use would avoid the delays incident to the prep- 
aration of contracts and to the establishment by a contractor 
of a similar basis of operations. It must be said also that, 
in order to save time (in case the superstructure of the dam 
should be built by contract), work by days’ labor and work 
by contract would have to proceed simultaneously, on the 
same limited ground, to the detriment of the quality of the 
work and to the rapidity of its execution. 

The valley of Cold Spring brook, at the site of the dam, 
is nearly 2,000 feet wide, and is underlaid by a bed of syenite, 
which the borings have shown to exist at a maximum depth of 


28 or 30 feet below the original surface, and on which it is 


intended to establish, for the whole width of the structure, 
the foundation of the centre-wall. This wall, varying in 
width from 8 feet to 2} feet, according to the pressure to 
which it is to be subjected, is to be made of concrete, covered 
on the up-stream side with a plastering of Portland cement 
mortar. : 

Near the present location of the brook the foundation of 
the centre wall is widened to a size sufficient to support a 
gate-house containing the openings and gates necessary for 
the distribution of the water. The gate-house is to be con- 
nected with the exterior by two 48-inch iron pipes laid in 
masonry. 

The construction of the foundation of the centre wall and 
of the gate-house will consume much time, owing to the ex- 

tent and difficult nature of the excavation, the trenches re- 
_ quiring close sheeting and bracing, which must be shifted 
for the purpose of building the masonry and refilling the 
trenches. 
- The earth embankment, which is to contain more than 


250,000 cubic yards of material, is to be 20 feet wide at - 


top, with slopes of 13 to 1 on the up-stream side, and 2} to 
1 on the lower side. : 

The surplus water is to flow over a roll-way 30 feet wide 
placed on one of the side hills and built with numerous steps. 

The depth of the reservoir, when full, is to be 45 feet. 
The capacity is estimated at 1,100,000,000 gallons. 

The first work done consisted in clearing the grounds of 
loam, peat, and all perishable material on the location of the 
proposed embankment; buildings were also erected for an 
office, stable, tool-house, etc., and a road-way, 2,600 feet long, 
was built for connecting the working grounds with the near- 
est highway in Ashland. 
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On the Ist of May, 1882, besides the preparatory work 
just mentioned, there had been removed 29,000 cubic yards 
of loam, peat, and other perishable materials; 1,400 cubic 
yards of trench excavation for the centre-wall; 1,700 cubic 
yards of excavation for the roll-way. 

One pumping-engine and three derricks were at work, and 
water was supplied all over the ground by a special pump 
with its piping and tank. 

The endeavor will be made this season to build the centre- 
wall to the surface of the ground, and to complete the roll- 
way ; a portion of the embankment will also be constructed. 

In accordanee with the order of the City Council, loam 
will be removed from the basin, and it is expected that, by an 
arrangement between the Water Board and the Park Com-_ 
missioners, the loam thus removed will be carried to the city 
for the Back Bay park. 

Surveys have shown that a rail connection can be made be- 
tween the Hopkinton Branch Railroad and the basin, and it is 
hoped that agreements can be entered into with the various 
interested parties so that a spur track will be found practi- 
cable and sufficiently economical to transfer the loam directly 
from the reservoir to the city by rail. 


CONSUMPTION. 


The average daily consumption during the year was as 
follows : —

an increase of 6.5 per cent. over the consumption of -1880. 


The daily average consumption per head of population 
was 95 gallons from the Sudbury and Cochituate works ; 81 
gallons from the Mystic works, and 92 gallons from the 
combined supplies. East Boston was supplied from the 
Mystic works from November 14 to December 14, and on 
several other occasions when the Cochituate supply mains’ 
have been shut off for repairs. 

The increase of consumption in the territory supplied by 
the Highland high-service works has been less than last year, 
being but 24 per cent. over the consumption of 1880. This 
small percentage of increase is due to a much more limited 
use of hand-hose for lawn purposes during the summer, and 
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to the fact that the weather during the winter was milder 
than usual. 

Although the low percentage of increase in the high- 
service territory for the three past years would seem to indi- 


cate that the works are of sufficient capacity to supply the- 


demand for several years to come it should not be forgotten 
that the increase of consumption has been much larger in 
former years. No large addition to the area of the high- 
service territory has been made since the annexation of West 
Roxbury, in 1875, and the following figures will show the 
increase since that year : —

At the yearly average percentage of increase for the six 
last years the safe pumping capacity of the works will be 
exceeded before the new works can be completed. This 
average increase has been largely exceeded since January, 
1882. The increase during the present year has been as

and the indications are that the increase for the year will 
equal, if not exceed, the figures of 1876-77 and 78. 


WASTE. 


The wasteful and extravagant use of the water in most of 


the large cities of the United States is a subject upon which 


engineers and other officials having charge of water-works 
have written at great length in their annual reports. Various 
methods of preventing the evil have been proposed, and in 
many cities are in successful operation; but these methods, 
although applicable at a reasonable expense in a small com- 
munity, are either too expensive or too offensive to meet the 
approval of the water-takers and tax-payers of large cities. 
It is not my purpose, in calling attention to this subject, to 
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dwell upon it at great length, as it has been carefully con- 
sidered in its bearings upon the water supply of this city in 


the report of the Joint Standing Committee on Water of 


the City Council (City Doc. 78, 1882), and I can add but 
little to the information contained in that report. 

The question of waste and its prevention is, however, more 
intimately connected with the question of quality than is gen- 
erally supposed, and that connection I desire to call attention 
to. It may be assumed that however desirable it is to obtain 
the water supply for a growing community from some large 
river or lake,.which shall, in the future, be able to furnish it 
in sufficient quantity, and of good quality, under all circum- 
stances, but especially that of a great increase of population, 
yet a community is rarely situated so that such a supply is 
obtainable ; even cities situated on the borders of many of 
the great lakes and rivers of this country, where the supply 
is inexhaustible, have the same problems to solve in regard 
to the impurities of their water supply that are present in 
cities which are not so eligibly situated as regards quantity. 
Any city, in a location similar to our own, it reference to 
available sources of supply, must be largely dependent upon 
stored water, and upon the extent and character of the 
storage-reservoirs the quality of the supply will depend. 

If, as in the case of our city, the demands of the water-tak- 
ers are always in excess of the storage capacity of the works, 
the quality is always liable to ~be bad, as the reservoirs as 
soon as built,and before they have time to assume the charac- 
ter of natural ponds, must be drawn upon. With the works 
but just adequate to supply the consumption, no advantage 
can be taken of the better quality of water which one 
reservoir may contain; good or bad, it must be sent to 
the city, for the consumers demand the quantity, and there 
is no other way to furnish it. That prevention of the exces- 
sive waste would, to a great extent, obviate this undesirable 
condition of the works, is manifest from the report (City Doe. 
78, 1882) to which I have before referred. If the consump- 
tion could be reduced to the limit therein mentioned (60 gal- 
lons per head), the capacity of the works would for many 
years be largely in excess of the consumption. That this 
waste can be prevented is shown not only by the figures 
given in the committee’s report, but by the experiments made 
with the Deacon meter, in the Charlestown District, a sub- 
ject alluded to in my last ‘year’s report, but which I now 
desire to call your attention to. 

Soon after the arrival of the three meters, which I was 
authorized by your Board to purchase of the Waste Water 


Meter Company, of Liverpool, England, a general plan for 
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their use in the Charlestown District was devised, and the 
operation of it was placed under the direct charge of Assistant 
Dexter Brackett of this department. 
~Mr. Brackett’s report of the results obtained, and the 
method of obtaining them, is both interesting and instructive. 
It gives in detail a description of the meter, its method of ap- 
plication and operation, tables of results, and diagrams illus- 
trating the records made by the meter, together with a plan 
of the metered districts. I shall therefore append it for your 
information. : 
Although the results of the trial of the waste-water meter 
system in the Charlestown District have been so satisfactory 
as to warrant the recommendation that the system should be 
adopted for use in the City Proper and the other districts 
supplied from the Sudbury and Cochituate works, there are 


important considerations which lead me to modify the recom- 


mendation, to conform to the conditions existing in these 
districts. 


Nearly all of the stopcocks on the service-pipes are located. 


in the street roadways, and are inaccessible except by the re- 


moval of a portion of the roadway to a depth of a foot or 


more from the surface. The cost of changing these stop- 
cocks from the roadways to the sidewalks would aggregate 
a large sum, as there are about 40,000 stopeocks which would 
have to be changed, at an estimated cost of eight dollars each. 
The saving which could be effected in the use of water in a 
series of years would render even this large expenditure an 
economical measure for the city, if there was no other meth- 
od by which a similar reduction in the amount used could be 


effected ; but, as I believe there is, lam not prepared to advise. 
the changing of the stopcocks except in a gradual manner, - 


as the income from the works may warrant. 

In addition to the cost, the time in which the change could 
be accomplished is also a matter of moment. Unless a large 
‘addition was at once made to the water debt, and the work 
prosecuted by a large force, several years would elapse be- 
fore the change could be effected, during which the con- 
sumption, unless checked by some means not requiring the 


alteration of the stopcocks, would rise to large proportions. 


The consumption has now reached an average of 95 gal- 
lons per head of population, and in years past has reached 
a still larger amount. If the rate of consumption should 
remain at this point even for two or three years, the expen- 


sive additional basin now being built will scarcely be com- 


pleted before another will have to be commenced. 


From a careful review, therefore, of all matters bearing — 


upon this question of waste, I am of the opinion that the 
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adoption: of the house to house inspection system, together 
- with the use of Deacon meters, to ascertain the effect af the 

inspection in different sections, and to locate those which 

need it most, and also a more extensive application of the 

ordinary meters, are measures which would accomplish the 

desired object of preventing the enormous waste which now 

exists, and would reduce the consumption to reasonable 

limits. 

‘ 
CoNDITION OF THE WateR Works. 


With few exceptions the structures, machinery, ete., con- 
nected with the works are in good condition for service. 
The Cochituate conduit, strengthened by the thorough re- 


y pairs of many weak portions of it, is in better condition than 
_ for many past years. A new dam is needed at the outlet of 
ig Lake Cochituate, for reasons given in my report of 1880; 


otherwise no very expensive improvements are required on 
this section of the works. 
The Sudbury works, if the present waste of water is to be 
allowed to continue, will soon require the development, by 
the construction of reservoirs, of the entire capacity of the 
river as a source of supply. If the waste is to be stopped, 
the present reservoirs, and the one now under construction, 
are the only structures, with the exception of a conduit 
across Farm pond, to connect the two detached sections of 
the Sudbury-river conduit, that will be needed for many 
years. 
~The Mystic works would not require for several years any 
_ large outlays if it was possible to preserve the lake and its 
tributaries from contamination by the sewage of the towns 
bordering upon them, and if the consumption could be re- 
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_ duced to a reasonable amount by preventing the present 
* waste. 

y : At the present rate of consumption, considering also the 
___ prospective increase of this rate, the future of the supply 
as _ for the section dependent upon this source becomes a matter ~ 
of much importance. This subject was referred to at some 
~~ length in my report of last year, and I have seen no reason 
mi « to change the views there expressed as to the advisability of 
precuring the right to take the Shawshine river as an addi- 
__._ tion to the Mystic supply. 

ae The condition of the works of the Sudbury, and Cochituate, 
a sid Mystic systems, V with regard to their capacity to furnish 
"a _ sufficient quantity to supply the demands at present made 
_ upon them, is in the highest degree unsatisfactory. The 
works are entirely inadequate for such demands in a dry 
ae 
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year, —a fact fully illustrated by the experience of 1880 and 


1881. The citizens escaped serious inconvenience from the 
short supply of those years, but it is by no means certain 
that they will be so fortunate in the future. 

There are several subjects in connection with the works 
which I have brought to the attention of your Board during 
the year, and to which I desire to allude briefly. The most 
important is the new high-service works, the construction of 
which has been recommended by your Board, and an appro- 
priation requested from the City Council. In view of the. 
growing demands of the district, and the additions which 
should be made to its area, I do not believe that the pre- 
vention of waste would obviate the necessity which will 
arise for the new works before they can be completed. 

The necessity for. some temporary or permanent increase 
of the capacity of the Sudbury supply beyond the provision 
which will be made by the construction of Reservoir No. 4 
is also a subject of great importance, unless your Board or 
the City Council should adopt some measures for the pre- 
vention of waste. 

The extension of the new 48-inch main from its present 


- terminus, at the junction of Beacon street with Brookline 


and Brighton avenues, to the Common should not be post- 
poned for more than the present year. 

A new supply main for East Boston, or else the connection 
of the district with the Mystic works, must be decided upon 
if the loss of head is to be so serious as at present. 

A conduit across Farm pond, and the new dam at Lake 
Cochituate, I have before called attention to, and the im- 
portance of the subjects will warrant the careful considera- 
tion of your Board in forming an opinion as to their present 
necessity. 

In closing this report I would refer you to the tables ap- 
pended for detailed information and figures in regard to the 
rainfall, consumption of water, amount of water collected 
from the various water-sheds, and other valuable and inter- 
esting statistics.

REPORT ON DEACON-METER EXPERIMENTS. 


Boston, May 1, 1882. 


H. M. Wientman, Esq., City Engineer : — 


Dear Sir, —The following report upon the results of the ex- 
periments with the Deacon Waste Water Meters is respectfully 
submitted : — 

Before giving the results of the experiments a description of the 
meter itself, and of the method of applying this system of detect- 
ing waste, may not be out of place. 

The waste-water meter does not, like the ordinary water meter, 
record on a dial the number of gallons which have passed between. 
any two observations, but it records on a diagram the rate of flow 
at each and every instant. Being thus able to determine the rate 
of flow during the night when no water, or, at least, a very small 
quantity, is used for legitimate purposes, we can distinguish be- 
tween the water wasted and that used. 

The meter (Plate No. 1) consists of a hollow cone, having its 
small end upwards, and containing .a composition disk of the same 
diameter as the smallend of the cone. A vertical spindle, attached 
to the upper surface of this disk, is suspended by a fine German- 
silver wire, which passes, practically water-tight, through a small 
hole in the top of the chamber, over a pulley and supports a 
weight. 

This weight is so adjusted as to retain the disk at the top of the 
cone when the water is at rest. When any water is drawn through 
the meter the disk is pressed downward towards the bottom of the 
cone, its position depending upon the amount of water passing 
through the meter. By means of a pencil attached to the wire the 
motions of the disk are recorded on a drum, revolving by clock- 
work, once in twenty-four hours. 

The meters, on their arrival from England, were tested in order 
to determine practically their accuracy and sensitiveness. They 
were found to be very sensitive and sufficiently accurate for the 
purposes for which they were used. A flow of 100 gallons per hour 
could be recorded with accuracy, while the same meter would record 
a flow of 12,000 gallons per hour, or 288,000 gallons per day. 

The method of detecting, measuring, and preventing the waste 
has been as follows: Each meter was set in a box under the 
sidewalk and connected with the street main in such a manner 
that, by closing the valves on the street mains, all of the water 
used in a certain section was drawn through the meter, and the 
quantity and rate recorded. After a few diagrams had been taken, 
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to show the ordinary rate of consumption, the inspection was com. 
menced. 

Every service-pipe is provided with a stopcock, which is : 
accessible from the sidewalk by means of an iron wrench about 
seven feet in length. When this wrench is applied to the stop- 
cock, the sound caused by the water passing through the service- 
pipe can be easily distinguished. When no noise is heard with 
the stopcock fully open, it is partly closed, and the increased 
velocity always causes a distinct sound, although the quantity of 
water passing the stopcock may be very small. The night-inspector 
_ began his work about midnight, and tested, by means of his 
shutting-off wrench, each service-pipe. If he discovered any flow 
through the service that stopcock was closed, and a note made of 
the time and the number of the house. He continued this oper- 
ation until about 4 A.M., when he retraced his steps and opened 
all of the stopcocks which he had found wasting. At the same 
time the waste-water meter was recording the consumption, and 
the diagrams indicated the amount of water wasted by each of the 
service-pipes closed, the time the inspector commenced and finished 
his work, and the time at which each stopcock was closed. 

The day-inspector received the night-inspector’s report, visited 
the premises where waste had been noted, and ascertained the 
cause. Notices were then issued to the owners or occupants of 
the premises, and, in cases of waste from defective fixtures, the 
visits were continued until the repairs had been made. 

By this means the time of the day-inspector was occupied 

entirely in examining premises where there was known to be waste. 
This inspection was continued until the whole section supplied by 
the meter had been examined, after which the section was in- 
spected by streets. This method of inspection consisted in closing . 
the gate controlling the supply of an entire street and thus pro- 
ceeding through the section, gradually diminishing the territory 
supplied, until the entire section had been shut off. By this plan 
the amount wasting in any street could be determined by the 
record of the meter. 
_ df the waste in any street was found to be disproportionately 
large a night examination of that street was made, to determine 
_ whether the waste was on the premises of the water-takers or from 
_ the street main or services. To decide. this fact every service 
pipe on the street was closed, and then the gate on the main pipe - 
supplying the street. If, by the record of the meter, the closing 
of the main gate reduced the consumption, it was evident that the 
amount indicated was being wasted in the street. 

The whole district experimented upon was divided into twelve 
sections. The outline of these sections and the location of the 
meters are shown on the accompanying plan (Plate No. 2). 

Eleven of the sections were supplied by two of the meters with- 
out any change of location. This plan of supply necessitated the 
making of certain portions of some sections common to others. 
Thus, for example, Lexington street, with a population of 470, was 
included in Sections 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, and 6; the east side of Monu- 
ment’square, Monument court, Wallace court, and Winthrop street 
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from Monument square to Adams street, in Sections 3, 4, and 5; 
Pear! street, from Medford to Bartlett, in Sections 7, 8, 9, 10, and 
11, etc. Section 1A was first tested in connection with a portion 
of Section 1, but after the waste had been reduced, the two sec-. 
tions were combined. ‘The following table shows the number of 
families and other takers supplied in each section, and the popula- 
tion in each, based upon the average number of persons in each 
family, as given by the census reports. This method of obtaining 
the population, although not strictly accurate, is sufficiently so for 
the purpose of showing the results of these experiments.

As the Charlestown District contained no sections devoted ex- 
clusively to business purposes, and as the manufacturing sections 
were generally metered, the sections were so selected as to ex- 
clude these portions of the district as far as possible, and also to 
combine in separate sections different classes of dwellings. 
Thus Sections 3, 4, 5,9, and 10 embrace the wealthier class of 
population, while Sections 1, 2, 7, 8, and 12 are peopled almost 
entirely by mechanics and laborers. The stores included in the 
district are generally small shops, for the sale of groceries, pro- 
visions, etc. 

RESULTS. 


The first meter was set on May 4, 1881, the second on May 14, 
and the third on May 27. The work of inspection was commenced 
on May 10, and was continued until November 18. | 
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On November 25 two of the meters were disconnected, the third 
remaining in service for the purpose of determining the quantity 
wasted to prevent the freezing of services. 

All of the sections were twice inspected, the inspections being 
made at intervals of about two months, as nearly as circumstances 
would allow, this being the time occupied by the force employed 
in completing an inspection of the whole district. 

- After the second inspection was concluded a few readings of 
the meter were taken from each section to show the result of the 
two inspections, and some of the sections were inspected a third 
time. 

The force employed consisted of one day and two night inspec- 
tors. The day-inspector examined all of the premises reported as 
wasting water, reported the cause of the waste to the Water Regis- 
trar, and continued to visit the premises until the repairs were 
made; he also had charge of the meters. ‘The work of the night- 
inspectors has been previously described. 

The results accomplished are shown by the following table: —

It is interesting to compare the above results with those obtained 
in Charlestown: Thus, the total daily consumption per head in 
Glasgow was reduced from 58.8 to 38.4 gallons, while in Charles- 
town the corresponding quantities are 58.5 and 37.7, the results in 
the two cities being almost identical. 

The night waste was larger there, but the amount of reduction 
corresponds very closely in the two places. 

One very important difference in the methods of supply j is shown 
by the number of persons per stopcock in the two cities. Glas- 

gow supplies 30.6 persons from each service, while we have but 

6.86. For this reason the work of our night-inspector is largely 
increased, but we are able to better localize the premises where 
waste exists. 

Plates 3, 4, and 5 contain diagrams showing the rates of con- 
sumption which prevailed in Sections 1, 5, and 12 both before and 
after the inspections. In Section 5 the consumption during the 
day hours was not greatly reduced, but in the night the saving was 
large. 

Sections 1 and 12 show a large reduction throughout the entire 
day, but the percentage of saving is invariably larger in the night 
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‘The sources of waste may be divided into three classes :

2 Of the fifty-five defective services on the premises of the takers 


but few were found wasting large quantities of water. When this 
; source of waste is large within the buildings, it generally causes 
. damage, and is, consequently, repaired; occasionally, however, 
where services are carried through passage-ways and yards, or under 
buildings without cellars, defects of this class are the source of large 
waste, which is unseen, and, therefore, unknown. 
P, The largest leak discovered was one of this kind. A wrought- 
‘ - iron service-pipe supplying a stable was so destroyed by rust that 
it leaked throughout its entire length, wasting 24,000 gallons per 
x day, for which the owner of the building should have paid a yearly 
3 tax of $1,752. The pipe was laid in a porous filling, through | 
which the water soaked away unseen. The result of closing the 
stopcock on this service is shown by the diagram, Plate 6. 
4 Of the defective fittings, the water-closets are the greatest sources 
e: of waste. The aggregate waste of twelve of these closets was over 
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2,000 gallons per hour. Very few of them are supplied from tanks ; 
they are supplied directly from the street main, and operated by a 
handle and counter-weight or spring. 

The tanks and, consequently, the ball-cocks, in the district are few 
in number ; nevertheless thirty-two defective ones were discovered. 
Judging from this result, and from previous experience with this 
water fixture, there is no doubt but that, in many portions of our 
city where it is generally used, itis the source of an enormous 
waste. 

The defective faucets were generally repaired by repacking, al- 

_ though a few were found that were utterly worthless, and wasting 
large quantities of water. 

The defects in the fixtures were generally repaired upon the first 
notification, and, with six exceptions, all of the repairs have been 
made without the imposition of a fine. The cost to the water-tak- 
ers of all the repairs made is not accurately known, but without 
doubt has not exceeded $2,000. 


DEFECTIVE MAINS AND SERVICES ON THE PREMISES OF THE Crry. 


Twenty-four services have been reported as wasting outside 
‘the premises of the water-takers. One of these (the most im- 


- portant of all) was a tin-lined pipe, which had burst. 


About one-quarter of the whole number were small defects in 
the stopcocks at the curb. The amount wasted by all of.the 
cases found was not more than 300 gallons per hour. 

The main pipes of a portion of this district are made of wrought- 
iron, coated inside and out with cement mortar. They were all 
originally of this type, but in the course of 15 years’ use a large 
portion of them have proved defective, and have been replaced by 
cast-iron pipe. 

It was expected that many leaks would be found from the 
cement-coated pipes; but these expectations have not been 
realized. 

In a few cases, after all of the services had been closed ina 
street, the closing of the main gate has shown a waste of from 
one to three hundred gallons from the main, or from the services 
between the main and the’ sidewalks; but no leaks have been dis-. 
covered of sufficient magnitude to warrant the expense of uncover- 
ing a long line of main pipe. | 


Witrut WASTE. 


During the progress of the inspection 124 water-closets were 
found wasting water from being left running. These were all 
cases of deliberate wuste, not cases of negligence; for the water- 
‘closet fixtures are, with few exceptions, self-closing, and the waste 
could only be caused by the determined purpose of the occupants 
to allow the water to run. These closets were each wasting from 
2,400 to 7,200 gallons per 24 hours. ‘This class of waste could 


. only be reached by an appeal to the reason or the pockets of the

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water-takers. The former plan was followed, and it is a fact 
worthy of mention that only five cases of the 124 were reported 
the second time, although the inspections were made at intervals of 
two months, and their occurrence was unknown to the water- 
takers. } 

Another form of wilful waste is that caused by the universal hab- 
it of allowing the water to run continually during cold weather, for 
the purpose of preventing the freezing of service-pipes. 

For the purpose of determining the exact amount of this waste, 
one of the meters has been kept in service during the winter. 
Plates Nos. 7 and 8 and the following table show the amount of this 
waste in Section 1.

On the 25th the consumption during the day was more than 
could be registered by the meter, but the average for the day was 
not less than 100 gallons per head. 

From the above it appears that the daily waste in this section, on 
January 25, was about 70 gallons, and the night-rate nearly 80 gal- 
lons per head ; more than two-thirds of the whole consumption was 
wasted that the service-pipes might be kept from freezing. 

This section is one where this class of waste would naturally be 
large; the houses are without furnace-heat, the plumbing so 
arranged that the pipes cannot be drained, and the tenants, know- 
ing that the water, if not wasted, will be cut off by the frost, nat- 
urally take the only method left them to retain their supply. 
This feature is graphically illustrated on Plates 7 and 8. 

The lower diagram, on Plate 8, shows the average consumption in 
December, 1881, beforethe advent of cold weather, and the upper dia- 
gram shows the effect of a sudden fall in the temperature during 
the afternoon of January 22. At noon the rate of consumption was 
the same on both dates, and there was but a small difference in the 
rates of consumption until 8 P.M. Between 8 and 10 P.M. the 
lower diagram shows a decrease of 1,000 gallons per hour, while 
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the upper one shows an increase of 2,500 gallons, caused by the 
opening of faucets by people before retiring. The December dia- 
gram shows an increase in the morning of 4,300 gallons, while that 


of January 23 is but 1,700, showing that the greater portion of the 


cold-weather waste occurs during the night. 


That the enormous increase shown by the above table is entirely 


due to this cause of waste, and not to increase in the waste from 
defective fixtures, is shown by the two diagrams on Plate7. On 
December 29 the weather was warm and the daily consumption was 
27.6 gallons per head, the night rate 9.2 gallons per head per day ; 
while on January 4, six days later, the advent of cold weather had 
increased the consumption in this section 34 gallons per head, or 
95,000 gallons per day. Between the same dates the consumption 
of the whole Mystic system increased from 68 to 109 gallons per 
head per day, a total daily increase of 3,363,000 gallons, or 60%. 


Cost oF THE Work. 


The saving of 450,000 gallons per day, which has resulted from

the experiments, has been made at a cost of $2,834.33. Of this 


amount, the meters and setting of same cost $1,511.08, and the 
inspection $1,323.25. 

After the first three inspections the cost per section would be 
greatly reduced, as the inspections would be more infrequent, and 
the force employed could be concentrated where the waste was 
found to be greatest.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
WESTERN DIVISION.

Str, —In compliance with a rule of the Board, I submit 
herewith the annual report of the Western Division for the 
past official year : — 


SUDBURY—RIVER BASINS. 


All of the basins at the present time are full, and water is | 
wasting at the overfalls. 

The quality of the water is excellent ; but during the sum- 
mer of last year a great deal of trouble was experienced, 
both on account of the dryness of the season, the presence of 
alge in Basins 1 and 38, and the extremely bad cucumber 
taste, which developed in Farm pond late in the fall. As 
usual, the water in Basin 2 has proved the most trustworthy 
the year round. A large number of experiments and obser- 
vations have been made to determine what change, if any, 
the water was undergoing in the basins; but no satisfactory 
results have been arrived at, owing to the lack of appropria- 
tion for chemical analysis. In general, it may be remarked 
that the waters in the Sudbury supply experienced improve- 
ment in color during the first week in February, while the 
water in Lake Cochituate was slightly deteriorated at the 
same time. ‘This was probably due to melted snow. Numer- 
-ous specimens have been taken from 2 ft. below the 
surface, 2 ft. above the bottom, and midway, but very little 
difference has been detected by the eye or the taste. 


Basin 1. 


On May 1 this basin was full, and water was running 
over the dam. On May 5 a double set of flash-boards were 
put on the overflow, and the water allowed to rise to grade 
159.29, which height was maintained until the latter part of 
July. Algehad made their appearance in this basin as early 
as May 7, and by the middle of the month had spread all 
through the water, in deep places as well as near the shore. 
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On July 23 a small amount of water was drawn into 
Farm pond, but was shut off the next day, the effect on the 
water being very perceptible. From this date the surface 
fell gradually until Oct. 24 to grade 156.78. It remained 
at about this elevation until Nov. 21, when it began to rise, 
and on Nov. 29 was flowing over the flash-boards. On 
Oct. 24 two million gallons daily were drawn from this 
basin into Farm pond, owing to the condition of the water 
in Basin 3, but on the 27th the gates were shut. On Decem- 
ber 5 the supply for the city was taken from this basin, owing 
to an accident to the 48-inch main, which cut off for a short 
time the use of the other basins; and on Dec. 20, the water 
being then at grade 154.86, in order to hasten the drawing 
down of the basin, the flood-gates were opened, and on the 
24th the water had receded to 148.33. On January 5 the re- 
pairs of the 48-inch main were completed. When the bottom 
of this basin was exposed, a considerable quantity of sponge 
[ Spongilla lacustris] was found growing on the banks of 
Stony brook, just below the Salem-st. bridge. The growth 
was confined to about an acre in extent, and was all removed 
before the basin was filled. A careful examination all over, 
the remainder of the bottom failed to disclose any more of the 
Spongilla. The waste-gates were closed on December 7, 
and the basin was filled rapidly to grade 157.92 by December 
14, when the flash-boards were removed and the water al- 
lowed to waste until April 17, when the flash-boards were re- 
placed. From February 20 to date, all the water drawn from 
the Sudbury source has been allowed to pass through this 
basin. During April the old Brown house, so called, for- 
merly used as an office by the works, was sold and removed, 
the cellar filled, and the grounds gr aded. During last sum- 
mer a great improvement. was made in the upper portion of 
the basin, near Dam 3, by building low retaining-walls, ex- 
cavating from in front ‘of them where the flo wage was shal- 
' low, and grading up the shore. 

During the winter the 48-inch main, laid in the bottom of 
the basin, separated, owing to the imperfect way in which 
the joints had. been made, and several lengths of pipe had to 
be relaid. 


BasINn 2. 


On May 1, 1881, this basin was full, and water running 
over the flash-boards. Water has been drawn directly from 
this source for the supply of the city from May 1 to July 
23, from July 30 to Oct. 18, from Oct. 20 to Oct. 
27, from Oct. 31 to Nov. 12, from January 5, 1882, to 
Feb. 11, and from April 17 to April 19. In addition 
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to these quantities, a large amount of water has been passed 
through Basin 1, when the 48-inch main was thrown out of 
use. The highest elevation of the surface during the year 
was on June 1, 167.61; and the lowest point reached was 
.on July 23, 157. 19. Both sets of stop-planks were put on 
the dam on April 6, and the basin at present date is full 
and running over. The quality of the water has been excel- 
lent during the year. On Sept. 12 a small quantity of 
algse was noticed in one portion of the basin where the circu- 


lation was not good, and by the last of September traces of | 


it were noticed Reo iind the gate-house; but it at no time in- 
creased in sufficient quantities to affect the water delivered 
to the city. Samples of water taken at Woodville, above 
the basins, showed no traces of alge. 

A few improvements have been made on the borders of 
Basin 2; an old house, known as the La Motte house, has 
been Bold and removed, and the grounds graded. A road has 
been built leading to fhe oate-house, and a combined horse 
and tool shed built near the dam. 


BASIN 3. 


On May 1, 1881, the surface of the water in this basin was 
at grade, 175. 47, A) water was wasting over the crest of the 
overfall. On J uly 17 waste ceased, and the water fell 
gradually, as it was drawn on, to orade 159.35, on October 
23. From this date the basin began to fill, and on January 2, 
1882, began to runover. Ithas been full and water wasting to 
date. The highest point reached during the year was 175. Bes 
on January 28, and the lowest 159.35, on October 24. Water 
was drawn directly from this source for the supply of the city 
from April 80 to May 15, from July 16 to July 23, from 
July 30 to October 14, ‘from October. 20 to October 27, 
from October 31 to November 1, from. February 11 to Feb- 
~ ruary 20. Over 700,000,000 gallons were drawn from this 
basin during August and September. A considerable amount 
of loam was taken from the bottom while the water was low, 


and the stumps taken out; other than this no improvements | 


have been made. 
The gate-house and dam are in excellent condition. Alge 
were first noticed in the water ofthis basin on May 7. The 


temperature of the water for the preceding week had been | 


about 55°. The weather following May 7 was.very warm, 
the maximum temperature of the air averaging over 80°, 
which increased the temperature of the water to 67°. On 
May 12 the alge had multiplied so rapidly as to appear 
in Farm pond. 
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The drawing of water from this source was accordingly | 
stopped, to the manifest improvement of the water in Farm 
pond, The alge during the latter part of May appeared to 


be thicker at the surface than at any other part, gradually 


decreasing until at a depth of 12 ft. few specimens could be 
found. Later in the season it was more evenly distributed 
through the water. : 


Farm Ponp. 


On May 1, 1881, Farm pond was’at elevation 149.23, and 
was kept about at this height until Nov. 15 when it was 
drawn down to allow the construction of a canal around the 
shore. During the last of October a bad taste was noticed 
in the water of this pond, which grew considerably worse by 
the first week in November. The taste was a decidedly fishy 
cucumber taste, similar to that observed in previous years in 
the Cochituate water. Prof. Remsen, of Baltimore, was em- 
ployed to make an investigation into the cause of the taste. 
The changes in the works, which resulted from his report, 
were made under the direction of the City Engincer, and will 
be alluded to very briefly here. On November 28, the 
water in Farm pond was drawn off through the aqueduct 
to grade 142.17. On December 5, after the completion of 
the canal, and for the purpose of equalizing the pressure on 
its banks, the surface was raised to 146.00, and was kept at 
about this height until April 15, when the filling of the pond 
to high water was begun and the canal flowed. The lowest 
point to which the pond was drawn was 142.12, on Decem- 
ber 2. The supply to the Boston & Albany Railroad was 
kept up during the lowering of the pond by means of a 
special steam-pump. Water for the supply of the city was 
turned into the.canal on December 5, and was run uninter- 
ruptedly until April 17. These changes have involved a 
ereat deal of labor around Farm pond. When the water 
was drawn off the shallow bottom was found to be unusually 
clear and sandy, and almost free from mud. The growth 


of sponge was confined almost entirely to the stony points 


und islands. Its hold on the rocks was extremely feeble, 
and it would yield to the slightest touch or even a moder- 
ate wind. The bad taste in the water of Farm pond had 
entirely disappeared by the last of December. It may be 
mentioned here that in no portion of Farm pond was the 
sponge found growing where there was a muddy bottom, 
and it was found growing in the sand in only one spot, and 
that was in a little basin on the east: side of the Old Colony 
Railroad. The only time when serious trouble from ice was 
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experienced in the canal was during the cold weather of 
January 5, and then a dozen men kept the water free. 


LAKE COCHITUATE. 


On May 1, 1881, the surface of the lake stood at elevation 
134.04 within a few inches of high water; this height was 
maintained until the middle of July, from which time the 
surface fell steadily. Water was allowed to waste over the 
dam, at the outlet, in varying quantities from the first of 
May until the 22d of June, when the stop-planks were placed 
in position. With the exception of a few days in July no 
more water was wasted until February 21, 1882. The low- 
est point reached during the year was 127.03, on December 
12, six feet above the bottom of the aqueduct, nearly two 
feet higher than the lowest point reached during the pre- 
vious year. The lake is now as nearly full as is consistent 
with safety. A large amount of water was wasted during 
the month of March, for nearly two weeks the water averag- 
ing over a foot in depth over the crest of the dam. A slight 
tuste developed in the water of the lake during the month of 
January, and it was deemed best to shut off the supply from 
this source, which was done on January 28. On this day 
the head-gates to the Cochituate aqueduct were closed, and 
were not opened again until the 17th of April. The water 
now in the lake is of good quality, clear in color, and free 
from bad taste. 

No new work of importance has been undertaken at the 
lake this year. Early in the summer of 1881, the water in 
the lower division of the lake was visibly affected with alge 
from the Hanchett meadow basin; and, to stop any further 
deterioration, your Board determined, at my suggestion, to 
filter all the water from Pegan brook. A small house was 
erected over the sluice-way leading to the lake, and, by a 
- simple arrangement, all the water was made to pass through 
a number of boxes of animal charcoal, of large superficial 
area. This contrivance. effected the object for which it was 
designed, and prevented the free access of the alge into the | 
lake. A marked difference was observed in the color of the 
waters on either side of the dam; that on the Pegan brook. 
side being ofa decided muddy green color, filled with alge, 
while on the lake side the water was perfectly clear. 


THe SuDBURY-RIVER AQUEDUCT. 


This aqueduct is in as good condition as at the date of the 
last report. The enbankments have required considerable 
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work in the way of reloaming and sodding. In December 
the interior was cleaned from Farm pond to Charles river. 
During the summer and early autumn the work of pointing 
the culverts and other structures, which was begun the pre- 
_vious years, was completed. The gate-houses at the Rosemary 
siphon were pointed in oil cement. The granite work at 
Clark’s waste-weir, and at Culverts Nos. 38, Hurd’s Bank, 
and 41, Wardwells, were pointed in Portland cement, and No. 
39 in American cement. No repairs have been made on the 
interior. An average of over 24,000,000 gallons daily have 
been sent through the Sudbury aqueduct, throughout the 
entire year, for the supply of the city. The maximum 
amount run through in any one day was 86,600,000 gallons, 
when the lowering of Farm pond was under way. 


THE COCHITUATE AQUEDUCT. 


No water was run in this aqueduct until July 14, owing 
to a taste in the lake. On this date the head gates were 
opened, and 4 feet of water was run until July 28. From 
July 28 to October 6 the flow was increased to 4} feet. 
From October 6 to October 28 6 feet were run, ana on 
October 28 the flow was raised to 7 feet, following the sur- 
face of the lake as it fell steadily to 5.9, or grade 126. 90, on 
December 12. On January 28 the flow was shut off entirely, 
on account of a slight cucumber taste. On April 19 the flow 
of 6 feet was resumed to April 29, at which time the flow was 
reduced to 5} feet. 

A great amount of work has been done on this structure 
during the year, principally on the interior. In October 
repairs were made on the two culverts in Newton, on the 
Collins place. It was found necessary to rebuild the brick 
work, and the 8-inch vertical walls were backed with rubble 
in cement 16 inches thick. Both structures were repaired in 
a complete and substantial manner. A thorough system of 
cleaning was carried on from February 3 to March 29. Dur- 
ing previous cleanings there has never been time to remove 
the accumulated dirt from the Newton tunnel. This was 
done by flushing out the lighter particles, and the heavier 
mud and sand were entirely removed by a gang of men with 
wheelbarrows. The sediment averaged about 6 inches deep 
the whole length of the tunnel. The sides and bottom were 
afterwards swept with brooms. The first mile of the aque- 
duct from the lake was found coated with a very heavy 
growth of spongilla lacustris. There was hardly a square 
foot of brick-work free from it. This portion was carefully 
cleaned, and subsequently the whole length of the aqueduct, 
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with the exception of the portion from Grantville to Charles 
river, was cleaned, by going over the brick-work several 
times. The dirt was all taken out by-means of wheelbarrows, 
and the quantity removed was very large. We have never 
had time before to remove the deposits in this way, but have 
had to rely on flushing. This year experience has proved to 
me that this method is inadequate to accomplish the result, 
and that to keep an aqueduct in a clean condition this work 
should be done once or twice every year. This, however, 
cannot be done when, as is generally the case, a city is 
depending on one aqueduct for its supply. When it is not 
done, the water will sometimes show the effects of any 
change in the flow for several days, and even weeks, after — 
the water is let on. | 

On June 14, 1881, a gang of masons was set to work on the 
interior of the aqueduct, at the Newton Lower Falls embank- 
ment. Work was begun at Station 105-++ 15, and was continued 
on the top arch and sides as far as Station 108 + 63, and on 
the invert as far as Station 108+ 09. The whole structure ~ 
was found much shaken. When the plastering was removed 
eracks were found through both rings of the invert 2 inches 
wide. These had been covered with slate. <A sufficient 
number of holes were cut through the bottom to make sure 
that there were no cavities under the invert. From 105-+-15.6 
to 107+ 35 the cracks were cut out and solidly filled and 
pointed. From Station 107+ 35 to 107+ 79 the upper ring | 
of the invert, for eight courses in width, was taken up, the 
cracks in the lower ring repaired, and the upper relaid. 
From 107+ 79 to 108+ 09 both rings of the invert were 
relaid and plastered with Portland cement. Suspicion having 
been aroused that there were cavities in the earth-filling on 
the sides of the conduit, a hole was put through the side ; “and 
at Station 107 + 93, on the northerly side, a “cavity extending 
18 inches from the brick-work was found rising in a wester ly 
and falling in an easterly direction. This was filled with 
concrete, and holes cut through the bottom in an easterly 
direction showed that the cavity extended under the bottom 
of the conduit from 2 to 5 feet in depth. -As it was impera- 
tive to let the water on, a few piers were built at intervals 
under the bottom, and ihe flow resumed. 

In February, 1882, owing to the bad taste in the lake, the 
flow was again cut off and an opportunity offered for con- ‘ 
tinuing this work. At this time the top and sides were 
repaired from Station 81 to Station 105-+15.6; and the 
bottom, from Station 100 to 105-+4+ 15.6, although much 
cracked, was not relaid, but was thoroughly pointed. From 
108 + 09 to 108 + 25 the cavity under the aqueduct already 
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referred to was only a few inches in depth, but at the latter 
point increased to 2 feet in depth, 14 feet in width at the top, 
decreasing to a point at the bottom. This cavity continued 
under the centre of the aqueduct to Station 109+ 30. The 
deepest portion was 44 feet in depth at Station 108 + 50, 
and it was everywhere about the same width, viz., 18 inches. 
The embankment at this point is over 30 feet in height. 
The bottom was taken up in sections to 109+ 50, and for 
2 feet in width. After filling the cavity with concrete, the 
bottom was relaid. From 109 + 50 to 109 + 60 the upper 
ring only was removed, the bottom ring pointed, and the 
upper ring relaid with new work. The remainder of the 
bottom to the siphon chamber was pointed only. The upper 
arch and sides were overhauled in a thorough manner, and 
the interior plastered with Portland cement, as follows: The 
invert, from Station 108+ 09 to 111+ 13; from 108 + 09 
to 110+ 60 the north side was plastered ; from 110 -+ 60. to 
111+ 32 the north side received a wash of cement; the 
south side was washed with cement from 108 + 09 to 
108 + 32, and plastered from 108 + 32 to 111+ 32. On 
April 1 repairs were begun on a badly cracked portion of the 
aqueduct in Newton Highlands. The top and sides were 
repaired from Station 221 +40 to 228+ 50, and the invert 
from 221 to 254+ 33. It was found necessary to cut out 
some DE the brick-work in this portion. The cracks varied 
from ;; to $ an inch in width. The following table gives

Str, — The report of the condition of the works under 
>my charge, and amount of labor performed during the year 
ending with April 30, is herewith respectfully submitted. 

At the present date I consider the works to be in excellent — 
condition. The 48-inch main laid in 1880 has shown no 
signs of a leak and no repairs have been made on it of any 
description. 

The connection of the 40-inch main on Brookline avenue 
with the 36 and 30-inch mains on Tremont street by a 30-inch 
main through Francis street, mentioned in my report of 1881, 
was completed in July.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
MYSTIC WATER WORKS, 


CHARLESTOWN District, Boston, May 1, 1882. 


Leonard R. Currer, Esq., Chairman. Boston Water 
Board : — 


Sir, — The annual report of this department, for the year 
ending April 30th, is herewith submitted : — 


Mystic Lak. 


Beyond the general maintenance of the lake, and its sur- 
roundings, no expenditure has been made during the past 
year. The good effects of the work accomplished during the 
summer and fall of 1880, in removing large quantities of 
muck and vegetable matter, have since been apparent in the 
improved condition of the water, which has been remarkably 
good, and especially free from disagreeable flavor, so often 
complained of in previous years. I recommend that this 
work be continued from time to time, as the low level of the 
water and other circumstances may admit. | 


Mystic SEweEr. 


Constant attention to this branch of the works has kept 
the sewer in good working order throughout, and it remains 
in good condition at present date. 


CONDUIT. 


The conduit was not drawn off during the past year ; con- 
sequently no examination has been made inside. The last 
examination was made two years ago, and the general appear- 
ance at that time, compared with the previous years, gave no 
indications of a change. Iam of the opinion that it is in good 
condition at the present time. I shall, however, make a care- 
ful inspection of this branch of the works at an early day. 


PumMpiInc—STATION. 


Engines Nos. 1, 2, and 3, have all been thoroughly over- 
hauled and put in good substantial repair. The water cylin- 
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ders, and pipes connecting with the other iron-work, are at 


the present time being painted, and when finished I shall 
consider them in perfect order. In the boiler-room the 
boilers have received some repairs during the year ; the walls 
and ceiling of the room have been whitened, the wood-work 
repainted, and a general renovation taken place. 


RESERVOIR. 


The reservoir has had careful attention during the year. 
The gate-house has been finished inside, the top being 
sheathed and painted, the walls whitened, and new covering 
boards, with other minor improvements, supplied. 


Suppty Mats. 


The bridge over the Boston & Maine and the Eastern 
Railroads, on Main street, at the Neck, supporting the 24- | 
inch iron supply main, has been entirely rebuilt with hard- 
pine timber, 8 x 14 inches, making a substantial and lasting 
structure. 


Forcr—Mains. 


The force-mains are apparently in good order. No leaks 
have occurred on either during the year, and no expenditure 
has been made aside from the clearing away of snow and ice 
that accumulated in and about the culverts during the winter 
season. 


DISTRIBUTION—PIPES. 


The distribution-pipes have been extended 912 feet, of 
which 876 feet were of 6-inch and 36 feet of 4-inch pipe. 600 
feet included were for Hoosac Tunnel Dock and Elevator Co., 
on private account. There were also 100 feet of 4-inch ex- 
tended at the Engine-house grounds in Somerville ; making 
a total extension of 1,012 feet for this department. There 
have been 672 feet of cement pipe replaced by cast-iron; of 
this 324 feet were enlarged. Accompanying this report are 
tables showing the localities and changes made. 

There have been 25 breaks and 24 leaks in this district 
on the distribution-pipes. Of the breaks, 1 was on 16-inch 
pipe, 1 on 8-in., 11 on 6-in., 3 on 4-in., 3 on 3-in., 6 on 2- 
in. pipe. 

In Everett 9 breaks and leaks have been repaired. 

In Somerville the extension has been 2,977 ft. ; in Chelsea, 
520 feet ; in Everett, 300 feet. ;

October 1, 1882. In addition to the amount stated in the 
tables, special drafts, amounting to $2,700, have been applied 
to the purchase of postal-cards and postage-stamps, classified 
partly as stock and partly as stationery; also $607.56 has 
been expended for postage-stamps, bought of D. Lothrop & 
Co. at a small discount. 
_ Of the amount of stationery bought of J. L. Fairbanks & 
Co. ($22,551), $5,371.85 was for the Registry of Deeds, and 
$6,449.22 for the Assessors’ Department. The first item 
comprises the binding of the important volumes of Records, 
and the last some peculiar requirements for a large amount of 
street and office work. 

The existing ordinance provides that “the Superintendent 
shall furnish, upon the requisition of any properly qualified 
officer of the City Council, or department of the City Goy- 
ernment, such stationery as may be required for the office 
from which such requisition is sent.”

To THE Boarp oF ALDERMEN : — 


Gentlemen, — In compliance with the order of your Board, 
passed October 2d, requesting a report to be made of the 
- number of public electric lights now established in this city, 
with a statement showing the cost of the same, as compared 
with the cost of the gas-lamps displaced by them, and other 
facts relating to the expenditures of the department, the fol- 
lowing is submitted : — 

Under the direction of the Board of Aldermen, contracts 
for the establishing of not exceeding one hundred electric 
lamps each, with the Brush Electric Lighting Company, and 
with the Ne ew England W eston Electric Lighting Company, 
have been made. 
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There have been located, and are now in use under these 
contracts, one hundred and three lights, costing at the rate 
of $23,108.15 per annum, as follows : — 


Of the Brush Electric Lights, 51, costing, by the 

terms of their contract, 65 cents per lamp per 

night, or $237.25 each per annum . : . $12,099 75 
Of the New England Weston Lights, 52, costing, 

by the terms of their contract, 58 cents per 

lamp per night, or $211.70 each per annum, 11,008 40 


- The number of public gas-lights which have been displaced 


by the one hundred and three electric lights is three hundred 


and twenty-five, and the cost of maintenance of the gas-lights 
displaced would amount to $9,799.77 per annum. 

‘The cost. of maintenance of the one hundred and three 
electric lights is $13,308.38 in excess of the former cost 
of gas, lighting, and care of the three hundred and twenty- 
five lamps displaced. 

It is fair to state that there are a few instances where addi- 
tional gas-lights could be dispensed with but for their loca- 
tion adjacent to the side streets and dangerous passage-ways, 
and it is also true that, in an equal number of instances, de- 
mands have been made to have gas-lamps restored where they 
have been removed ; but such requests have not, as yet, except 
in one instance, been complied with. 

The accompanying table will show the financial condition 
of the department in detail : — 

The original estimates furnished the City Auditor; the 
appropriation granted by the City Council; the expenditures 
during the first six months of the financial year; the balance 
of unexpended appropriation, and the amount which will be 
required to defray the expenses of the department for the 
remaining six months of the financial year. 

By comparing the totals of the unexpended balance with 
~what will be required to continue the department on its pres- 
ent basis for the six months upon which we are now entering, 
and until the expiration of the financial year, there appears 
a balance of, say, $3,916.41 at the end of the year. Of this 
amount about $600 will be required to defray the cost 
of lighting additional electric lights, the locations for which 
have already been selected, and are only awaiting the running 
of the wire by the lighting companies to be fully established. 

Appended is a tabular statement made up to July 5, 1882, 
which furnishes information of the expenditures for public 
lamps of twenty of the large cities of our country, and the 
kind of light in use by them at that time. Since its com- 
pilation electric lighting has been put upon trial in several 
cities other than our own. , 
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_ This table howe that, in ipkoaurticd to inhabitants, our city, 

with a population of 363, 000, expends yearly $387,706 for 
street lighting, as against $467, 774 expended by the city 
of New York, with a population of 1,206,000, and that 
Boston stands at the head of our large cities in the conven- 
ience and protection which public street-lighting affords.

‘The Committee on Common and Public Grounds respect- 
fully represent that an additional appropriation of $10,000 
will be required to carry on the department during the re- 
mainder of the financial year 1882-3. The necessity for 
this increase of appropriation is occasioned by the large ad- 
vanee in the price of labor, and most of the material made 
use of in carrying on the department. Various large sums 
have also been expended during the season for items not 
contemplated when the original estimates were made. 
Among the most important of these items should be men- 
tioned the large extra outlays occasioned by the extended 
drouth and the severe storms of the past season, and, also, 
new work put upon the department by the City Council, 
such as laying out walks in several of the squares, cleaning 
the Public-Garden pond, etc. These extraordinary outlays 
have amounted in the aggregate to over seven thousand dol- 
lars, and constitute nearly the whole of the deficiency in the 
appropriation for the department.

CARRIAGE AND HACK REGULATIONS. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, October 16, 1882. 


Alderman Pratt submitted the following from the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances on the part of the Board : — 

Report of the Committee on Ordinances on the part of the 
Board; who were requested to consider and report whether 
any changes are necessary in Sections 41 and 43 of the rules 
and regulations relating to carriages and other vehicles, 
recommending the passage of the following : —. 


Ordered, That Section 41 of the rules and orders of the 
Mayor and Aldermen, printed on page 175 of the edition of 
the Statutes and Ordinances for 1876, be euialta amended to 
read as follows : — 

“Secrion 41. No person having the care of any horse or 
vehicle shall stop or place such horse or vehicle in such 
manner as to cross the footway or flagstone in any street, 
under a penalty not exceeding $20; and any person who 
shall have so placed any such horse or vehicle as aforesaid, 
and shall not immediately, on the request of any foot-pas- 
senger, cause the same to be removed, or who shall absent 
himself so that such request cannot be immediately made 
and complied with, shall be liable to an additional penalty 
not exceeding $20.” . 


Ordered, That Section 43 of the rules and orders of the 
Mayor and Aldermen, printed on page 176 of the edition of 
Statutes and Ordinances for 1876, be amended to read as 
follows : — | 

“Sxrotion 43. No vehicle of any description shall be so 
placed in any street as to prevent the passing of other 
vehicles unless it be for a reasonable time, not exceeding six . 


/ 
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minutes, for the loading or unloading of coal, brick, stone, _ 
or heavy articles, the weight of which in any one parcel or 
package is not less than six hundred pounds. No vehicle 
_ shall be wholly or in part backed or placed across any street, 
or upon any flagstone or crossing, or upon any sidewalk or’ 
footway of the same, for the loading or unloading of any arti- 
cle, the weight of which in any one parcel or package shall 
be less than six hundred pounds, but shall be placed length- 
wise with, and as near as possible to, the abutting stones of 
the sidewalk or footway ; and any person having the care of 
any such vehicle who violates either of the provisions of 
this section shall be liable to a fine not exceeding $20 for 
each offence.” |

2. Whether the city is bound to complete said filling prior 
to May 6, 1883. Answer: A compliance with the statute 
requires the work to be done within two years from its pas-_ 


sage, May 6, 1881. 


3. Whether, if said filling be not sompleted by that time, 
the lien accruing to the city “under said act will be lost and 
the city be unable to recover compensation for whatever 
filling material may have been put in. Answer: The lien 
upon any parcel of land within the territory which should be 
only partly filled would undoubtedly be lost, and the city 
would be without a remedy for the cost of such partial filling ; 
but I think that the lien upon such separate parcels as the 
Board of Health may have ordered the several owners to fill, 
and which, after failure of the owners to do so, the city shall 
have completely filled within two years, will not be lost.

The Joint Standing Committee on Streets, who were re- 
quested to report the effect of the Broadway extension upon 


_the streets which it crosses in Wards 12 and 16, respectfully 


submit the accompanying plans, numbered from 1 to 10, 
which show the changes in the grades of the streets that are 
affected by the extension. 

No. 1 is a general plan of the Broadway extension from 
Lehigh street to Albany street. The territory affected by 
the extension is colored red on the plan. 

No. 2 is a plan and profile of the Broadway extension 
from Albany street to Harrison avenue, showing the grade 
of the bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad, and also 
the number of feet that the grade has been raised at the in- 
tersections of Broadway with Albany and Curve streets. At 
the intersection with Albany street the rise is 3,6, feet; at 
Curve street, 107% feet. 

No. 3 shows the Broadway extension from Harrison avenue 

to Washington st. This portion is already graded and Baris 
in accordance with the grade shown on the plan. 
No. 4 shows Broadway extension from Albany street 6 
Lehigh-street bridge. The grade is raised for an average 
distance of 147 feet. The extreme elevation is 42, feet, at 
the intersection with Albany street. 

No. 5 shows the grade of Albany street. The grade is 
raised for a distance of 169 feet northerly from the inter- 
section of the street with Broadway, and for an average dis- 
tance of 224 feet southerly. The extreme elevation is 4,25 
feet, at a point on the south-easterly corner of the inter- 
section with Broadway. 

No. 6 shows the grade of Seneca street. The grade is 
affected for a distance of 68 feet. At the intersection with 
Albany street the grade is raised 2,8, feet. 

No. 7 shows the grade of Way street. The grade is 
affected for a distance of 220 fect. The extreme elevation 
is 6,4, feet. 

No: 8 shows the grade of Curve street, which is raised 
from a let street to Harrison avenue. The extreme eleva- 
tion is 9%, feet at the corner of Tyler and Hudson streets. 
The rise at the intersection with Hudson street is 1,35, feet. 
The grade from Tyler street to Harrison avenue is identical 
with the grade of Broadway extension. 

No. 9 shows the grade of Tyler street. The grade is 
affected for an average distance of 158 feet. The extreme 
elevation is at the easterly corner of the intersection with

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Curve street and amounts to 10 feet. On the westerly 
corner the elevation is 8,5 feet. 
No. 10 shows the orade of Hudson street, which is very 
_ slightly changed. ‘The grade is affected for a distance of 
only 51 feet on the westerly side; on the easterly side it is_ 
not affected at all. ‘The extreme elevation is 1,3%, feet on 
the westerly corner of the intersection with Curve street. 
The grades of all these streets were established by the 
Board of Aldermen, upon the recommendation of the Street 
Commissioners, and the settlement of grade damages rests 
with the Committee on Paving. Your committee is informed 
that, with three exceptions, settlements have been made with 
all the persons whose estates are affected by the changes in 
grade.

The “Index of Places and Subjects,” for this book has 
also been prepared by Mr. John T. Priest, Assistant City 
Clerk, as its insertion in the seventh volume was so gen- 
erally approved. 

The Commissioners have now in press a Ninth Report,

vided also that Some carefull person Stand by to watch the Same 
while it shall be continued in the open aire. 

[244.] Ordered, That every Master of any Vessell lieing at 
or neer to any wharfe, on board of which fire Shall be kept burn- 
ing after tenn of the clock at night, or be kindled before five in 
the morning, Shall forfeit and pay the Summ of Tenn Shillings. 

Ordered, That every householder from time to time & at all - 
times hereafter shall be provided with a sufficient Pole of twelve 
foot long or more, with a large Swabb fastened at the end thereof, 
or with a Sufficient hand Engine Sutable for the quenching of fire, 
on paine of forfeiting the Summ of five Shillings for each neglect, 
or not shewing forth the same upon demand unto the officer, which 
shall be appointed by the Select men to inspect the same, within 
two moneths, after notice given them to provide the afore’. pole, 
swabb, or other sufficient hand Engine in. 

_ Ordered, That from henceforward no person or persons shall 
keep any Gun powder of greater quantity then Twenty pounds 
weight, in any warehouse dwelling house or shop within this 
Town, but in such place or places as His Maj'*.

Ordered, That no cooper or coopers within this Town Shall 
Fire or burn thier cask in any Shop ware house or other place, 
then in a Sufficient Chimney made convenient for that use, on 
penalty of forfeiting the Summ of Twenty Shillings for every 
Offence Contrary to this Order. 

Ordered, That from the Tenth day of March to the first day of 
November yearly and every year hereafter, every Householder 
(excepting such who have propriety in a well with a Sufficiency of 
water and Conveniency of drawing the same nigh unto his or 
thier dwelling house) shall at all times within the limitation afore- 
said, keep in thier houses yards or back sides, a pipe, hogshed or 
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Teiree full of watter, on pain of forfeiting the Summ of five Shil- 
lings for every Such Neglect, and that no person or persons shall 


‘be excused therefrom that fetch their water from the wells and 


Conduits that are in the Streets & publick places. 

[245.] Ordered, That no Butcher shall by himselfe, wife or 
servant, weigh and sell any dead meat by stylyards, but shall with- 
in two moneths after publication of this order be provided with 
good and sufficient Scales and sealed weights, and sell and weigh 
their meat thereby, and no otherwise upon paine of forfeiting the 
Summ of Ten shillings for every Transgression, and five shillings 
p’ week while he orthey continue deficient of such Seales and 
weights as aforesaid, And that every person and persons who shall 
carry forth any dead meat to sell in a wheel barrow or otherwise 
shall weigh and Sell Such meat by good and Sufficient Scales and 
Sealed weights, and no otherwise, on pain of forfeiting the Summ 
of Tenn Shillings for each Transgression of this order. 

Ordered, That no person or persons shall shoot at any Bird or — 
Birds, or at any mark in any of the inclosed grounds, pastures, 
gardens or orchards within the Neck of Boston, nor shall shoot at 
the fence of any Such place, or at any Bird or Birds that may be 
upon any Such fence, or on any Tree or bush that may be in Such 
pasture, garden or orchard, or in any of the Streets, lanes or alleys 
of this Town, On pain of forfeiting the Summ of Twenty Shillings. | 
for every offence against this order. 

Ordered, That no person whatsoever shall carry or cause or suf- 
fer to be carryed or cast, any dirt dung, Garbidge, carrion, shreds, 
shaveings, filth, Soyle, or Rubbish, or any thing that may be an 
annoyance, out of thier houses, shops, yards, backsides, or any of 
the dependancyes thereof and cast or lay the same in any of the 
streets, highwayes, lanes or alleyes within this Neck of Boston, on 
paine of forfeiting the summ of five shillings for every such offence. 
Nor shall any person incumber or annoy any Street, lane, or Alley, 
within this Town by laying any Stones, Earth, Timber, boards, 
firewood or other Lumber, therein, and Suffer the same to lie there 
above the Space of forty-eight Hours, under the like penalty of five 
Shillings for every such offence, and five shillings more for each 
forty eight hours he or they shall suffer the same to lie there. 
Provided that this order shall not be understood to debarr or hin-. 
der any of the Inhabitants (who in case of building any houseing 
or digging any cellor or well) of the liberty of laying their Rub- 
bish, or materialls, for such buildings, wells, or cellors, such farther 
time [246.] and in such part of the Streets and lanes as shall be 
farther granted them by the Select men for the time being, or 
any two of them. 

Ordered, That no Butcher shall suffer any Guts, Garbidge or 
other filth to be cast or brought out of his or their Shop, Slaughter 
house, or other place of killing, and suffer the same to be layd or 
lie in any street lane or Alley, or neer thereunto, on pain of for- 
feiting the Summ of Tenn Shillings for every Transgression of this 
order. 

Ordered, That no person shall Erect or set up any Pentice, jetty 
or Pendal over*any of the Streets, lanes or highwayes of this Town, 
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of less then eight foot in hight from the ground, on pain of forfeit- 
ing ‘Twenty Shillings for every Such offence, and the like forfeiture 
of Twenty shillings for every moneth which the same shall con- 
tinue so Erected and Sett up, the penalty to be paid by the Owner 
thereof. 

Ordered, That no person whatsoever shall hereafter Erect or set 
up any House of office or Easement within this Town, or suffer the 
same to continue being already Set-up, or standing within forty 
foot of any Street lane or high way, or the dwelling house, Shop 
or well of any neighbour, unless the same be vaulted Six foot deep, 
and Sufliciently enclosed or otherwise secured, on paine of forfeit- 
ing the summ of Twenty Shillings for every Transgression of this 
order. And the like Summ of Twenty shillings for every moneth it 
shall so continue.

Ordered, That no person suffer their yards, orchards, pastures, 
or Tann yards, to lie open where there is a well Cellor, Tanpits, 
or other pits uncovered, on pain of forfeiting the sum of ten 
shillings for every such offence, And five shillings for every week 
after, till such fence be sufficiently repaired and amended or such 
well, pit or cellor be filled up. 

Ordered, That from hence forth no person whatsoever shall 
digg any Cellar, erect any building or fence, or remove any land- 
mark, next adjoyning or bordering upon any highway, street lane 
or other Lands belonging or appertaining to this Town, untill two 
or more of the select men for the time being, or such other persons _ 
whom the Select men or the majo" part of them shall appoint there 
unto, shall have veiwed set forth and determined the bounds there 
of. On penalty that every person transgressing this order shall 
forfeit and pay the sum of Twenty shillings. Further that whoso- 
ever shall encroach upon the Towns land contrary to such deter- 
mination and line stated and agreed unto by such select men as 
aforesaid shall forfeit and pay the sum of Twenty shillings, And 
further shall forfeit and pay the sum of twenty shillings for every 
moneth that such encroachment or incumberance shall remayne un- 
removed.

Ordered, That no person dwelling or resideing within this Town

7. That if the Town do not See cause either to build or Hire a 
house, they may yet give encourragement to Such as Will Sett up 
Such a School by allowing them two or three hundred pounds on 
good Security without Intrest, that they may be enabled to pro- 
mote So good an Undertakeing, which wee conceive will be a very 
great advantage to us.

That no free Indian Negro or Molatto Shal haue and keep any 
manner of weapons fire armes, Powder or Ball in his House or the 
Dependances thereof on forfieture of five pounds & being Severly 
whipt at the House of Correction. 

That no free Indian Negro or Molatto Shal on Training dayes, 
or any other Publick dayes ¢ carry into the Common or Training field 
Streets or Highwayes any Strong drink Cakes or any other Pro- 
vision to Sell on Pain of ten pounds and being Sent to the House 
of Correction and Severly whipt, And any two freeholders Shal 
haue power to Seize Secure and Dispose of all Such Liquors & 
Provisions for the use and benefit of the Poor. 

That every free Indian N egro or Molatto Shal bind out, all fiers 
Children at or before they arrive to the age of four years to Some 
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English master, and upon neglect thereof the Select men or Over- 
seers of the Poor Shal be Empowered to bind out all Such Children 
till the age of Twenty one years. 

If any free Indian Negro or Molatto Shal Receive any goods 
wares Merchandize Money or Provisions from the hands of any 
Indian Negro or Molatto Servant or Slave or any Stolen goods 
found in their Houses or Possession upon Conviction Such Indian 
Negro or Molatto Shall beside making Restitution as by Law 
already provided be Severly Whipt, And ordered by the Court 
before whom the Tryal is to depart this Province, And if any Such 
Shal Return to be taken and Sent to the House of Correction and 
haue the Discipline of the House and there to Remain and abide 
during life & keept to hard Labour. 

[424.] If any Indian, Negro or Molatto bond or free be 
Convict of Stealing Robbing Pilfering or Breaking into any House 
Ware house Shop Stable Barn or out house Ship or Vessell He 
Shal upon Conviction be Transported beyond Sea Remaining in 
the Comon Goal or House of Correction till Shipt Oft besides 
making Restitution as the Law Provides. | 

That no Indian Negro or Molatto Slave or Servant Shal be 
out of His Masters House or Dependances thereat unless in the 
Imediat Service of his master, an hour after Sun Sett from the first 
of march to the first of September nor half an hour after from.the 
Second of September till March nor before Sun Riseing upon Pain 
of being Sent to the House of Correction and there Severely Whipt. 

That no Indian Negro or Molatto Servant or Slave Shall be 
Suffered to wear or Carry about him any manner of armes or 
weapons Clubb Stave Cane or knives Except Decriped upon Pain 
of Severe punishment at the House of Correction. 

That if more then Two Indian Negro or Molatto Servants or 
Slaves be found in the Streets or Highways in or about the Town 
Idling or Lurking together unless in the Service of their master or 
Employer. Every one so found Shal be punished at the House of 
' Correction. 

That no Indian Negro or Molatto Servant or Slave tho’ 
haueing obtained leave from his Master to go into the Comon or 
Training field on Training dayes or any other Publick dayes, Shal 
abide there after Sun Sett upon pain of Sever Whipping at the 
Hou of Correction. 

That if any Indian, Negro, or Molatto Servant or Slave Shal 
assalt Strike Beat wound Bruse or mame any of his Majesties Sub- 
jects, He Shal be Severely Punnished at the Discression of the 
‘Court before whom Convict and Sent beyond Sea being Confined 
till his Departure at the Charge of His Master or Owner. 

If any Person Shal Sell any Strong Liquor to any Indian 
Negro, or Molatto Servant or Slave, unless Sent by his master he 
Shal forfiet & pay ten pounds fine, and Suffer Three months Imn- 
prisonment, and if the Person that Sell contrary hereto be a 
Lavernor Inholder or Retailer He Shal forfeit his Recognizance 
dnd be Rendered Ever after incapable of hauing [425.] His Li- 
cence renewed. The Proof for Conviction to be as in the Case of 
Selling Strong drink to Indians. y : 
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That no Indian Negro or Molatto Bond or free Shal presume 
to work as a Porter in or about the Town unless first approved by 
the Select men and Bond given to the Town Treasurer in a Sum 
not less then fifty Pounds for his fidelity. The forfiture of Such 
Bonds to be applyed to and for the use of the Poor of the Town 
And if any appear and are found in Such work Shal be taken up 
and Sent to the House of Correction, Receive the Discipline of the 
House & Remain there Six dayes. | 

That Indian Negro and Molatto Evidences only with Con- 
curring Circomstances Shal be proof Soficient to Convict Indian 
Negro or Molattos. 

That no Indian Negro or Molatto up on the breaking out of 
fire and the Continuance there of dureing the night Season Shal 
depart his or his masters House, nor found in the Streets or at or 
neer the place where the fire is upon pain of being forthwith 
Secured and Sent to the Comon Goal and afterwards whipt at the 
House of Correction three dayes following before dismist, unless 
his or his masters House or Estate be on fire or in great hazzard 
thereof. 

That all fines and forfeitures arising by this act be disposed the — 
one halfe to the Poor of the Town the other halfe to the Informer. 

The foregoing Heads or Articles presented by the Select men, 
were Sundry times Read over and Each of them voted and voted 
to be given to the Representatives of the Town in their Instructions 
to use their Endeavor that a Bill or Bills may be Passed for the 
Regulating Indians Negros and Molattos in this Town. 

Whereas Sundry fires haue of late broke out among us to the 
great Terror & Affrightment of the Inhabitants, which we haue too 
Just grounds to beleiue were wickedly contwived and Designed by 
Some Evel Instruments.

That there be forth with five watch houses at the Least in the 
Most Sutable places of the Town, and five good able Bodyed men 
of Sober Conversation Assigned to Each of those Houses, to be 
Enployed Six months of the year from Nine of the Clock in the 
Evening the Other from Eight to Sun Rising. To be carfully 
watching by Turns the Streets, Lanes and allyes through out the 
Town to discouer and prevent what in them lies fires, Breaking

_ the Severall watches and keep them to their duty. 

And in as much as the maintaining and defraying the Charge of 
Such a watch will Require a much larger Sum then has bin here- 
tofore allowed for that Service. 

Should therefore the Rule for Proportioning the Watch Tax be 
as it now or last agreed upon by the Justices in their Sessions Great 
Inequallity would. nescessarily Ensue.

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Obtained from two or more of the Selectmen, And that one Bell 
only, and that but once tolled for the Buryall of any Indian, 
Negro, or Molatto, on pain of Twenty Shillings for Every breach 
of this Order, to be paid by the Master or Owner of any Indian 
Negro, or Molatto Buryed Contrary to this order, And by the 
Person ordering the Buryal of any free Indian Negro or Molatto 
in Contempt of this Order The like Sum of Twenty ‘Shillings. . 

And Every grave digger or Sexton that Shal break in upon this 
Order Shal forfeit and pay the Sum of ten Shillings for every 
Offence being thereof Convict, before any one of His Majesties 
Justices of the Peace for Said County. 

Whereas great numbers of Persons haue very lately bin Trans- 
ported from Ireland into this Province, many of which by Reason 
of the Present Indian war and other Accedents befalling them, 
[428.] Are now Resident in this Town whose Circomstances and 
Condition are not known, Some of which if due care be not taken 
may become a Town Charge or be otherwise prejuditial to the well 
fair & Prosperity of the Place. 

for Remady whereof Ordered That Every Person now Resident 
here, that hath within the Space of three years last past bin 
brougbt from Ireland, or for the future Shal come from. thence 
hither, Shal come and Enter his name and Occupation with the 
Town Clerk, and if marryed the number and Age of his Children and 
Servants, within the Space of fiue dayes, on pain of forfeiting and 
paying the Sum of twenty Shillings for Each offence, And the Sum 
of ten Shillings for Every one that Shal Continue in the neglect or 
non-Observance of this Order, for and During the term of forty- 
Eight hours after the Expiration of the fiue dayes aforesaid So 
often as the Person offending Shal be Complained of and Convict 
before any Justice of the Peace within the Said County.

The Said Comittee Report being Read & Debated. 

Voted the Said Report be accepted. 

A Comitte having bin appointed to Inquire into the Towns In- 
trest in the Lands and Wharfs Near the South Battery &c. The 
Said Comitte haue made their Report which is as follows. 

The Comittee having Searched the Records of the Town of 
Boston, Find a grant of the Flats lying before the Town from the 
Sconce to Capt Scarlets wharff Extending Westward towards the 
Town as far as a Circuler line then agreed upon and fixed, and 
Eastward to the Channel, with Certain priviledges & imunities 
made by the Select men of the Town Pursuant to a Vote and 
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order of the Inhabitants of Said Town at a Publick meeting Law- 
fully warned the fifth day of September 1673. To Such of the 
Inhabitants of the Town as would undertake the Building and 
Erecting a wall or wharff of wood or Stone from the Said Sconce 
to Cap‘ Scarlets wharff, to be Twenty two foot broad at the Bot- 
tom, about fourteen or fifteen high and Twenty foot broad at the 
top, to be made uniform and Substancial, convenient for a Brest- 
work to play Guns on, in Proportion to their Several Subscrip- 
tions. 

And the Honorable John Leverett Esq™ deceaced then Goy™ 
Subscribed to Build One hundred and fifty foot of the Said wall 
or wharff to ly next to the Sconce for the Publick use of the 
Sconce and Church who Owned the Ground adjoyning, By which 
the Town had the Seventy five feet next adjoying to the Sconce, 
with the Priviledges and [467.] Immunities belonging to them 
being the one halfe of the aforesaid one hundred and. fifty foot 
and the Publick (being the Town) first mentioned in the aforesaid 
Subscription, which wall or wharff is almost’ wasted and Destroyed 
by Storms and hath for Some time past bin worn down to the 
Bottom Loggs. 

But we apprahend it may be for the Benefit and advantage of 
the Town, To put the Same into a Speedy Repair in Such way & 
manner as they may Judge most advisable. 

And further the Comittee think it not advisable for the Town at 
present to Lease out any part of the Land or flatts at the South 
Battery, but that Something ought to be don to prevent any 
further wasting of the Towns Land and Intrest there. 

The Committee hauing also viewed the North Battry find the 
Same to be much out of Repair the Front wharff no way Sufficient 
to mount the Guns on, and that the Putting the Same into a 
Posture fitt for a Platform of Guns would Demand a Considerable 
Sum of money, which Considering the Difficult Circonstances the 
Town Labors under, We thinke would be too great a burthen for 
them to bare, more especially for that the work when Perfected 
will be of Service and Defence to the whole Province. But that

It should be stated that the item of $1,684.80 for a foun- 
dation was not estimated at the time the original appropria- 
tion was asked for, as it was not until the old structure was 
removed that it was discovered that the old foundation was 
insufficient. 

The item of $1,700 for paving drive-ways is not strictly a 
part of building the new house, and was not estimated in ask- 
ing for the original appropriation, but must be done in order 
to enable teams to reach the ferries; and the item of $1,200 
for steam-heating is added, because it has been thought that 
that method of heating would be more satisfactory and 
cheaper in the long run than by stoves, which was the method 
originally proposed. 

It will be noticed, therefore, that if it had not been for 
the unexpected outlay for a foundation, and the paving of 
the drive-ways, together with the change from stoves to 
steam-heating, the original appropriation would have been 
sufficient.

To the Committee on Judiciary of the Common Council: — 
Having reference to Chap. 238 of the Acts of 1881 you 


present the following questions, upon which my opinion is | 


asked, — 

First, “Whether, under this Act, the city is not enjoined 
to complete the filling of the flats mentioned therein upon 
the failure of owners so to do? .I answer, Yes. Second, 
“Whether or no the city is bound to complete said filling 
prior to May 6, 1883?” I answer that a compliance with 
the statute requires the work to be done within two years 
from its passage, May 6,1881. Third, “Whether if said 
filling be not completed by that time the lien accruing to the 
city under said Act will be lost, and the city be unable to 
recover compensation for whatever filling may have been put 
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in?” The lien upon any parcel of land within the territory 
which should be only partly filled would undoubtedly be 
lost, and the city would be without a remedy for the cost 
of such partial filling; but I think that the lien upon such 
separate parcels as the Board of Health may have ordered 
the several owners to fill, and which, after failure of the 
owners to do so, the city shall have completely filled within 
the two years, will not be lost.

Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : — 


Section 1. Section three of the ordinance relating to 
bridges is hereby repealed, and the following enacted in 
place thereof : — 

Secr. 3. Each superintendent shall take charge, by night 
and by day, of the bridge of which he is the superintendent, 
and shall cause the draw thereof to be opened at all times, 
when required, for the free passage of vessels that are mov- 
ing with the tide ; ; and, after a vessel has passed, shall cause 
the draw to be closed with all possible expedition, not per- 
mitting more than one vessel and the tow-boat accompanying 
it to pass at any one opening of the draw, unless the bridge 


+ 
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has two passage-ways for vessels, in which case he may per- 
mit one vessel, together with the tow-boat accompanying it, 
to pass at the same time through each passage-way ; when, 
while the draw is open, the bridge is free from persons de- 
'  siring to pass, he may use his discretion as to the number of 
vessels that he will permit to pass prior to the closing of the 
draw. He may also, in his discretion, permit a vessel to 
pass through the draw against the tide, when the wind is 
favorable. Before opening the draw each superintendent 
shall close the road gates. Each superintendent shall see 
that the bridge of which he is the superintendent, and the 
abutments and wharves connected therewith, are at all times 
in a safe and satisfactory condition, and free from all incum- 
brances ; that the lamps thereon are well lighted, the railing 
and planks in good order, and, in winter, the snow and ice 
removed from the sidewalks. Each superintendent. shall,

The surveys and plans of the land to be taken for the 
Muddy River Improvement have been completed, and, as 
required by the terms of the Park Act, this Board estimates 
the expense of taking the same to be $390,000. 

This improvement also contemplates the widening of the 
Longwood entrance of the Back Bay park, for which lands 
must be taken to the amount of 152,005 square feet, two- 
thirds of which have been offered to the city free of cost, 
leaving about one-third to be purchased. 

The Board estimates the expense of taking this land at 
$10,000; and we recommend an appropriation of $400,000 
for both purposes, in lieu of the appropriation of $200,000 
made December 24, 1881.

The Committee on Finance, to whom was referred, by the 
Board of Aldermen, an order providing an appropriation of 
four hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars ($425,000) 
for the rebuilding of Warren bridge, having considered the 
subject, would respectfully 


REPORT :— 


The necessity for the immediate reconstruction of this, 
important thoroughfare is made apparent by the recent an- 
nual reports of the City Engineer. In 1879, Mr. Joseph P. 
Davis, then City Engineer, said of this bridge : — 


/ 


The bridge is not wide enough to properly accommodate the travel 
over it, and a large portion of it is old and in poor condition; it will 
have to be rebuilt in a few years. 


In 1880, Mr. Henry M. Wightman, City Engineer, said : — 


The bridge, as a whole, is in bad condition; the larger part of the 
supporting piles were driven when the bridge was built, in 1828; they 
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were not so large as piles used in later years, and have been reduced 
in size by the action of water andice. The portion of the bridge near 
the Fitchburg Railroad station was built in 1847, to facilitate the placing 
of the station in its present position, and the piling and superstructure 
of this part of the bridge have not been renewed since that time. The 
superstructure of the remaining portion was renewed in 1855. 

As this bridge shows no exception to the general rule, that the older 
any portion of a bridge is the poorer its condition, it follows that the 
piles are in the worst condition on that part of the bridge between the 
draw and Charlestown, and the flooring and timbers are the poorest 
portions of the section between the draw and Boston. 


Again, in 1881, Mr. Wightman said :— 


Much more extensive repairs are needed ; but, in view of the existing 
uncertainty as to the action of the City Council in relation to additional 
bridge communication between the city proper and Charlestown, it has 
not been deemed advisable to attend to any repairs not absolutely neces- 
sary for the convenience and safety of the travel. 


The existing bridge facilities between the city proper and 
Charlestown and the adjacent cities and towns are entirely 
inadequate for the accommodation of the people and business 
having occasion to use these methods of tommunication. 

This will be more clearly understood when it is stated 
that South Boston, with a population of 70,000, and its numer- 
ous industries, together with adjoining portions of Plymouth 
and Norfolk counties, representing a further population of 
60,000, requires five bridges with an aggregate width of 300 
feet, with the prospective need at an early day of another 
structure to connect the city proper with that portion of 
South Boston occupied by the warehouses and wharves of the 
New York & New England Railroad Co. and the Common- 
wealth, while for the safety and convenience of more than 
200,000 people from and through Charlestown, but two bridg- 
es, with a roadway of only 100 feet in width, are provided. 

It is, therefore, evident that, in rebuilding this structure, its 
width should be largely increased. 

The City Engineer also represents that the location of that 
portion of the bridge occupied by the draws should be so 
changed as to afford more room for the passage of vessels to 
and from the bridge next westerly. 

The width and location of the new structure and roadway 
is to be substantially that shown upon a map found with 
City Document No. 105 of the present year, with such modifi- 
cations as the committee having the subject in charge may 
determine. 

It is also proper to state that your committee caused to be 
made a model of a proposed elevated roadway, thirty feet 
wide, over the freight railway tracks in Charlestown, to be

placed in the centre or on the side of Warren-bridge avenue. 
Your committee also had submitted to them by Mr. Whit- 
more, of the Common Council, a model of an elevated 
roadway starting from City square and passing over the 
freight railway tracks and connecting with both,the Charles- 
river and Warren bridges. Both of these plans have merits 
and offer a partial solution of the dificult problem of pro- 
viding a remedy for the existing annoying and dangerous 
obstructions to public travel by the numerous freight trains 
crossing the streets leading from Charlestown to the Charles- 
river and Warren bridges. 

_In view of the divided public opinion as to the proper 
remedy for this obstruction, your committee are not pre- 
pared to recommend the adoption of either plan at the 
present time. 

The rebuilding of Warren bridge is, however, an immedi- 
ate and urgent necessity independent of any other plan for 
the relief of public travel with the Charlestown District. 

The Act of the Legislature authorizing the reconstruction of 
Warren bridge is found in Chapter 125 of the Acts of 1880, 
as follows : — 


The city of Boston, if, in the judgment of its city council the pub- 
lic convenience and necessity require, may reconstruct and widen to a 
width not exceeding eighty feet, the present Warren bridge, and may 
construct fender guards, make changes in the draw and draw piers, and 
do such other acts as they deem necessary, expedient, or convenient in 
the premises to secure a bridge and road which shall safely and conven- 
iently accommodate public travel and navigation. 


It will be observed that the width of the bridge is limited to 
eighty feet, and it is not improbable that by following this limit 
in making the new lines of the avenue and bridge no serious 
disturbance of wharf property on either side of the river 
will be made. 

The City Engineer is of the opinion that it will require 
two working seasons for building this structure, and is confi- 
dent that the work will be so carried on as not to greatly 
obstruct travel oyer the old bridge until it can be accommo- 
dated upon the new portion. 

As the area of the land to be taken for the widening and 
relocating of Warren bridge will not be as great as at first pro- 
posed in connection with the elevated bridge, your committee 
therefore limit the expenditure to four hundred thousand 
dollars ($400,000), and report the order in a new draft.

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Whereas, In the judgment of the City Council the 
public convenience and necessity require the reconstruction 
and widening of Warren bridge and the avenues leading 
thereto, it is hereby 

Ordered, That the City Treasurer be and he is hereby 
authorized to borrow, under the direction of the Committee 
on Finance and at such rate of interest and at such times 
as they shall determine, not exceeding four hundred thousand 
dollars, which sum is hereby constituted a special appropria- 
tion for rebuilding, relocating, and widening Warren bridge 
and the avenues leading thereto, substantially in accordance 
with the plan shown in City Document No. 105, of 1882, and 
in accordance with the provisions of Chap. 125 of the Acts 
of 1880. | 

Ordered, That all moneys received from the sales of old 
material or land occupied by the present structure be paid to 
the Board of Commissioners on the Sinking-Funds for the 
redemption of the debt created by the foregoing order. 

Ordered, That a Joint Special Committee, consisting of 
two members of the Board of Aldermen and three mem- 
bers of the Common Council, be appointed to have charge of 
the construction of the work of rebuilding and relocating 
Warren bridge and the avenues leading thereto.

PLANTING OF TREES AND THE GENERAL CARE OF 
THE PUBLIC GROUNDS, WITH ACCOMPANYING 
REPORTS OF THE SUPERINTENDENT AND A 
COMMITTEE OF EXPERTS. 


In Common Councizt, December 21, 1882. 


To the Honorable the City Council of Boston: — 


The Committee on Common and Public Grounds desire to 
lay the accompanying communications with relation to the 
planting Commonwealth avenue and the care of the public 
grounds before the City Council, and, at the same time, to 
give those who may not be conversant with the facts some 
information of the circumstances which have occasioned these 
communications, and the action which: has been taken from 
time to time by the Superintendent or the Committee. | 

The condition of the trees in the city was described, and 
suggestions as to planting Commonwealth avenue were given 
in an elaborate report by the Superintendent, dated Nov. 3, 
1879. (City Doc. 116, 1879.) 

In 1880 the question of removing the dead and dying trees 
on Commonwealth avenue, and thoroughly replanting the 
same, was agitated, and the dwellers on that avenue em- 
ployed Messrs. F. L. Olmsted and C. S. Sargent to prepare a 
plan, the result of which is to be found in the accompanying 
document, dated November 29, 1880. ‘Their recommenda- 
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tions were examined by the present Superintendent, and 
his opinion is to be found in the communication dated De 
cember 8, 1880, annexed hereto. 

In the spring of 1881 several gentlemen, representing the 
dwellers on Commonwealth avenue, appeared before the com- 
mittee to urge the adoption of the plan proposed by Messrs. 
Sargent and Olmsted; but the committee, on April 11, 
1881, by a majority vote, decided to plant the avenue 
according to the plan proposed by the Superintendent, 
chiefly for the reason that the result of shading the central 
path would be sooner reached by that method. 

The remaining sections of the ayenue were accordingly 
planted in the spring of 1881, the holes for the trees having 
been carefully prepared with blue clay and loam. But it 
should be distinctly remembered that the Superintendent 
does not hold himself responsible for the continuous growth 
of the trees, unless in a few years, when the trees shall have 
obtained some growth, a larger amount of loam than could be 
supplied with the appropriation at the command of the com- 
mittee, be added, in order to afford proper nourishment for 
the trees in the gravelly soil in which they are planted. 

In consequence of many criticisms on the condition of the 
public grounds, the committee voted, Sept. 11, 1882, to 
invite Messrs. C. S. Sargent, C. M. Hovey, and J. F. C. 
Hyde, three well-known experts, to examine into the 
condition of the trees and grass on the Common and on 
Commonwealth avenue. The result of their investigations 
will be found in the annexed report, dated Nov. 11, 1882. 

Many of their suggestions are valuable, and will undoubt- 
edly be acted upon by the committee of next year. Whether 
or not Commonwealth avenue shall be replanted in accord- 
ance with their suggestions will also require careful con- 
sideration; and your committee lay all these matters before 
you, in order that the public, which takes such an interest in 
all matters- relating to the public grounds, may be fully in- 
formed, and that the city government may take that wise 
and considerate action in the future which can only come 
from full knowledge and understanding of the facts.

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Report on Common, Etec. ra 
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Boston, November 11, 1882. 


To the Chairman of the Committee on the Common and Public 
Grounds, Boston ; — 


Sir, — In compliance -with your request the undersigned have 
examined the grass and trees on the Common and the trees on the 
Commonwealth-avenue green. The grass on the Common is, 
under the circumstances, generally in satisfactory condition. Along 
many of the principal walks the grass edges have been trampled 
out ; but this is to be expected and is not unusual on public grounds 


situated in populous cities; and this evil is less objectionable than . 


any artificial barriers which could be erected for the purpose of 
strictly confining the public to the gravel walks. The snow and 
dirt, probably mixed with salt, which is dumped upon the Common 
every winter, in great quantity, has, however, destroyed the grass 
in several places, especially on the northern end of the parade 
ground. A large amount of dirt and rubbish is also deposited as 
snow, and this not only kills the grass, but adds largely to the ex- 
pense of cleaning the Common in the spring. This custom of 
dumping snow on the Common should be prevented, or, at least, 
restricted within such limits as the Superintendent may prescribe. 

The condition of the trees upon the Common is not satisfactory. 
They have long suffered from being overcrowded; many of them 
have been almost hopelessly mutilated, under the pretence of prun- 
ing, and those which have been planted of late years show unmis- 
takable signs of insufficient root nourishment. 

Any scheme for thinning the trees on the Common should be 
undertaken only after the most careful consideration. It will be 
found a delicate operation to wisely thin these old trees ; but unless 
itis promptly performed the trees will fail more rapidly in the 
future than during the past few years. Little can be done to im- 
prove the condition of the elms bordering the malls on Park, 
Beacon, and Charles streets. } 

The time has passed when they might have been thinned with 
great advantage. The trees on all’ the cross paths are greatly 
crowded, and their health and symmetry have already suffered. 
They can, however, be thinned with advantage, and this should be 
at once undertaken. The trees upon the Tremont-street mall have 
suffered more than those on any other part of the Common. 

In the two outside rows, between Park and Boylston streets, 
there are hardly half-a-dozen healthy, vigorous trees. The 
young trees, which have lately been set out along this mall, are not 
in a more satisfactory condition than the older trees with which 
they are associated. In our opinion, the whole, or nearly the 
whole, of the outside rows on this mall should be replanted 
throughout with trees of a single variety. The soil, which we 
have been informed consists largely of coal ashes and gravel, 
with only a thin coating of loam under the surface gravel, should 
be removed in a continuous strip of at least ten feet wide and 
.our feet deep for each row of trees and replaced with virgin loam ; 
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the surface should then be dished to secure the flow of surface 
water to the roots of the trees. The expense of this operation 
will be considerable, but in no other way can as vigorous and 
uniform growth of trees along the principal thoroughfare of the 


Common be secured. Beverat of the old trees on ie Tremont- > 


street mall and near the corner of Tremont and Boylston str ets 
are liable to be blown down at any time, and their longer preserv 
tion is a source of pea RUC danger. They should be. removed at 
onee. 

Many trees on ae Common are infested with cocoons of the 
Tussock moth (Orgyia leucostigma). The caterpillars of this 
species have, during the past two seasons, disfigured many of the 
city trees, and gre¢ atly interfered with the public’s enjoy ment of the 
Common. This insect can only be successfully attacked in the egg, 
and the eggs should now be destroyed. The eggs of this species 
are deposited on the outside of the cocoon, and it must not be for- 


gotten. that cocoons, on which there are no eggs, contain only 


harmless, parasitized females. ‘To destroy the parasites would 
insure the spread of the Orgyia. The careful removal of all 
fertile cocoons from the city trees during this and the next season 
would probably exterminate this injurious insect in Boston. The 
trees on Commonwealth avenue are in still less satisfactory con- 
dition than those on the Common. 

‘Those early planted in the square near Arlington street were 
not well selected ; numerous species, differing in habit and mode 
of growth, were crowded together without proper preparation of 
_ the “soil, and already, although hardly more than twenty years 
“planted, these trees show signs of speedy decay. The trees which 
have been planted in the newer portions of the avenue, especially 
during the past two years, are a disgrace to the city. Two years 
ugo a “member of this committee, in “connection with Mr. Frederick 
Law Olmsted, presented to some of the residents on Common- 
wealth avenue a plan for replanting the avenue. A copy of this 
letter is added to this communication, with the recommendation 
that the suggestions, which two years ago could not be put into 
execution, be adopted, and that Commonwealth avenue be at once 
entirely replanted, as recommended. 

The trees on the public grounds of Boston are evidently suffering 
_ from the system under which they are managed. The successful 

management of grounds, and especially of trees, requires the appli- 

cation, during a long series of years, of a carefully considered 
policy, which cannot be changed or interfered with, without serious 
damage. It is impossible that a city forester, whatever his ability 
or attainments, can carry into execution any scientific system of 
tree culture, if his appointment is annual, and dependent upon 
annual changes in the city government; or if he is directed in 
his operations by a committee also liable to annual changes, 


Under such a system the city forester, uncertain of reélection, 


and in absolute ignorance of the feelings and wishes of his next 
year’s committee, is unable to undert take, until after the beginning 
of the year, or until it is too late, the preparatory work which, in 
our climate, it is essential to finish during the autumn. 
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We venture, in this connection, to call your attention to the sys- 
tem of planting and management of street trees adopted by the 
city of Washington, which, under a permanent committee of ex- 
perts, appointed for the purpose, is now, in the opinion of those 
best able to judge, the best planted city in the world.

My pear Sir,—In compliance with your request, we have 
examined Commonwealth avenue, with the view of recommending 
a scheme for replanting the central greens. 

It is a well-established rule in urban planting that only trees of 
one variety can be used in the same continuous street. If this 
rule is disregarded, and trees differing widely in habit, rate of 


‘growth, and in the period of putting on or losing their leaves, are 


planted side by side, incongruous and disagreeable effects will 
result ; and such disagreeable effects will increase rather than dimin- 
ish as the trees approach maturity and assume the widely different 
characters peculiar to different species. The advantage of using 
one instead of several varieties of trees in the same street or 
avenue will be readily seen by comparing the Beacon-street mall 
below Joy street, or the Charles-street mall, with the plantation in 


the older portions of Commonwealth avenue. 


In order to obtain in Commonwealth avenue the uniformity 
which seems to us so essential to the future beauty and dignity of 
the finest street in the city, we recommend that it be entirely re- 
planted from Arlington street to West Chester park, and that, 
instead of the double row of trees now used, a single row be 
planted on each side of the central walk, ten feet from the line of 
the street. 

We recommend that European elms, of one variety and of a 
standard size, should be used for this purpose. This selection is 
based on the fact that the European elm has been thoroughly tested in 
Boston and its immediate vicinity, during a period extending over 
more than a hundred years,— a period long enough to show its 
entire adaptability to our climate; and because the largest and 
finest trees which have ever been planted in Boston have belonged 
to this species, which in this climate seems better fitted than any 
native tree of a similar class to withstand the droughts, heat, and 
dust, to which all city trees are necessarily subjected. 

We recommend a single rather than the double row of trees now 
used, and that the trees should stand at least forty feet apart in 
the rows, in order that in the future.they may attain a development 
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worthy of the wide and stately thoroughfare which is to join the 
Common and Public Garden with the new system of city and 
suburban parks. 

If Commonwealth avenue is replanted in accordance with these 
suggestions, it will not be necessary to remove at once the trees 
now growing in the older portions of the street, or at least many 
of them. ‘The new plantation can be made by inserting the new 
trees between existing ones; and these can be gradually removed 
as they encroach on the young plantation. 

We find that the total length of the eight grass plots between 
Arlington street and West Chester park is 4,100 feet, and that 
to plant it in the manner proposed will require 180 trees, 
namely : — : 

24 trees between Arlington and Berkeley streets.

Suitable trees for this purpose can be imported from England at 
a cost which, including freight, duties, etc., should not exceed 
$1.00 each. 

It is needless to remind you that the soil of Commonwealth- 
avenue plots (a few inches of loam overlaying loose, porous gravel) 
is entirely unsuited to grow large and long-lived trees. In order 
to produce a lasting and satisfactory result. it will be wise to 
make a considerable outlay in preparing the ground for the new 
plantations. We recommend that pits at least ten feet square and 
four feet deep should be made for each tree, and that the soil ex- 
cavated should be entirely replaced by the best virgin loam pro- 
curable. Even larger pits are desirable; for, the existing soil 
being unfit to support plant-life for any length of time, the size 
and age to which any trees planted there will be able to attain 
must depend on the amount of artificially prepared nourishment 
which can be supplied to them. 

If Commonwealth avenue is to be replanted next spring, it is 
desirable, should the weather permit, to have the ground prepared 
this winter, that the new loam in the pits may have time to become 
properly settled and compacted before the trees are planted. The 
order for the trees, too, should be sent to England at once, as it 
may take some time to pick up there a sufficient number of suitable 
size and shape. Even if it should be found impracticable to plant 
next spring, it might be desirable to send for the trees now and 
grow them on the Austin Farm until needed for Commonwealth 
avenue, and in this way gain the advantage of their larger size.

Dear Sir, — In obedience to your order I have examined the 
recommendations of Messrs. Sargent and Olmsted upon the 
method to be adopted in renovating the soil, and for replanting 
the trees on Commonwealth avenue. 

These gentlemen have practically adopted the recommendations 
as set forth in my report to your committee, Nov. 3, 1879, upon 
the same subject, with the exception of the number of trees and 
their arrangement. I regret, however, that they did not go to the 
root of the evil, as my report will show, by recommending the ex- 


cavation of the gravel to a certain depth throughout the entire » 


plats, and the substitution of a given quantity of clay as a sub- 
soil basis for the retention of moisture, with a sufficient amount of 
virgin soil to guarantee a healthy q vigorous, and lasting growth of 
both trees and. grass. In my opinion the amount of loam they rec- 
ommend will not have a lasting effect, from the fact that it becomes 
leached, and its vitalizing qualities washed away through the 
coarse and arid gravel-beds upon which it rests. Unless this plan 
is adopted and faithfully carried out, the noble trees that we are 
promising to future generations, I much fear, will never be realized ; 
but, on the contrary, they will find an avenue of sickly, dwarfed, 
and stunted trees, not at all in keeping with the esthetic expecta- 
tions of the future. 

These gentlemen recommend the planting of one row of trees 
on each plat ten feet from the line of the street, — a method which 
would make the avenue practically useless for the purpose for 
which it is most desired for at least fifty years, and probably for 
all time. It ought to be borne in mind that the central walk of this 
avenue is a grand promenade, and the great desideratum is shade. 
It should be remembered, also, that the English elm, after the first 
few years, is not likely to be remarkable for its robust develop- 
ment or wide-spreading branches, on this gravelly bottom, and 
with the limited nourishment it is likely to receive in the soil 
here supplied to it. The shade of the foliage is desired over 
the walk more than over the grass. The plan of these gentlemen 
gives the shade principally to the grass plat; the committee’s plan 
gives shade more quickly and more abundantly to the promenade, 
where the people desire it. 

I would here observe that this subject of arranging the trees on 
this avenue has been considered by some gentlemen whose experi- 
ence and taste are second to none in this country, who have 
approved the plan I have recommended, as being, under all circum- 
stances, the best that could be adopted on the av enue: 

I now wish to call your attention to a map showing the arrange- 
ment of the trees as directed by your committee, and trust you 
will compare it with the one showing the arrangement of the 
trees by Messrs. Sargent and Olmsted. In the first you will see 
that the trees oF any in double rows, standing forty feet 


_ 
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apart in the rows, fifty-nine feet between the spaces, and thirty-six 
feet diagonally, — giving to each tree a sufficient area to grow and 
develop healthy and vigorous trees. ; 

We find the trees on the mall, corner of Charles and Beacon 
streets, standing only twenty-nine feet apart in the rows, and but 
fifty-three feet between. On the Tremont-street mall, near Park 
street, the large English elms are but thirty feet apart in the rows, 
and twenty-eight and one-half feet between. 

The three sections adjoining Arlington street on the avenue are 
just thirty-six feet apart each way. ‘Thus it will be seen, from 
the foregoing figures, that the comprehensive scheme of Messrs. 
Sargent & Olmsted is not designed for shade, for the present 
generation at least. 

To show how our opinions accord as to the selection of trees 
perhaps I cannot do better than to quote from my report of Noy. 
3, 1879): — 

‘*This variety of English elm, ‘ Ulmus Campestris,’ is not so 
commonly planted as it deserves to be, although it is superior, in 
many respects, for lawn and avenue decorations, from the fact that 
it leaves out early in the spring, and retains its fine, dark foliage 
until late in the autumn. 

‘Therefore I fully agree with all that the sub-committee of 
last year have said in commendation of the English elm for plant- 
ing on this avenue, and would recommend it as vastly superior to 
any other variety for this purpose. But it is well to know that the 
elm is comparatively a short-lived tree, and especially when planted 
in poor soil in a warm, dry climate. This is abundantly shown by 
the decay of the trees on the Tremont-street mall and elsewhere. 
It cannot be expected that trees planted in holes ten or twelve 
feet in diameter, or on on such dry gravel as composes the filling 
under Commonwealth avenue, will maintain their healthy condition 
for any length of time. The soil becomes filled with roots, and 
exhausted of nourishment, and, as in such a situation there is no 
accretion of soil by the decomposition of vegetable matter and 
falling leaves, as occurs in the natural forests, the healthy develop- 
ment of the tree is checked, etc.” And, again,— 

‘*Y would, also recommend that the lines of the trees be con- 
tinued, as on the older sections, but would suggest that they be 
planted about forty-five feet apart, so placing them that each tree 
will stand opposite the space between the others. This will give 
room for the full development of the trees, and yet afford that 
shade, which is so much desired on avenues of this kind, many 
years sooner than if a straight line was planted on each side, in 
the middle of the grass-plot. 


‘* To obtain these trees it is not necessary to send to England for 


them, as nursery-grown trees can be procured in American nurse- 
ries, ranging in size from one to three and a half inches in diameter, 
and at prices ranging from thirty cents to three dollars each.” 
Since my report was written, several gentlemen of culture 
and owners of property on the avenue have suggested to me the 
advisability of making a change in the method of arranging the 
trees, by planting the several sections with trees of different kinds.

but resembling each other as near as possible in size, shape, and 
manner of growth; but Ido not recommend the method, and still 
adhere to the recommendations in my report. 

This is a matter, however, for the consideration of your com- 
mittee. I mention it only at the request of many gentlemen who 
are interested in the ornamentation of Commonwealth avenue. 
Should your committee accede to their wish, I would then recom- 
mend the planting of the avenue with maples, whose beauty it is 
needless for me to dwell upon here. 

For the benefit of the tax-payers, and those having charge of 
the completion of the new sections of the avenue beyond West 
Chester park, I beg to quote, once more, from my report : — 

*¢'The unskilful manner in which this avenue has been made 
affords a good lesson to all who attempt the formation of artificial 
ground for cultivation; and as failures are sometimes quite as 
instructive as successes, this costly experiment in avenue-making 
may be the means of showing citizens, interested in such work, 
how to avoid failure in their operations.”

The cause of the present deficiency is mainly due to the in- 
crease in the cost. of mechanical labor, and the advance of 
material, which could not be foreseen when the appropriation 
was made. ‘There has also been work performed of an un- 
expected character, in many cases, which has helped to 
deplete the appropriation, notably that upon the Dearborn 
School-house, costing over $5,000. 

The committee would respectfully suggest that transfers 
could be made from completed work in their charge, namely : 
the Prince School-house, of $4,200; and the Tyler-street 
School-house, of $5,400. 

The work has been completed on both of these buildings, 
and the above balances remain. They would also suggest 
that the remainder of the deficiency can be taken from the 
appropriation for public buildings, should it be deemed 
requisite.

FREIGHT RAILWAY LOCATIONS, 


City SoOLiciTor’s OFFICE,

To the Honorable the City Council: — 


Pursuant to instructions to furnish a detailed statement of 
permits given by the city to any railroad to occupy any 
streets with rails intended for the passage of freight-cars, 
and also a statement of any acts passed by the Legislature 
authorizing or regulating such permits or such freight traffic, 
I report that acts of the Legislature have been passed and 
permits have been given by the city for the purposes named, 
as follows : —* 

1. .Act of 1862, Chap. 117, authorized the East Boston 
Wharf Company to connect its wharves and docks with the 
rails of the Eastern Railroad. Under this act said company 
was authorized by the Board of Aldermen, June 17, 1862, 
to construct and maintain a single track across Lewis street, 
and in Webster street, to connect with the tracks of the 
Eastern and Grand Junction Railroads. 

2. Acts of 1866, Chap. 267, incorporated the Commercial 
Freight Railway Company, and authorized the construction 
of a railway for freight only, commencing at some convenient — 
point or points at or near the Boston & Lowell freight sta- 
tions in Lowell and Minot streets, and thence upon and over 
Lowell, Causeway, and Commercial streets, to such wharves 
and warehouses northerly of the southerly side of Union 
wharf as said corporation shall from time to time determine. 

Under this act a location was granted by the city, Dec. 4, 
1866, which is fully set forth on pages 234 and 235 of the 
volume entitled “ Boston Street Railways,” prepared by Mr. 
‘McCleary, City Clerk, and printed by the city in 1869. 

8. Acts of 1867, Chap. 31, authorized the Fitchburg Rail- 
road Company to extend the location of its road in Boston 
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in a southerly direction to Causeway street, and there to— 
connect with the track of the Commercial Freight Railway 
Company. 

Under this act a location was given by the Board of Al-. 
dermen, Nov. 29, 1867, on Haverhill street, adjacent and 
parallel to the sidew alk on the southerly side of the passen- 
ger depot of said company; also a curved track from the 
Fitchburg R.R., on Haverhill street, to the track to be laid 
down by the Marginal Freight Railway Company on Cause- 
way street. 

4. Acts of 1867, Chap. 170, incorporated the Marginal 
Freight Railway Company, with authority to construct a 
railway commencing at the Boston & Worcester tracks, and 
at the Old Colony tracks, thence through and over streets, 
including Federal, Commercial, Causeway, Andover, and 
Minot streets, to a connection with the freight tracks of the - 
Boston & Lowell R.R. 

Under this act a location was given by the Board of 
Aldermen, Sept. 28, 1868, in Lincoln, Tufts, East, Cove, 
Beach, Federal, Broad, India, the street east of the Custom 
House, Commercial, Causeway, Andover, Minot, and Lowell 
streets. The act was repealed by Chapter 342 of the Acts 
of 1872. 

5. Permission was given by the Board of Aldermen, Aug. 
26, 1867, to the Boston & Worcester R. R., to lay dows an 
additional track across Lehigh street ; also to lay down a 
track across South street, 130 feet westerly of Oak street. 

6. Acts of 1868, Chap. 97, incorporated the Albany-street | 
Freight Railway Company, and authorized a freight  rail- 
way commencing at the city stables on Albany street, thence 
_ through Albany and Lehigh to a connection with the tracks 
of the Boston & Albany R.R.; also to continue their tracks: 
~ on Lehigh and South streets to a connection with the tracks 
of the Old Colony & Newport R.R.; also to extend their 
tracks from the city stables southward upon Albany street 
_ to such distance as the Board of Aldermen may from time to 
time permit. Under this act permission was given by the 
Board of Aldermen, Feb. 1, 1869, to lay down a single track 
on Albany street from East Brookline street to Hampden 
street, with the right from time to time to lay down branch 
_ tracks to any wharf adjacent to Albany street as the Com- 
mittee on Paving may deem expedient. 

7. Acts of 1868, Chap. 175, incorporated the South Boston 
Freight Railway Co., with powers to build and maintain a 
freight railway commencing on the easterly end of First 
street, thence through First ‘to I, thence through I to Second, 
ahence: through Second to Dorchester, thence across Dor- 
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chester to First, thence through First to Federal, thence 
across Federal street, Foundry str eet, and the square between 
said street and avenue to land of the Old Colony R.R., thence 
to connect with tracks of said railroad, and with the right to 
connect with the tracks of the Boston, Hartford, & Erie R.R. ; 


also commencing at the junction of First and Granite streets, 


thence through Granite street to Mt. Washington avenue, 
thence through Mt. Washington avenue to Federal street, 
and thence on Federal street to East street, there to connect ~ 
with the tracks of the Marginal Freight R.R. Co. 

Under this act, rules and regulations governing the con- 
struction of the tracks of said company were adopted by the 
Board of Aldermen, June 2, 1868. 

8. Act of 1869, Chap. 105, authorized the Glendon Freight 
Railroad, so called, to build a freight railway, to commence 
at a point on Bremen street, at the Eastern R.R., thence 
across land of the East Boston Co., thence across Chelsea 
street to Eagle street, thence along Eagle street to the 
Glendon Rolling Mill. wharf, the cars to be run by horse- 
power only, unless the use of other motive power shall be — 
sanctioned by the Board of Aldermen. Under this act the 
Board of Aldermen prescribed rules for the construction of 
the tracks of said railroad, March 29, 1869. 

9. Acts of 1872, Chap. 342, incorporated the Union Freight 
R.R. Co., for the purpose of constructing and maintaining 
a freight railway between the terminal points of the several 
steam railroads entering Boston, and extending in and 
through such portions of the following streets as may be 
necessary for that purpose, namely: Lowell, Brighton, 
Causeway, Minot, Nashua, Commercial, Prince, Hanover, 
Fleet, India, Broad, Atlantic avenue, Federal, Kneeland, 
Cove, Lincoln, and Eliot streets, and upon and over such 
streets as the Board of Aldermen may from time to time 
determine. This act repealed Chap. 170 of the Acts of 1867, 
incorporating the Marginal Freight R.R. Co. 

Under this act the Board of Aldermen have granted 
locations as follows: F%rst, Aug. 26, 1872, in Lowell, 
Brighton, Causeway, Minot, Nashua, Gonilareial: pike. 
Hanover, Fleet, India, Broad, Atlantic avenue, Federal, 
Cove, Lincoln, and Kneeland streets, easterly of Lincoln 
street, and to connect in some convenient way with the 
tracks of the steam railroads on said prescribed location. 

Second, Dec. 2, 14872, to lay down a single track from 
their present tracks on Commercial street, at the junction 
of Eastern avenue, upon and over said Eastern avenue., 

Third. December 10, 1877, to lay down a curved track 
from its track on Commercial street to Union wharf. 
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Fourth. March 13, 1878, to lay two curved tracks from 
_ its track on Commercial street to Constitution wharf. The 


acts and locations above referred to have been collected by 
. Mr. McCleary, City Clerk, and printed by the city in two 
volumes, entitled “Boston Street Railways.” Since the 
publication of the second volume, in 1879, the following loca- 
tions have been granted by the city : — .

In Boarp or ALDERMEN, Dec. 26, 1882. 


The Special Committee of the Board of Aldermen ap- 
pointed to visit the Jail and other houses of detention within 
the County of Suffolk, and to make the examinations and 
inspection required by law, soepegatnh submit their second 
semi-annual report. 


MARCELLA-STREET HoME. 


The committee visited tlfis institution on Dec. 7, 1882. 
On that date the number of sentenced children was 190, of 
which 134 were boys and 56 were girls. 

The several schools which were in session, the dormitories, 
and the hospital, which contained but two or three light cases 
of illness, were visited by the committee ; and all were found 
to be in excellent condition. 

The new building, for the accommodation of the female 
pauper and neglected children, is now fully occupied. The 
fences enclosing the additional room to be used as a play- 
ground for the children were nearly completed 

The children have now most excellent and comfortable ac- 
commodations, and of all the institutions of the city supported 


by the public there is probably none which produces richer 
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results, or which saves so many children from lives of wretch- 
edness, misery, and crime. 

The disorders of ringworm and ophthalmia, once.so preva- 
lent, have almost wholly disappeared. 


Lunatic Hospirau. 


The committee visited this institution on the 7th inst., at 
which time the number of inmates was 187, of whom 90 were 
males, and 97 females. 

The committee were exceedingly gratified to find that, 
owing to the generous appropriation of the City Council this 
year, the wings of the hospital have been extended, to provide 
the much-needed and commodious dining-rooms for the pa- 
tients. 

These wings are nearly completed. When furnished as they 
should be, and when the corridors and halls of the main 
building shall have been repaired, a great improvement may 
be looked for in the comfort, security, and happiness of the 
patients. 

The steam-heating apparatus, with its best improvements, 
has already been introduced, and the halls of all the stories 
are now thoroughly warmed, —a result hitherto Ba een \ to 
be accomplished. 

The able superintendent of this hospital and his assistant 
appear to be devoted to their unfortunate wards, and they 
strive to do all in their power to comfort and cheer them. 


Housk OF CORRECTION. 


This admirably managed institution was also visited on the 
7th inst., and was inspected in its various departments. 

The shops were well filled with operatives; every man 
able to work was engaged in some employment. Upon in- 
quiry of many of the convicts, they all stated that they had 
everything in the way of clothing, comfort, and food which 
they could reasonably expect. No fault was found by any one 
with his treatment or his rations. 

With the completion of the new house for the master, 
suitable guard-room can be constructed in the prison building, 
which will bring both the male and female prisons under con- 
stant view by day and night, which is very desirable. 


J ATL A 


The committee visited this prison on the 8th inst., and 
ave the building and prisoners a thorough inspection. — 
Though the day was very cold, Viet the building, with its 
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large and high areas, was very comfortable throughout, and 
the air was quite pure and good. 

The number of inmates of the cells, including many who 
are awaiting trial, also one witness and two debtors, was 127. 

The committee conversed with many of the prisoners, apart 
from the jailer, and they universally spoke well of their 
treatment and food. The rations and their materials were 
examined by the committee, and were found to be excellent , 
and satisfactory. 

Two wounded prisoners— one suffering with a broken leg, 
and the other from the effects of a pistol-shot — were espe- 
cially examined by the committee, who were satisfied that 
proper surgical attention and the requisite care were bestowed 
upon them. 

No inmates of this jail need suffer for want of interest in 
their condition, or of sympathy for their unfortunate posi- 
tion; for the more friendless they appear, the more is the 
personal regard and attention which the sheriff and his fam- 
ily bestow upon them. 


Hovusks oF INpUsTRY AND REFORMATION. 


These houses of detention were examined by the committee 
on the 8th inst. 
The number of inmates was —

A number nearly one hundred greater than was in those 
institutions in June last. | 

The truant children were well clothed, and appeared neat, 
clean, and happy. The committee attended the schools which 
were in session, where the attendance was more regular and 
compulsory than in the schools in the city, which they so 
persistently avoided. 

The male and female adult prisoners were all engaged in | 
work of some kind. All were employed. — 

The increase in the number of male prisoners sentenced to 
the House of Industry has so burdened the ‘already over- 
crowded dormitories in each story of this building that the 
beds are not only too closely ranged together, but Tar ge num- 
bers of mattresses are spread nightly upon the aisles, or 
floors, between the rows of beds,—a condition of affairs 
which ought not, for various considerations, to be tolerated. 

Upon inquiry of the superintendent, it appeared that no 
other plan could be adopted under his present limitations. 
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In view of this fact there is no longer any doubt but that 
this wing of the building should be extended. 

Built thir ty years ago, when the population of the city, 
before its various annexations, was vastly less than it is now, 
the House of Industry is not large enough to meet the de- 
mands made upon it by our present needs. 

The committee feel that they will not fulfil their duties as 
Inspectors unless they urge that immediate steps be taken 
to relieve the crowded condition of the male prisoners’ dor- 
mitories. 

To say nothing of the injury to their health, or of the 
danger in case of fire, this crowded condition of the dormi- 
tories, with beds touching each other, and with mattresses in 
the aisles, permits such communication at night between the 
prisoners as should not by any means be allowed. 

This state of affairs calls loudly for relief, and with our 
rapidly increasing population more and better accommodations 
in this department are imperatively needed. 

Appended to this report will be found the usual statistics 
_ furnished by the several superintendents.

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The general health of the institution has been good during the 
past six months. No deaths have taken place since my last report, 
and it gives me pleasure to state that there has been no contagious 
or epidemic disease to be reported. 

The discipline has been kept. up to the standard of former years, 
and no change has been introduced. My constant aim has been to 
be firm in enforcing obedience, but to avoid harshness and severity. 

All the prisoners who are able to work, and who are not required 
for necessary employment about the prisons, racks and garden, 
have been steadily occupied in the manufacture of clothing.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND AN ORDINANCE RELATING TO 
BRIDGES. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : — 
Section 1. Section 3 of the ordinance relating to bridges 

is hereby repealed, and the following enacted in place 

thereof: o | 
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Sror. 3. Each superintendent shall take charge, by night 
and by day, of the bridge of which he is the superintendent, 
and shall cause the draw thereof to be opened at all times, 
when required, for the free passage of vessels that are moving 
with the tide; and, after a vessel has passed, shall cause the 
draw to be closed with all possible expedition, not permitting 
more than one vessel and the tow-boat accompanying it to 
pass at any one opening of the draw, unless the bridge has 
two passage-ways for vessels, in which case he may permit 
one vessel, together with the tow-boat accompanying it, to 
pass at the same time through each passage-way ; when, while 
the draw is open, the bridge is free from persons desiring to 
pass, he may use his discretion as to the number of vessels 
that he will permit to pass prior to the closing of the draw. 
He may also, in his discretion, permit a vessel to pass through 
the draw against the tide, when the wind is favorable. Before 
opening the draw each superintendent shall close the road 
gates. Each superintendent shall see that the bridge of 
which he is the superintendent, and the abutments and 
wharves connected therewith, are at all times in a safe and 
satisfactory condition, and free from all incumbrances; that _ 
the lamps thereon are well lighted, the railing and planks in 
good order, and, in winter, the snow and ice removed from 
the sidewalks. Each superintendent shall, however, be sub- 
ject, at all times, to the authority, control, and direction of 
the board of aldermen, relative to the duties hereinbefore 
expressed, and also relative to any other duties respecting 
said bridges and wharves and the abutments connected there- 
with, which the said board may from time to time order and 
prescribe, and he shall keep a true record of. the number of 
vessels passing the bridge, in which he shall specify the name 
and rig of each vessel, and the time of the day or night when 
each passed. 


Sror. 2. Said ordinance is further amended by inserting,

Sxcr. 5. The city engineer shall, under the directions of 
the committee having the subject of bridges in charge, take 
the general supervision of all repairs, additions, or other work 
that may be ordered, or authorized by the committee ; and 
the several superintendents of bridges shall be subject to 
his control in matters relating to the maintenance of the 
bridges and appertaining structures. 

Srcr. 6. . Every master of a vessel applying to pass a™ 
bridge shall, if required to do so, give the superintendent 
thereof a true report of his vessel’s name, her extreme width _ 
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and draught of water; he shall be governed by the superin- 
tendent as to priority of right when two or more vessels 
apply to pass at the same time, and he shall so place his 
warping lines, anchors, or cables, as neither to interfere with 
other vessels nor obstruct the bridge, except as he may be 
authorized by the superintendent, and he shall make use of 
the apparatus for warping vessels through the bridge, where 
such apparatus is provided, if directed to do so-by the super- 
intendent.

COMMONWEALTH AVENUE TO CHESTNUT- 


HILL RESERVOIR. 


OFFICE OF THE BoARD OF STREET COMMISSIONERS, 
City Hau, Boston, Dec. 14, 1882. 


To the Honorable City Council : — 


In compliance with the order of the City Council, approved 
June 13, 1882, calling upon this board to report upon the 


expediency of extending Commonwealth avenue from its. 


present terminus to Chestnut-Hill Reservoir, and to submit 
an estimate of the cost of such extension, the Board estimate 
that said extension on the line of Brighton avenue to Malvern 
street, widening that part of Brighton avenue to two hundred 
feet, would cost two hundred and sixty thousand dollars for 
land damages; and that the further extension from Brighton 
avenue to Chestnut-Hill Reservoir, at a width of two hun- 
dred feet, based upon information given to the Board by the 
proprietors of the land, many of whom, owning by far the 
larger part of the land to be taken, would give the necessary 
land, and upon careful estimate of the smaller estates to be 


taken, would be fifty-five thousand dollars ; making the total — 


cost of the entire extension of Commonwealth avenue, be- 
tween the two points specified in the order, three hundred 
and fifteen thousand dollars. 

The proposed extension would make a Heeiable opening 
through a valuable territory in Brighton, and would furnish 
an avenue from the heart of the city to its western extremity 
of unequalled beauty and convenience. From the represen- 
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tations of many influential citizens of the Brighton District, 
the Board is led to believe that the section of the proposed 
avenue from Brighton avenue to Chestnut-Hill Reservoir 
would be regarded by the citizens of that part of the city as a 
very useful, ornamental, and acceptable substitute for a park 
_ in Brighton. This section of the new avenue would comprise 
about forty-one acres, and the tract required for widening 
Brighton avenue would be about twenty-five acres. 
The Board is of: the opinion that it would be expedient for

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AN ORDINANCE 


FOR THE 


REGULATION OF PLUMBING, 


Be it ordained by the a Council of the City of Boston 
as follows : — 


Section 1. No person shall carry on the vets of 
plumbing who shall not have first registered his name and 
address in the office of the Inspector of Buildings; and 
notice of any change in the address of a registered plumber 
shall be immediately given to said Inspector. 

Sect. 2. Every plumber shall, before constructing new 
work or extending or altering old work (except repairing 
leaks), file at the office of the Inspector of Buildings, upon 
blanks to be provided for the purpose, a notice of the work 
to be performed; and no such work shall be done in any 
building without the approval of said Inspector. , 

Sect. 3. Every house or building shal] be separately and 
independently connected with the public sewer, when such 
sewer is provided. 

Snort. 4. All house-drains and soil-pipes shall be of iron 
and shall be securely ironed to walls; provided, however, 
in cases where it is impracticable to run said pipes on walls, 
they may be laid in trenches of uniform grade, or suspended 
to floor timbers by strong iron hangers. All changes in 
direction must be made with curved pipes, and all connec- 
tions with horizontal pipes to be made with Y branches. 
House-drains shall be run at least three feet outside of house 
walls. At the end of the house-drain a running trap shall 
be placed with an accessible clean-out on each side. Every 
house-drain shall be provided with a four-inch fresh air inlet 
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on the house side of the trap, with a four-inch pipe extend- 
ing therefrom to the external air and terminating at a point 
not less than three feet above the ground, as the Inspector 
of Buildings may direct. All soil-pipes shall be carried out 
through the roof, undiminished in size, to such height as may 
be directed by the Inspector of Buildings ; provided, how- 
ever, that no soil-pipe shall extend a less distance than two 
feet ‘above the roof of any building. 

Srecr. 5. When rain-water leaders connect with soil or 


drain pipes, deep traps shall be placed on said leaders; and ~ 


in no case shall such leaders be connected outside of the 
main trap. 

Sror. 6. No brick, sheet-metal, or earthen-ware flue shall 
be used for a sewer, soil, or waste-pipe ventilator, nor shall 
any chimney-fiue be used for such purposes. 

Secr. 7. All iron pipes shall be coated inside and out 


with coal-tar pitch, applied hot, or some equivalent sub- — 


stance. All joints shall be run with molten lead and 
thoroughly calked and made tight, and no paint nor putty 


shall be used on said joints. All connections of lead with 


iron shall be made with brass ferrules, properly soldered and 
calked to the iron. 

Ssor. 8. Every sink, basin, bath-tub, water-closet, and 
each set of trays, together with every fixture having a waste- 
pipe, shall be furnished with a trap which shall be placed as 
near as practicable to the fixture that it serves. Every trap 
shall be protected from syphonage or air pressure by a 
special air-pipe of not less than one and one-half inch bore. 
The air-pipe for water-closet traps shall be not less than two- 


inch bore for not more than thirty feet ; for more than thirty 


feet it shall be not less than three-inch bore. All such air- 
pipes shall be not less than four-inch bore where the same 
pass through the roof. When practicable two or more air- 
pipes may be connected together or with a soil-pipe; but in 
-every case such connections shall be above the top fixture ; 
and all air-pipes shall be run as direct as practicable. 

Srecr. 9. All drip or overflow pipes from safes under 
water-closets and other fixtures, or from tanks or cisterns, 
shall be run to some conspicuous point, and in no case shall 
any such pipe be connected with a drain, waste-pipe, or soil- 
pipe. 

Sect. 10. No waste-pipe from a refrigerator or other 
receptacle in which provisions are stored shall be connected 
with a drain, soil-pipe, or other waste-pipe, unless it is pro- 
vided with a trap, suitably ventilated, and in every case there 
shall be an open tray between the trap and refrigerator. 
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Sect. 11. Every water-closet, or one line of water- 
closets on the same floor, shall be supplied with water from 

a special tank or cistern. 

Secor. 12. No pipes or other fixtures shall be covered or 
concealed from view in any way until after the work has 
been examined by the Inspector of Buildings; and said in- 
spector shall be notified by the plumber when the work is 
sufficiently advanced for inspection. 

Sect. 13. All work in new buildings shall be tested by 
the Inspector of Buildings with the peppermint test, and, in 
case the work does not stand the test, the water shall be 
turned off from the building and not again let on until the 
plumbing has been pronounced satisfactory by the Inspector 
of Buildings. 

Secr. 14. Whoever violates any provision of this ordi- 
nance shall be liable to a penalty of not less than twenty 
dollars, nor more than fifty dollars, for each offence.

Every master ofa vessel applying to pass a 
bridge shall, if required to do so, give the superintendent 
thereof a true report of his vessel’s name, her extreme width 
and draught of water; he shall be governed by the superin- 
tendent as to priority of right when two or more vessels 
apply to pass at the same time, and he shall so place his 
warping-lines, anchors, or cables, as neither to interfere with 
other vessels nor obstruct the bridge, except as he may be 
authorized by the superintendent ; and he shall make use of ~ 
the apparatus for warping vessels through the bridge, where 
such apparatus is provided, if directed to do so by the super- 
intendent. 

Secor. 7. No person shall allow any vessel under his 
charge to pass through the draw of any bridge without the 
consent of the superintendent of said bridge. 

Sect. 8. No person shall remain inside the road gates 
while they are closed; and no person shall enter or remain 
_upon any pier, wharf, fender, or other appurtenance of any 
bridge, without the consent of the superintendent thereof. 

Sect. 9. Any person obstructing the superintendent of 
a bridge in the performance of his duty, or violating any of 
the provisions of Sections 6, 7, and 8, of this ordinance, 
shall, upon conviction thereof, pay a fine of not more than 
fifty dollars.

On motion of Mr. Morsz, seconded by Mr. Mar- 
SHALL, the following Resolution was passed, the 
question being put by the Clerk, and the members 
rising in their places and voting therefor: — 


Resolved, That the thanks of the members of the Common Council of 
the City of Boston for the year 1882 are hereby extended to their Presi- 
dent, Charles E. Pratt, Esq., for the ability, fidelity, and unvarying im- 
partiality with which he has performed the duties of his office, and that 
they hereby desire to express their earnest wishes for his future pros- 
perity and welfare. 


To this Resolution of Thanks the President made 
reply as follows: — 


Gentlemen of the Common Council: — You are presently 
to close your current year of official labors here, and I am to 
drop the gavel for the last time in this hall. As Bacon 
wrote of death, so I say of departure hence: “I mourn not 
for that end which must be, nor spend one wish to have one 
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minute added to the uncertain date of my years ” — in office. 
I am conscious of sincere endeavors to do well, as a council- 
man with you, for the city, and, as your presiding servant, 
for you; I am also conscious of errors and shortcomings on 
both hands. And now, for your considerate kindness in 
aiding me on the one hand and bearing with me on the other, 
I thank you each and all. 

Our full number has been broken but once by death, when, 
early in the sheen valued and loved associate, Mr. Har- 
ding, of Ward 38, was suddenly and sadly taken from us ; 
ad. but twice by resignations, when Mr. Morrison, of Ward 
23, our “senior mene’ and Mr. Rogers, of Ward 22, left 
our sides for other posts of duty to the city. 

In the discharge of our duties here we have been prompt 
in the despatch of a large amount of business, and kept mat- 
ters so well in advance that we were able to take the lately 
unusual summer vacation from the middle of July to the 
middle of September without interruption. 

If, in referring to the year’s work of the City Government — 
of 1882, in which we have taken our proper part, I have to 
characterize it as a careful, conservative, comparatively un- 
eventful one, without the inception or completion of works 
of great magnitude, or the erection of monuments that might 
be hereafter ambiguously credited to our wisdom or our folly, 
that should not be altogether unsatisfactory. It is something 
to have kept the fences in order, to have kept the depart- 
ments and machinery running well, and to have creditably 
carried on the work laid out in previous years. 

The matters acted upon by us this year comprise an addi- 
tion of $1,500,000 to the fund for carrying out the plan for 
impr oved sewerage, the appropriation of $400,000 for widen- 
ing Warren Bridge, $150,000 for additional land for a Public 
Library site, $100, 000 for Dartmouth square, and divers 
smaller sums for the erection or alteration of school-houses, 
etc. The restoration of the Old State House has been com- 
pleted, a branch library at the North End established, and 
something to aid in carrying out the contemplated park im- 
provements has been done, without involving any additional 
expenditure of money. 

Although our annual appropriations and tax levy were 
larger this year than those of last, it is not from our extrava- 
gance, nor did it arise from our original action. The amount 
| ne public debt authorized in 1881 was $2,449,000, and that 
authorized in 1882 has been but $2,000,000,—a decrease of 
$449,000. The total expenditures Ann January to Decem- 
ber were, in 1881, $13,348,310, and in 1882, $15,451,506, — 
an increase of $2,103,195. But, as before said, this increase 
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is largely due to matters of expense begun or authorized in 
previous years. 

We have, however, recognizing the change in the times 
and the increased cost of living, advanced the wages of 
Jaborers and employees and the salaries of officers and clerks ; 
and this has contributed largely to the showing of our in- 
creased expenditures. 

In my remarks to you, when you did me the honor of an 
election to this place, I suggested what was doubtless the 
thought of you all, that “the good Councilman will bear in 
mind that every dollar of our appropriations is a compulsory 
action, and was earned by the toil and worry of our fellow- 
citizens.” 

I believe that you have kept this idea in mind through the 
year; and, as a test of it I have referred to the contingent 
funds, which reveal pretty well the carefulness or laxity of 
the City Council in the matter of expenditures. I take only 
eleven months in each year—January to November, in- 
clusive — because the December account is not yet obtainable 
in full, and I find the comparison as follows : —

This large reduction in the aggregate expenses charged to 
the four contingent funds, and “the reduction of fifteen per 
cent. in those of the Common Council and twenty per cent. 
in those of joint committees, are noticeable in your favor; 
because they show that whilst you have been willing to 
appreciate the services of tried and faithful servants of the 
city, not only by retaining them in their well-filled offices, 
but also by making unequal salaries in some instances more 
adequate, and to pay the laborer the hire he is worthy of, 
you have been careful in the minor expenses, where curtail- 
ment affected you personally. 

Perhaps one other important work which you have had in 
hand during the year would deserve more extended considera- 
tion than mere mention, had it not so lately received a large 
share of your attention, and prolonged the session this after- 
noon. ‘The revision of the ordinances, —its final passage 
has been our last considerable endeavor, and its preparation 
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and completion has been one of the most inpornay and 
creditable labors of the year. 

I must, however, at the end of this long session hasten to 
be brief. I cannot leave this chair without a grateful 
acknowledgment of the patient, courteous, unobtrusive, and 
unremitting faithfulness in the discharge of their Rtitare and 
in aid and "kindness to me, of our able and efficient Clerk of 
the Council and City Messenger. For the former you have 
had the pleasure of joining in a fitting testimonial to his forty 


- years’ continuous faithfulness in office. I refer first and par- 


ticularly to these two officers, and my thanks extend to their 
faithful assistants, because they are more constantly and im- 
mediately in our service. I should speak as warmly of our 
devoted Clerk of Committees and of other able and efficient 
officers in City Hall, upon whom any President of the 
Council and any member of the Council must often rely for 
aid and suggestion in his own part of the city service. 

Gentlemen, with many of you there is the deserved and 
fortunate call to further service of the city, either in this 
branch of the government or another; and with many others 
of us this is the end of our stewardship, and we go out from 
here to private life — as sovereigns, instead of servants., To 
those who return and those who 1 retire, I join in the warmest 
wishes for success and happiness, and return again and again 
my sincere thanks.

In Board oF ALDERMEN, Dec. 30, 1882. 


After the business of the Board had been accom- 
plished, Alderman Woo.u.ey offered the following : — 


Resolved, That the thanks of this Board are due, and they are hereby 
tendered to Alderman SOLOMON B. STEBBINS for the admirable manner 
in which he has discharged the duties of chairman during the present 
year. By his industry and promptness the public business has been 
greatly expedited; while his thorough familiarity with the operations 
and functions of the several departments of the City Government, and 
his extensive knowledge of precedents and of legislation on important 
topics, have contributed greatly to the proper disposition of the business 
of the Board. - 

Upon his retirement from office his associates wish him many years 
of health, happiness, and prosperity. 


The question on the passage of the resolution was 
put by the City Clerk, and it was unanimously adopted 
by a rising: vote. 

In response to the resolution Alderman STEBBINS 
spoke as follows: — © 


Gentlemen of the Board of Aldermen, —I gratefully ap- 
preciate your. felicitous and generous expression of good- 
will, and acknowledge the courtesy which you have uniformly 
extended to me as chairman of the Board. The record of 
our municipal year is now about to close, and the pleasant 
official relations will give place, let us hope, to friendships 
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of amore enduring nature. The few matters of unfinished 
business referred to the next City Council bear testimony to 
the fidelity with which you have ,discharged your official 
duties. A large increase in the State tax, and the necessity 
for greater appropriations for the principal departments of 
our government, led to an increase in the tax-rate. While 
it is true that the immediate responsibility for this increase 
rests with the City Council, it is also true that the members 
of our City Government are, in a large degree, guided in 
their action by the tax-payers themselves, who so readily 
indorse petitions demanding great public improvements. 
The citizens of Boston have always taken a just pride in the 
reputation of their city for cleanliness, well paved and lighted 
streets, handsome public grounds, no less than in the high 
character of her public schools and institutions. To main- 
tain this reputation adequate appropriations are required. 

The special public works now being constructed are the — 
system of improved sewerage, an additional reservoir for the 
Sudbury-river water supply, and:the improvement of the 
channel of Stony brook; to which may properly be added 
the Back-Bay park. For the construction of the system of | 
improved sewerage there has been appropriated $5,253,000. 
Of this sum there. has been expended during the year 
$992,143.39, and to this date $3,389,104.07. The Stony- 
brook improvement, in the West Roxbury District, has cost 
to date $252,382.92, and it is not improbable that an addi- 
tional appropriation will be required during the coming year. 
The Back-Bay park has cost to*this date, for land, $444,- 
074.79; for filling, $625,653.27. The next City Council 
will have several needed public improvements to consider 
and carry forward, — the rebuilding and relocating of Warren 
bridge being the most important, for which a loan of 
$400,000 has been authorized. 

Among the urgent street improvements which have engaged 
the attention of the Street Commissioners may be mentioned 
the bridging of Beacon street and Brookline avenue over 
the Boston & Albany Railroad, the extension of Common- 


wealth avenue to Brighton, the laying out of Humboldt 


avenue in Roxbury, and the construction of Ninth street in 
South Boston. The report of the Joint Committee on Public 
Institutions, favoring the purchase of Long Island, in Bos- 
ton Harbor, for the purpose of locating thereon several of the 
institutions of the city, will also engage the attention of our 
successors in Office. 

In this connection I desire to suggest that, in my judg- 
ment, the time has arrived when the public institutions of 
our city should be placed under a more permanent manage- 
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ment, which shall secure, possibly, a greater economy of 
administration and the correction of abuses. The readiness 
with which passes to visit the city institutions in the harbor 
ean be procured has led to a gross abuse of the privilege, 
the steamer used for the conveying of prisoners being now 
constantly patronized as a favorite excursion boat. Indeed, 
it is stated that a discharged inmate of Deer Island recently 
procured a-permit to visit the island, and the official who had 
an oversight of this man while an inmate was obliged to 
conduct him as a visitor on a tour of inspection through the 
buildings. 

During my service as a member of this Board important 
changes have taken place in the method of administering the 
functions of our government. The public health has been 
promoted by investing an independent Board with great 
power, to be exercised in case of an emergency. 

The reorganization of the Fire Department has greatly in- 
creased its efficiency, and secured greater protection to the 
property of our city. The commission created in 1878 for 
the management of the Police Department was a reform de- 
manded by the highest interests of our city, and the changes 
made during the present year in the membership of this com- 
mission have been almost univer sally approved, and the pub- 
lic confidence in this department greatly restored. 

Another highly important change made in our government 
was the separation, in 1875, of the office of City Collector 
from that of City Treasurer. After the death of the then 
treasurer and collector in that year, it was found, upon a 
careful examination of the affairs of that office, that it had 
not been properly administered ; that large sums had been lost 
to the city through negligence to enforce liens and payments. 
The result of the investigation led to the separation referred 
to,and the present Collector was chosen to the new office then - 
established. The wisdom of the change will be apparent 
when it is stated that the Auditor’s report shows that when 
the separation of the offices took place there was due the 
city for sidewalk and edgestone assessments for the six 
previous years the sum of $47,413, as follows: 1869, 
$5,281; 1870, $17,925 ; 1871, $9,720; 1872, $6,547; 1873, 
$1,258; 1874, $6,682. For the six years following the un- 
paid assessments amount to only $154.75. The unpaid sewer 
assessments from 1869 to 1874 amounted to $31,200, while 
for the six succeeding years there is only due $8,452, of 
which $5,870 is in suit before the courts. The report of the 
Committee on the Treasury submitted to the City Council 
in 1875 shows that there was due the city for taxes on per- 
sonal estate from 1869 to 1873 the sum of $206,970, while 
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for the last five years there remains uncollected for similar 
taxes only $36,208. These facts are significant, and make » 
plain not only the necessity which existed for the creation 
of the separate office of City Collector, but also the fidelity 
of the gentleman who has administered its affairs since it was 
established. 

The question of the erection of a new building for the 
Public Library has engaged the attention of the City Coun- 
cil and the Trustees.of the Library during the past two years, 
the present building being entirely inadequate for the main 
library. The proposition of a member of the City Council 
to remodel the English High School building for a library 
building is not favored by the Library Trustees. The true 
solution of the problem, it seems to me, will only be found 
in accepting the land given for that purpose by the Common- 
wealth and making a small appropriation the coming year for 
the commencement of the foundations of the new structure. 

The net debt of the city, Dec. 31, 1881, was $24,248,046.60. 
The net debt to-day is $24,381,025.02, showing an increase 
during the year of $132,978.42 ; caused principally by a tem- 
porary loan for needed school-houses. The loans authorized, 
but not issued, amount to $3,298,500, as follows : —

The near completion of the Back-Bay park will be a 
, source of gratification to all, establishing, as it does, the 
character of the territory in that vicinity, and an additional 
pleasure-ground for the people, within reasonable walking 
distance from the more thickly settled portions of our city. 
The magnificence of our Public Garden during the past two 
years has elicited the warmest praise from our own citizens, 
and secured for our city the favorable notice of visitors from 
abroad, who are familiar with the beautiful pleasure-grounds 
of their own countries. No appropriation made by the City - 
Council carries to the hearts and homes of our people so 
much pleasure as that made for the care of the Common, 
Public Garden, and other public squares. 
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The purity of the water supply of our city is now being 
investigated by a commission appointed by His Honor the 
Mayor. ‘The findings of these gentlemen will be looked for 
with no ordinary interest. That immediate measures should 
be taken to divert the sewage of Natick, which now flows 
through Pegan brook into Lake Cochituate, is evident, as 
well as that of Framingham and other towns, which endangers 
the purity of the water of Sudbury river. 

The increase of our population, the rapid growth of the 
suburban districts, the overcrowded condition of our streets, 
have forced upon the attention of every member of this 
Board the problem of providing a remedy for the blockades 
and detention to the public travel. That the limit to the 
number of horse-cars in the central portion of the city has 
long since been reached is self-evident. It remains for the 
Legislature of the State, and for our successors, to examine 
other methods of conveyance than those now in use, for the 
purpose of providing for the more rapid conveyance of the 
public. 

The recent visit of the President of the United States to 
Massachusetts gave the city an opportunity to join with the 
State in extending the hospitalities and courtesies due to the 
distinguished visitor. ‘This visit gave great pleasure to our 
citizens, and will remain one of the most agreeable events of 
‘the year. , | 

The corporation of the City of Boston is composed of all 
the inhabitants of the city. The functions of this corporation 
are few in number, and are derived solely from the Legislature 
of the State. They relate to the public health, the care of 
the poor, the education of the people, the public travel, and 
the protection of the lives and property of the people. The 
affairs of the corporation are managed by the City Council as 
a Board of Trustees, and should be conducted the same as 
those of other corporations, and not in the interest of any 
political party. Most fortunate has it been for the good 
name of the city that the chief executive officers of the several 
departments of the government have been selected, not for 
their political faith, but rather for their integrity and ability 
to serve the corporation. I cannot believe the time has ar- 
rived when an intelligent City Council will adopt any other 
course in the selection of our department officials than that 
which has retained the services of men who have by their 
integrity brought renown upon our city. In closing these 
few suggestions let me call the attention of the citizens of 
Boston to a danger requiring a prompt remedy. 

Article III. of the amendments to the Constitution of the 
State provides among other qualifications for voting that any 
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male citizen “who shall have paid by himself or his parent, 
master or guardian, any State or county tax, which shall, 
within two years next preceding an election, have been assessed 
upon him, and is otherwise qualified, shall be entitled to 
vote.” Under the provision of this clause there has sprung 
up within the past few years the practice of candidates for 
office paying divided tax-bills for the purpose of securing 
control, at a small price, of voters and their votes. I find, 
upon examination of records in the Assessors’ office, that the 
taxes so divided and paid prior to our last State election 
reached the great number of 11,348, divided principally 
among the following wards of our city: Ward 2, 794; 6, 
$073 7,906; 8, 908; 12, 833; 13, 1,097; 14, 505;.15, 583); 
16, 658; 19, 797; 20, 542; 22, 388, and smaller numbers in 
other wards. The division of these bills was asked for, not 
by the voters themselves, but by political agents in each 
ward, and the partial payment required by the Constitution 
was paid from a political fund contributed for that purpose. 
Do members of this Board, do the citizens of Boston, realize 
that a candidate or business interest paying this large number 
of tax-bills secures an almost equal number of voters to do 
their bidding? ‘This statement, for the first time made public, 
will show the people of the Commonwealth one of the factors 
which determined the result in the recent elections held in 
our city. While I believe that the right of suffrage is a trust 
wisely delegated to those who are properly qualified to exer- 
eise it, Iam led to the conclusion, by the facts which I*- have 
stated, that it will be the part of wisdom, and in the interest 
of public morals and good government, to eliminate from the 
Constitution of the State so much as provides for the payment 
of a tax asa prerequisite to voting. The assessment of a 
poll-tax should be continued, not only for the purpose of 
enabling every citizen, rich or poor, to identify himself with 
the government which protects his person and property, but 
also that he may receive from the city or town in which he 
has paid the tax the benefit of the settlement laws of the 
State. I have detained you longer than I ought, and it now 
remains for me to extend, in behalf of the Board, the hearti- 
est expression of good-wishes to the officials with whom we 
have been associated, and to each of you personally I wish 
happiness for all the coming years of your lives. Again I 
thank you for your expression of good-will. 


On motion of Alderman Hxrsey, a committee, con- 
sisting of Aldermen Hersey and ANTHONY, was ap- 
pointed to wait upon His Honor the Mayor, and ask 


if he had any further communication to make to the 
Board. 
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The committee retired, and presently returned, 
escorting the Mayor, who took the chair, and said: — 


Gentlemen of the Board of Aldermen: —In saying my 
official good-by, I wish to express the great pleasure I have 
had in my connection with your body, and at the same time 
to state that it will furnish one of the most agreeable reminis- 
cences of my term of office. 

I can bear witness to the faithful manner in which you 
have performed your duty, and I congratulate the citizens of 
Boston on their selection of the twelve able and discreet men 
who constitute the present Board. 

We are now about to end our labors, and soon the Board 
of Aldermen of 1882 will be no more. But wherever we 
are, or wherever we go, I trust that the respect and regard 
for one another which have grown up during our long and 
intimate relations will never grow less.

The subject of expense is of most vital importance 
in all departments of the City Government, and fur- 
nishes a theme for the serious consideration of the 
tax-payers, and not infrequently for complaints and 
criticisms of the management of public affairs. The 
School Committee do not shrink from any scrutiny 
on this point, and are willing to stand by the record 
they make. They contend that all expenditures, over 
which they have control, for the public schools, are 
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wise and judicious, and that all the appropriations are 
carefully and economically expended. ‘There is, and 
has been, no ground for extravagant criticisms; but, 
on the contrary, sufficient reason for the commenda- 
tion of the watchfulness and prudence manifested by 
the School Board in this important duty. 

The following table shows the amount expended 
by the School Committee, the number of pupils be- 
longing to the schools, and the average cost per pupil, 
for the past six years, since the reorganization of the 
School Committee in 1876: —

From the above table it will be seen that since the 
year 1876 the expenses have steadily diminished, not-_ 
withstanding that the number of pupils has steadily 
increased. This table furnishes the best possible 
argument the Board can present against any criti- 
cism which may be made of the extravagant or un- 
wise expenditures of the Board, and should secure for 
them the entire confidence of all our citizens. 

It is to be remembered that the School Committee 
is not entrusted with the exclusive expenditures for 
school purposes. ‘The erection, repairs, and care of

school-houses were, until a comparatively recent date, 
left entirely to the City Council. By legislative en- 
actments the School Committee is now empowered to 
approve the location and plans for a new school-house 
before it can be erected ; and to approve plans for 
the alteration of a school building, of an estimated 
cost of over one thousand dollars, before such altera- 
tion is made. The care of all school buildings, and 
the appointment and control of the janitors of the 
same, have been transferred to the School Committee. 

It is a question well worthy the thoughtful consid- 
eration of all, whether the School Board should not 
be invested with full powers as to the location and 
erection of school buildings, in addition to what has 
already been granted to them. The Board is com- 
posed of twenty-five members, including the Mayor, 
who is ew officio its president; one third of its members 
go out of office annually, and new representatives supply 
their places. The long term of service, and the fresh 
additions year by year, with the zeal and caution 
manifested by all new participants in important repre- 
sentative bodies, give the Board a special claim for 
superiority, so far as the management and needs of 
the schools are concerned, over the other departments 
of the City Government, who change their entire 
number and organization each year. 

We venture to assert that no one will deny that 
the School Committee, by their constant and intimate 
knowledge of the wants and demands of the schools, 
and with the experience and wisdom which long terms 
of service afford, are much better fitted to determine 
when a new school-house is needed, the size of the 
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building, and the important-details of construction, in- 
cluding such important subjects as light, heat, venti- 
lation, etc., than a committee of the City Government, 
who have no practical knowledge of the needs and 
demands of the schools, and whose responsibility 
ceases upon the completion of the building. 

The present method of procedure to secure a new 
school-building, or the alteration and repairs of an 
old one, seems not the most practical, and is replete 
with delays. The power of the Board is, to a very 
large extent, merely advisory, where it should be 
decisive. The City Council, and not the School 
Board, really determines whether a new school- 
house is needed, and should be erected. This 
deficiency in the power of the Board is a serious 
disadvantage to the working and efficiency of the 
schools. Long delays, and frequent unfavorable 
action on the recommendations of the School Board, 
by the City Government, has been the result of the 
existing want in the powers of the Board. If there 
be an expenditure of this character, the wisdom of 
which may be questioned; if there be any changes 
with regard to the details of construction of school- 
houses; if there be any charge of extravagance im 
erecting costly buildings, the criticisms called forth 
are only too likely to be at the expense of the School 
~ Committee, whose power is only advisory, and ceases 
with the approval of the plans for the building. ‘The 
Board should be made directly responsible for these 
expenditures, and should be given the control over 
the erection and alteration of the buildings which are 
used under their direction. The School Board should 
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include in their yearly estimates the necessary sum 
needed for the erection and repairs of school-houses, 
and surely no one can deny that they are the best 
judges of what is needed in this direction. These esti- 
mates, so far as they relate to this subject, should be 
carefully considered by the City Council, and the 
appropriations granted, diminished, or withheld; but, 
when granted, the expenditure should be under the 
entire control of the Board, and it should be respon- 
sible to the people for its action. Such an addition 
to the powers of the Board would add immeasurably 
to the advantage and efficiency of the schools, and it 
is fair to presume would be exercised with the same 
care and faithfulness that has directed other expendi- 
tures, and which has enabled them to present the 
gratifying record before alluded to. 

The location of ward-rooms in the school-build- 
ings, and the use of these buildings on election days, | 
and other occasions, necessitating the interruption of 
the school-work, and the dismissal of the pupils, 
while the houses are so used, has become a noticeable 
detriment to the best interests of the schools. Un- 
doubtedly the reason for such occupancy was an 
economical consideration; but it is a question whether 
the economy has not been practised at a great loss to 
the schools and pupils. ‘The inconvenience and loss 
occasioned seem of sufficient importance to warrant 
an inquiry as to whether the evil cannot be obviated. 

The encroachments of business upon the sections 
formerly occupied by dwellings, and the consequent 
changes in the habitations of many of the people, 
have occasioned demands for increased school ac-

commodations in the outlying districts, which should 
receive prompt attention. 


ACCOMMODATIONS FOR SCHOOL BOARD. 


During the year the question of removing the 
offices of the School Committee from the Mason- 
street building, in order to furnish accommodations 
for other city departments, has been brought to the 
attention of the Board, who earnestly protested 
against removal, urging their claims for consideration 
upon the grounds that such a course would result 
in the expense of furnishing other accommodations 
for the Board, as well as that of refitting the Mason- 
street building for other departments; that when the 
present quarters were offered to the Board they were 
offered and accepted as permanent; that the building 
has been specially arranged and fitted for the quick 
despatch of the large and important business of the 
committee; that the building 1s centrally located, 
and easily accessible, by teachers, parents, children, 
and others, who have business at the rooms of the 
Board; and that no argument had been presented in 
favor of the occupancy of the building by any other 
city department which was not equally favorable to 
the retention of the building by the School Board. 
It is believed that the City Council will justly allow 
the School Board to retain its present quarters. 


NORMAL SCHOOL. 


The number of graduates at the close of the school 
in June last was fifty-eight, — all that remained and 
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completed the work of the year. The beneficial in- 
fluences of the changes made a year or two ago 
requiring an increased standard of qualifications for 
applicants for admission, and also requiring that all 
pupils when admitted shall be placed on probation for 
a limited time, have greatly increased the efficiency 
of this school. 

A few years ago the Board authorized the annual 
expenditure of five hundred dollars, for lectures on 
methods of instruction to teachers of the public 
schools, in connection with the Normal School. The 
first series of lectures under this action of the Board 
was delivered during the year 1880; but when the 
bills were presented for payment it was discovered 
that the Board had no authority to appropriate money 
for this purpose, and the lectures were discontinued, 
and. the bills of the lecturers remained unpaid. ‘The 
Legislature at its last session passed a law authoriz- 
ing the Board to make such expenditures. It is to 
be hoped, as there is now no obstacle in the way of 
providing what must appear to every one to be of 
great importance in the education and training of our 
Normal-School pupils, as well as of benefit to the 
teachers in the service of the city, that these courses 
of lectures may be renewed. 


LATIN AND HIGH SCHOOLS. 


There have been maintained in this city during 
the year two Latin and eight High Schools. In the 
Latin Schools the course of study adopted by the 
Board some time ago continues in force. The Boys’ 
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Latin School, located in its large and conveniently 
appointed quarters, is amply provided for, and, under 
its skilful corps of teachers, is doing its work quietly 
and creditably, as the commendable record made at 
the Harvard examinations of last June abundantly 
testifies. The Girls’ Latin School has been located 
since its establishment in the Girls’ High School- 
building. It has been gradually increasing in num- 
bers, until it has forced into recognition the demand 
for increased accommodations, which cannot be pro- 
vided in the Girls’ High School-house, where the 
room now occupied by the Latin School might be 
well used by the High School. The question of 
providing a new location for this school has, we 
understand, been anticipated by the committee in 
charge, who are now considering the matter, and 
will probably soon report upon the subject to the 
Board. 

Last year the course of study for the High Schools 
was restored to its former basis: a three years’ course 
in all the High Schools, and an advanced course of 
one year in the central High School, for all pupils 
who have completed the regular three years’ course 
in any High School. During this year the study of 
Drawing has been made obligatory in the third year 
of the regular High-School course. 

The increase in the number of pupils attending 
the Hast Boston High School necessitated additional 
accommodations, which were provided in the same 
building in which it has been located since its estab- 
lishment. If the school should increase in numbers 
as rapidly as it has during the past year or two, it 
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will probably soon require the erection of a new 
building for its occupancy. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 


During this year there has been no special change 
or legislation with regard to the Grammar Schools. 
The completion of the George Putnam School-house 
and the establishment of a new school district adds 
one more school of this grade, and increases the num- 
ber of Grammar Schools to fifty-one. The increas- 
ing demands for school accommodations in the Fifth 
and Seventh Divisions, and the excessive numbers in 
some of the schools, call for a new Grammar-School 
district in some convenient locality to relieve both of 
these divisions. An order is now before the Board 
relating to the solution of this question, and should 
receive the early attention of the Board. 

One important subject, which has been alluded to 
in former reports, should be noticed again. T'heo- 
retically, by the present courses of study, pupils enter 
the Primary Schools at five years of age, and after 
completing the prescribed courses of three years in 
the Primary Schools, and of six years in the Gram- 
mar Schools, should graduate from the latter schools 
when fourteen years old. Is this practically so? In 
the semiannual statistics | Doc. 9, 1882], in the table 
showing the “ distribution of pupils in respect to age 
and to classes, June, 1882,” we find that there were 
six thousand one hundred and ninety-five pupils in 
the Primary Schools over nine years of age, and two 
thousand seven hundred and ninety-seven pupils in 
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the Grammar Schools over fifteen years of age. It 
is expected that there will be some pupils who will be 
older at graduation than others; but with this class of 
pupils the case should be the exception, and not, as it 
is apparently, the rule. Another interesting subject, 
discussed in the last report of the Superintendent, is 
the length of time pupils remain in the Grammar 
Schools. In the blank for the return of the results 
of the diploma questions in June, 1881, the follow- 
ing question was asked, “How many years has the 
candidate belonged to a Grammar School?” From 
the replies of the principals it appears that out of 
the one thousand three hundred and thirty-nine can- 
didates for diplomas thus reported upon, there were 
five hundred and twenty-three pupils, or thirty-eight 
per cent. of the whole number, who had belonged 
to a Grammar School more than the allotted six 
years. There may be reasons which have not yet 
been brought forward for this inconsistency with the 
provisions of the courses of study. There is un- 
doubtedly great reason for a more careful and criti- 
cal consideration of the whole subject. If it be that 
pupils are detained in schools longer than is neces- 
sary, or are advanced more rapidly than is for their 
interest, steps should be taken to correct such errors. 
If, on the other hand, it should be proved that it is 
impossible to properly carry out the existing pro- 
gramme in the time allotted for it, then that error 
should be remedied. 

We are happy to note that the Superintendent has 
given much thought to this question, and the atten- 
tion of the Board is earnestly called to his reports 
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and to the statistical tables presented by him relative 
to this subject. The serious attention of the Board 
should be given to this matter, as it involves not only 
a question in connection with our courses of study, 
but bears closely upon the vital question of school 
expenses. 


PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 


At the risk of being somewhat tedious the com- 
mittee consider the subject of sufficient importance to 
review briefly the action of the Board upon the im- 
portant question of Primary-School Supervision. 

The Special Committee on the Revision of the 
School System of Boston, in its fourth report (Doe. 
10, 1879), discussed the question, and recommended 
the separation of the Primary from the Grammar 
Schools, and confining the masters solely to the 
Grammar Schools. The main reasons presented for 
this change were, that the lack of supervision in the 
Primary Schools had been supplied by the addition of 
the Board of Supervisors; that the whole time of the 
principals was needed in the Grammar Schools for 
the instruction of the graduating classes, and the 
proper supervision of the other classes; that many of 
the principals had been elected with little or no 
regard to their fitness for Primary work; and that in 
districts where the sexes attended separate schools 
the principal of one district supervised and exam- 
ined the Primary scholars who would attend the 
Grammar School of another district. The committee, 
in concluding their report, alluded to the appointment 
of additional instructors to take charge of the 
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Primary Schools, and suggested that the subject of 
permanent supervision of these schools be referred to 
a special committee of the Board. 

At the meeting of the Board, April 22, 1879, the 
report was considered, and the subject of permanent 
supervision of the Primary Schools was referred to a 
joint committee, consisting of the Committees on the 
Normal School and Revision of the School System, 
in conjunction with the Board of Supervisors. This 
joint committee reported in favor of disconnecting 
the Grammar and Primary Schools, so far as in- 
struction was concerned, leaving the instruction of 
the Grammar Schools to the individual attention 
of, their masters, and proposing that the direction of 
the instruction in the Primary Schools be transferred 
to a new officer of the Board, who should have the 
right to instruct the teachers, as well as the pupils, 
of the Primary Schools, and to meet them and direct 
them as to methods and principles upon which they 
should labor. He was to be consulted with regard 
to the appointment, transfer, and removal of teachers. 
Promotions were to be made by him, or in accord- 
ance with his suggestions. In short, the whole sub- 
ject of instruction was to be submitted to his care, 
and he was to be responsible for it. The principals 
of the Grammar Schools were to continue their super- 
vision over the school-houses, the order and discipline 
of all the scholars, and any other points commonly 
regarded as administrative. 

The Board, after a long discussion of these re- 
ports, voted to separate the Primary from the Gram- 
mar Schools, and ordered that, from the first of 
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September, 1879, until the first of the following 
April, the entire supervision of the instruction in the 
Primary Schools should be committed to three mem- 
bers of the Board of Supervisors, to be designated 
by the Superintendent. The Rules and Regulations 
were amended to conform to this action; the duties 
which it was proposed to give to special teachers, in 
the reports of the committees before mentioned, were 
given to the three Supervisors to whom the care of 
the Primary Schools was entrusted. 

As a result of this legislation the Board of Super- 
visors was practically divided, and unavoidably so. 
From the report of the Board of Supervisors for the 
year 1879, we quote the following: — 


In September, 1879, three Supervisors, designated by the 
Superintendent, were, according to an order of the School Com- 
mittee, required to undertake the entire supervision of the Primary 
Schools, and to discharge for them such general duties as had 
been performed by the principals of the Grammar Schools. The 
Board of Supervisors, perceiving that the three Primary Super- 
visors could do but little or no work in the Grammar and High 
Schools, assigned the inspection and examination of these schools 
to the three remaining Supervisors. The plan of supervision was 
thereby essentially changed, and the work greatly increased. 


The Superintendent, in his report for 1881, in 
alluding to the duties of the Supervisors, stated that 
in consequence of the requirement of the regulations 
he was directed to designate three Supervisors who 
should have charge of the Primary Schools, the other 
three of course to have charge of the Grammar and 
High Schools. There was consequently but little 
work in which all the Supervisors had a common in- 
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terest and responsibility. The practical result was, 
that they worked as two distinct Boards, having sepa- 
rate duties, and holding dissimilar relations to the 
schools. The Board of Supervisors should not be a 
heterogeneous, but a homogeneous, body. The meth- 
ods of supervision used, except so far as they are 
prescribed by the positive regulations of the School 
Committee, ought to be recognized as the methods, 
not of a single Supervisor, but of the Board of Super- 
visors, and as such should be entitled to all the 
weight properly attaching to the deliberate judg- 
ments of a board of experts. Hence whatever tends 
to divide the Board. of Supervisors, so that it cannot 
profitably sit together in counsel, robs it of an impor- 
tant means of usefulness and efficiency. 

In accordance with the suggestions of the Super- 
intendent in his report, and with the belief that this 
evil of separating the work and interests of the Su- 
pervisors should be removed, the Board, in May, 1881, 
struck out from the Regulations so much as limited the 
supervision of the Primary Schools to three Super- 
visors, and the supervision of these schools was com- 
mitted to the Board of Supervisors. The result of 
this legislation was to relieve the principals of all 
responsibility so far as the Primary Schools were con- 
cerned, and to enable them to devote their whole time 
to their Grammar Schools. 

From the outset there were some who looked upon 
the separation of the Primary and Grammar Schools 
as a mistake; others thought it 'a wise and expedient 
measure; and others, though they favored the change, 
regarded it as an experiment. The practical working 
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of the measure has received the earnest attention of 
those interested in our schools, and none have given 
the subject greater consideration than the Superin- 
tendent and Supervisors. For three years the Pri- 
mary Schools had been separated from the Grammar 
Schools, and during that time their supervision was 
entrusted, first, to three Supervisors, and then to the 
Board of Supervisors. 

Early in the present year the question of super- 
vision was again called to the attention of the Board, 
and orders were presented providing that the super- 
vision of the Primary Schools be recommitted to the 
masters of the Grammar Schools. 

The Superintendent in his last report, in alluding 
to this subject, states that circumstances seemed to 
make it necessary that the Supervisors should assume 
the entire management of the Primary Schools, prin- 
cipals’ work and all. ‘That they have done this as 
efficiently as the schools need to have it done cannot 
be asserted. The wonder is that they have done as 
well as they have. But it will not be denied that 
whatever they have done as principals must have 
been at the expense of their efficiency in other ways. 
He further states that, whatever may have been the 
exigency which made the assumption of the princi- 
pals’ work by the Supervisors a temporary necessity, 
experiencé had made it clear that such an arrange- 
ment ought not to be a feature of the permanent plan 
of supervision. Whatever plan is chosen the details 
of it should be so arranged that harmonious working 
under it may be easy and natural. The powers and 
duties of Supervisors on the one hand, and those 
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of the principals on the other, should be clearly de- 
fined; there should be left no room for uncertainty or 
misunderstanding; then, each knowing and respect- 
ing the authority of the other, can work freely and 
effectively to the common end. 

The special committee to whom the subject was 
committed, in its report to the Board, in February last, 
stated that upon the question, as to the general charge 
of the Primary Schools, the testimony offered showed 
that the change of the general oversight from Gram- 
mar masters to Supervisors was never heartily ap- 
proved by all the Supervisors; while those who adyo- 
cated the measure viewed it only as a temporary 
expedient, necessary for the immediate correction of 
some minor evils, but not to be long continued. The 
reasons for such continuance did not appear to be 
sufficient to outweigh its disadvantages, both to the 
school and to the most economical service of the Su- 
pervisors. A multitude of details of daily interests of 
the schools could be properly looked after only by 
some central authority of the district, who is always 
within the reach of parents, teachers, and children, and 
who is thoroughly acquainted with the peculiarities of 
the local constituency. Such a person seemed to be 
most conveniently found in the master of the Grammar 
School, who has, moreover, an immediate concern in 
the quality of the Primary instruction and discipline, 
because their good or bad character is speedily felt in 
the Grammar classes to which the children are pro- 
moted. ‘The time of the Supervisors is too valuable, 
and the higher demands upon their thought too numer- 
ous, to justify their being set to minor tasks, with 
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which, according to their own confession, they have 
been burdened, and which were not in the strict line 
of their great office of improving and keeping up to 
a high standard all the schools, from Primary to Nor- 
mal. Jor these and similar reasons the committee 
recommended that the charge of the Primary Schools 
should revert to the principals of the Grammar 
Districts, all the safeguards for the well-being of 
these schools which had been created by the former 
system of management being OS preserved by 
the Regulations. 

In the consideration of this subject it was necessary 
that the committee should deliberate carefully upon 
the subject of general supervision, and in their recom- 
mendations, acting upon the experience of the past 
three years, the changes proposed in the Regulations 
were decided with special reference to the subject of 
general supervision for all the schools. 

After a long and earnest discussion the recom- 
mendations of the committee were adopted by the 
Board, and the Primary Schools were placed in the 
charge of the principals of the Grammar Schools, 
the powers and duties of the Supervisors and the 
principals being carefully and clearly defined. The 
Board of Supervisors is to make, under the direction 
of the Committee on Examinations, such interpreta- 
tions of the authorized courses of study for all the 
schools as will indicate the proper standards to be 
reached in the several classes, and the best methods 
to be used in reaching these standards. The Board 
of Supervisors is to have the right to hold occasional 
meetings of the teachers, for the purpose of explain- 
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ing their interpretations of the courses of study, and 
illustrating the methods of instruction which they 
have marked out. They are, under the direction of 
the Committee on Examinations, annually, in the 
month of June, to superintend the examination of the 
first classes in the Primary Schools. This exami- 
nation is to be both oral and written, upon questions 
indicated by the Board of Supervisors, and to be 
conducted by the principals of the districts. The re- 
sults of these examinations are to be submitted to the 
Committee on Examinations, with the recommen- 
dations of the Supervisors for promotion of pupils to 
the Grammar Schools, and this committee are to order 
the promotions to be made. 

The duties of the principals of the Grammar — 
Schools are to be as they were before any change 
in supervision was made, with the exceptions noted 
above. ‘They are to have the general charge of the 
Primary Schools of their districts. They are to give 
an average, at least, of two hours a day, to the in- 
struction of their graduating classes, devoting the 
remainder of their time to the general duties of their 
office, and to the supervision of the Primary Schools 
of their districts, each of which they are to visit at 
least once a week. Principals of schools shall use 
the general methods of instruction which are ap- 
proved by the Committee on Examinations, referring 
all questions of interpretation which may arise to 
that committee, through the Board of Supervisors. 

Without doubt any unprejudiced person would, 
after a thorough and careful study, following the 
experience of the past three years, discover much 
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that is good and beneficial resulting from the trial 
of the late system of supervision of Primary Schools. 
As frequent and radical changes in so complicated 
a system as that of our public schools must tend to 
retard the work, and render it difficult for the teachers 
and pupils to so perform their tasks as to insure that 
progress which it is reasonable to expect, it is sin- 
cerely hoped that the recent action of the Board may 
stand until it is absolutely proven, beyond any doubt, 
and without the necessity of resorting to any experi- 
ments, that the condition of our public schools can be 
materially improved. 

For the first time within the knowledge of this 
committee, a uniform and systematic examination of 
the first classes of the Primary Schools was success- 
fully carried out last June. The method adopted 
was in the main the same as that under which the 
graduating classes of the Grammar Schools are ex- 
amined. The papers were prepared by the Board 
of Supervisors, and approved by the Committee on 
Examinations; the examinations were conducted at 
the same time in each study, and with the same 
questions. ‘The results of these examinations were 
recorded in blanks furnished for the purpose, in- 
spected by the Supervisors, who added their own 
recommendations, and submitted to the Committee 
on Examinations; and the promotions to the Gram- 
mar Schools were made in accordance with the de- 
cision of that committee. 

During the year the Board has completed the 
organization of the Dillaway District, by transferring 
from the contiguous districts certain Primary classes, 
so that now the Dillaway District, like the other dis- 
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tricts, comprises a Grammar School, and a certain 
number of Primary Schools; while formerly the 
school was dependent upon the Primary Schools 
of the adjacent districts for its Grammar pupils. 


SUPPLEMENTARY READING. 

The Board has given considerable attention to this 
important subject during the past three or four years. 
The question as to how our children shall be edu- 
cated, so that they may be contaminated as little as 
possible by the pernicious reading to which all young 
people are more or less exposed, is one which should 
receive unhesitatingly the earnest deliberation of 
Board, parents, and people. The commendable efforts 
of the trustees and librarian of the Public Library 
should be heartily seconded by the School Board, 
and every precaution taken and means provided to 
cultivate in our children a liking for that reading” 
which is good, helpful, and pure. The endeavors of 
the Board to secure the coéperation of the Public 
Library in supplying supplementary reading to the 
pupils of the public schools failed, owing to the fact 
that the City Council did not appropriate any money 
for the purpose. The Committee on Text-books has 
prepared and submitted a plan which appears to 
meet the demands for additional reading, and one 
which promises excellent results. 


INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION. 

The Industrial School Association having for sey- 
eral seasons successfully conducted schools for in- 
struction in the use of wood-working tools, and having 
prepared for the guidance of such schools a manual 
of proved educational value, offered to the Board the 
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use of their apparatus, and petitioned that the masters 
of the Dwight and Sherwin Schools be permitted to 
employ them for the benefit of such of their pupils as 
would, in their judgment, be best fitted for such in- 
struction, or most deserving of it. The Association 
offered to defray all expenses of the cost of tuition 
for the year. This generous offer was accepted by 
the Board, and the principals of the above-named 
schools were authorized to permit such pupils as 
they should select to receive such instruction, at such 
times as would least interfere with progress in their 
regular studies. Owing to the difficulty in obtaiming 
suitable accommodations, it was decided to occupy 
one of the vacant school-rooms in the Dwight School- 
house, and to confine the experiment to that school. 
The report of the principal of the Dwight School, 
which is an interesting document, for which already 
a great demand is made, gives in detail the methods 
pursued and the results attained. The principal, in 
his report, writes as follows: — 

I consider the results go far to prove that manual training is 
so great a relief to the iteration of school-work that it is a positive 
benefit, rather than a detriment, to the course in other studies. 

There can be no doubt of the advantage of such 
instruction; the difficult problem which is presented 
is, Whether such instruction can be practically and 
profitably given in connection with the regular school 
work,, and under the management of the Board, with- 
out interruption and detriment to the regular work of 
the schools. The Industrial School Association have 
asked the Board to continue, at the expense of the 
city, the experiment for another year. If the neces- 
sary sum can be spared it may be wise to continue 
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the trial another year, when the Board may be better 
prepared to decide as to its usefulness, and the wisdom 
of continuing it as a permanent department of the 
system. 

During the year the Board has had occasion to 
mourn the loss of one of its youngest, but most active, 
members, Mr. Charles H. Reed. Mr. Reed had 
served as a member of the Board for three years, and 
had been reélected to serve for another term of three 
years, when his sudden death occurred, in July last. 
His earnest and faithful service, his cheerful and 
pleasant bearing, and the devotion with which he 
performed every duty required of him, will long re- 
main a cause for our regret for his loss. 

Two other public servants, Mr. EH. Frank Wood 
and Mr. George Swan, for many years masters of 
Grammar Schools, after a long and faithful service in 
the schools of this city, have been removed by death. 
_ Four of the principals of the Grammar Schools, 
Mr. Josiah A. Stearns, Mr. Samuel Swan, Mr. Wil- 
liam H. Long, and Mr. E. H. Hammond, have retired 
from their office, leaving an honorable record of their 
long service, and many remembrances of their earn- | 
est and conscientious labors. 

In conclusion, the committee desire to recognize 
the able and efficient services of the Superintendent 
and the other officers of the Board, and thank them 
for their faithful and conscientious discharge of 
the duties devolved upon them.

I now have the pleasure of introducing you all to 
His Honor, Samuel A. Green, President of the School 
Board and Mayor of Boston.

In accordance with the Regulations, I respectfully present 
the Annual Report of the Board of Supervisors.

In accordance with Section 140 of the Regulations of the 
Public Schools, the Board of Supervisors respectfully present 
the Fifth Annual Report of their work as a Board and as 
Supervisors, for the school year beginning September, 1881. 

The work of the Supervisors as a Board, that which they 
perform as an organized body, has been substantially like 
that of previous years. 

This work, briefly stated, is, — 

1. Yo examine candidates for positions as teachers, 
including the adoption of questions (prepared by individual 
supervisors), presenting these questions to the Committee 
on Examinations of the School Board for their approval, 
and granting certificates of qualifications. 

2. To adopt questions; present them to Committee on 
Examinations for their approval; superintend the examina- 
tions of all the graduating classes of the Normal, Latin, 
High, and Grammar Schools, and present the results of such 
examinations to the Committee on Examinations, who alone 
can grant diplomas. 
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3. To revise, at least once a year, the list of vertificated 
teachers who are available for service ; to strike from the list 
the names of those who, after a fair trial and careful inves- 
tigation, are found to be incompetent teachers, and to make 
a proper classification of those whose names remain on the 
list, according to their excellence, and their probable fitness 
for certain positions. 

4. To recommend, after careful and repeated examina- 
tions, the confirmation or non-confirmation of teachers on 
probation. 

5. To make a report, in writing, on their work as a 
Board, and as Supervisors, to the School Committee. 

6. To designate individual Supervisors to visit, examine, 
and report on the Evening Schools. 

7. To perform such other duties as the School Committee 
may require. 

As the Regulations of the public schools require the 
general examinations for teachers’ certificates to be held 
biennially in the month of April, no general examination 
was held this year. | 

A special examination of candidates for certificates of the 
Second and Fourth Grades, nominally to secure principals 
and assistants for the Evening Schools, was held in 
November. 

Some teachers availed themselves of this examination to 
secure certificates that would make them eligible for service 
in the day schools. 

The number of persons who presented themselves for 
examination was twenty-nine. Five could not be admitted, 
not having had one year’s experience in teaching school, or 
not being graduates of the Boston Normal School, or one 
of the State Normal Schools. Three were refused cer- 
tificates. Twenty-one received certificates as follows : — 
Three of the First Grade, four of the Second Grade, and 
fourteen of the Fourth Grade. 
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In addition to the above other examinations have been 
held, and certificates granted as follows: Iwo of Special 
Grade, one of Third Grade, and two of Fourth Grade. 

During the year three certificates of the First Grade, four 
_ of the Second Grade, one of the Third Grade, sixteen of the 
Fourth Grade, and two of Special Grade ; in all, twenty-six, 
have been granted. 

The list of certificated teachers, as revised and printed 
January, 1882, shows that three hundred seventy-five 
teachers were eligible for service in our public schools. Of 
this number, forty-eight hold First-Grade certificates, and 
are eligible as head masters, masters, and junior masters 
of the Normal, Latin, and High Schools, and principals 
of the Evening High Schools. 

Thirty-two hold certificates of the Second Grade, and are 
eligible as masters, sub-masters of Grammar Schools, prin- 
cipals of Evening Elementary Schools, and assistants of 
Evening High Schools. 

Thirty-six hold certificates of the Third Grade, and are 
eligible as assistant principals and assistants of the Normal 
and High Schools. 

Seventy-eight hold Fourth-Grade certificates, and are 
eligible as assistants of Grammar, Primary, and Evening 
Elementary Schools. | 

Eight hold Fifth-Grade certificates, now merged in Fourth 
Grade, making them eligible as teachers of Primary Schools. 

Fifty-one hold certificates of Special Grade, distributed as 
follows: Twenty-one as assistants in Elementary Evening 
Schools, eight as teachers of Evening Drawing Schools, and 
twenty-two as sewing teachers. 

One hundred twenty-two have certificates of graduation 
from the Normal School, equivalent to a Fourth-Grade 
certificate. To this number may be added fifty-eight grad- 
uates of the Normal School, June, 1882. 

Some of those in the foregoing enumeration are perma- 
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nent teachers in the public schools of the city, but are 
occupying positions lower than their certificates entitle them 
to hold; hence they are considered available candidates 
for positions indicated by their certificates. There are, now, 
more than four hundred persons available for service as 
permanent, temporary, or substitute teachers. Many of 
these certificated teachers are now holding good positions 
out of this city, and can be secured only as permanent 
teachers.

Directions were sent to the principals of the Latin, High, 
and Grammar Schools for marking the examination papers, 
filling, and returning to Secretary’s office the final blanks, to 
be presented by the Supervisors to the Committee on Ex- 
aminations, upon whom devolves the duty of awarding 
diplomas. 

The examinations were under the immediate charge of the 
principals of the several schools. All the examination 
papers in a given class were examined and marked by one, 
and only one, teacher, thus securing one standard for mark- 
ing all the pupils of the class. 

The pupils’ examination and their year’s work, as estimated 
and recorded during the year by the teachers, were marked 
on the final blank according to the scale adopted at previous 
SSA namely, 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, or 6; 1 indicating 
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excellent ; 2, good; 8, passable; 4, unsatisfactory ; 5, poor; 
and 6, very poor. 

As diplomas are awarded to members of the graduating 
classes whose scholarship is at least passable, and whose 
conduct has been good, therefore, in addition to the numbers 
placed upon the final blanks indicating scholarship, the 
principals were requested to answer for each and every 
pupil the question, “Is the pupil recommended for a 
diploma?” : 

This recommendation of the principal was evidence, to 
the Committee on Examinations, that there had been nothing 
in the conduct of the pupil that should prevent him from 
receiving a diploma. If the pupil’s scholarship (examina- 
tion and year’s work combined) entitled him to a diploma and 
he was not recommended, the principals were requested to 
send to the Committee on Examinations a written statement 
why such recommendation was withheld. A statement in 
writing from the principal to the Committee on Examina- 
tions was also made, why a pupil, whose scholarship was 
unsatisfactory, should receive a diploma. 

If all the elements that enter into the scholarship and 
conduct of each pupil were duly considered, and properly 
reported, the liability of awarding or withholding diplomas 
unjustly was reduced to a minimum. No complaint, so far 
as we know, has ever been made that the diplomas were 
not satisfactorily awarded. 

The results of the diploma examinations wereas follows : —

BOYS’ LATIN SCHOOL. 

Twenty-six boys were examined, all of whom received 
diplomas. All but two applied for admission to college, and 
were admitted to the Freshman class — twenty-two without 
conditions ; nineteen were admitted to Harvard; one entered 
Tufts; one Yale; one Williams; and two the Institute of 
Technology. 

Those who were admitted to Harvard received “honors,” 
as follows: one in eight subjects ; one in six subjects ; one in 
five subjects; three in four subjects; four in three subjects ; 
five in two subjects; and five in one subject. 

The graduating class of the Girls’ Latin School consisted 
of nine pupils, all of whom, having “completed the course 
of study to the satisfaction of the Committee on Examin- 
ations,” were awarded diplomas. Five entered Boston 
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University, and two entered Smith College. All the girls 
of the graduating class received from the master of the 
school certificates of fitness to enter upon collegiate study. 
These certificates, based upon the Supervisors’ diploma 
examinations, were accepted by the authorities of Boston 
University and Smith College as satisfactory evidence of 
qualification to enter those institutions, no other entrance 
examination being required. 


NORMAL SCHOOL. 


All the members of the class received diplomas entitling 
them to teach in the Grammar, Primary, and Evening 
Elementary Schools. 


The foregoing exhibit shows most satisfactory results 
in every grade of our schools. 

The policy adopted by the School Committee, that in 
schools of like grade written examinations shall be con- 
ducted at the same time in each study, and with the same 
questions, as adopted by the Board of Supervisors, and 
approved by the Committee on Examinations, has been 
of immense benefit to the schools. 

Each teacher, knowing that his class will be subjected to 
the same tests, during and at the close of the year, as every 
other class of like grade, will necessarily feel solicitous that 
every pupil make the proper and necessary improvement at 
every step of the year’s work. No amount of cramming, 
near the close of the year, will prepare the pupil to pass 
a satisfactory examination. : 

The examination papers are carefully prepared by the 
Supervisor having a given subject in charge, and who 
endeavors, during the year, to know, by personal observa- 
tion, what has been taught in relation to the subject. The 
questions and topics are then submitted to each member 
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of the Board of Supervisors, who critically examines them 
and suggests such changes as he deems essential. 

After these criticisms and suggestions have been carefully 
considered by the Board of Supervisors, the questions 
and topics are modified, if necessary, so that they may be 
adopted without dissent. 

When adopted, they are presented to the Committee 
on Examinations, who approve them or require certain 
alterations before they are sent to the schools. 

Papers thus prepared, scrutinized, adopted, and approved 
by those who are familiar with all the schools, are presumed 
to be proper tests to place before the eas for their 
diploma examinations. 

It is evident that a perfunctory discharge of duty on 
the part of the teachers, or indifference on the part of the 
pupils, would not accomplish the object proposed in such 
examinations, or lead to such results as are shown by 
the foregoing statistics. 

Although our schools must necessarily differ, according to 
location, the home-training of the pupils, the material 
composing the schools, and various other circumstances, yet 
such examinations as have been held for the past few years 
must tend to secure that unity of purpose and action so 
desirable in a large school system. 

The purpose of an examination should be twofold: First, 
to test the mental development of the pupil, or to ascertain 
_ how well he has been taught. With this aim in view, the 
examination has reference, principally, to the skill and 
ability of the teacher. This is essentially the intent of 
the Supervisors, as they visit, “as often as practicable,” 
the class-rooms, and observe the methods of instruction, 
aptness to teach, skill in government, and the relations 
existing between the teacher and the taught. 

These visits made by the individual Supervisors will 
be noticed hereafter. 
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Secondly, the examination is to discover what the pupil 
knows; whether or not he has sufficient knowledge of the 
subjects studied to be advantageously advanced to higher 
grades or classes. 

A satisfactory knowledge of the subjects pursued, which 
are presumed to be the proper ones for the pupils to study in 
the natural development of their minds, will enable them to 
lay sure and strong the foundations upon which, in succeed- 
ing school life, they may continue to rear noble super- 
structures, completed in after life in all their proper 
proportions. 

Although the written examinations at the close of the 
year are primarily to test the pupil’s ability to pursue studies 
in higher grades of schools, or to ascertain whether he has 
sufficient knowledge to receive certificates of graduation 
from our highest schools, still here, also, the ability and 
efliciency of the teachers are tested. The capacity of pupils 
for receiving and retaining knowledge is so dissimilar; the 
avenues by which knowledge comes into the minds of 
different pupils, and into the mind of the same pupil at dif- 
ferent times, and under different circumstances, are so 
various, that the capabilities of a teacher cannot always be 
safely determined by what a pupil knows ; yet a well-ordered, 
judicious, thorough examination, properly conducted, will 
generally not only indicate the knowledge of the pupil, but 
the power of the teacher. 

These final examinations cannot positively determine the 
knowledge of each pupil, or decide who are unmistakably 
prepared to enter upon higher courses of study, for some- 
times the very best scholars, from a nervous anxiety as to 
the results of the examination, do little credit to themselves 
or their teachers ; while some, whose real scholarship is very 
poor, shine at the examination with unwonted brilliancy. 
To guard against these contingencies the School Committee 
wisely require that, with the results of the annual examina- 


iin 


| Oo eee 
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tions as set by the Supervisors, the instructors’ record of 
the scholarship and deportment of the pupils shall be an 
important factor in awarding diplomas. 

We have endeavored so to adapt our examinations to the 
different schools that the accuracy and extent of the pupils’ 
knowledge should be discovered. ‘The questions and topics 
submitted have related to the subjects upon which the pupils 
have been instructed, and upon which their acquirements 
ought to be tested. | 

The results of these final examinations were so tabulated 
and presented to the Committee on Examinations, under 
whose direction ali examinations are made, that they were 
able quickly and accurately to award the diplomas, and to 
judge intelligently of the real work in the schools. 

The first classes of the Primary Schools, one hundred and 
eighty-five, were examined in June with uniform questions, 
for the purpose of ascertaining how the work had been done, 
and what pupils were prepared to enter the Grammar 
Schools. 

The examination included reading, writing, spelling, com- 
position, arithmetic, drawing, music, and, as far as possible, 
phonics, and oral instruction. The examinations in music 
and drawing were prepared by the directors having those 
subjects in charge. In reading, the examination was conducted 
by the Supervisors personally, and consisted in the pupils 
reading at sight from books! never before seen by teachers 
or pupils. In handwriting, the pupils copied a paragraph 
from their reading-book. 

In spelling, the examination was conducted by the Super- 
visor in charge, who dictated, phrase by phrase, or sentence 
by sentence, a short story, of about one hundred words, 
which the pupils were required to write with pencil on paper. 
In composition, each pupil was given a story of about four 


. 1In testing the reading of pupils at sight, books one grade lower than the required 
text-book are used. 
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hundred words, entitled the “Star Dollars,” which he was to 
read silently, hand it back to the teacher, and then write all 
he could remember of it. 

The Supervisors personally conducted the examination in 
oral arithmetic, as indicated by the following paper: —,

Four sets of papers, marked A, B, C, and D, similar but 
not identical, were so distributed that pupils sitting near each 
other should not have papers exactly alike. ‘ 
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These papers, with the pupil’s work and the teacher’s correc- 
tions, were sent to the office of the Superintendent, and the 
results of the examination placed by the teachers in the 
proper column on the blank prepared for tabulating all the 
results. 

When the blanks, containing in appropriate columns the 
pupil’s name, age, time in school ; whether or not vaccinated ; 
recommended or not for promotion by the teacher, based on the 
year’s work but modified by her knowledge of the pupil’s char- 
acter and needs; the result of each examination; whether or 
not recommended by the Supervisor in charge for promotion, 
were all filled and signed by the Snpervisors, they were sent to 
the Superintendent, and have been bound in one large book, 
showing in a compact form the results of the last year’s work 
in the Primary Schools. This book, indicating so clearly what 
wasattempted and accomplished in our lowest grade of schools, 
is submitted to the School Committee for their inspection. 
Very few pupils were retained in the first classes of the Pri- 
mary Schools on account of immaturity or lack of proper 
preparation for the Grammar Schools. As the result of the 
examinations five thousand eight hundred and eighteen were 
sent forward to the Grammar Schools, — nearly one thousand 
more than the year before. 

All the examinations in reading for diplomas, in the High 
and Grammar Schools, and for promotion from the Primary 
Schools, were conducted personally by the Supervisors. 
Seven thousand six hundred seventy-two pupils read before 
the Supervisors. 

In order to consider and determine the details of the work 
already sketched, to examine and report upon matters referred 
to them by the School Committee or some sub-committee, 
and to discuss,and decide questions legitimately presented, 
the Supervisors, as a Board, held during the year, fifty-two 
meetings. Many of these meetings, called for special pur- 
poses, and requiring much time and thought, were held out of 
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school hours, thus interrupting as little as possible our work 
in the schools. 

The work of the individual Supervisors, as determined by 
the Regulations, may be arranged as follows : — 


1. To have the entire supervision of the instruction in 
the Primary Schools, and to discharge all the general duties 
relating to these schools which had been previously required 
of the principals. 

2. To visit all the schools as often as practicable, and 
record the results of such examinations in suitable books. 

8. To inspect all the schools in order to ascertain: 

First. “The sanitary condition of the school-houses and 
premises, including the heating and ventilating apparatus.” 


Second. “'The mode of government, including motives to 
study.” 

Lhird. “The principles and methods of classifying and 
promoting pupils.” 

Fourth. “The merits, defects, and needs of the various 
schools; and, in general, the physical, mental, and moral 
condition of the scholars,” and to report thereon in writing 
to the several Division Committees, and to the Committee 
on High Schools, and to the Committee on the Normal 
School. | 

4. To examine the work of teachers on probation, and 
report the results of such examinations to the Superintendent. 

5. To visit and examine the Kvening Schools, in their 
season, as often as once in each month, and report thereon 
in writing to the Chairman of the Committee on Evening 
Schools. 

6. ‘To perform such other duties as the School Committee 
may prescribe or from time to time direct. 


The relations of the Supervisors to the schools were mate- 
rially changed at the beginning of the year. 
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The Primary Schools, which had been in charge of three 
Supervisors, were placed under the care of the six Supervi- 
sors, who were to look after them in all their interests, be 
responsible for the methods of instruction, modes of govern- 
ment, supply of teachers, and perform all those duties 
devolving upon principals of schools. | 

All the time of the Supervisors could have been profitably 
spent in the Primary Schools, especially near the close of the 
year, when many regular teachers were away on leave of 
absence, necessitating, as it did, the employment of young 
and inexperienced teachers, many of them in the first classes, 
whose pupils were nearing the Grammar Schools. 

The Supervisors would naturally feel very solicitous that 
every child, especially in the first classes, should be carefully 
instructed and well fitted for promotion. 

Although so much time and attention was unavoidably 
given to the Primary Schools, the Normal, Latin, High and 
Grammar Schools were visited, as often as practicable, for 
the purpose of carefully examining each teacher’s method of 
conducting a school, and of teaching classes in various 
branches of study. The results of such examinations were 
recorded in suitable books, kept in the Supervisors’ office, 
and open only to the inspection of the School Board and of 
the Superintendent. (Sect. 138.) 

This duty of the Supervisors, the most delicate and respon- 
sible one they are called upon to discharge, was carefully 
and conscientiously performed, with a due regard to the 
rights of the teacher, the needs of the pupils, and the best 
interests of the schools. <A careful inspection of this record 
will show that the teachers generally are skilful and suc- 
cessful, and the scholars decorous and well-behaved. 

The reports required by Sect. 139 of the Regulations 
were duly made after careful inspection of the subjects cov- 
ered by the reports. In order to make these reports 
intelligently and justly, the schools, houses, and premises

were visited both in and out of school hours, and the sanitary 
conditions, including the working of the heating and venti- 
lating apparatus, the personal cleanliness of the pupils, the 
temperature of the class-rooms, the neatness of the rooms, en- 
tries, stairways, closets, and cellars, and the care and atten- 
tion paid to the yards and out-buildings, were carefully noted. 

Some of the defects in the construction and ventilation of 
out-houses and other school appurtenances mentioned in these 
reports to the local committees, have been rectified, and it. 
is safe to say that, with rare exceptions, the sanitary condi- 
tion of the schools is generally good. 

“The mode of government, including motives to study,” 
one of the items covered by these reports, could not be intel- 
ligently determined by a few cursory visits. It comprises, 
not only the general order and deportment of the pupils in 
and around the school, and the manner and bearing of the 
teacher before his class, but the nature, purport, and effect of 
the ordinary rules and requirements, the attendance and 
punctuality of scholars, and that inexplicable something that 
constitutes the atmosphere of the school. 

“The principles and methods of classifying and promoting 
pupils” must be judged by the relative size of the classes, 
the uniform proficiency in each class, the time pupils are re- 
tained in a given class, and the care and discretion exercised 
in promoting pupils from class to class, or from grade to 
grade, so that none shall be unduly forecd in their lessons or 
made to omit or neglect some essential features of their 
studies by skipping classes, — receiving, as it is termed, “a 
double promotion,” —or, on the other hand, retained term 
after term in the same class with the same teacher, going over 
and over the same subjects with as little interest as workmen 
in a treadmill. 

Pupils thus stranded in a class take no interest in their 
work, lose courage and hope, become a hindrance to the 
class, and a source of disquiet to the teacher. 
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It is well, at stated times, to order an advance all along 
the line. By so doing the tone and temper of all the rooms 
will be improved, and though brilliancy in certain directions 
may not be seen, yet a healthier, brighter, happier spirit will 
prevail, and the true aim of our schools more certainly 
secured. 


During the year the term of probation, of all teachers not 
elected by ballot, was extended from three months to one 
year. 

© After a teacher has been appointed on probation, it shall 
be the duty of two or more Supervisors to examine, from 
time to time, his work in the class-room. The results of the 
examinations during the year of probation, with the recom- 
mendations of the Board of Supervisors, shall be recorded 
in a book kept for the purpose.” 

As soon as a teacher is nominated on probation the Super- 
intendent assigns two Supervisors to visit the teacher and 
examine his work. 

Two visits, and often more, must be made by each Super- 
visor designated to examine and report, before he can form 
a trustworthy judgment of the merits or demerits of the 
teacher. 

The opinion of each Supervisor assigned to examine any 
teacher’s work, unbiassed by the impressions of the other, is 
submitted in writing to the Superintendent at least one 
month before the expiration of the term of probation. 

These reports are carefully considered by the Superin- 
tendent, who, if the reports agree and are favorable, pre- 
sents them to the Board of Supervisors, who, after receiving 
cumulative evidence from other members of the Board, rec- 
ommend the teacher for confirmation. 

If the reports on a teacher do not agree, or are unfavorable, 
the Superintendent, before presenting them to the Board of 
Supervisors, or even intimating their purport, assigns other 
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Supervisors to examine the same teacher and report. In 
doubtful cases “the committee in charge, in consultation 
with the Board of Supervisors, may, for satisfactory reasons, 
extend the term of probation.” Every possible safeguard is 
thrown around the appointment of teachers. We fully realize 
the importance and delicacy of this duty.and desire to deal 
justly and kindly by every teacher on probation ; and yet the 
interests of the schools must be of paramount importance. The 
ever-recurring question as the class-rooms are visited, the 
work of the teacher examined, and his merits or demerits 
considered, must be, What is best for the school? 

It will be readily seen that much thought and time must 
be given, in order properly to carry out the requirements of 
Section 87 of Rules and Regulations of the public schools, 
when it is known that about one hundred teachers are nomi- 
nated on prebation every year, ninety-seven being so nomi- 
nated the past year. 

Two or more Evening Schools were visited and examined 
by each Supervisor monthly, and reports on their condition 
sent to the chairman of the Committee on Evening Schools. 

The schools were often visited two or three times during 
the month, that the needs of the schools might be understood 
and the merits or demerits known, so that the monthly re- 
ports could be made intelligently. 

The schools are now located in pleasant, comfortable rooms, 
and are doing a good work for those who avail themselves of 
the advantages so bountifully proffered. 

The supplementary reading so generously furnished the 
Primary Schools has been of immense advantage. In each 
school division there are twenty-one sets of books (fourteen 
sets of First Readers, and seven sets of Second Readers), so 
distributed that each class can have, in addition to the regular 
text-books, a constant supply of new and interesting reading. 

These sets of books, placed in strong boxes, are changed 
from school to school, under the direction of the Supervisors. 
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The children gladly welcome each set of books as it comes 
to their rooms, and delight to read the stories so welladapted 
to their comprehension. 

Their reading is something more than laboriously pronounc- 
ing meaningless words, or repeating memorized sentences ; it 
is thought, received and comprehended by the children, and 
then given by them to others in an intelligent manner. 

In Apriltwo members of the Board of Supervisors, Messrs. 
Kneeland and Littlefield, retired from the service of the city. 
They wereearnest, faithful, and conscientious in the discharge 
of their duties, and enter into new relations with our kindest 
wishes. 

The remainder of this report is, in substance, Supervisor 
Parker’s, who was selected by the Board of Supervisors to 
write their annual report; but he was unable to complete it 
before resigning to enter upon his new field of educational 
activities. 

To present, impartially and fully, the present condition of 
the schools in a brief report is nearly an impossibility. 

The public-school system of Boston is the outgrowth 
of more than two hundred and fifty years of comparatively 
steady progress. ‘The history of this development, scattered 
as it is through many school reports, essays, lectures, and 
descriptions, if collected and condensed into a readable form, 
would be an invaluable book for the teachers and all who are 
interested in our schools. Such a history would show both 
teachers and people how very much they owe for their pres- 
ent favored condition to the long-continued struggles, the 
hard fights, the thought and self-sacrifice on the part of the 
men and women of the past. 

Such a precious inheritance fully in the hearts of the 
teachers of Boston would be a continual inspiration to re- 
newed efforts to teach better. 

Two great dangers stand in the path of progress, — one is 
the feeling that, because such an immense work has been 
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done in the past, all has been done; that the attainable has 
been reached, and that the duty to hold up the standard 
acquired is the only one; the other danger is no less great, 
and that is a failure to recognize the great foundation already 
laid in the fervent desire to improve the schools. 

The middle and true course is to recognize fully all that is 
good in the present system, and to fully comprehend the real 
line of progress, using all that has been properly done for 
better doing. 

To a casual student of our school system one important 
fact is so prominent that no argument is needed to reach a 
definite conclusion. This fact is, that the so-called ma- 
chinery of a school system has reached a very high stand- 
ard. Compare the Ingraham school-house on Sheafe street, 
built in 1848 as the model Primary school-house in this 
country, with the Weston-street school-house. Compare the 
old Latin school-house, just demolished, with the new build- 
ing on Warren avenue; and no one can doubt that, so far 
as health and comfort are concerned, the highest standard 
hitherto known has been reached, and even excelled, in 
Boston. 

The same general remark can be made in regard to grad- 
ing, text-books, and all that pertains to the machinery of a 
system. | 

It would be wrong to say that there is no more to be done 
in these directions ; but it can be said, with great confidence, 
that the best outcome of all the world at present affords, 
may be found in our schools, so far as buildings, heating, 
ventilation, desks, apparatus, and text-books are concerned. 

The work necessary to bring about these changes is a part 
of history. No words can exaggerate the energy, thought, 
and persistence necessary to accomplish this immense task. 
Every change, no matter how slight, was the result of a 
protracted battle. 

The Primary Schools were founded under great opposition. 
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The old double-headed system of writing and grammar 
masters went down under repeated and hard blows. 

After machinery and system proper, what is to be con- 
sidered ? 

Teaching ; — methods of teaching, and the teacher. The 
former is the body, and the latter the soul, of a school. 

That the methods of teaching have not kept pace with the 
progress of means and appliances that lead to comfort and 
health is very evident. Still good progress in teaching has 
really been made. 

The courses of study in the Primary Schools for 1820, 1858, 
1868, and 1878, are here given, in order to indicate the 
changes that have been made during the past sixty years. 


COURSES OF STUDY. 
FIRST YEAR. 


1820. — Teach words of one, two, or more syllables, using [elly’s 
Child's Instructor. 

1858. — Tower's Gradual Primer. 

My first School Book, as a spelling-book. 

1. Pronouncing words without spelling. 

2. Pronouncing and spelling combined. 

3. Spelling without book words that have become familiar. 

4. Counting from one to one hundred. 

5. Drawing on the slate or black-board, imitating some mark, letter, 
or other object, or copying from acard. 

My First School Book continued, in the columns to the 20th page, 
and as a reading-book in the sentences to the 70th page. 

1863. Hillard’s First Primary Reader completed. The words in 
columns to be spelled without book, and also words selected from the 
reading-lessons. 

Boston Primary-School Tablets. Number Eleven, — the words and 
elementary sounds repeated after the teacher. Number One, —the 
name and sound of each letter, including the long and short sound of 
each vowel. Number Fifteen to be read and spelled by letters and by 
sound, and read by calling the words at sight. Number Sixteen to be 
read by spelling, and by calling words at sight, with oral lessons on the 
meaning of the sentences. Number Thirteen to be spelled by sounds. 
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Numbers Nine and en to be used in reviewing the alphabet, for 
variety of forms of letters. Number Five,—the pupil to name and 
point out the lines and plane figures. Number Two, —analyze the 
forms of the capitals, and tell what lines compose each. Number 
Nineteen entire, and number Twenty to L, number Six,— name and 
point out the figures and their parts. Number Eleven to be taught 
from the tablet. Number Fourteen, — syllables to be spelled by sound. 

My First School Book, for spelling to the 24th page, and for reading 
to the 70th page. 

Boston Primary School Slate, No. 1.—Print the small letters, and 
draw the straight lines and the rectilinear figures. Print the capital 
letters, also short words; draw the curvilinear figure. The black-board 
and tables to be used in teaching the slate exercises. Develop the idea 
of numbers to ten, by the use of objects. Count to one hundred by ones 
and twos with the numeral frame. 

Repeating verses and maxims. Oral lessons on size, form, and color, 
illustrated by objects in the school-room ; also upon common plants and 
animals, illustrating by the objects themselves or by pictures. 

Learning to read and spell from letter and word cards, at the option 
of the teacher. 

Singing for five or ten minutes, twice at least each session. 

1878. — Language, one and one-half hours a week. Oral lessons. 
Purpose, —to accustom pupils to express what they know in sentences. 
Material, — reading lessons, pictures, plants, and animals, or whatever 
the ingenuity of the teacher may suggest. 

Oral instruction, two and one-half hours a week. Simple conversa- 
tional studies of familiar plants, animals, and things; to distinguish 
form, color, and prominent qualities.

Drawing, two hours a week. — Names, positions, and relationship ot 
straight lines. Combinations of lines to make figures. Their division 
into equal parts. Drawing from memory and dictation of lines in de- 
fined positions. Combinations and arrangements of points and short 
lines in geometric forms. Ruling lines of given length. Measuring 
length of given lines. Black-board. Slates. 

Curved lines explained. The simple curve, Combination of curved 
with straight lines. Ilustrate plane geometric definitions of lines and 
figures by rule and measure. Simple forms from memory and dicta- 
tion. Rearrangements of exercises in design. Slates. Black-board. 

Music, one hour a week. — First fourteen pages of First National Music 
Reader by rote. Scales by numerals and by syllables. Position of the 
body and formation of sounds. 

Notation. Time, beating time, and signs of expression. Practice in 
writing characters used in music. Rote-songs at option of teacher. 
Chart No. 2. 

Physical Exercises, fifty minutes a week. — Not less than twice each 
session, some simple, pleasing exercise in concert. 

Recreation, one-half hour a week.

Copies in print- 
ing and drawing reviewed and completed. Printing four or five words 
daily. Writing Arabic figures. 

Adding and subtracting numbers to twenty, illustrated by objects 
and the numeral frame. Counting on the numeral frame by twos to 
one hundred, and by threes to fifty. 

Eaton's Primary School Arithmetic, or North American Arithmetic, 
begun: Miscellaneous questions in adding and subtracting small num- 
bers. Practical questions involving similar combinations. The idea 
of multiplication developed by the use of the numeral frame. Num- 
bers to be combined, occasionally written on slates from dictation.

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Symmetry, or balance of parts, explained and illustrated. Definitions 
of regular plane forms in words and by illustrations. Dictation and 
memory.

Numbers Seven and Eight, — 
drawing, and oral lessons on the objects presented. Number Twelve 
to be frequently reviewed. Number Eighteen, —uses and definitions 
of points and marks learned, and applied in reading-lessons. 

Boston Primary School Slate, No. 2.— Writing capitals and small 
letters, and drawing planes and solids, with illustrations from tablets 
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and black-board. Write pupil’s name, and words from the spelling- 
lessons, with particular care to imitate the letters on the frame. Draw- 
ing all the copies on the frame. Review abbreviations, and Roman 
numerals. Repeating verses and maxims. Review abbreviations. 
Oral lessons on objects, trades, and the most common phenomena of 
nature. Lessons on occupations, with exercise of observation by noting 
the properties and qualities of objects, comparing and classifying them, 
considering their uses, the countries from which they come, and their 
modes of production, preparation, or fabrication. 

Singing and physical exercises as above. 

1878. — Language, two hours a week. — Same as in preceding class. 

Oral Instruction. two and two-thirds hours a week. — Observation of 
less obvious qualities of objects; tints and shades of color; comple- 
mentary colors; harmonies of colors. Study of strange animals from 
pictures ; to infer mode of life from structure, or structure from mode of 
life. Plants and animals gathered into families. Vegetable, animal, and 
mineral products distinguished. Simple lessons on weights and divi- 
sions of time. Observation of the qualities and mechanism of things 
as adapted to their use. Fables, anecdotes. Talks about the human 
body and hygiene continued. 

Reading and Spelling, seven hours a week. -— Reading from a Reader 
of a proper grade. Supplementary reading. Spelling as before. 

Wriling, two hours a week. — Letters, words, and sentences from 
dictation and from the black-board. Sentences made in the language- 
lessons to be used for writing exercises. The proper form of dating, 
addressing, and signing a letter; also, the correct method of super- 
scribing an envelope. 

Arithmetic, three and one-half hours a week.— Numbers from 1 to 
1,000. Combinations of hundreds, and of hundreds with smaller num- 
bers. Adding, subtracting, multiplying, and dividing numbers from 1 
to 144, with results in figures. Relations of numbers from 1 to 144. 
Adding, subtracting, multiplying, and dividing numbers from 144 to 
1,000, no multiplier or divisor larger than ten being used. Roman 
numerals. Liter, decaliter, dekameter; centimeter, gram, and kilo- 
gram. 

Drawing, two hours a week. — Drawing on paper in books. Review 
the work of previous classes on paper. Even quality of lines. Subject 
of lessons in previous classes repeated in regular order. 

Music, one hour a week. — Review and advance through charts from 
16 to 36, inclusive. Scale-practice in singing and writing. Rote-songs. 
Writing of scales in different keys. 

Physical Exercises, fifty minules a week. —Twice in the forenoon 
and once in the afternoon. 
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Recreation, one-half hour a week. 
Miscellaneous, one-half hour a week. 


[Note.— Opening exercises, one-half hour a week. Recesses, two and one-half hours a 
week. ] 


The most prominent change shown by the comparison of 
these programmes is that in teaching language. In the pro- 
gramme for Primary Schools, in force till 1878, there was 
no writing whatever during the first year andahalf. The 
last half year the extent of writing is given thus: “ Writing 
capitals and small letters, the pupil’s name, and words from 
the spelling-lessons, with particular care to imitate the letters 
on the frame.” 

The slate writing of the First Class in the Rice Primary 
Training School, at the Centennial Exhibition, was mentioned 
by the Superintendent at that time as something notable. 

No composition in Primary Schools was recognized on the 
programmes until the last (1878). 

It may be said, and truly said, that this surprising addition 
to the work formerly done, does not in ¢éself indicate true 
progress. On the other hand, this great amount of work 
laid out is open to the grave charge of undue cramming ; and 
the charge would be valid if that which was to be learned 
was viewed only in the light of quantity to be acquired, under 
the methods formerly practised. When the quantity learned 
is the standard of excellence, every addition is a burden to 
both teacher and pupil. The new is then simply a source of 
weakness rather than of strength. 

The science of teaching, however, in contrast with the 
business of mental cramming, shows that the great purpose 
of education is not in gaining a certain quantity of knowl- 
edge, but in the harmonious development of the mind; and 
thus the subjects taught are primarily the means of develop- 
ment. 

The art of teaching, true to its purpose, harmonizes into a 
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unit that which seems to differ greatly, — the factors of which 
are all necessary to the end to be attained. 

Thus, —in language-teaching, reading, writing, spelling, 
and composition should all be taught as one thing, one factor 
helping all the others. 

Whether any addition to the programme, then, is a bur- 
den or an aid, must be decided by taking its special bearings 
upon mental growth. 

Courses of study are simply indications, but not genuine 
tests, of progress. By comparing the teaching actually 
done to-day, and that done in the past, the facts of progress 
or retrogression nay be found. Unless progress in teaching 
differs essentially and entirely from all other means of im- 
provement that have changed the world in the last eighty 
years, that progress must consist in the application of prin- 
ciples. 

In medicine, machinery, or any other science, all improve- 
ment has been made by the application of discovered princi- 
ples. Surely, teaching cannot be an exception to this other- 
wise invariable rule. Every step ever made in the true prog- 
ress of teaching has been made only by the application of 
principles discovered in mental laws, and in the nature of the 
subjects taught. All the principles of teaching have not yet 
been discovered, and the same may: be said of chemistry, 
botany, and kindred sciences ; yet enough have been discoy- 
ered to form a science of teaching. 

The all-important questions, then, are : — 


What are these principles? 

To what extent have they been applied ? 

How much remains to be done? 

What great benefits would come to us with their complete 
application ? 


The State has recognized the science of teaching by the 
establishment of Normal Schools, and this city has done the 
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same. There is only one reason for the existence of Nor- 
mal Schools. 

If teaching is a trade, it can be learned as other trades are 
learned, — by apprenticeship in shops and schools. But the 
fact that there is a science to be acquired before the art can 
be, has caused the foundation of professional schools. Upon 
many principles of teaching there is a diversity of opinion 
among authorities. Upon a few principles, like the follow- 
ing, there is a substantial agreement : — 


1. “The object of education is the harmonious develop- 
ment of all man’s powers, the acquisition of useful knowl- 
edge, and the formation of correct habits of action.” 

2. “Conduct is controlled through the will; the will 
through the feelings ; and the feelings through the intellect.” 

3. ‘Man is developed by self-activity.” 

4. “The mind is made to know by the presentation of 
objects of knowledge.” 

5. “The perceptive powers should be exercised first: 
a. In the education as a whole. 6. In each branch of study.” 

6. “Ideas should precede words: a. Things before 
names. 6. Thoughts before sentences. c. Knowledge be- 
fore definitions.” 

7. “Instruction should proceed from the known to the 
unknown: a. From the whole to the parts. 06. From the 
conerete to the abstract. c. From the simple to the com- 
plex. d. From facts to principles.” 

8. “Teachers should know the laws of mental develop- 
ment, and the relation of subjects taught to one another, and 
the end sought.” 


These principles may be found in the books of all the great 
teachers and thinkers for the last three hundred years. There 
is no body of doctrines to be found opposed to them. 

A true and complete report of the condition of the schools, 
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at the present time, can only be made by answering the ques- 
tion, — 

To what extent and thoroughness are these principles now 
applied in teaching ? 

The question is a difficult one to answer. A complete 
answer would embrace the examination and inspection of the 
work of twelve hundred teachers. ‘The answer in this report 
must necessarily be a general one. 

A few teachers may be found in Boston who apply the 
principles of teaching in all their work. ‘There are many 
teachers who apply the principles partially,—very few, in- 
deed, who do not in some way recognize some principle in 
teaching. 

The application of principles in teaching has been fragment- 
ary and intermittent. This is said in the face of the fact that 
there is, and always has been, a vast amount of thorough, 
earnest, faithful, excellent work done in our schools, — and, 
at the same time, it may be repeated, that all true teaching, 
at present and during the past, is and has been only through 
the application of principles of teaching founded upon known 


mental laws. 

There are many teachers who stoutly deny that there is a 
Science of Teaching, who, nevertheless, apply the principles 
that they do not recognize, in their teaching. 

If, then, all the progress of the past in teaching has been 
made through the fragmentary and partial application of the 
Science of Teaching, — what would be the result if the whole 
science, or even the fundamental principles, were fully 
applied ? 

The application of physical science has changed the world 
in the last seventy years. Froebel, the founder of the Kinder- 
garten, said that real teaching and training would revo- 
lutionize mankind. 

Was he not right? If thought expressed in machinery has 
wrought such a wonderful change, is it not true that the ap-

plication of the science that develops thought would be still 
more wonderful ? 

The faith of mankind is strong in the belief of improvement 
in machinery, and very weak in the belief that man can be 
greatly improved by the development of the mind. Why is 
this? The inventor, by means of long, patient, and persistent 
thinking, gives to the world a machine that radically changes 
an industry. The one who applies the great invention turns 
a wheel, or opens a valve, and the machine does its work. 
In teaching there can be no such simple process. No teacher 
ean apply, machine-like, what another has invented. The 
teacher must know the principles, in order to apply them. 
The Science of Teaching can be applied only by skilful, 
trained teachers.

To the School Committee : — 

I respectfully present my second report, which is 
also the second annual report of the Superintendent 
of Public Schools. 

Most of my time for a year past has been occupied 
in visiting the primary schools. I have visited every 
room once, and a good many twice or three times, 
during the year. Not alone the exceeding impor- 
tance of these schools,—containing as they do 
nearly half of all our school children,— but the 
unusual interest now taken in their management, led 
me to make my acquaintance with their teachers, 
their pupils, and their work as thorough as possible. 

Two questions have been uppermost in my mind, 
as they have been uppermost in the general mind, 
concerning these schools. What have been the fruits 
of the present management? What plan of manage- 
ment had better be adopted for the future? 

The second question comes up because the present 
plan, which has been in operation for nearly three years, 
has generally been regarded as a temporary arrange- 
ment, an experiment, in fact, by the results of which 
the School Committee would be guided in framing a 
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permanent plan for the supervision of the primary 
schools. 

As to the success of the experiment various opin- 
ions exist, and opposite conclusions have been 
strongly urged upon my consideration. I have had 
the advantage of hearing the results discussed from 
various points of view, and by persons interested in 
them in different ways. Instances of alleged success 
or failure have been freely pointed out to me, giving 
me abundant opportunity to make personal investiga- 
tions, which I have spared no effort to make fully and, 
I trust, fairly. 

The experiment, as a whole, does not, in my judg- 
ment, bear the marks of failure; on the contrary, I 
have found in it positive elements of success. That 
there has been friction, that there has been misunder- 
standing, that there has been passive, if not active 
opposition, in some quarters, is obvious enough to any 
observer. It is also plain to one who sees the work 
actually going on in the schools, and examines the 
results of that work, that the changes in methods of 
instruction introduced by the Supervisors since they 
have had direct control of the primary schools have 
already borne good fruit and promise more. 

Let any impartial observer go about among the 
primary schools to-day and select the teachers who 
are doing the best work for their pupils, and he will 
be sure to select the very ones who have most readily 
caught the spirit of improvement and put the new 
methods into successful practice. 

Teachers of course there are who have failed to 
understand the new ways, or have been reluctant to 
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put them in practice. Sometimes they are found 
vainly struggling to apply their old methods to 
classes that have been taught the preceding year by 
the new methods, and complaining that the children 
are not as well prepared as they used to be. Some- 
times they are found mechanically imitating the pro- 
cedure of more intelligent teachers, and attributing 
their failures to the wrong cause. It is no matter of 
surprise, therefore, if we find teachers complaining of 
the new ways and yearniig for the old familiar paths. 
And yet one is hardly prepared to hear teachers now- 
adays lamenting that children are not taught their 
A, B, C’s, and made to spell columns of words which, 
to the infant mind, are no better than nonsense. 

Let it not be supposed, however, that teachers of 
the over-conservative type are a majority. By far 
the greater number of the primary-school teachers 
speak enthusiastically of the improvement in methods 
of instruction which they have been encouraged or 
induced to adopt during the last few years. They 
have welcomed the more abundant supply of fresh 
reading-matter as a great boon, and have not been: 
slow to put all the newly furnished apparatus of 
instruction to good use. 

We sometimes speak of the methods of instruction 
introduced by the Supervisors during the last three 
years as new methods. We refer to the “new depart- 
ure,” the “new ideas,” the “experiment,” and so forth, 
as if it were some untried theory, some unproved hy- 
pothesis, we were putting to the test of actual experi- 
ence for the first time. The truth is, these methods 
are not new, they are old; they have stood the tests 
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of experience in many places and for a long time; 
and there need be no more doubt of their ultimate 
success here than there is of their achieved success 
elsewhere. 

The Supervisors had observed the need of improve- 
ment in the methods of primary instruction; and, 
when the primary schools were placed in _ their 
charge, they at once set about making some needed 
changes. ‘To say that every attempted change has 
been successfully wrought out would be asserting 
more than the facts would warrant; and to say that 
all needed changes have been attempted would be to 
belie our hopes of future improvement. Nevertheless, 
it is true that some important changes have been made 
with entire success, and others are in progress which 
promise well. 

No feature of the primary-school work has inter- 
ested me more than the use now made of the pencil 
by the children in expressing their thoughts in writ- 
ing. Composition — talking with the pencil, as the 
children would call it—is now a part of their daily 
work. <A few years ago such a thing as written 
composition was unheard of in our primary schools. 
It may have been practised here and there by an 
enterprising teacher; but, if so, it was practised 
without attracting attention. Writing then was 
merely a mechanical copying of set forms, which, to 
the child at least, had no meaning. Writing now is 
used by the children as a means of conveying their 
thoughts to others; and in using it they exhibit all 
the pleasurable excitement which the consciousness of 
new power is apt to produce. Oral and written ex- 
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pression of thought — reading and writing — now go 
hand in hand together from the very start. Printed 
words are no longer the mere symbols of sounds to 
be uttered; they are also and chiefly the signs of 
ideas. Written words are no longer dead and empty 
forms to be copied; they are things full of life and 
- meaning — quick messengers to convey thought from 
mind to mind. 

This work of composition includes so many things 
— handwriting, spelling, punctuation, use of capitals, 
besides the powers of observation, thought, and ex- 
pression — that it offers, perhaps, the best means of 
testing the acquirements of pupils in a general exam- 
ination. When, therefore, the Committee on Primary 
Instruction, last summer, ordered an examination of 
the first classes of the primary schools, and circum- 
stances at the time made it inconvenient to examine 
in more than one kind of work, the work in composi- 
tion was selected. 

The papers written by the pupils at that examina- 
tion — mere first drafts, uncorrected either by teacher 
or by pupil— are now in my office. No one can ex- 
amine them without seeing that an all-important but 
hitherto neglected means of instruction has been 
put into successful operation. These papers can and 
ought to be seen by any who doubt the wisdom of 
the new ways. be it remembered that anything like 
connected and extended written expression of thought 
by primary-school children was unheard of in our 
schools a few years ago, and such an examination as 
was held last summer would have been an absurdity, 
if not an impossibility. 
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The method of examination was briefly this. There 
were two exercises. In the first, each child was given 
a printed copy of a simple story called “The Kitten 
and the Knitting Needles.” When time enough had 
elapsed for the children to read the story silently once 
or twice through, it was taken away; blank paper 
was then given out, and the children were directed to 
write what they could remember of the story on the 
paper. No conversation took place, and the teacher 
said nothing to the class, but at the end of a limited 
time took up the papers and put them in a wrapper 
to be sent immediately to me. This exercise tested 
the pupils’ power of gathering thought from the printed 
page — silent reading, — their memory, and their facil- 
ity in expressing the remembered thoughts of another. 
This was not composition exactly, but it was a very 
interesting and instructive test. 

I'he second part of the examination was an exercise 
in composition. It tested the pupils’ power of ex- 
pressing their own thoughts. A picture— kindly 
furnished by the publishers of * Our Little Ones ” in 
advance of its publication, that it might be new to all 
the children — was placed before each pupil. The 
picture was likely enough to awaken pleasant associ- 
 ations,— a children’s picnic or tea-party under a great 
apple-tree, where dolls, and dogs, and children older 
and younger were seated at arustic table. The pupils 
were directed to write whatever story they thought 
would suit the picture. The papers were taken up as 
soon as the writing was done. No corrections were 
made either by pupils or teachers, and the papers can 
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now be seen in just the same state in which they were 
when they left the pupils’ hands. 

Taken as a whole these papers are not wonderful 
productions; there are many of them badly written, 
and defaced by incorrect spelling and uncouth ex- 
pressions. But the quality of the productions varies 
with the different schools. The admirable thing is 
that a good many schools may be found in which most 
of the papers were well written, showing clearness of 
thought and facility in expression. ‘Thus we have an 
actually realized standard up to and beyond which, 
in good time, all the primary schools can be brought. 

When it can be truly said that children on leaving 
the primary school at nine or ten years of age are 
generally able to express their thoughts correctly, 
clearly, and sometimes even gracefully, in com- 
positions of their own writing, we shall have 
accomplished no more than there is already good 
promise of. And yet that is going a long way 
towards giving a good common-school education. 

I trust that a similar examination may be appointed 
next summer, for I believe that even more encourag- 
ing results may be anticipated. It would be well, 
however, to have the examination embrace some good 
tests of the pupils’ knowledge of number, lest this 
branch appear to be thought of slight importance. 
The difficulty is to devise a perfectly fair and work- 
able method for a general examination in this branch; 
but I hope that such difficulty may be overcome. 
Indeed, there is no kind of work done in the schools 
which should not from time to time be brought to 
some appropriate general test. The results of such. 
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tests are of the greatest use to all who seek the im- 
provement of the schools. 

The right use of physical objects in teaching the 
first steps in number (arithmetic) is of course no new 
thing in the Boston schools; but I understand that it 
is more generally prevalent in the schools now than it 
was a few years ago. The supply of primary-school 
tables, blocks, and other material for the purpose, 
indicates this; and it is certain that the Supervisors 
have used no less effort to promote improvement in 
this direction than they have used in other directions. 
Here as elsewhere the improvement already secured 
is the best harbinger of future progress. 

It must be owned, however, that rote-teaching in 
this branch — the method which turns more on the 
memory of mere words or symbols than it does on 
the possession of clear and accurate ideas of the 
things signified —is still somewhat too prevalent. 
It cannot even be said of every teacher who uses 
blocks, buttons, or shoe-pegs in her teaching that she 
is therefore teaching the first steps in number in the 
right way. One may witness occasionally class ex- 
ercises carried on with these objects in a manner to 
make the method in no wise superior to the methods 
which employ no objects at all. The teacher in such 
cases fails to keep in view the purpose for which 
alone objects are presented to the child’s senses. 
This purpose is, first, to ensure the presence in the 
child’s mind of clear ideas of the numbers with which 
he is to operate; and, secondly, to suggest through 
proper manipulations of the physical objects those 
mental acts in which the required operation consists. 
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A failure to keep this in view is fatal; it vitiates the 
whole procedure. 

For example, a teacher undertakes to teach by the 
aid of some blocks the fact that seven is the sum of 
three and four. She takes three blocks in one hand 
and four in the other, telling the children to do as she 
does. The children imitate her physical act. Then 
she places her three blocks and four blocks before her 
together onthe table. The children do so too. Then 
the first child is told to say*“ Three blocks and four 
blocks are seven blocks.” ‘The second child repeats 
these words, then the third, the fourth, and so on 
around the class. It very soon becomes apparent 
that the children are mechanically repeating what to 
them is anempty formula. There is no evidence that 
their utterance of the words is accompanied by any 
mental act whatever, except the very slight effort 
needed to repeat the words that have just been pro- 
nounced. J have seen a class go through such an 
exercise when it was at least doubtful if a single child 
really performed the mental act he was supposed to 
have performed, — that of adding three to four. On 
testing them it appeared that their notions of these 
numbers were so very indistinct that they would fail 
to pick up the right number when asked to pick up 
four blocks. J remember, too, a teacher who was at 
work on the number nine with children who could 
pick up two blocks when asked to do so, but failed 
when asked to pick up three or four or any greater 
number. 

Now these cases are cited merely to mark the dis- 
tinction I would make between the right use and the 
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wrong use of physical objects in teaching the first 
steps in number, and thus to show what is meant by 
saying that the right use of such objects has been 
promoted, or sought to be promoted, of late. ‘The use 
of objects in one way or another could easily enough 
be made universal by a decree to that effect; but the 
right use of objects requires real skill, and is therefore 
an improvement of slower growth. Still, as said 
before, some admirable work has been done, and 
further good progress may be expected. 

So far as control of methods of instruction is con- 
cerned, the administration of the Supervisors has 
met with most encouraging success; all the more 
encouraging, I must say, in view of the difficulties it. 
has had to contend with. We may see in the primary 
schools to-day some clear indications of what super- 
vision, when left free to exercise its proper functions, 
can accomplish in the way of improvement. 

The proper functions of supervision include some- 
thing more than looking on and listening, while 
teachers teach according to any method that may 
suit their habits or their fancy. The work going 
on in the schools needs to be organized and di- 
rected by sume central authority, subject to whose 
approval and general control all methods of in- 
struction should be adopted and applied. When 
school committees do not exercise that authority 
directly, they generally delegate it to some one or 
more executive officers. Thus superintendents and 
supervisors are usually made responsible for the 
methods of instruction actually used in the schools, 
and are, accordingly, intrusted with some degree of 
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authority to govern the use of those methods. To 
exercise a general control over methods of instruc- 
tion, then, may be regarded as the chiefly important 
function of supervision. Without this, supervision ts 
reduced to mere inspection. 

It is in the management of the primary schools 
that supervision, in this city, has found ample scope 
for the exercise of its proper functions. Indeed, the 
scope was too ample; and supervision was forced to 
become active in other domains than its own. Could 
the Supervisors have been limited to the exercise of 
those functions only which pertain to their 8ffice, 
most of the difficulties they have had to contend 
with would never have existed. Circumstances 
seemed to make it necessary that the Supervisors 
should assume the entire management of the primary 
schools, principals’ work and all, in order that the 
contemplated plans of improvement might be effect- 
ually carried out. They have, accordingly, been re- 
quired to serve as principals over nearly one-half of 
all the pupils in the city for the space of three years. 
That they have done this as efficiently as the schools 
need to have it done cannot be asserted. The wonder 
is that they have done as well as they have. But it 
will not be denied that whatever they have done as 
principals must have been at the expense of their 
efficiency in other ways. Whatever may have been 
the exigency which made the assumption of prin- 
cipals’ work by the Supervisors a temporary neces- 
sity, experience has made it clear, in my judgment, 
that such an arrangement ought not to be a feature 
of the permanent plan of supervision. The distinc- 
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tion between supervisory work and a school prin- 
eipal’s work should be followed, and the latter kind 
of work should be given to persons so situated that 
they can do it. 

There are two ways of effecting this, each entirely 
feasible, and both familiar to the minds of the School 
Committee. 

One way is to group the primary schools, and 
appoint a man to be the principal of each group. If 
it were the Boston fashion to mass primary pupils in 
huge buildings, doubtless we should have had a class 
of teachers known as primary principals long ago. 
They would have been selected for their superior 
knowledge of, and natural aptitude for, primary- 
school work, and this sort of work would have 
become a specialty. ‘There is nothing to prevent the 
creation of such a class of principals now, only the 
scattered situation of the primary schools would 
require them to be somewhat peripatetic. That a 
separate provision for primary instruction would 
possess important advantages has been frequently 
pointed out in the debates of the School Committee, 
and it is generally admitted that such provision 
would be in accordance with the law which assigns 
division of labor, specialization of function, as the 
condition of improvement in the quality of work. 

The other way is to make the principals of gram- 
mar schools also the principals of the primary 
schools in their respective districts. The merits and 
defects of this plan are familiar, and have been pretty 
thoroughly discussed since it was abandoned, three 
years ago. Now that a return to it is proposed, its 
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defects ought to be distinctly recognized, and the 
appropriate remedies applied. 

One reason strongly urged for putting the primary 
schools into other hands was because premature pro- 
motions from the primary to the grammar schools had 
been frequent, and needed to be prevented. There are, 
doubtless, instances in which the opposite evil, that of 
delaying pupils too long in the primary schools, might 
have been pointed out. In fact, the primary schools 
have lacked, and, in my judgment, still lack, a known 
and definite standard for the promotion of pupils to the 
grammar schools. J do not ignore the provision in 
the Regulations on this point; but I observe that the 
practice under it has been, and still is, widely vari- 
ous. 

The state of things very much resembles that which 
once existed in connection with the promotions from 
the grammar to the high schools, when each Dis- 
trict Committee, acting independently of the others, 
decided who should have diplomas, and thus virtually 
promoted to the high schools on its own standard. 
That these standards, although alike in theory, were 
widely variant in practice, is well known. But all 
that has been changed. At present there is a definite 
and uniform standard for these promotions steadily 
applied by the Board of Supervisors, under the direc- 
tion and control of the Committee on Examinations. 

Now, there are no reasons for the maintenance of 
this uniform standard, which do not apply with equal 
force to the maintenance of a uniform standard of 
promotion from the primary to the grammar schools. 
If it would be against good management to fill 
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vacancies in the high school as they occur by mak- 
ing drafts upon the first class in the grammar 
schools, it is equally so to keep the grammar 
schools full by making drafts upon the first class of 
the primary schools. The question should be, not 
does the upper school need the pupils, but do the 
pupils need the upper school; — age and acquirement 
both considered, are the pupils fitted to go on? The 
only way of reaching a satisfactory answer to this 
question, as it seems to me, is to leave it to the deci- 
sion of those who are unlikely to be influenced by 
the exigencies of any particular school or grade of 
schools. In other words, let promotion from pri- 
mary to grammar schools be managed in the future 
very much as promotions from the grammar schools 
to the high are now managed,—by the Board of 
Supervisors, under the control of the Committee on 
Examinations. If this is done there will be a suffi- 
cient protection against both premature and unduly 
postponed promotions. 

Another important point deserves to be considered 
in connection with any plan for placing the primary 
schools again under the care of the principals of the 
grammar schools, and that is the striking inequality 
of the burdens the different principals would have to 
assume. 

The following table shows the total number of 
pupils, grammar and primary, in each district in 
June, 1881, the districts being arranged in the order 
of the totals: — 
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The master of a small grammar school, with 
primaries in the same building or yard with 
him, might very easily assume the care of both 
grades, and yet have fewer pupils under his care 
than the master of a large grammar school does 
now with no primaries at all. Contrast the Law- 
rence, Comins, and Dearborn districts on the one 
hand, with the Mather, Bennett, and Central on the 
other, to say nothing of still smaller districts where 
the principals hold a rank inferior to that of master. 
If principals of primary schools are needed anywhere 
in the city, certainly it is in those districts which 
contain a thousand or more primary pupils each. 

The above table shows very clearly where a gram- 
mar-master might easily assume the care of all the 
primaries in his district, and where this addition to 
his present duties would be very burdensome. 

While I am prepared to recommend that the gram- 
mar-masters be made again the principals of their 
districts to discharge those duties for the primary 
schools which pertain to the principal’s office, I 
would, at the same time, urge that some way of 
equalizing the work be devised, either by relieving 
the masters in the larger districts of the obligation 
to teach a certain number of hours every week, 
or by the appointment of primary-school principals 
in such districts. It must be obvious that one 
principal can hardly do justice to nearly a thousand 
grammar pupils and over a thousand primary 
pupils, if he attempts to do for the former all that the 
Regulations now require, and for the latter all they 
need to have done. 
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It is not at all necessary that the relief should 
come in the same form in all the districts. It 
would be much better if a careful survey were 
made of existing circumstances in each district, to 
the end that the arrangement adopted in each dis- 
trict might be the one best adapted to its wants. 

But, whatever plan is chosen, the details of it 
should be so arranged that harmonious working 
under it may be easy and natural. The powers 
and duties of supervisors on the one hand, and 
those of principals on the other, should be clearly 
defined; there should be left no room for uncertainty 
or misunderstanding; then each, knowing and respect- 
ing the authority of the other, can work freely and 
effectively to the common end. 

The work both of principals and of supervisors: 
proceeds under the direction of the School Com- 
mittee, as expressed in the Course of Study. 
The work of the principals is mainly teaching 
or the management of teaching; the work of the 
Supervisors is mainly examining the methods and 
results of teaching. 

Now, between teacher and examiner there should 
always be, in respect to certain matters, a_per- 
‘fectly clear understanding; otherwise the pupils 
examined may suffer injustice. There should be no 
unsettled questions as to the interpretation of the 
course of study; the proper standards to be reached 
in each class and in each study should be definitely 
known; and the methods of instruction used, particu- 
larly where the standards possible to be reached 
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depend on the methods used, should be distinctly 
recognized. 

In laying out a course of study, it would not be 
practicable, even it were wise, to anticipate all ques- 
tions of interpretation that might arise, and attempt 
to settle them in advance. It is much better to settle 
them as they arise, in the light of accumulating ex- 
perience. But they should be settled; and they will 
be easily and uniformly settled, if it be determined 
whose judgment is finally to control in the settle- 
ment. 

The same remark applies to standards of acquire- 
ment. These should not be absolutely fixed at the 
outset, but suffered to be variable within reasonable 
limits. In seeking to elevate standards, it 1s best not 
to aim too high at first; but, having due regard always 
to what is practicable, to reach the ultimate elevation 
by gradual changes. It is only needful to know 
under whose general control these changes are to be 
made. 

Again, it is not well to prescribe methods of in- 
struction too minutely. Practical education is largely 
a business of experiment. ‘The general principles of 
education are pretty well settled; but the application 
of these principles to the work of the school-room — 
the art of education — has to be learned through 
a series of trials, successes, and failures, that 1s, 
through experiments. There should be, therefore, 
a somewhat liberal range allowed in the choice of 
methods of instruction. And yet this choice should 
be guided by well-settled principles; there should be 
some control exercised, some authority to declare 
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what methods are bad, and ought, therefore, to be 
excluded, and what methods are good or worth 
trying. 

When teachers and examiners reach a thorough 
understanding with one another on these matters — 
as may easily happen when it is settled where the 
authority to decide them resides — there need be no 
further serious obstacle to the harmonious working 
of supervision in the schools. 


AGES AND CLASSIFICATION OF PUPILS. 


In estimating the efficiency of a system of schools 
there are two chiefly important questions to be con- 
sidered: How much do the pupils know? How old 
are they when they know it? 

T'o answer the first question we have courses of 
study, which mark out in a general way the kind and 
amount of work each class should undertake to do, 
and we have examinations, which discover how well 
that work has been done. ‘T’o answer the second, we 
turn to the school register. When we know how 
well pupils of any given age can do certain kinds of 
intellectual work, we are prepared to express a judg- 
ment as to the general efficiency of the schools. Of 
course there are other considerations which come in 
to modify our general conclusions in particular cases. 
Such circumstances relate to the ages of the pupils 
when first sent to school; to the continuity of their 
attendance afterwards; to their physical health and 
mental capacity; to their social and domestic sur- 
roundings; and to many personal, local, or temporary 
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influences, which either reinforce or impair the proper 
effect of the teachers’ labors. 

Still, making all reasonable allowance for untoward 
circumstances, it will be admitted as a general rule 
that the presence of comparatively large numbers of 
old pupils in the lower classes indicates inefficient 
teaching, or defective management, or both. In 
other words, the more judicious and efficient the man- 
agement of the school the more nearly will the pupils 
be found in the classes corresponding to their ages, 
and at the same time properly qualified to be there. 

This subject has been touched upon in former re- 
ports by the Superintendent. In the report for 1877 
(March) the following language is used : — 


* The aggregate percentage of [ pupils in| the three 
upper classes [of the grammar schools] has not held 
its own, while that of the three lower classes has in- 
creased. This is owing to the fact that in some 
schools the pupils are kept too long in the lower 
classes. The disparity between the schools in this 
respect is very striking. It may be that in some 
schools the pupils in the lower classes are pushed up 
too fast, although there is no case of the kind within 
my knowledge; but it is quite certain that there are 
schools where the pupils are kept in the lower classes 
too long.” A few pages further on it is stated that, 
“the proper aim should be to keep all pupils up to the 
classes corresponding to their ages, but not to crowd 
forward young pupils into classes which are intended 
for older pupils.” | 


For the purpose of ascertaining how far, in point of

fact, pupils were found in the “classes corresponding 
to their ages,” a special inquiry was made last June as 
to the ages of the pupils in each class of every high, 
grammar, and primary school in the city. The results 
in full detail were printed in September as a part of 
the semi-annual statistics. (See School Doc. No. 
18, 1881.) An interesting summary of these re- 
sults is presented in the Table of Distribution, which 
will be found on the folded page at the end of this 
report. 

Had tables like this been prepared in former years, 
it would now be possible, by making comparisons, to 
find out whether the drift has been one way or the 
other in respect to the ages and the classification of 
the pupils. The common remark that pupils in the 
upper classes of the grammar schools have been 
growing older and older for the last ten or fifteen 
years, could then be verified, if it is true; and the 
extent as well as the rate of the change could be 
accurately noted. As it is, such comparisons must 
be deferred to a future time. Nevertheless the table, 
as it stands, discloses some interesting facts. 

In the first place it does not appear that the pupils 
of any given age are very largely gathered in the 
class corresponding to that age. In the grammar 
schools, for example, pupils of twelve, thirteen, four- 
teen, and fifteen years of age are found quite numer- 
ously represented in all the classes from the lowest 
to the highest. Indeed, the showing is such as to 
lead one to doubt the existence, at the present time, 
of any correspondence at all between the ages of 
pupils and the classes in which they are found. 
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Is the first class that in which most of the pupils 
fifteen years old should be found? ‘There are more 
pupils fifteen years old in the second class than there 
are in the first, while classes below the second con- 
tain almost as many as does the second. ‘The actual 
distribution of all the pupils fifteen years old is 
about —

And so of the pupils fourteen years old. There 
are more of them in the third class than in any other, 
and yet fourteen is the leading age in the second 
class.

Pupils eleven years old are distributed all the way 
from the first (highest) class of the grammar school, 
down to the third (lowest) class in the primary school. 
There are more of them in the fifth class of the 
grammar school than in any other, and yet the pre- 
ponderance is not great, the fourth and sixth classes 
each containing nearly as many as the fifth. 


of the grammar 
schools. 
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The numbers given for the third (lowest) class of 
the primary schools are interesting, as showing the 
ages at which most pupils enter school. ‘These ages 
were taken in June, when the majority of the pupils 
had been in school nearly a year. At that time there 
were, in the third class, more pupils six years old than 
there were of any other age. ‘The five-year-olds and 
seven-year-olds were about equally numerous, the 
number of each being about two-thirds that of 
the six-year-olds. But the large numbers of pupils 
eight, nine, ten, and eleven years old in that class and 
in the class above show either how late many of our 
pupils enter the primary schools or how long they 
are in getting through. 

Doubtless many pupils entering at seven, eight, and 
nine years of age can, by reason of their maturity and 
home advantages, be carried through the primary 
course of study in less than the prescribed three 
years; but the table does not lead one to suppose 
that this has been done to any great extent. 

A. good authority has stated that the aim should be 
to get children from the primary into the grammar 
schools before they are nine years of age. How far 
below the mark our present practice falls may be seen 
by a glance at the table. Against 2,570 pupils, who 
were nine or less than nine years old, in the grammar 
schools (including the ungraded classes), there were 
5,323, or more than twice as many who had already 
reached the age of nine in the primary schools. Why 
so many pupils reach the ages of ten, eleven, or 
more years, before leaving the primary schools is a 
question which will repay more investigation than it 
has yet had. Is it because they are old when they 
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enter, or because they spend more than three years in 
going through? Probably both reasons exist; but 
how many cases may be accounted for in one way 
and how many in the other, we have now no means 
of knowing. That this is no new phenomenon is 
shown by comparing the number of pupils, nine or 
more years old, in the primary schools with the num- 
ber nine or less years old in the grammar schools, for 
a series of years. These numbers are given in the 
following table: —

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It will be seen, by comparison of these numbers, 
that the preponderance has been sometimes on the 
side of the primary schools, and sometimes on the side 
of the grammar schools; but the difference is not 
great until we come to June, 1881, where the effect 
of discontinuing semi-annual promotions 1s plainly in- 
dicated. The unusually great difference at that 
time does not wholly disappear in February, 1882, 
—a fact indicating that another cause may be at 
work, namely, that pupils are now kept longer in the 
primary schools than they used to be. Whether this 
is so or not cannot now be answered with certainty. 
We have no statistics whatever to show either how 
long they used to be kept or how long they are kept 
now; but it is highly important that such statistics 
should be gathered henceforth, and that the causes for 
the delay of pupils in the primary schools, if such 
delay is discovered, should be ascertained and, so far 
as possible, removed. 

That a similar investigation is needed in the case 
of the grammar schools is indicated by the fact that 
there were 2,746 pupils, fifteen or more years old, still 
in the grammar schools last June —a number which is 
more than double the whole number of pupils of all 
ages in the eight high schools at that time. 

Comparisons of another kind may be made by 
using the Table of Distribution. This table gives 
the numbers of boys and girls separately for each 
class and for each age. 

In the first place it may be noticed that a decided 
preponderance of boys is found in the primary 
schools, and in the lower classes of the grammar 
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schools; but girls are more numerous in the two 
upper classes of the grammar schools, and in all the 
classes of the high schools. This fact is probably 
familiar, and is not difficult to account for. 

A comparison of the number of boys of each age 
with the number of girls of the same age in each of 
the several classes reveals another fact, indicating the 
different rates of progress with which boys on the one 
hand, and girls on the other, pass through the 
schools. In each of the upper classes it is found 
that the elder portion of the class contains more girls 
than boys, while the younger portion contains more 
boys than girls. For example, in the third class of 
the grammar schools we find —

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It should be remembered that the numbers here 
contrasted are totals drawn from all the schools of 
the city. The disparity would be even more striking, 
if schools showing opposite tendencies, in respect to 
the ages and grading of their pupils, were selected 
and contrasted. ‘Thus, in the first class of certain 
grammar schools, selecting three boys’ and three girls’ 
schools, we find

Now, let it be borne in mind that these younger 
boys and older girls are pursuing the same course of 
study, are subjected to the same tests to prove their 
fitness for the diploma, and, if they pass on to the 
high school, will again take up the same course of 
study. It would be interesting, therefore, to compare 
their actual scholarship, both in the grammar and in 
the high schools, to see whether the girls exhibit that 
superiority in acquirement which their comparative 
maturity might lead one to expect. The data for 
making an accurate comparison of this kind are, 
however, wanting at the present time; and we are 
left to form opinions as best we may from general 
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impressions. It is, perhaps, doubtful if the girls 
show such a superiority in acquirement as would cor- 
respond to their maturer years, and to the greater 
length of time they generally spend in the grammar 
schools. 

If, however, they do show a marked superiority in 
acquirement, why are they not earlier promoted to 
the high schools? Why are they detained until they 
are no longer girls, but young women, and occupied 
with no higher studies than those of the grammar 
schools? Why should they not sooner receive the 
broader culture that comes from higher studies? 

But these questions, after all, are hardly less 
pertinent to the case of the boys. For, while there 
were 1,610 girls, there were also 1,136 boys, fifteen 
years old or older, in the grammar schools last June. 

Making all due allowance for exceptional mental 
incapacity and for unfavorable circumstances, are not 
both these numbers larger than they should be? 
Ought not some hundreds of these boys and girls 
to have been prepared for and promoted to the high 
schools before they became so old? | 

It seems very desirable that the number of these 
elderly pupils should be reduced by more rapid pro- 
motions of the whole body of pupils through the 
grammar schools. The whole body of pupils, I say; 
for the practice of pushing forward exceptionally 
bright young pupils with extraordinary rapidity — 
a practice oftentimes as injurious to mental develop- 
ment as it is to physical and moral health — does not 
at all meet the case in hand. With efficient teach- 
ing in all the classes, and good management in every 
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school, — and under good management should be 
included the use of reasonable tests for promotion, 
considerately applied, — might not promotions of 
the mass of pupils from class to class be made with 
less delay than they generally have been? 

In some schools, where the upper classes, unless 
filled by young pupils, would not be filled at all, pro- 
motions of the mass of pupils in the lower classes 
are somewhat more rapid than they are in schools 
where the upper classes are conveniently full. The 
tables of statistics published last September show 
remarkable contrasts between different.schools in this 
respect. The standards of promotion from class to 
class are theoretically the same in all the schools, 
being based on the authorized course of study. Are 
they practically the same? If they are, then there 
are schools in which pupils are delayed more than is 
reasonable in going through. If they are not, are’ 
the standards actually reached in the rapidly pro- 
moting schools distinctly too low? or, on the con- 
trary, are those insisted upon in the more slowly 
promoting schools too high? In either case, there 
is an evil which should be cured. 

By way of answer to suggestions of the increas- 
ing elderliness of pupils in the upper classes of the 
grammar schools, reference is frequently made to the 
ages of the pupils when they are promoted from the 
primary schools. How can one expect, it is asked, 
that pupils finish the grammar-school course before 
they are fifteen years old if they do not begin it 
before they are nine? 

Before answering this question it may be well to 
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examine the assumption on which it rests. The 
assumption is that pupils, when once they are in the 
grammar school, pass through the course in six years; 
so that those who enter young come out young, 
those who enter old come out old, and the wide 
differences in age at the end of the course are fully 
accounted for by the wide differences at the begin- 
ning. 

To settle the correctness or incorrectness of this 
assumption, the following question was asked last 
June concerning each one of the candidates for the 
grammar-school diploma: “ How many years has the 
candidate belonged to a grammar school?” 

Lhe answers appear in most instances to have been 
carefully given. There is, however, some reason to 
suppose that the question was not correctly appre- 
hended in all cases. The question was not, How 
many years has the candidate belonged to the gram- 
mar school from which he is about to graduate, but, 
How many years has the candidate belonged to a 
grammar school? If, therefore, a pupil had changed 
during his course from one grammar school in the 
city to another, the true answer to the question could 
be found only by inquiring how long the pupil had 
been in other grammar schools in the city before 
entering the one from which he was about to gradu- 
ate. It is doubtful if this inquiry was always 
made. Of course there were pupils who came from 
other towns, concerning whom this inquiry would 
have been useless, and, therefore, needed not to be 
made. 

But, however the question may have been under-

stood, the answers, taken as they were given, are quite 
significant. <A table, giving a summary of the answers 
from each school, is given in School Document No. 
18 (Appendix), 1881. From that table is drawn the 
following statement:

Thus it appears that five hundred twenty-three 
candidates for the grammar-school diploma, or 38 
per cent. of the whole number reported upon, had 
belonged to a grammar school more than the allotted 
six years; and that four hundred thirteen candi- 
dates, or 32 per cent. of the whole number, had 
belonged seven years or more. Passing to the ex- 
treme, we find seventy-four candidates who had been 
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in the grammar school eight years, and six who had 
been there nine years. 

These facts destroy the assumption that pupils, 
once they are in the grammar school, pass through it 
in six years. The ages of pupils graduated from the 
grammar schools must, therefore, be influenced by 
other causes besides their ages at entering the primary 
schools. | 

It will be found on studying the tables that the 
schools having an unusually large number of elderly 
pupils are the very schools in which pupils more fre- 
quently spend seven or eight years on the grammar- 
school course of study. Delayed promotions, then, 
may be looked upon as one cause of an increased 
number of elderly pupils. 

Another cause is the interruption of attendance by 
long periods of absence, occasioned either by illness 
or the need of working. One master said of a 
girl who had been nine years in the grammar school, 
that her whole school life in the primary and grammar 
schools together had hardly amounted to six whole 
school years. How numerous such cases may be is 
not known, but statistics on this poimt would be 
valuable. 

Indeed, it would be very useful if we had on record 
in the grammar and high schools a brief account of 
each pupil’s school life. The particulars of this ac- 
count would include the date of the pupil’s admission 
to the primary school; the date of his promotion to 
the grammar school; the dates of his promotion from 
class to class afterwards; long periods of absence, 
if any; indications of his scholarship and deport- 
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ment; in short, whatever is important to be known in 
making a just estimate of his progress through the 
schools. From records of this kind, if carefully kept, 
information of great value could be collected from 
time to time as occasion might demand. Such infor- 
mation would be of use, both as a safeguard against 
hasty inferences, and as a positive basis for beneficial 
legislation. Where little or no attention is paid to 
the history of the pupil’s progress through the 
schools he is apt to suffer from neglect and con- 
sequent discouragement. 

While writing this, information comes to me from 
a certain primary school concerning ten pupils in 
the upper class, candidates for promotion to the gram- 
mar school, who failed to pass the moderate exami- 
nation set for them; and yet they were eleven, twelve, 
thirteen — one, indeed, almost fourteen — years of 
age; and had spent in the primary school four, five, 
and even six years. Now, my hope is that such cases 
are not numerous; but how numerous they are, it 
would be well to know. It should be known and inade 
a matter of record concerning every pupil promoted 
to the grammar school, how Joe he has been in the 
primary school. 

Side by side with the consideration of the ages of 
pupils should go, as remarked at the outset, a con- 
sideration of their acquirements. ‘The authentic in- 
formation on this point, now within the reach of the 
School Committee, is neither as clear nor as full as is 
desirable. The only information within reach is found 
in the results of the diploma examinations held by 
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the Board 3 Supervisors for the graduating classes 
of the high and grammar schools. 

Concerning the want of a definite and uniformly 
applied standard of promotion from the primary to 
the grammar schools remarks are made in another 
part of this report. But, even supposing the tests 
actually used in making these promotions to have 
been definite and apphed with tolerable uniformity, 
there is little information now accessible as to the 
various degrees of success with which the different 
primary schools met those tests. Official records 
have not been kept for the use of the School Com- 
mittee or others interested in this matter. 

As to all the classes in the grammar schools, except 
the first, we are without the means of knowing 
whether the pupils registered as of the same class 
exhibit all over the city nearly the same degree of pro- 
ficiency in the studies of that class. The standards 
set up in the different schools for promotion from 
class to class probably vary a good deal; but how 
much they vary, where are they comparatively 
low, and where, 1 anywhere, are they too high, are 
questions which cannot at present be definitely 
answered. We have merely general impressions, not 
specific facts, from which to make up opinions. 

It would be well, occasionally, to apply a test to 
the same class throughout the city, for the purpose 


of having definite information on these points. If 


such tests were well devised and carefully applied, 
the results would afford, what has long been wanted, 
authentic information as to the standing of the pupils 
in every class in the schools. ‘We should know 
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just how much was meant by the statement that a 
pupil belonged to this or that class in any school. 
We should know just how far the course of study 
was carried out in each school and in each class. We 
should know whether the work required by the course 
of study was too easy or too difficult, and where 
changes in it were needed. We should know where 
the standards set for promotion were too high and 
where too low. All such knowledge would be useful 
for many purposes, but quite indispensable in con- 
nection with any investigation into the ages of the 
pupils, and the rapidity or slowness with which they 
are promoted. 

Since the publication of the statistics of ages and 
classification last September, the questions have fre- 
quently been asked: “ What are they for? What 
good are they going to do?” The answer is, that a 
necessary preliminary to any attempt to remedy 
alleged abuses or evils is a careful inquiry into the 
existing state of facts. Evidence tending to show 
that promotions in the grammar schools are not always 
managed in the best way has already attracted some 
attention. Jixplanations of the supposed state of 
things have been offered from time to time, and 
various measures have been suggested as remedies. 
But, before going into a consideration of remedies, 
it is well to gain clear ideas of what it is that is to be 
remedied. ‘To this end the statistics were gathered, 
and the foregoing remarks upon them have been 
made. ‘The most evident conclusion thus far reached 
is that further and fuller information is needed. 

‘he next step should be to make careful inquiry 
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into the principles upon which promotions are now 
managed in the different schools. It is, perhaps, easy 
enough to state the theory upon which promotions 
are supposed to be made ; but what is the practice? 

Are pupils who have been at work a year on that 
part of the course of study which is assigned to their 
class, subjected to a reasonable test of their fitness for 
promotion? Or is the test too severe? Do all the 
pupils who have done a year’s work reasonably well 
pass on to the class above? If not, how many are 
kept back, and why are they kept back? Is it 
because the rooms above are not large enough to 
receive the whole class? Is it because some teach- 
ers dislike to have two classes in the same room? 
Is it because parallel divisions of the same class 
cannot be carried on; and because, in the larger 
schools, only one division can be graduated each 
year? Is symmetry in the arrangement of divisions 
more important than the proper advancement of the 
individual pupils? Is thoroughness, important as it 
is, yet so much an object to be gained that consider- 
able numbers of pupils should be obliged to do over 
again work which they have already once done 
reasonably well? Do our examinations reach and 
test the mental growth of a pupil on all sides and 
in all its phases ; and may there not be a kind of 
mental development not directly reached by school 
exercises, but still going on all the time, and which 
makes it better to keep the pupil along with com- 
panions of his own age rather than back with those 
whose minds are less mature? Is not the threat of 
non-promotion at the end of the year, or half-year, 
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sometimes used too freely ; and are not too many 
pupils kept back, sometimes, for the sake of the 
supposed moral effect on the class? I do not wish 
to prejudge any of these questions ; for these, and 
a multitude of similar ones, need to be investigated 
more fully than they yet have been before one would 
be justified in expressing any very positive opimions 
upon them. 

In this connection I shall reprint a sketch prepared 
thirteen years ago by Superintendent Philbrick, in 
which one cannot fail to recognize many features of 
the present system of making promotions in the 
grammar schools. And I do so the more readily, 
because I find therein the principle which ought to 
govern the making of promotions in these schools 
clearly and justly laid down. ‘The extract is from 
the Highteenth Semi-Annual Report of the Super- 
intendent, March, 1869, as follows: — 


“If a child of the proper age enters the primary 
school at the right time the chances are fifty to one 
that, if his health is good, and his attendance is 
regular, he will get through the course and entera 
grammar school in three years. And so if a pupil 
enters one of the high schools, and continues in the 
faithful performance of his duties, he can calculate 
with almost absolute certainty how long he will be in 
completing the course. | 

“But if a pupil enters the lowest class of a gram- 
mar school at a given time it is impossible to predict 
with any certainty at what stage in the course he will 
be found at any subsequent time, or when he will 
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complete the course. At least such has been the 
case under the operation of the old programme of 
studies. ‘This uncertainty as to the movement of the 
pupus through the grammar-school course has been 
owing in part to the indefiniteness of the programme, 
which had no well-defined stages or requirements, and 
in part to the manner in which the promotions have 
been made. ‘The pupils are not advanced by classes 
as they are in the primary and high schools. No 
attempt is made to preserve the identity of the classes. 
Under the old regime the grammar schools have 
nominally consisted of four classes, but in point of 
fact they have generally had as many distinct classes 
as they have had divisions. By ‘division’ is meant 
here the scholars in one room under the instruction 
of one teacher. The number of divisions in the dif- 
ferent schools ranges from six to twenty. In some of 
the smaller schools some of the divisions would be 
subdivided into two distinct classes; while in some of 
the largest schools there would be two or more divi- 
sions of the lowest grades, pursuing substantially the 
same studies and constituting one class. ‘he usual 
course of the masters has been to divide up the whole 
course of study into as many parts as there are divi- 
sions or teachers in the school, and assign to each 
teacher one of these sections of the course to teach, 
so that a pupil in going regularly through the course 
would pass successively through all the divisions. If 
the pupils could be advanced by divisions, once in six 
months, this plan would work very well in schools 
containing ten or twelve divisions. But this is not 
what is done. Pupils are graduated from the highest 
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division only at the end of each school year, while 
they are received into the lowest divisions from the 
primary schools at the end of each half-year. This 
arrangement, in respect to admission and graduation, 
necessarily complicates the business: of promotion, 
and yet it is an arrangement which in other relations 
seems to be desirable. At the end of the first half 
of the school year it is found that most of the divi- 
sions have been more or less reduced in number by 
the withdrawal of pupils who are not to go through 
the course. ‘The best scholars from the lower divi- 
sions are brought up to fill the seats thus vacated, 
and in this way room is made in the very lowest divi- 
sions for the accommodation of the recruits from the 
primary schools. At the end of the school year the 
first division is graduated, and again the other divi- 
sions are decimated by withdrawals, and hence the 
promotion is more general than it was at the middle 
of the year, and whole divisions go forward; but their 
identity is not preserved, a portion of each division 
usually being ‘jumped’ over one or two divisions. 
The highest division would be made up of the best 
scholars in the second division, with some of the best 
from the third division; the second, of the residuum 
which was left after drafting the best for the first 
and the residuum of the third, with perhaps the élite 
of the fourth, who are ‘jumped’ over the third, and 
so on down, through all the divisions. Now, by 
recollecting that the teacher in each room has a cer- 
tain fixed portion of the programme to teach, and 
generally insists upon having all the pupils in the 
division treated as one class, and taught the same

thing, one is prepared to see wherein the mode of 
classifying and promoting the pupils of the grammar 
schools has worked to their disadvantage. At every 
promotion a very large proportion of the pupils fall 
into one of two opposite categories, both of which 
are undesirable. In the first place, on the one hand, 
some, after having spent six months or a year in a 
certain division, going over a limited section of the 
prescribed studies, are obliged to remain in the same 
division and begin back and go over the same track, 
in connection with new recruits from the lower divi- 
sions to whom the ground is new, while their com- 
panions have gone on with higher divisions. In the 
second place, on the other hand, some are jumped 
over one or more divisions, and thus leaving behind 
them a portion of the programme on which they are 
not taught at all, and being required to do extra 
work to catch up with the more advanced division in 
which they: are placed. And, besides these two 
objectionable situations, there is a third, which is 
disadvantageous; it is that of the pupils who do not 
skip any portion of the programme, but who must 
take advanced lessons with the pupils who have 
already had six months’ drilling in the same stage of 
instruction. ‘The promotions are made under the 
directions of the masters. ‘To a considerable extent 
the promotions are made on the result of the per- 
sonal examination of the masters themselves, those 
getting the highest percentages taking the precedence 
in the promotions. 

“TI have thus stated as fairly as I could, the mode of 
conducting the promotions up to the present time. 
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Such is the system, but in some schools it is more or 
less modified in practice. Some masters pay little or 
no regard to age in determining what pupils to pro- 
mote; and in their schools the highest division 
scarcely averages as high in age as the second or 
even third division. Other masters are not so much 
inclined to keep back the older pupils, even though 
they are not quite so brilliant in scholarship as their 
younger classmates. 

“'The system of promotions in our grammar schools, 
it appears, is different in principle from that of the 
primary and high schools, the latter being founded 
on a pass examination, in which only a minimum re- 
quirement is exacted, and the former on competitive 
examination, those pupils who attain the highest per- 
centages being promoted, and the number put up 
being determined not so much by the attainments of 
the pupils, as by the capacity of the rooms to be 
filled up with certain grades. In some schools great 
injustice is done to many pupils by the operation of 
this system, while in others, through the painstaking 
efforts of the masters, looking solely to the best in- 
terests of each individual pupil, the degree of injus- 
tice done is more limited. 

“Tam aware of the great difficulty of changing this 
system; and still, it seems to me that we ought to 
attempt its reform. ‘This is a matter which the rules 
and regulations do not touch. It is a matter of in- 
ternal administration, wholly in the hands of the mas- 
ters. ‘The system has not been created by any legis- 
lation. It is a tradition. The master who sees fit is 
at liberty, in the absence of regulations relating to 
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it, to adopt a different plan; and I sincerely hope 
some one at least will make the attempt, under 
the regime of the new programme. The new class- 
ification which it provides will be found more 
favorable than the old to a judicious management of 
promotions. In order to bring about a salutary 
change, it 1s necessary, in the first place, to make a 
successful experiment, on a better plan, in one school. 
I do not propose to attempt to describe at this time 
the details of a better system; but the principle 
which ought to be kept in view in making promo- 
tions in these schools may be stated in a few words. 
It seems to me to be this: The pupils admitted from 
the primary schools should be put to work on the 
studies prescribed for the sixth class. These pupils 
should constitute one class, whether taught in one or 
more divisions or sections; and whenever they have 
fairly passed through the studies of this grade they 
should be examined, and all who pass a minimum 
examination should then be put to work on the 
studies of the next higher grade. This beginning 
of anew step in the course should be considered pro- 
motion, whether the pupils remain in the same division 
or not, and no other change should be regarded as 
promotion. And this course should be continued 
through the whole course. The identity of the class 
should be preserved as far as possible. 

“ But, in order to carry out this principle, it will be 
necessary to discard the prevailing notions in regard 
to symmetry in the arrangement of divisions. While 
some divisions will be of the same grade, other 
divisions will contain pupils of more than one grade, 
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and then the divisions containing pupils of two grades 
will not always have an equal number of each grade. 
And then we must get rid of the idea that all the 
pupils in a class must be equally good scholars. 
This erroneous idea is too generally entertained by 
teachers in graded schvols, and by committees who 
examine these schools. And hence undue efforts are 
made to produce perfect equality of scholarship 
among the members of the class. 

“If the object of the school is to graduate a small 
number of brilliant, overworked scholars, then no 
doubt the best way to accomplish the object is to 
make all the promotions on the principle of competi- 
tive examinations. If the object be to do the great- 
est good to the greatest number, and to give a fair 
chance to pupils of ordinary capacity, then some 
other principle should be adopted.” 


Doubtless much improvement has been made during 
the thirteen years that have elapsed since the above 
extract was written; but the system therein described 
and condemned has not yet disappeared. Itis still sub- 
stantially the system used in some schools, and 
traces of it are more or less visible in all. The practice 
of culling the classes is still followed; and its bad 
effects, in the undue stimulation of some pupils and 
the injurious discouragement of others, are still too 
frequently apparent. 

My belief is that some further reform in this mat- 
ter should be attempted. After gathering the neces- 
sary information to guide our efforts, a better system 
than the present should be devised and carried into 
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effect. Meanwhile let the subject receive the careful 
attention it deserves, especially from the principals 
of schools, in whose power it lies to make a good 
deal of improvement without the aid of legislation. 


INSTRUCTION FOR TEACHERS. 


Early last autumn I consulted with the head-master 
of the normal school upon the practicability of re- 
newing some of the courses of instruction, that were 
formerly given in connection with the normal school 
for the benefit of teachers in the service of the city. 
We were both impressed with the importance of such 
instruction, especially to the younger teachers, and 
were ready to do whatever could be done to provide 
for it. On making some inquiries, however, to find 
what assistance could be secured, we met with little 
encouragement. The obstacle seemed to lie in the 
fact that, according to an opinion of the City Solic- 
itor, the School Committee has no legal right to ex- 
pend money for the purpose of giving instruction to 
teachers already in the city’s service. 

The instruction here alluded to is not that occa- 
sionally given by supervisors, directors, or others, 
having general charge of the work actually required 
and going on in the schools. Explanations and illus- 
trations of such work are given by these officials 
in the regular discharge of their official duties. Such 
instruction is not given in connection with the normal 
school, and is not a part of that which, two years 
ago, the School Committee expected to pay for. This 
latter kind of instruction does not fall within the 
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range of anybody’s official duty; and, if given by 
officials, is, nevertheless, given as something falling 
quite outside their regular duties. 

There is now a bill before the Legislature which, 
if it becomes a law, will enable the School Com- 
mittee to provide and pay for instruction in con- 
nection with the normal school to teachers in 
service. 

Meanwhile something has been done, though not 
on any well-concerted plan, towards supplying the 
deficiency. The Teachers’ School of Science is still 
open, and many teachers gladly avail themselves of 
its free courses of instruction. ‘This institution is not 
in any way dependent on the efforts of public-school 
officials; but it well deserves their grateful recog- 
nition for its continued usefulness. 

There bas been a well-attended course of Saturday- 
morning lessons on psychology, by Supervisor Parker. 
A series of lectures or lessons on drawing, having a 
direct bearing on the work in the schools, has been 
given by the Director of Drawing, Mr. Hitchings, to 
the teachers of the grammar and primary schools. 
These lessons were given on Saturday mornings. A 
large umber of the primary-school teachers signified 
to me their desire that Mr. Holt, one of the special 
instructors in music, might give them some instruc- 
tion upon the methods of teaching musi¢ in the 
primary schools. In response to this desire Mr. 
Holt kindly consented to give six lessons on suc- 
cessive Saturday mornings. ‘These lessons were of a 
very practical kind, and were well attended, not only 
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by Boston teachers, but by teachers from neighboring 
towns. 

It is a matter for some regret that these various 
opportunities for instruction could not have been 
offered in a way not to interfere with one another in 
respect to times and places. Some inconveniences of 
this nature were unavoidable, because there was no 
single person charged with the duty of making the 
proper arrangements. 

For the same general purpose of helping on the 
work of the schools, I have twice used the power 
vested in the Superintendent, of omitting the after- 
noon session of the primary schools and calling the 
teachers together to one place. 

At the first meeting I had the assistance of the 
Supervisors. ‘he subject for consideration was “the 
work of the year,” but more especially the methods 
to be used in teaching reading. ‘The object was to 
suggest the correction of a tendency to one-sidedness 
manifest in the work of the preceding year. There 
had been, in some schools certainly a too exclusive 
use of the so-called word-method, and this needed to 
be corrected by more attention to the phonic method. 
There was need, too, of emphasizing the importance 
of teaching children from the very start to read from 
the thought, and never allowing the exercise to de- 
generate into a process of empty word-pronouncing. 

At this meeting the Director of Drawing made 
some important general suggestions as to the work 
in his department. 

The second meeting was devoted to “the methods 
of teaching music in the primary schools.” In this I 
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had the assistance of the head-master of the normal 
school, who gave a very clear exposition of the prin- 
ciples involved, and that of the three special instruc- 
tors of music. Out of this meeting grew the request 
for a series of lessons by Mr. Holt on this subject 
before alluded to. 

At both of these meetings I dwelt with much 
emphasis upon a matter which I allude to again in 
this place, because of its importance. I refer to the 
obligation every teacher is under to distribute time 
and effort amongst the various branches of study in 
the manner indicated by the course of study. The 
time assigned to arithmetic should all be devoted to 
that subject; the time assigned to reading and writ- 
ing should be devoted to those subjects, no more and 
no less; music and drawing should each receive the 
amount of time allotted to them; and so of the other 
branches. No branch should be slighted or crowded 
out to make room for an excess of attention devoted 
to any other. It will not avail to plead that a depart- 
ure from the course of study in this respect was 
made by the advice or through the influence of a 
Supervisor, or of the Superintendent, or of anybody 
else. 

The course of study is the law binding upon 
everybody. Neither the Supervisors, nor the Super- 
intendent, nor any other person or body of persons, 
except the School Committee itself, has the power to: 
absolve the teacher or other school officer from the 
obligation to follow the course of study as laid down 
by the School Committee. 

When, therefore, I hear the rumor flitting about. 
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that some teacher has been so pressed by other work 
that she has not given a lesson in music this year, 
I cannot help wishing that I were told the name of that 
teacher, — if such a teacher there be, — so that I might 
remind her of her obligation. And when I hear it 
somewhat freely alleged that excellence in one line 
of work — composition, for instance — has been ob- 
tained at the expense of other lines of work no less 
important, I feel impelled to renew my exhortation 
to the teachers, and all others concerned, that they 
faithfully recognize their obligation to give due 
‘attention to every part of the work laid out in the 
course of study. A success gained in one part by 
the sacrifice of other parts is no success, but a 
failure; or, rather, the school in which such a sacrifice 
is allowed is a failure. 

I am aware of a tendency, by no means peculiar to 
any one grade of schools, to lay unusual stress, for the 
time being, on some particular line of work. It is 
sometimes well to let this tendency operate for a 
while, in order to bring up some neglected kind of 
work to the proper standard. But there is always 
the danger of overdoing the thing, and this cannot be 
too carefully guarded against. The aim should al- 
ways be to keep all the work properly balanced. 


SUPPLEMENTARY READING. 


The use of supplementary reading in the primary 
schools has made good progress the past year. ‘The 
plan prepared by the Board of Supervisors for sup- 
plying these schools with an abundance of easy 
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attractive reading-matter at a trifling cost (see School 
Doc. No. 7, 1881) has been carried out under the 
Supervisors’ personal care. ‘he approved books 
were purchased, prepared for use, and put in circu- 
lation last September. Generally speaking, the 
teachers have received the books regularly. 

The children have derived no less pleasure than 
benefit from reading them. It is delightful to 
witness the keen interest with which the little ones 
devour the contents of a newly arrived set of books. 
It is delightful, too, to hear the easy, natural, and 
animated tones the children use when reading 
under the stimulus of freshly awakened interest; 
but admirable above all is the skill of the teacher 
who can steadily use this stimulus so that easy 
and natural utterance in reading becomes, in time, 
a fixed habit with the children. Good _ expres- 
sion comes as a matter of course when the reader is 
eager to communicate to others the thought that 
happens to interest him. It is the teacher’s principal 
aim, therefore, to keep the young readers in this 
eager state of mind; and it has been found that this 
can best be done by a free use of fresh reading- 
matter. 

The books recommended for use in the grammar 
schools are of two kinds, those containing informa- 
tion collateral to the regular studies, and those deserv- 
ing to be read for the purpose of cultivating a taste 
for good literature. 

The lists of books prepared by the Board of Super- 
visors embraced chiefly books of the former kind. 
This was because books of the latter kind were at 
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that time expected from the Public Library. Unfor- 
tunately it has not been found practicable to proceed 
under the agreement made last spring between the 
trustees of the Public Library and the School 
Committee. 

The reason is that the money needed for the pur- 
pose was not granted by the City Council. The 
merits of the plan itself seemed to be admitted by 
everybody, but some technical objections to the 
manner in which the money was to be granted or 
expended seemed to have weight enough to prevent 
the grant. The failure is to be regretted, because the 
Public Library and the public schools could proba- 
bly do more to elevate and refine the tastes of young 
readers by working together than by working apart. 
Whether it would be possible to frame a plan which 
would not be open to some ingenious technical objec- 
tion is, perhaps, doubtful. However this may be, there 
seems to be little encouragement to make the effort 
at present; some future time may prove more pro- 
pitious. 

Meanwhile the upper classes in the grammar 
schools would be much benefited by a supply of good 
books for simultaneous home reading. Not that the 
want is felt in all the schools. In Dorchester the 
schools enjoy the income of the Gibson Fund, and 
may or do supply themselves with numerous copies 
of the same book for this purpose. There are some 
masters, probably, who doubt the expediency of man- 
aging the home reading in this way. But the plan 
has been tried in some schools already with much 
success. In these schools, and in some others, sets of 
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good books for home reading would be welcomed and 
put to excellent use. 

It would not cost much to buy a few sets. of books 
and put them in circulation. They could be sent at 
first to those schools only where a desire for them 
was expressed. In the course of time other schools 
might come in, and the number of books in circu- 
lation might be increased to accommodate them. 
The work of carrying the boxes of books from 
school to school would cost very little, even if all the 
schools used them, for the supply department is now 
in regular communication with each grammar school. 
By starting in this way the first cost need not be very 
great; for the number of schools to be supplied would 
be small. The cost of additional books for other 
schools need not be great in any one year, for the 
supply would be extended only so fast as the desire for 
it grew. And the ultimate cost of supplying all the 
schools in this way would be vastly less than would 
be the cost of supplying them with the same variety 
of books to be kept permanently in the school-houses, 
and not circulated at all. A set of books that goes to 
six schools in the course of a year does six times the 
service it would if it remained all the time in but one 
school. The cost of supplying a given number of 
pupils with a given variety of reading-matter is di- 
minished in proportion to the frequency of its circula- 
tion, provided the circulation is not so rapid as to 
prevent the books’ being read through. If pupils 
can read through six books in the year, then, by 
changing them about six times, every book will be in 
use all the time; but by not changing them about, five- 
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sixths of the books would be idle all the time, and six 
times as many books therefore would be needed to 
do the work. This plan is at once so promising and 
so inexpensive at the start that I would recommend 
its trial for the two upper classes in a few grammar 
schools at once. 

Certainly something more ought to be done in this 
direction than is doing now. One can_ hardly 
over-estimate the importance of giving our pupils a 
broader intellectual outlook, — of cultivating in them 
nobler tastes, sympathies, aspirations, —than they are 
likely to have if shut up within the somewhat narrow 
limits of the school curriculum, or left to seek 
amusement in their own unguided excursions into the 
broad fields of literature. Young readers need noth- 
ing else so much as wise guidance. The most effect- 
ual means of destroying a taste for bad reading is to 
supplant it by a taste for good reading. Complete 
prohibition of bad literature is impracticable; but the 
readers least likely to resort to it are those whose 
tastes have matured in the free enjoyment of that 
which is not bad. Whatever the schools can do in 
this behalf should not be left undone. If, therefore, 
there are some schools where the teachers are anxious 
to enter upon this important work at once, what wiser 
expenditure of money could be made than the trifling 
one for a few sets of good books to begin with? 

A. few years ago the annual expenditure for books, 
drawing material, and stationery supplied for all 
school purposes, was about $63,000. 

For the school year 1878-79 the account stood as

For the school year 1881-82, just closing, it is 
estimated that the excess of expenditure over the in- 
come now actually received will be $12,000, to which 
must be added $8,000 for diminution of stock on 
hand; making the net expense for the year about 
$20,000. The average expense, therefore, for the 
past two years, has been about $23,000 a year. Thus 
it appears that a reduction has been made in the net 
annual expenditure for books, drawing material, and 
stationery from $63,000 to $23,000. 

It will be seen that this reduction in net expense 
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has been caused by an increase in income. Many 
pupils used to receive their text-books as gifts from 
the city, even though their parents were well able to 
pay for them; now only those whose parents are 
declared by the tax assessors to be unable to pay for 
them receive them as gifts. At the same time all 
pupils have the opportunity offered them of buying 
their books and stationery at the wholesale price. 

The success of the present Management seems to 
dispose of the free text-book question. When the ex- 
penditure for books was at its highest point, it was 
argued that a moderate increase would afford free 
text-books to all; but the increase would now have to 
be very great, much greater than the advantages 
claimed for free text-books would justify. 

The present seems a favorable time for urging the 
importance of a wise liberality in the supply of such 
books and material as the pupils cannot reason- 
ably be expected to furnish for themselves. Books 
of reference, books for home reading, maps and other 
apparatus of instruction, when well used by the 
teachers, richly repay a liberal investment in them. 
The annual expenditure of a few thousand dollars 
for this purpose would greatly benefit the schools. 


INTERRUPTED ATTENDANCE AT SCHOOL. 


Many pupils, especially boys, attend school only 
half the time. Our schools are kept open forty 
weeks in the year. The law compels attendance 
twenty weeks. A boy or girl, having complied with 
the law in this particular, may obtain a certificate of 
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the fact. These certificates are necessary evidence 
to protect both the child and his employer during 
the period of allowed absence from school. In manu- 
facturing, mechanical, and mercantile establishments 
the employers of children insist upon having the cer- 
tificates, and they generally discharge the children as 
fast as the times limited in their certificates expire. 

Whether every pupil who takes out the certificate 
of twenty weeks’ attendance really goes to work, and 
whether every child discharged from employment re- 
turns to school, as required by law, may be doubted. 
At all events, the information is wanting upon which 
to answer either question. The truant officer of 
course does his best to discover children who ought 
to be in school; but he is embarrassed in two ways. 
In the first place he does not and cannot know all the 
employers of children; and in the’ second he does not 
know the names of all the children who hold certifi- 
cates. 

The first difficulty does not exist in connection with 
large establishments, where many children are em- 
ployed, because the employers keep suitable records 
from which the truant-officer may at any time gather 
the information he wants. But there are numerous 
smaller establishments,— small retail stores, counting- 
rooms, work-shops, lawyers’ and physicians’ offices, and 
the like, — where a single boy or more could be em- 
ployed contrary to law without attracting the atten- 
tion of the truant-oflicer. 

A. partial remedy for this difficulty would be found 
in the keeping of a record, like that now kept in the 
Lincoln School and in some other schools, in all the

grammar schools of the city. This record shows the 
name, age, and residence of every pupil who holds a 
certificate of twenty weeks’ attendance, with the date 
of issue and the date when the holder must return to 
school. From this record the truant officer learns the 
names of all the holders of certificates. Armed with 
this information he can follow up every holder, find 
out whether he is at work or not, and compel his re- 
turn to school in due season. 

How many holders of certificates there are at the 
present time I am unable to state. The indications 
are that the number of them is very large. In some 
of the schools the work is much broken in upon by 
the constant departure and return of this class of 
pupils. Careful records of the kind suggested would 
throw needed light on this interesting question. 
I would, therefore, recommend that the Committee 
on ‘T'ruant-Officers consider the propriety of making 
it the duty of the principal of each grammar school 
to keep a record of the names, ages, and residences, 
of all holders of the certificates of twenty weeks’ 
attendance, together with the dates of issue and ex- 
piration. It would be well also to record the names 
of their employers, so far as these could be ascer- 
tained. 

When such records have been kept a year or two, 
information may be gathered from them in the hight 
of which another important question may be consid- 
ered, and that is, whether the needs of children who 
must work a part of the time while getting an educa- 
tion would not be better served by a system of so- 
called half-time schools, or half-time classes, than by 
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the present system. Would it not be better if these 
children could go to school half the time throughout 
the year instead of going all the time through only 
half the year? The practical aspects of this question 
Iam not now prepared to consider; but I am con- 
vinced of its impor tance, and sug net it now, trust- 
ing that I may receive the henene of all the practical 
wisdom which can be brought to bear upon it. From 
the principals of the grammar schools especially this 
aid is expected.

EXPENDITURES FOR THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


REPORT 
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Boston, June 1, 1882. 


The Committee on Accounts herewith present their four- 
teenth annual report, for the financial year 1881-82, in ac- 
cordance with the rules of the Board requiring the same, 
together with the “ Report of Expenditures” required of the 
Auditing Clerk by the Regulations. 

By permission of the Superintendent of Public Buildings 
the committee present a statement of the expenditures for 
the public schools as made under the direction and control 
of the City Council; the combined expenditures giving the 
total cost of the schools for the past financial year, ending 
April 30, 1882. 

Under date of February 8, 1881, the Committee on 
Accounts presented to the Board the estimated amounts re- 
quired to carry on the public schools, exclusive of the sums 
to be expended by the Committee on Public Buildings of 
the City Council; and the same, after being approved, were 
transmitted to the City Auditor.

The Committee on Public Instruction, to whom the school 
appropriation was referred, made a report to the City 
Council in favor of appropriating $1,415,760, the amount 
approved by the Committee on Auditor’s Estimates, stating 
that this amount was as large as ought in prudence to be 
apportioned for school purposes out of the city funds, to be 
raised by taxation. The committee expressed the hope that 
the School Board would be able to maintain the schools and 
keep within the appropriation. It must be very gratifying 
to the Committee on Public Instruction, who are the repre- 
sentative committee in the City Council of the School Board, 
to learn that the School Committee have maintained the 
schools, kept within the appropriation, and returned to the 
City Treasury, unused, the sum of $24,167.72. In a large 
and growing institution like the public schools of Boston, it 
is almost impossible to estimate the exact amount needed ; 
but, whatever the sum appropriated, the committee trust that 
the result this year will indicate a disposition to return to 
the City Council the largest saving consistent with the proper 
management of the schools.

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Income collected over amount estimated, $17,344.08, 
which amount, added to that unused ($24,167.72), returned 
to the City Treasury, aggregates the sum of $41,511.80, saved 
by the School Committee from the amount considered suffi- 
cient for school purposes by the City Council. 

The average number of pupils belonging to all the schools 
was 55,638. The average cost per pupil incurred by the 
School Committee was $23.79; by the City Council $3.19, 
— making the total average cost per pupil, $26.98. 

The average number of pupils belonging to all the schools 
increased 926 over that of the previous year. Notwith- 
standing this fact, the expenses of the School Committee, 
as compared with those of the previous year, have been re- 
duced $16,266.77; while the expenses of the City Council for 
furniture, repairs of school-houses, etc., have been increased 
$32,052.83; thereby increasing the net expenditure of both 
departments $15,786.06 over that of the year previous. 

The number of regular instructors on the pay-rolls April 
1, 1851, was 1,076. During the year 48 resigned, 6 died, 
and 3 were discontinued, leaving 1,019 of the original num- 
ber. The number appointed during the year was 77; 
making the total, April 1, 1882, 1,096, —an increase of 20 for 
the year.» In addition there have been 44 special teachers 


and 108 temporary teachers and special assistants employed 
in the day schools and 118 instructors in the evening schools, 
—making a total of 1,366 on the pay-rolls during the year. 
Although the number of regular instructors has increased, 
the amount paid for salaries of instructors, compared with 
that of the previous year, shows a reduction of $3,296.81. 
To some it may appear strange that, with the salaries un- 
changed and the number of teachers increased, the total 
salaries paid should be diminished. While it is true that the 
salaries remain substantially the same, the financial gain to 
the city by the resignation of a teacher on the maximum 
salary, and the appointment of one to fill the place on the 


= 


— ao eC 
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minimum salary, is quite large. Take, for example, the case 
of a third or fourth assistant, in which grades are comprised 
the large body of our teachers. The difference between the 
maximum and minimum salaries the first year is $288, the 
second year $240, the third year $192, and so on until the 
maximum is reached. ‘The salary of a third or fourth assist- 
ant on the maximum, for six years, amounts to $4,464, and 
that of a teacher of the same grade commencing on the mini- 
mum salary amounts during the same time to $3,456 ; so that 
the city gains in many instances $1,003 by a change in 
teachers. In other grades some would show a larger and 
others a smaller difference ; but it is safe to say that the ex- 
penses of the School Committee are reduced on an average 
at least $500 by the resignation of each instructor. 

During the year there was paid to special teachers for in- 
struction in Sewing, in 191 divisions, $14,306.87; Music, 
$10,920; Drawing, $2,783.33; French, $3,802.50; Military 
Drilland Calisthenies, $3,095.27 ; German, $858.75 ; Sciences, 
$605, — amounting to $36,371.72. 

The number of special assistants employed during the 
year, under Section 217 of the Regulations, to assist teachers 
of the lowest Primary classes, was 62; and the salaries paid 
the same amounted to $4,609. 

The number of temporary teachers employed during the 
year was 46, and the amount paid them was $3,922.14. 

Twelve Evening Elementary Schools were opened, in ac- 
cordance with the rules, on the last Monday in September, 
and remained open the full term, 21 weeks. In addition, a 
school was opéned at Brighton, Oct. 10, but, owing to the 
small attendance, was closed after a session of four weeks. 
The Evening Schools formerly at Dorchester, Jamaica Plain, 
Washington Village, and Neponset were discontinued by 
the committee-in charge. The Evening High School did 
not open until Jan. 3, and continued its sessions, by author- 
ity from the Board, until April 1. The expenses of 
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the Evening High and Elementary Schools amounted 
to $22,904.38. 

Five Evening Drawing Schools were opened Oct. 17, 
and continued the full length of the term. The school for- 
merly at Roslindale was discontinued by the Committee on 
Drawing. ‘The expenses of the Evening Drawing Schools 
amounted to $7,767.58. 

The average number of pupils belonging to the Evening 
and Evening Drawing Schools during the past term was 
3,027, —areduction of but 148 compared with that of the year 
previous, which isa good record, considering that five schools 
were abolished. 


The expenses of the Evening Schools, as compared with 
those of the previous year, show a reduction of $7,419.91 in 
the High and Elementary Schools, principally caused by the 
enforcement of the Regulations, which resulted in discon- 
tinuing certain schools and dismissing teachers when the num- 
ber of pupils fell below the required standard. The expenses 
of the Evening Drawing Schools were $1,391.91 less than 
for the year previous, making a total reduction of $8,811.82 
in Evening and Evening Drawing School expenses. 

The supplies furnished these schools are loaned or supplied 
free to the pupils, excepting in the Evening High and Draw- 
ing Schools, in which the materials used are sold to the 
pupils at cost. The amount received from this source and 
paid to the City Treasurer the past year was $614.43. 

The amount paid under the appropriation of salaries of officers 
the past year was $55,993.83, — an increase over that of the 
previous year of $3,523.83, principally caused by increasing 
the force of truant officers from sixteen to eighteen members. 

Under the head of school expenses are included salaries of 
janitors, and all items directly under the control of the Com- 
mittee on Supplies. : 

The amount paid for salaries of janitors during the past 
year was $79,791.50, — an increase over that paid the year 
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previous of $2,587.40. The salaries are fixed by a calcula- 
tion based upon the manner of heating, number of rooms, 
and the measurement of the several rooms, sidewalks, yards, 
and windows. Under this plan the increase each year is 
a fair criterion of the additional school accommodations 
acquired during the year. The number of janitors in the 
employ of the Committee on Accounts at the present time 
is 149, including one engineer, several of whom have been 
in the service a great many years, changes in the corps not 
being frequent. The salaries paid range from $120 to $2,200 
per annum, the average salary being $535.51. 

For the past few winters the accumulation of snow in the 
school-house yards has been a matter of much inconvenience 
to both teachers and pupils, and the Board of Health has fre- 
quently called the attention of the committee to the subject. 
Under date of Feb. 28, 1882, the inspectors employed by them 
sent the following communication to this committee : — 


In our course of inspection of the school buildings we have found 
great quantities of snow in many of the school-yards, in some instances 
piled up to the depth of three or four feet. The scholars are continually 
running through this snow at recess and other times, wetting their feet 
and carrying dampness into the school-rooms. It seems to us that if 
the means were provided for the removal at once of snow from school- 
yards after each snow-fall, the health of the children would greatly be 
promoted thereby. 


Prior to four years ago the Superintendent of Health 
caused the snow to be removed ; but the City Council decid- 
ing that the work belonged to the School Department, no 
appropriation was granted him for continuing it, and since 
that time it has been allowed to remain until it disappeared by 
the slowly melting process. The regulations for janitors 
require them to remove the snow from the sidewalks and 
make paths in the yards leading to the several entrances and 
out-buildings ; also to pile the snow in the yard in the man- 
ner most convenient for its removal. The committee are of 
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the opinion that this is a question which, sooner or later, must 
be met, notwithstanding that it will add some $5,000 to 
$10,000 to the expense already incurred for the care of 
school-houses. 

A portion of the basement of the Latin and English High 
School is occupied by the South-End Branch of the Public 
Library, an agreement having been made between the Trus- 
tees and this committee, whereby fifty tons of coal are fur- 
nished per annum by the former, in return for the heating of 
their room, and such services as are requisite on the part 
of the engineer in the care of the same. 

During the year the Committee on Supplies have pre- 
sented to the Committee on Accounts, for approval, requisi- 
tions to the amount of $146,171.07, which represents the 
amount expended for supplies under their charge for the 
year. Last year the requisitions amounted to $170,910.95, 
which shows a reduction in the expenditure under their 
direction of $24,739.88. The income returned by them during 
the year amounted to $43,789.57. 

The committee refer to the report of that committee for 
further information regarding supplies. : 

The amount collected during the year for the tuition of 
non-resident pupils was $4,939.27, an increase over that of 
the previous year of $1,135.87, and nearly double the 
amount collected two years ago. The committee are obliged 
to rely upon the principals for information regarding pupils 
attending school whose parents or guardians are not legal resi- 
dents, and they are requested to report all who flea have 
any reason to suppose come under this head, leaving the 
duty of determining who should or should not pay tuition 
to the proper authority. The investigation required in 
certain cases is very perplexing, the subject being one that 
demands and receives a large amount of time from the com- 
mittee. Persons residing out of town who pay large taxes 
to the city, either in their business or upon their estates, feel 
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that they should*be allowed to send their children to our 
schools, forgetting that the statutes require each city and 
town to provide instruction for the children of its residents. 
If the Boston schools are, in their opinion, superior or more 
desirable for their children to attend, they should be willing 
to pay for the privilege. While the committee sometimes 
remit the tuition of those who are unable to pay, and who 
from force of circumstances are obliged to claim exemption, 
they do not feel justified in remitting that of others who desire 
the privilege and are able to pay. 

In addition to the above amount, $7,419.26 was received 
from the State, for the tuition of pupils in the Horace Mann 
School. The rate paid per annum is $100 for each Boston 
pupil, and $105 for each out-of-town pupil. 

In the succeeding pages of this report, under the various 
headings of High, Grammar, Primary, and Special Schools, | 
will be found a list of the buildings occupied for school pur- 
poses, their location, number of rooms in each, and the num- 
ber of instructors employed; also the valuation of each as 
appraised by the assessors, May 1, 1881.

The total amount expended for High Schools, including 
expenditures by the Public Building Committee, was 
$207,307.70. Average number of pupils belonging to these 

schools, 2,044. Average cost per pupil, $101.42. 
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The total amount expended for Grammar Schools, includ- 
ing expenditures by the Public Building Committee, was 
$808,262.07. Average number of pupils belonging to these 
schools, 27,477. Average cost per pupil, $29.42. 

The total amount expended for Primary Schools, includ- 
ing expenditures by the Public Building Committee, was_ 
$408,326.16. Average number of pupils belonging to these 
schools, 22,953. Average cost per pupil, $17.79.

The increase in the cost per pupil in the High Schools 
was principally caused by a slight reduction in the number 
of pupils, and the additional expense made necessary by the 
new Latin and English High School building. 
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The committee include in this report the amounts appro- 
priated by the City Council for the year 1881-82, together 
with the amount drawn each month, and charged to these 
appropriations. The aggregate amount expended is sub- 
divided, showing the cost of the more important items.

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An examination of the preceding table will show that since 
the reorganization of the School Committee, in 1876, the school 
expenses have been steadily diminishing. Notwithstanding 
that the number of pupils was 5,330 more the past year than 
in 1876-77, the expenses are $179,574.59 less; or, in other 
words, it cost $1,503,200.70 to educate 50,308 pupils five 
years ago, while 55,638 pupils were educated last year at an 
expense of $1,323,626.11. 

On page 94 of this report will be found a table of 
expenses, to appear in the report of the City Auditor, giving 
the combined expenses of the School Committee and the 
City Council. The following extract shows the cost per 
pupil for the past fifteen years, the average cost for that time 
being $30.09 : —

In the last report of the Committee on Accounts, considera- 
ble space was devoted to the subject of establishing a fund 
for aged and infirm teachers, this committee being authorized 
by the Board to act for them in issuing a circular, inviting 
all instructors to join an association for that purpose. In 
reply, about one-half of the teachers signified their willing- 
ness to join an association of this kind, provided the plan of 
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organization and other matters pertaining to it met their 
approval. While it may be that some of the instructors in 
our public schools are fortunate enough, owing to their posi- 
tion or expectations in life, to feel that aid from this source 
would personally not be required, it is nevertheless true 
that many teachers, when obliged to retire on account of 
sickness, age, or infirmity, find that they have little or noth- 
ing to rely upon for their support. It is for this reason that 
the School Committee would recommend to the principals, 
who might be expected to take the lead in this matter, and 
who from their position could more easily make it a success, 
the desirability of giving this matter their early considera- 
tion, hoping that such an association will be formed and the 
nucleus of a fund created. There is no doubt that if an 
association of this kind were established, the friends of 
education, and others who believe that their success in life 
is due, in a great measure, to the instruction received 
in the public schools, would render material aid and 
assistance. 

The committee have added to this report the estimates for 
the present financial year, prepared and presented to the 
City Auditor last February. The estimated amount required 
was $1,446,007, which was granted by the City Council. 
This is the first time since 1874-75, a period of eight years, 
that the City Council has appropriated the amount asked for 
by the School Committee, the reduction by them varying 
from $34,586 to $123,280, although that body afterwards 


allowed the additional amounts required to carry on the’ 


schools until the close of the year. 

Notwithstanding that the City Council has appropriated a 
liberal sum for educational purposes, this committee believes 
that the policy of the School Board which has resulted in 
the reduction of expenses every year since its reorganiza- 
tion will be continued as long as it can be done without det- 
riment to the schools. If more money has been appropriated 
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than is needed to maintain the efficiency of the schools, the 
School Board will only be too glad to save and return to the 
City Treasury the largest possible sum that can be spared 
from the amount appropriated. 

In closing, the committee would call the attention of the 
Board to the following pages of this report, which give in 
detail the expenditures during the year, together with such 
information as was thought desirable.
